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PREFACE. 


22 Compiler of this Work would have it underſtood, 
that he only intends it as an Abſtract or Epitome of 
the Bible ; in which ſuch parts are retained, as are, in an 
eſpecial manner, inſtructive to young perſons, and thoſe 
who may wiſh to be informed of the contents of the Sacred 
Writings in a ſummary way. The genealogies of families 
are moſtly omitted; with many circumſtances occurring in 
the early ages of the world, which are not thought neceſ- 
ſary to be included in this abridgment, as they would be 
a means of making the work too large; and might take 
away the uſe intended by it ; which is to bring into view the 
good effects of a humble, circumſpect walking in the fear 
of God, rather than to preſerve the memory of ſuch whoſe 
evil deeds had rendered them obnoxious to Divine Juſtice. 
A work of this kind is thought the more neceſſary, as it 
appears ſome teachers have declined the practice of reading 
the Bible in their ſchools; which negle& may be attended 
with fad conſequences to the youth, by keeping thoſe ex- 
cellent records, with which they cannot be too early ac- 
quainted, out of their view. I would therefore propoſe 
this Abſtract may be made uſe of in the ſchools of Great 
Britain, and in other countries, where the Engliſh is taught 
and underſtood, At the ſame time it is not intended to

I have not confined myſelf to any Abi or Hiſ-. ri 


tory of the Bible, which has been formerly publiſhed; but 

ſelected ſuch parts as appeared to me moſt ſuitable for be tc 
inſtruction and information of young people, and have en- v. 
| deavoured to conne the hiſtorical parts as much as I well th 
i could. Some ſmall alteration is made as to words: and m 
expreſſions uſed in the common tranſlation ; and ſome. - ar 
words are taken from the marginal reading; but I have been 
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cautious -of making any alteration as to the ſenſe of the 
text; which I believe is much agreeing with the original, 
Where it could be done ſafely I have endeayoured to avoid 
the frequent repetition of the word and. I often uſe the 
word who inſtead of which, and ſometimes will inſtead 
of /ball, as more agreeable to the preſent way of writing. 

Some parts of the prophetic writings in the Old Teſta- 
ment are omitted, as alſo ſome points of doctrine in the 
New, as being above the capacity of youth : at the ſame 
time endeavours are uſed to retain all the parts which relate 
to the faith and practice of a Chriſtian, and are needful 
for his conſtant remembrance. 


In making this Abſtract I have further had in view the 


benefit of religiouſly diſpoſed perſons, who may not have 
ſo much leiſure as they wiſh for, to look into the Sciptures 
at large, It is thought, if thoſe choice paſſages, which tend 
to promote piety and virtue, and a Chriſtian life, are brought 
into view, upon firſt opening the yolume, it might prove 
inſtructive and edifying to theſe, and a means of enriching 
their minds with what may tend to- ſtrengthen their faith 
in all the truths of the goſpel. 

Some ſhort notes are added in different parts, which it 
is hoped will be acceptable to the reader. The ſeveral 
books are divided into chapters, for the convenience of 
reading, but not into verſes, which might ſometimes inter- 
rupt the ſenſe. 


It may be ſaid of theſe writings, that they need no other 


teſtimony to recommend them than their own intrinſig 


value. It is to be lamented that they are fo little read; and | © 


that many publications of the preſent time, ſuch as ro- 


mances and novels, with other books of entertainment;

The books of Proverbs and Eccleſiaſtes contain many 


- precepts and maxims, which are fit to be remembered and 


. thought of: it is wiſhed they may be often read, both by 
young and old; as faithful monitors in our paſſage through 
a liſe filled with dangers; in which we want all the wiſ⸗ 
dom which comes from religious experience, as well as 
help from the writings and example of good men in times 
— may be further noticed in this Preface, that all the 
teſtimonies of the prophets, which point out the coming of 
Chriſt in the fleſh, as alſo his ſpiritual kingdom, to be eſta- 
bliſhed in the hearts of men and women, are carefully re- 
"tained ; as likewiſe the excellent truths which are fre- 
quently introduced, ſuitable to inſtruct and edify the church 
in every age. Many of the diſtinguiſhing doctrines of 
Chriſtianity are contained in the book of Iſaiah, ſo that the 
ſerious reader may be much comforted from the promiſes 
concerning the goſpel times met with in this book. 

But in the writings of the prophets it ſhould be obſerved, 
that things divine, ſpiritual, and moral, are often exhibited 
by images taken from things natural, artificial, &c. in the 

| way 
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way of metaphor or allegory. Thus we find that cedars 
of Lebanon and oaks of Baſhan are uſed by way of meta- 
phor, for kings, princes, and thoſe of the higheſt rank ; 
mountains and hills, for kingdoms, republics, citics, towers, 
&c. alſo for defenders and protectors; ſhips of Tarſhiſh, 
for merchants, and men enriched by commerce. 

After theſe few premonitions and remarks, I ſhall only 
add, that my view in the preſent work has been to promote 
the reading of the Scriptures, and making them more uſeful. 
And my requeſt to the Author of all good is, that his 
bleſſing may attend this labour of love, to the help and 
comfort of the religiouſly diſpoſed, and all thoſe into whoſe 
hands it may come, without any diſtinction as to names 
and profeſhons of religion among men.

And every living ſubftance was def- 
troyed, which was upon the face of the ground ; both 
man, and cattle, and the creeping things, and the fowl of 
the heaven ; and they were deſtroyed from the earth : and 
Noah onl del alive, and they that were with him 
in the ark. And the waters prevailed upon the earth an 
hundred and fifty days, 


VII. 


Ap God remembered Noah, and every living thing, 
and all the cattle that was with him in the ark: and God 
made a wind to paſs over the earth, and the waters af- 
fuaged. The fountains alſo of the deep, and the windows 
of heaven, were ſtopped, and the rain 5 heaven was re- 
ſtrained. And the waters returned from off the eartl: 
continually, and after the end of the hundred and fifty days, 
the waters were abated. And the ark refted in the ſeventh 
month, on the ſeventeenth day of the month, upon the 
mountains of Ararat. And the waters decreaſed continu- 
ally, until the tenth month. In the tenth month, on the 
*. day of the month, were the tops of the mountains 
cen. | 

And it came to paſs at the end of forty days, that 
Noah opened the window of the ark which he had made; 
and he ſent forth a raven, which went forth to and fro, 
until the waters were dried up from off the earth. Alſo 
he ſent forth a dove from him, to fee if the waters were 
abated from off the face of the ground. But the dove 
Found no reſt for the ſole of her foot, and ſhe returned 
unto him into the ark: for the waters were on the face 
of the whole carth : then he put forth his hand, and took 
| her, and pulled her in unto him into the ark. 

And he ſtaid yet other ſeven days; and again he ſent 
forth the dove out of the ark, and the dove came in unto 
bim in the evening; and lo, in her mouth was an olive leaf 


- "plucked off: fo Noah knew that the waters were —_ 
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from off the earth. And he ſtayed yet other ſeven days, 
and ſent forth the dove, which returned nor again unto him 
any more, 

And it came to paſs in the ſixth hundredth and firſt 
year, in the firſt month, the firſt day of the month, the 
waters were dried up from off the earth, and Noah re- 
moved the covering of the ark, and looked, and behold the 
face of the ground was dry. - And in the ſecond month, 
on the ſeven and twentieth day of the month, was the 
earth dried. 

And God ſpake unto Noah, ſaying, Go forth of the 
ark, thou, and thy wife, and thy fons, and thy fons' wives 
with thee. Bring forth with thee every living thing that 
is with thee of all fleſh, both of fowl and of cattle, and of 
every creeping thing that creepeth upon the earth, that 
they may breed abundantly in the carth, and be fruitful 
and multiply upon the earth. And Noah went forth, and 
his ſons, and his wife, and his ſons' wives with him. Every 
beaſt, eyery creeping thing, and every fowl, and whatſo- 
ever creepeth upon the earth, after their kinds, went forth, 
out of the ark, 


VIII. 


Ap Noah builded an altar unto the Lord; and took 
of every clean beaſt, and of every clean fowl, and offered 
burnt offerings upon the altar. "Ang the Lord faid, I wilt 
not again curſe the ground any more for man's ſake ; nei- 
ther will I ſmite any more every living thing, as I have 
done, While the earth remaineth; ſeed time and harveſt, 
and cold and heat, and ſummer and winter, and day and 
night, ſhall not ceaſe. | 

And God bleſſed Noah and his ſons, and ſaid unto: 
them, Be fruitful, and multiply, and repleniſh the earth. 
And the fear of you, and the dread of you ſhall be upon 
every beaſt of the earth, and upon every fowl of the air, 
upon all that moveth upon the earth, and upon all the fiſhes. 
of the ſea, into your hand are they delivered. Exery 
moving thing that liveth ſhall be meat for you; even as the 
green herb, have I given you all things. But fleſh with 
the life thereof, which is ny ihall you not. 
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eat. And ſurely your blood of your lives will F require: 
at the hand of every beaſt will I require it, and at the hand 
of man; at the hand of every man's brother will I require 
the. life of man. Whoſo- ſheddeth man's blood, by man 
mall his blood be ſhed ; for in the image of God made he 
man, 

And you, be ye fruitful, and multiply, bring forth abun- 
dantly in the earth, and multiply therein. 

And God ſpake unto Noah and to his ſons with him, ſay- 
ing, And J, behold I, eſtabliſh my covenant with you, and 
with your- ſeed after you; and with every living creature 
that is with you, of the fowl, of the cattle, and of every 
beaſt of the earth with you, from all that go out of the 
ark, to every beaſt of the earth. And I will eſtabliſh my 
covenant with you; neither ſhall all fleſh be cut off any 
more by the waters of a flood ; neither ſhall there any 
more be a flood to deſtroy the earth. 

And God ſaid, This is the token of the covenant which 
I make between me and you, and every living creature that 
is with you, for perpetual generations. I do ſet my bow 
in the cloud, and it ſhall be for a token of a covenant be- 
tween me and the earth. And it ſhall come to paſs, when 
I bring a cloud over the earth, that the bow ſhall be ſcen 
in the cloud. And I will remember my covenant which 
is between me and you, and every living creature of all 
"fleſh, and the waters ſhall no more become a flood to de- 
troy all fleſh. And the bow ſhall be in the cloud; and 1 
will look upon it, that I may remember the everlaſtin 
. covenant between God and every living creature, of al 
fleſh, that 1s upon the earth. | 
And the ſons of Noah that went forth of the ark were 
Shem, and Ham, and Japheth :- and Ham is the father of 
Canaan. ' Theſe are the three ſons of Noah: and of them 
was the whole earth overſpread. "a 


Ap Noah lived after the flood three hundred and 
fifty years. And all the days of Noah were nine hundred 


and fifty years: and he died. And the whole earth was 
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of one language, and of one ſpeech. And it came to paſs 
as they journeyed from the eait, that they found a plain in 
the land of Shinar; and they dwelt there: and they ſaid 
one to another, Go to, let us make brick, and burn them 
thoroughly. And they had brick for ſtone, and ſlime had 
they for mortar. And they ſaid, Go to, let us build us a 
city and a tower, whoſe top may reach unto heaven ; and 
let us make us a name, leſt we be-ſcattered abroad upon the 
face of the whole earth. And the Lord came down to 
ſee the city and the tower, which the children of men 
builded. And the Lord ſaid, Behold, the people is one, 
and they have all one language; and this they begin to 
do: and now nothing will be reſtrained from them, which - 
they have imagined to do. Go to, let us go down, and 
there confound their language, that they may not under- 
{tand one another's ſpeech. So the Lord ſcattered them 
abroad from thence upon the face of all the earth: and 
they left off to build the city. Therefore is the name of 
it called Babel, becauſe the Lord did there confound the 
language of all the earth : and from thence did the Lord 
ſeatter them abroad upon the face of the whole earth.

X. 


*Axp Abram and Nahor, who were the ſons of Terah, 
and deſcendents of Shem, took them wives, and the 
name of Abram's wife was Sarai, and the name of Nahor's 
wife, Milcah ; but Sarai had no child. And Terah took 
Abram his ſon, and Lot the ſon of Haran, his ſon's ſon, 
and Sarai his daughter-in-law, his fon Abram's wife ; and 
they went forth with them from Ur of the Chaldees, to go 
into the land of Canaan, and they came unto Haran and 
dwelt there. And Terah died in Haran, being two hun- 


dred and ſive years old. | 


v 3900 years before Chriſt, T 
Now 
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Now the Lord had ſaid unto Abram, Get thee out of 
thy country, and from thy kindred, and from thy father's 
houſe, unto a land that I. will ſhew thee. And I will 
make of thee a great nation, and I will blefs thee, and 
make thy name great; and thou ſhalt be a bleſſing. And 
I will bleſs them that blefs thee, and curſe him that curſeth 
thee : and in thee: ſhall all the families of the earth be. 
bleſſed. : 

So Abram departed,.as the Lord had fpoken unto him ; 
and Lot went with him: and Abram was feventy and 
five years old. when he departed out of Haran. And 
Abram took Sarai his wife, and Lot his brother's ſon, and 
all their ſubſtance that they had gathered, and the ſouls 
that they had gotten in Haran; and they went forth to 
go into the land of Canaan, and into the land of Canaan 
they came. And Abram paſſed through the land unto. 
the place of Sichem, unto the plain of Moreh ; and the 
Canaanite was then in the land. 

And the Lord appeared unto Abram, and faid, Unto 
thy ſeed will I give this land; and there he builded an 
altar unto the Lord, who appeared unto him. And he 
removed from thence unto a mountain on the eaſt of 
Bethel, and pitched his tent, having Bethel on the weſt, 
and Hai on the eaſt: and there he builded an altar unto 
the Lord, and called upon the name of the Lord. And 
Abram journeyed, going on ſtill toward the ſouth. And 
there was a famine in the land: and Abram went down 
into Egypt to ſojourn there; for the famine was grievous: 
in the land. ; 
And in proceſs of time Abram went up out of Egypt, 
he, and his wife, and all that he had, 'and Lot with him, 
into the ſouth. And Abtam was very rich in cattle, in. 
filver, and in gold. And he went on his journeys from the 
ſouth, even to Bethel ; unto the place where his tent had 
been at the beginning, between Bethel and Hai; unto the 
place of the ahar, which he had made there at the firſt : 
0 and there Abram called on the name of the Lord. And 
"FP! Lot alſo, who went with Abram, had flocks and herds, and 
Jy tents. And the land. was not able to bear them, — 
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they might dwell together: for their ſubſtance was great, 
fo that they could not dwell together. 

And there was a ſtrife between the herdmen of Abram's 
cattle, and the herdmen of Lot's cattle : and the Cana- 
anite, and the Perizzite dwelled then in the land. And 
Abram ſaid unto Lot, Let there be no ſtrife, I pray thee, 
between me and thee, and between my herdmen and thy 
herdmen : for we be brethren, Is not the whole land be- 
fore thee ? Separate thyſelf, I pray thee, from me, if thou 
wilt take the Jef hand, then I will go to the right; or if. 
thou depart to the right hand, then I will go to the left. 

And Lot lifted up his eyes, and beheld all the plain of 
Jordan, that it was well watered every where, before the 
Lord deſtroyed Sodom and Gomorrah, even as the garden 
of the Lord, like the land of Egypt, as thou comelt unto 
Zoar. Then Lot choſe him all the plain of Jordan; and 
Lot journeyed eaſt: and they ſeparated themſelves the one 
from the other. Abram dwelled in the land of Canaan, 
and Lot dwelled in the cities of the plain, and pitched his 
tent towards Sodom. But the men of Sodom were 
wicked, and finners before the Lord exceedingly. | 

And the Lord faid unto Abram, after that Lot was fe- 
parated from him, Lift up now thine eyes, and look from 
the place where thou art, northward, and ſouthward, and 
eaſtward, and weſtward : for all the land which thou ſeeſt, 
to thee will I give it, and to thy ſeed for ever. And I 
will make thy ſeed as the duſt of the earth; ſo that if a 
man can number the duſt of the earth, then ſhall thy 
feed alſo be numbered : arife, walk through the land in 
the length of it, and in the breadth of it: for I will give 
it unto thee. 


XL. 


Tux Abram removed his tent, and came and dwelt in 
the plain of Mamre, which is in Hebron, and built there 
an altar unto the Lord. And there was war between 
Cherdelaomer, king of Elan, and his confederates, and 
Bera, king of Sodom, and his confederates. And the vale 
of Siddim was full of flime-pits ; and the kings of Sodom 

and 
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and Gomorrah fled, and fell there; and they that remained 


' fled to the mountains. 


And they took all the goods of Sodom and Gomorrah, 
and all their victuals, and went their way. And they took 
Lot, Abram's brother's ſon (who dwelt in Sodom) and 
his goods, and departed, And there came one that had 


eſcaped, and told Abram the Hebrew; for he dwelt in the 


plain of Mamre the Amorite, brother of Eſhcol, and brother 


of Aner: and theſe were confedrates with Abram. And 


when Abram heard that his brother was taken captive, he 
armed his trained ſervauts, born in his houſe, three hundred 
and eighteen, and purſued them unto Dan. And he di- 


vided himſelf againſt them, he and his ſervants by night, 


and {mote them, and purſued them unto Hobah, which is 
on the left hand of Damaſcus. - And he brought back all 
the goods, and alſo brought again his brother Lot, and his 
goods, and the women alſo, and the people. 

And the king of Sodom went out to meet him (after his 
return from the flaughter of Cherdelaomer, and of the kings 
that were with him) at the valley of Shaveh, which is the 
king's dale. And Melchiſedeck, king of Salem, brought 
forth bread and wine, and he was the prieſt of the moſt 
high God. And he bleſſed him, and faid, Bleſſed be 
Abram of the moſt high God, poſſcfior of heaven and 
earth: and bleſſed be the molt high God, who hath de- 
livered thine enemies into thine hand. Aud he gave him 


the tenth of all. 


And the king of Sodom ſaid unto Abram, Give me the 
perſons, and take the goods to thyſelf, And Abram faid 
to the king of Sodom, I have ſited up mine hand unto 
the Lord, the moſt high God, the poſſeſſor of heaven and 
earth, that I will not take from a thread even to a ſhoe- 
latchet, and that I will not take any thing that is thine, leſt | 
thou ſhouldelt fay, I have made Abram rich: fave only 
that which the young men have eaten, and the portion of 
the men which went with me, Aner, Aſhcol, and Mamre; 
let them take their portion, 
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Arrzs theſc things, the word of the Lord came unto 
Abram in a viſion, ſaying, Fear not Abram: I am thy 
ſhield, and thy exceeding great reward. And Abram 
ſaid, Lord God, what wilt thou give me, ſeeing I go child- 
leſs, and the ſteward of my houſe is this Eliezer of Da- 
maſcus? and Abram faid, Behold to me thou haſt given 
no ſeed; and lo! one born in my houle is mine heir. 

And behold the word of the Lord came unto him, ſay- 
ing, This ſhall not be thine heir, but he that ſhall come 
from thine own bowels ſhall be thine heir. And he 
brought him forth abroad, and ſaid, Look now towards 
heaven, and tell the ſtars, if thou be able to number them. 
And he ſaid unto, him, So ſhall thy ſeed be. And Abram 
believed in the Lord, and he counted it to him for righ - 
teouſneſs. 

And He faid unto him, I am the Lord that brought 
thee out of Ur of the Chaldees, to give thee this land 10 
inherit it. And he ſaid, Lord God, Whereby ſhall I 
know that I ſhall inherit it? And He ſaid unto him, Take 
me an heifer of three years old, and a ſhe goat of three years 
old, and a ram of three years old, and a turtle dove, and 
a young pigeon, And he took unto him all theſe, and di- 
vided them in the midſt, and laid each piece one againſt 
another, but the birds divided he not, And when the fowls 
came down upon the carcaſes, Abram drove them away. 

And when the ſun was going down, a deep ſleep fell 
upon Abram, and lo, an horror of great darkneſs fell upon 
him. And the Lord ſaid unto Abram, Know of a ſurety 
that thy ſeed ſhall be a ſtranger in a land that is not theirs, 
and ſhall ſerve them, and they ſhall afli& them four hun- 
dred years. And alſo that nation whom they ſhall ſerve, 
will I judge; and afterwards they ſhal: come out with great 
| ſubſtance, But in the fourth generation they ſhall come 
hither again, for the iniquity of the Amorites is not yet 
full. Abd thou ſhalt go to thy fathers in peace, thou ſhalt 
he buried in a good old age. 

And it, came to paſs, that when the ſun went down, and 

it 
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it was dark, behold a ſmoking furnace, and a burning lamp 
that paſſed between thoſe pieces. In that ſame day the 
Lord made a covenant with Abram, ſaying, Unto thy 
feed have I given this land, from the river of Egypt unto 
the great river, the river Eupbrates. 

And when Abram was ninety-nine years old, the Lord 
appeared to Abram, and ſaid unto him, I am the Almighty 
God; walk before me, and be thou perfect. And I will 
make my covenant between me and thee, and I will mul- 
tiply thee exceedingly. And Abram fell on his face: 
and God talked with him, ſaying, As for me, behold my 
covenant is with thee, and thou ſhalt be a father of many 
nations. Neither ſhall thy name be called any more 
Abram ; but- thy name al be Abraham; for a father of 
many nations have T made thee. And I will make thee 
exceedingly fruitful, and I will make nations of thee ; 
and kings thall come out of thee. And I will eſtabliſh 
my covenant between me and thee, and thy ſeed after 
thee, in their generations, for an everlaſting covenant; to 
be a God unto thee, and to thy feed after thee. And' 
I will give unto thee, and to rhy ſeed after thee, the land 
wherein thou art a ſtranger, all the land of Canaan, for an 
everlaſting poſſeſſion; and I will be their God. 

And God faid unto Abraham, Thou ſhalt keep my cove- 
nant therefore, thou, and thy ſeed after thee, in their gene- 
rations. This is my covenant which ye ſhall keep, between 


me and you, and thy ſeed after thee : every male child 


amongſt you ſhall be circumeiſed. He that is born in thy 
houſe, and he that is bought with thy money, muſt needs 
be circumciſed; and my covenant al be in your fleſh for 
an everlaſting covenant. And it ſhall be a token of the 
- covenant between me and you. And the uncircumciſed: 
man child ſhall be cut off from his people: he hath broken, 
my covenant. 

And God faid unto Abraham, As for Sarai thy wife, 
thou ſhalt not call her name Sarai, but Sarah ſhall her 
name be. And I will bleſs her, and give thee a ſon alſo 
of her: yea, I will bleſs her, and ſhe ſhall: be a mother 
of nations; king's of people ſhall be of her. And God 


{aid, Sarah thy wife fhall bear a ſon indeed; and thou mm 
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exll his name Iſaac: and I will eſtabliſh my covenant with 
him for an everlatting covenant, and with his ſeed after 
him. My covenant will I eſtabliſh with Iſaac, whom Sarah 
ſhall bear unto thee at this ſet time in the next year. 

And Abraham took all that were born in his houſe, and 
all that' were bought with money, every male among the 
men of Abraham's houſe ; and circumciſed them, in the 


ſelf ſame day, as God had ſaid unto him. 


XIII, 


AND the Lord appeared unto Abraham in the plains of 
Mamre : and he fat in the tent door in the heat of the day, 
And he lifted up his eyes, and looked, and }o, three men 
{tood by him; and when he ſaw them, he ran to meet them 
from the tent door, and bowed himſelf toward the ground, 
And faid, My Lord, if now I have found favour in thy {ight, 
paſs not away, I pray thee, from thy ſervant. Let a little 
water, I pray you, be fetched, and waſh your feet, and reſt 

ourſelves under the tree, And I will fetch a morſel of 

ead, and comfort ye your hearts; after that ye ſhall paſs 
on: for therefore are ye come to your ſervant. And — 
faid, So do as thou haſt ſaid. 

And Abraham haſtened into the tent unto Sarah, and 
ſaid, Make ready quickly three meaſures of ſine meal, 
knead it, and make cakes upon the hearth. And Abraham 
ran unto the herd, and fetched a calf tender and good, and 
gave it unto a young man; and he haſted to dreſs it. And 


he took butter and milk, and the calf which he had dreſſed, 
and ſet it before them; and he ſtood by them under the 


tree, and they did eat. 

And the men roſe up from thence, and looked towards 
Sodom; and Abraham went with them, to bring them on 
the way. And the Lord ſaid, Shall I hide from Abraham 
that thing which I do? ſeeing that Abraham ſhall ſurely 
become a great and mighty nation, and all the nations of the 
earth ſhall be bleſſed in him? For I know him, that he will 
command his children and his houſehold after him, and they 


"hall keep the way of the Lord, to do juſtice and judgment; 


that 


therein? That be far from thee to 
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that the Lord may bring upon Abraham that which he hath 
ſpoken of him. | 
And the Lord faid, Becauſe the cry of Sodom. and 


Gomorrah is great, and becauſe their ſin is very grievous ; 


I will go down now, and fee whether they have done alto- 
gether according to the cry of it, which is come unto 


me; and if not I will know, And the men turned their 


faces from thence, and went towards Sodom: but Abraham 
ſtood yet before the Lord, 

And Abraham drew near, and ſaid, Wilt thou alſo 
deſtroy the righteous with the wicked ? peradventure there 
be fifty righteous within the city: Wilt thou alſo deſtroy 
and not ſpare the place for the fifty righteous that are 

do = this-manner, 
to ſlay the righteous with the wicked: and that the righ- 


teous ſhould be as the wicked, that be far from thee ; ſhall 


not the Judge of all the earth do right? 


And the Lord faid, If I find in Sodom fifty righteous 
within the city, then I will fpare all the place for their 


ſakes. 


And Abraham anſwered, and faid, Behold now, I have 
taken upon me to ſpeak unto the Lord, who am but duſt 


and aſhes, Should there lack five of the fifty righteous ; 


wilt thou deſtroy all the city for lack of five? and he ſaid, 
Tf I find there forty-five, I will not deſtroy it. 


And he ſpake unto him yet again, and faid, If there 


ſhould be forty found there? and he ſaid, I will not do it 
for forty's fake, And he ſaid unto him, O Jet not the 
Lord be angry, and I will ſpeak, If there ſhall be thirty - 
Found there? and he ſaid, I will not do it if I find thirty 
there, | 


And he faid, Behold now I have taken upon me to ſpeak 


to the Lord, if there ſhall be twenty found there? And 
he ſaid, I will not deſtroy it for twenty's ſake. And he 
ſaid, O let not the Lord be angry, and i 


will ſpeak yet but 
this once; If there be ten found there? And he faid, I will 
not deſtroy it for ten's ſake. | 

And the Lord went his way as ſoon as he had made-an 


end of communing with Abraham. And Abraham re- 


turned unto his place. 
XIV, 
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XIV. 


AND there came two angels to Sodom at even; and Lot 
ſat in the gate of Sodom: and Lot ſeeing them, roſe up 
to meet them; and he bowed himſelf with his facc toward 
the ground ; and he ſaid, Behold now, my Lords, turn in, 
I pray you, into your ſervant's houſe, and tarry all night, 
and waſh your feet, and ye ſhall riſe up early; and go on 
your ways. And they ſaid, Nay, but we will abide in the 
ſtreet all night. And he preſſed upon them greatly; and 
they turned in unto him, and entered into his houſe : and 
he made them a feaſt, and did bake unleavened bread, and 
they did eat, | 

But before they lay down, the men of Sodom com- 
paſſed the houſe round, both old and young, all the people 
from every quarter. And they called unto Lot, and ſaid 
unto him, Where are thoſe men who came in to thee this 
night? Bring them out to us. And Lot went out at the 
door unto them, and ſhut the door after him, and ſaid, I 
pray you, brethren, do not ſo wickedly. And they ſaid, 
Stand back. And they ſaid again, This one fellow came in 


to ſojourn, and he will needs be a judge: now will we 


deal worſe with thee than with them. And they preſſed 
fore upon the man, even upon Lot, and came near to break 
the door. | 
But-the angels put forth their hand, and pulled Lot into 
the houle to them, and. ſhut the door. And they {mote 
he men that were at the door of the houſe with blindneſs, 
both ſmall and great: ſo that they wearied themſelves to 


nd the door. And the angels {aid unto Lot, Haſt thou 


here any beſides? ſon in law, and thy ſons, and thy 
daughters, and whatſoever thou haſt in the city, bring them 


out of this place: for we will deſtroy this place, becauſe. 
the cry of them is waxen great before the face of the 


Lord: and the Lord hath ſent us to deſtroy it. 

And Lot went out, and ſpake to his ſons in law, who 
married his daughters, and ſaid, Up, get ye out of this 
place; for the Lord will deſtroy this city: but he ſeemed 
as one that mocked, unto his ſons in law. 

5 | And 
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And when the morning aroſe, then the angels haſtened 
Lot, ſaying, Ariſe, take thy wife, and thy two daughters 
who are here, leſt thou be conſumed in the iniquity of the 
city. And while he lingered, the angels laid hold upon 
His hand, and upon the hand of his wife, and upon the 
hand of his two daughters; the Lord being mercitul untg 
him: and they brought him forth, and ſet him without the 
City. ö 

And it came to paſs, that when they had brought them 
forth abroad, that he ſaid, Eſcape for thy life; Took not 


behind thee, neither ſtay thou in all the plain: eſcape to 


the mountain, leſt thou be confumed. And Lot faid unto 
him, Oh, not ſo my Lord. Behold now thy ſervant hath 
found grace in*thy fight, and thou haſt magnified thy 
mercy, which thou haſt ſhewed unto me, in ſaving my 
life: and I cannot eſcape to the mountain, leſt fome evil 
take me and I die, Behold now this city is near to flee 
to, and it is a little one : oh let me eſcape thither, is it not 
alittle one? and my ſoul fhall live. 

And he ſaid unto him, See I have accepted thee con 
cerning this thing, that I will not overthrow this city, for 
the which thou haſt ſpoken. Haſte thee, eſcape thither, 
for I cannot do any thing till thou be come thither. "Therc- 
fore the name of the city was called Zoar. 'The ſun was 
riſen upon the earth when Lot entered into Zoar. 

Then the Lord rained upon Sodom and Gomorrah 
Primſtone and fire from the Lord out of heaven: and he 
overthrew thoſe citics, and all the plain, and all the in 
habitants of thoſe cities, and that which grew upon the 


ground, But Lot's wife looked back from behind him, 
and ſhe became a pillar of ſalt. 


And Abraham gat up early in the morning, to the place 
where he ſtood before the Lord; and he looked toward 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and toward all the land of the 


plain, and behold, and lo the ſmoke of the country went 
up as the ſmoke of a furnace. 
And it came to paſs, when the Lord deſtroyed the cities 
af the plain, that God remembered Abraham, and ſent Lot 


out of the midſt of the overthrow, when he overthrew the 
cities in which Lot dwelt. And Lot went up out of 
Zoar, 
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Zoar, and dwelt in the mountain, and his two daughters 
with him, for he feared to dwell in Zoar.

AnD the Lord viſited Sarah as he had ſaid; for Sarah 
bore Abraham a ſon in his old age, at the ſet time God had 
ſpoken to him.

Ard Abraham circumciſed his ſon Iſaac, being eight days 
old, as Gad had commanded him. And Abraham was an 
hundred years old, when his ſon Ifaac was born unto him. 

After theſe things God tried Abraham, ſaying to him, 
Abraham, and he Bid, Behold here I am. And he ſaid, 
Take now thy ſon, thine only ſon Iſaac, whom thou loveſl, 
and get thee into the land of Moriah, and offer him there 
for a burnt-oftering upon one of the mountains which I 
will tell thee of. And Abraham roſe up garly in the morn- 
ing, and ſaddled his aſs, and took two of his young men 
with him, and Iſaac his ſoa; and clave the wood for the 
burnt-oftering, and role up, and went unto the place of 
which God had told him. 

Then on-the third day Abraham lifted up his eyes and 
ſaw the place afar of, And Abraham faid unto his youn 
men, Abide you here with the afs, and I and the lad wil 
g0 yonder and worſhip, And Abraham took the wood of 
the burnt- offering, and laid it upon Ifaac his ſon; and be 
took the fire in his hand, and a knife; and they went both 
of them together. | 5 

And Iſaac ſpake unto Abraham his ſather, and ſaid, My 
father; and he ſaid, Here am 1, my ſon. And he ſaid, 
Rehold the fire and the wood; but where is the lamb for a 
burnt-oftering ? And Abraham ſaid, My ſon, God will 
provide himſelf a lamb for a burnt- offering; ſo they went 
both of them together. And they came to the place which 
God had told him of : and Abraham built an altar there, 
and laid the wood in order; anck bound his ſon Iſaac, and 
laid him on the altar upon the wood. 

And Abraham ſtretched forth his hand, and took the 
Knife to ſlay his ſon, And the angel of the Lord called 

unto 
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unto him out of heaven, and faid, Abraham, Abraham: 
and he ſaid, Here am I. And hefaid, Lay not thy hand 
upon the Jad, neither do thou any thing unto him; for now 
I know that thou feareſt God, ſeeing thou haſt not with- 
held thy ſon, thine only ſon, from me. | 
And Abraham lifted up his eyes, and looked, and be- 
hold, behind him a ram caught in a thicket by his horns ; 
and Abraham went and took the ram, and offered him up 
for a burnt - offering, in the ſtead of his Ton. And Abraham 
ealled the name of that place Jehovah-jireh : as it is ſaid 
to this day, In the mount of the Lord it ſhall be ſeen. 
And the angel of the Lord called unto Abraham out of 
heaven the ſecond time, and ſaid, By myſelf have I ſworn, 
ſaith the Lord, foraſmuch as thou haſt done this thing, 


and haſt not withheld thy ſon, thine only ſon, that in 


bleſting I will bleſs thee, and in multiplying I will multiply 
thy ſeed, as the ſtars of heaven, and as the ſand which is 
apon the ſea ſhore ; and thy ſeed ſhall poſſeſs the gate of 
his enemies; and in thy ſeed ſhall all the nations of the 
earth be bleſſed ; becauſe thou haſt obeyed my voice. 

So Abraham returned unto his young men, and they 
roſe up and went together to Beerſheba ; and Abraham 
dwelt at Beertheba.

AxD Sarah was an hundred and twenty-ſeven years old: 
theſe were the years of the life of Sarah. And Sarah died 
in Kiriath-arba, which is Hebron, in the land of Canaan : 
and Abraham came to mourn for Sarah, and to weep for 
her, | | 

And Abraham ſtood up from before his dead, and ſpake 
unto the ſons of Heth, ſaying, I am a ſtranger and a 
ſojourner with you: give me a poſſeſhon of a burying place 
with you, that I may bury my dead out of my ſight. 

And the children of Heth anſwered Abraham, ſaying 
anto him, Hear us, my lord, thou art a mighty prince 


amongſt us; in the choice of our ſepulchres bury thy dead. 


None of us ſhall withhold from thee his ſepulchre, but 
that thou mayelt bury thy dead, | 
2 And 
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And Abraham communed with them, ſaying, Entreat 
for me to Ephron, the ſon of Zoar, that he may give me 
the cave of Machpelah, which is in the end of his field ; 
for as much money as it is worth, he ſhall give it me for a 
poſſeſſion of a burial place amongſt you. | 

And Ephron the Hittite anſwered Abraham in the au- 
dience of- the children of Heth, even of all that went in 
at the gates of his city, Nay, the field I give thee, and 
the cave that is therein; I give it thee; in the preſence 
of the ſons of my people give I it thee : bury thy dead. 

And he ſpake unto Ephron, ſaying, I will give thee 
money for the field; take it of me, and I will bury 
dead there, And Ephron anſwered, The land 1s worth 


four hundred ſhekels of ſilver ; what ls that betwixt m 


and thee? Bury therefore thy dead. * 
And Abraham weighed te Ephron four hundred ſhekels 
of ſilver, current money with the merchant. And the 
field of Ephron, and the cave which was therein, were made 
ſure unto Abraham for a poſſeſhon in the preſence of the 
children of Heth, before all that went in at the gates of 
his city. And after this; Abraham buried Sarah his wife 
in che cave of the field of Machpelah. 2 
And Abraham was old, and well ſtricken in age; and 
the Lord had bleſſed Abraham in all things. And Abra- 
ham ſaid unto his eldeſt ſervant of his houſe, that ruled 
over all that he had, Put, I pray thee, thy hand under my 
thigh :* and I will make thee ſwear by the Lord, the God 
of heaven, and the God of the earth, that thou ſhalt not 
take a wife unto my ſon of the daughters of the Canaaniĩtes, 
amongſt whom I dwell : but thou ſhalt go into my coun- 
try, and to my kindred, and take a wife unto my fon Iſaac. 
And the ſervant ſaid unto him, Peradventure the woman 
will not be willing to follow me unto this land: muſt I 
needs bring thy ſon again unto the land from whence thou 
cameſt ? And Abraham faid unto him, Beware thou, that 
thou bring not my ſon thither again; the Lord God of 
heaven, who took me from my father's houſe, and from 
the land of my kindred, and who ſpake unto me, and that 
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{ware unto me, ſaying, Unto thy ſeed will I give this land; 
he ſhall ſend his angel before thee, and thou ſhalt take a 

wife unto my ſon from thence. And if the woman will 

not be willing to follow thee, then thou ſhalt be clear from 

this my oath ; only bring not my ſon thither again. And 

the ſervant put his hand under the thigh of Abraham his 

maſter, and {ware to him concerning that matter. 

And the ſervant took ten camels, of the camels of his 
maſter, and departed; {for all the goods of his maſter were 
in his hand) and he aroſe and went to Meſopotamia, unto 
the city of Nahor. And he made his camels to kneel down 
without the city, by a well of water, at the time of the 
evening, even the time that women go out to draw water. 

And he ſaid, O Lord God of my maſter Abraham, I 
pray thee ſend me good ſpeed this day, and ſhew kind- 
. unto my maſter Abraham: and let it come to paſs, 
that the damſel to whom J ſhall ſay, Let down thy pitcher, 
I pray thee, that I may drink; and ſhe ſhall ſay, Drink, 
I will give thy camels drink alſo; let the ſame be ſhe 
that thou haſt appointed for thy ſervant Iſaac; and thereby 
ſhall 1 know that thou haſt ſhewed kindneſs unto my 
maſter. 

And it came to paſs, before he had done ſpeaking, that 
behold Rebekah came out, who was born to Bethuel, ſon 
of Milcah, the wife of Nahor, Abraham's brother, with 
her pitcher upon her ſhoulder. And the damſel was very 
Fair to look upon; and ſhe went down to the well and filled 
her pitcher, and came up. And the ſervant ran to meet 
her, and ſaid, Let me, I Pray thee, drink a little water of 
thy pitcher. And ſhe ſaid, Drink, my lord: and ſhe 

haſted and let down her pitcher upon her hand, and gave 
him drink. And when ſhe had done giving him drink, 
he ſaid, I will draw water for th — o, until they 
have done drinking. And ſhe haſted, and emptied her 
pitcher into the trough, and ran again unto the well to 
draw water, and drew for all his camels. | 
And the 'man wondering at her, held his peace, to know 
. whether the Lord had made his journey proſperous or not. 
And it came to paſs, as the camels had done drinking, that 
the man took a golden ear-ring, of half a ſhekel weight, and 
two 
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tuv bracelets for her hands, of ten ſhekels hes of gold; 


and ſaid, Whoſe daughter art thou? tell me, I pray thee, 
is there room in thy tather's houſe for us to lodge in ? 

And ſhe ſaid unto him, I am the daughter of Bethuel, 
the ſon of Milcah, whom ſhe bore unto Nahor. We have 
both ſtraw and provender enough, and room to lodge in. 

And the man bowed down his head, and worſhipped the 
Lord. And he ſaid, Bleſſed be the Lord God of my 
maſter Abraham, who hath not left deſtitute my maſter of 
his mercy and his truth: I being in the way, the Lord 
led me to the houſe of my maſter's brethren.

And before I had done ſpeaking in my heart, behold 
Rebekah came forth with her pitcher on her ſhoulder ;

faid unto her, Let me drink, I pray thee; and ſhe made | 
haſte, and let down her pitcher from her ſhoulder, and | 
faid, Drink, and I will give thy camels drink alſo: fo I 
drank, and ſhe made the camels drink alſo.

Anv Iſaac was forty years old when he took Rebekah 
to wife, the daughter of Bethuel the Syrian of Padan-aram, 
the ſiſter to Laban, the Syrian. And Iſaac intreated the 


Lord for his wife, becauſe ſhe had no children; and the 
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Lord was intreated of him. And Rebekah went to in- 
quire of the Lord, and the Lord ſaid unto her, Two nations 
thall proceed from thee, and two manner of people, and 
the one ſhall be ſtronger than the other, and the elder ſhall 
ſerve the younger. 

And Rebekah bare two ſons, and ſhe called the firſt 
born Eſau, and the younger ſhe called ſacob. And Iſaac 
was threeſcore years old when ſhe bare them, And the

And his ſons buried him in the cave of Mach- 
pelah, in the field of Ephron the ſon of Zohar the Hittite, 
which is before Mamre; the field which Abraham pur- 
chaſed of the ſons of Heth: there was Abraham byried, 
and Sarah his wite. -

XVIII. 


- AxD it. came to paſs after the death of Abraham, that 
God bleſſed his fon Iſaac; and Iſaac dwelt by the well 
Lahai-roi. And there was a famine in the land, beſides 
the firſt famine that was in the days of Abraham. And 
the Lord appeared unto Iſaac, and ſaid, Go not down into 
Egypt: dwell in the land which I ſhall tell thee of: ſo- 
journ in this land, and I will be with thee, and will bleſs 
thee ; for unto thee and unto thy ſeed I will give all theſe 
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countries, and I will perform the oath which I ſware unto 
Abraham thy father ; and I will make thy ſeed to —_— 
as the ſtars of heaven; and will give unto thy ſeed 
theſe countries; and in thy feed ſhall all the nations of the 
earth be bleſſed: becauſe that Abraham obeyed my voice, 
and kept my charge, my commandments, my ſtatutes, and 
my laws. 

And Iſaac went unto Abimelech, king of the Philiſtines, 
unto Gerar: and Abimelech the king charged his ſervants, 
ſaying, He that toucheth this man or his wife, ſhall ſurely 
be put to death. | 

hen Iſaac ſowed in that land, and received in the fame 
year an hundred fold; and the Lord bleſſed him, and the 
man waxed great, and went forward, and grew until he 
became very great. For he had poſſeſſions ot flocks, and 
ſſeſſions of herds, and great ſtore of ſervants : and the 
hiliſtines envied him. For all the wells which his fa- 
ther's ſervants had digged in the days of Abraham his 
father, the Philiſtines had ſtopped them, and filled them 
with earth. | 

And Abimelech faid unto Iſaac, Go from us, ſor thou 
art much mightier than we. And Iſaac departed thence, 
and pitched his tent in the valley of Gerar, and dwelt 
there. And Ifaac digged again the wells of water which 
they had digged in the days of Abraham his father; for 
the Philiſtines had ſtopped them after the death- of Abra- 
bam: and he called their names after the names by which 
his father had called them. | 

And he went from thence to Beerſheba. And the Lord 
appeared unto him the ſame night, and faid, I am the God 
of Abraham thy father : fear not, for I am with thee, 
and will bleſs thee, and multiply thy ſeed for my ſervant 
Abraham's ſake. And he builded an altar there, and 
called upon the name of the Lord, and pitched his tent there. 

Then Abimelech went to him from Gerar, and Ahuz- 
zath one of his friends, and Phicol the chief captain of 
bis army, and Iſaac {aid unto them, Wherefore come ye to 
me, ſeeing ye hate me, and have ſent me away from you? 

And they ſaid, We ſaw certainly that the Lord was with

Judith the daughter of Beeri the Hittite, and Baſhemath 
the daughter of Elon the Hittite ;* who were a grief of 
mind unto Iſaac and to Rebekah. And. Eſau hated Jacob 
becauſe of the bleſſing wherewith his father had blefſed 
him: and Eſau ſaid in his heart, The days of mourning for 
my father are at hand, then will I ſlay my brother Jacob. 
And theſe words of Eſau her elder ſon were told to 
Rebekah: and ſhe ſent and called Jacob her younger ſon, 
and ſaid unto. him, Behold thy brother Eſau as touching 
thee comforts himſelf, purpoſing to kill thee, 
Now, therefore, my ſon, obey my voice, and ariſe, flee 
thou to Laban my brother to Haran: and tarry with him 
a few days, until thy brother's fury turn away: then I will 
ſend and fetch thee from thence ; why ſhould I be deprived 
alſo of you both in one day? 5 

And Rebekah ſaid to Iſaac, I am weary of my life, 
becauſe of the daughters of Heth: if Jacob take a wife of 
the daughters of Heth, ſuch as theſe who are of the daugh- 
ters of the land, what good ſhall my life do me? And Ifaac 
called Jacob, and blefied him, and charged him, and ſaid 
unto him, Thou ſhalt not take a wife of 
Canaan. Ariſe, go to Padan-aram, to the houſe of Bethuel, 
thy mother's father; and take a wife from thence of the 
daughters of Laban, thy mother's brother. 

And jacob went out from Beerſheba, and went toward 
Haran; and he lighted upon a certain place, and tarried 
there all night, becauſe the ſun was ſet : and he took of the 
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ſtones of that place, and put them for his pillows, and lay 
down in that place to ſleep: and he dreamed, and behold, 
a ladder ſet upon the earth, and the top of it reached unto 
heaven : and behold the angels of God aſcending and de- 
ſcending on it. 

And behold the Lord ſtood above it, and ſaid, I am the 
Lord God of Abraham thy father, and the God of Iſaac: 
the land whereon thou lieſt, to thee will J give it, and to 
thy ſeed. And thy ſeed ſhall be as the duſt of the earth ; 
and thou ſhalt ſpread abroad to the weſt, and to the eaſt, 
and to the north, and to the ſouth : and in thee, and in thy 
ſeed, ſhall all the families of the earth be bleſſed.

This is none 
other bet the houſe of God, and this is the gate of heaven. 

And Jacob roſe up early in the morning, and took the 
ſtone that he had put for his piliow, and ſet it up for a 
pillar, and poured oil upon the top of it. And he called 
the name of that place Beth-el : but the name of that city 
was called Luz at the firſt. And Jacob vowed a vow, ſay- 
ing, If God will be with me, and will keep me in this way 
that I go, and will give me bread to eat, and raiment to 
put on, ſo that I come again to my father's houſe in peace, 
then ſhall the Lord be my God.

And Jacob abode with 
his uncle a certain time; and God proſpered him, ſo that 
he increaſed exceedingly, and had much cattle, and maid- 
ſervants, and men fervants, and camels, and affes. And 
Jacob heard the words of Laban's ſons, ſaying, Jacob hath 
taken away all that was our father's; and of that which was 
our father's hath he” gotten all this glory. And Jacob 
beheld the countenance of Laban, that it was not towards 
him as before. And the Lord ſaid unto Jacob, Return unto 
the land of thy fathers, and to thy kindred : and I will be 
with thee. | 

Then Jacob roſe up, and ſet his ſons and his wives upon 
camels; and he carried away all his cattle, and all his goods 
which he had gotten in Padan-aram; to go to Iſaac his 
father in the land of Canaan. And Jacob went on his way, 
and the angels of God met him: and when Jacob ſaw them, 
he ſaid, This is God's hoſt : and he called the name of that 

lace Mahanaim. And Jacob ſent meſſengers before him to 
Efau his brother unto the land of Seir, the country of Edom. 
And he eommanded them, ſaying, Thus ſhall ye ſpeak un- 
to my lord Eſau; Thy fervant Jacob faith thus, I have 
ſojourned with Laban, and ſtayed there until now. And I 
have oxen and aſſes, flocks, and men ſervants, and women 
ſervants : and I have ſent to tell my lord, that I may find 
grace in thy fight. : 

And the meſſengers returned to Jacob, ſaying, We came 
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te thy brother Eſau, and alſo he cometh to meet thee, and 
four hundred men with him. Then Jacob was greatly 
afraid, and diſtreſſed; and he divided the people that were 
with him, and the flocks, and herds, and camels, into two 
bands; and ſaid, If Eſau come to the one company, and 
ſmite it, then the other company which is left ſhall efca 

And Jacob ſaid, O God of my father Abraham, and God 
of my father Iſaac, thou Lord who ſaidſt unto me, Return 
unto thy country, and to thy kindred, and I will deal well 
with thee : I am not worthy of the leaſt of all the mercies, 
and of all the truth, which thou haſt ſhewed unto thy ſer- 
vant : for with my ſtaff I paſſed over this Jordan, and now 
I am become two bands. Deliver me, I pray thee, from 
the hand of my brother, from the hand of Efau: for I fear 
him, leſt he will come and ſmite me, and the mother with 
the children. And thou ſaidſt, I will furely do thee good, 
and make thy ſeed as the ſand of the fea, whieh cannot be 
numbered for multitude, 

And he lodged there that ſame night, and took of that 
which came to his hand, a preſent tor Eſau his brother; 
two hundred ſhe-goats, and twenty he- goats, two hundred 
ewes, and twenty rams, Thirty milch camels with their 
colts, forty kine, and ten bulls, twenty ſhe-afſes, and ten 
foles. And he delivered them into the hand of his ſervants, 
every drove by themſelves ; and ſaid unto his ſervants, Paſs. 
over before me, and put a ſpace berwixt drove and drove. 

And he commanded the foremoſt, ſaying, When Eſau 
my brother meeteth thee, and aſketh thee, ſaying, Whoſe 
art thou? and whither goeſt thou? and whoſe are theſe 
before thee? then thou ſhalt ſay, They be thy ſervant 
Jacob's; it is a preſent ſent from him.: and behold alfo he 
is behind us. And ſo he commanded the ſecond and the 
third, and all that followed the droves, ſaying, on this man- 
ner ſhall you ſpeak unto Eſau, when you find him, 

For he ſaid, I will appeaſe him with a preſent that goeth 
before me, and afterwards I will fee his face : peradventure 
he will accept of me. 80 the preſent went over before 
him: and himſelf lodged that night in the company. 

And Jacob was left alone; and there wreſtled a man 
witk him until the ä * the day. And when he {aw 
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that he 8 not againſt him, he touched the hollow of 
his thigh : and the hollow of Jacob's thigh was out of joint, 
as he wreſtled with him. And he ſaid, Let me go, for the 
day breaketh : and he ſaid, I will not Jet thee go, except 
thou bleſs me. And he ſaid unto, him, What is thy name? 
and he ſaid, Jacob. And he ſaid, Thy name ſhall be called 
no more Jacob, but Iſrael : for as a prince haſt thou power 
with God and with men, and haſt prevailed. And Jacob 
aſked him, ſaying, Tell me, I pray thee, thy name: and 


he ſaid, Wherefore is it, that thou doſt aſk after my name? 


and he bleſſed him there. And Jacob called the name of 
the place Peniel. 

And Jacob lifted up his eyes, and looked, and behold 
Eſau came, and with him — hundred men. And he 
divided the children unto Leah, and unto Rachel, and unto 
the two hand-maids. And he paſſed over before them, and 
bowed himſelf to the ground ſeven times, until he came 
near to his brother. | | 

* And Eſau ran to meet him, and embraced him, and fel! 
upon his neck, and kifled him: and they wept. And he 
lifted up his eyes, and i the women and the children, 
and ſaid, Who are theſe with thee ? and he ſaid, The chil- 
dren which God hath graciouſly given thy ſervant. And 
Efau ſaid, What meaneſt thou all this drove which I 
met? and he ſaid, Theſe are to find favour in the fight of 
my lord. | 

And Eſau replied, I have enough: my brother, keep that 
thou haſt unto thyſelf. . And Jacob ſaid, Take, I pray thee, 
my bleſſing that is brought to thee; becauſe God hath dealt 
graciouſly with me, and becauſe I have enough : and he 
urged him, and he took it. And Eſau ſaid, Let us take 
our journey, and let us go, and I will go before thee. And 
Jacob anſwered, My lord knoweth that the children are 
tender, and the flocks and herds with young are with me; 
and if men ſhould over-drive them one day, all the flock 
will die. I pray thee paſs over before th — and 1 
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fore me, and the children be able to endure, until I come 
unto Ser. 

And Eſau ſaid, Let me now leave with thee ſome of the 
folk that are with me: and Jacob anſwered, What needeth 
it? let me find favour in the fight of my Lord. So Efau 
returned that day on his way unto Seir. And Jacob jour- 
neyed to Succoth, and built him an houſe, and made booths 
for his cattle. 

XXI. 

And Jacob came to Shalem, a city of Shechem, which 
is in the land of Canaan, when he came from Padan-aram ; 
and pitched his tent before the city. And he bought a par- 
cel of a field, where he had ſpread his tent, at the hand 
of the children of Hamor, Shechem's father, for an hun- 
dred pieces of money. And he erected there an altar, and 
called it El-elohe-LIfracl ; that is, God, the God of Iſrael. 

And God ſaid unto Jacob, Ariſe, go up to Bethel, and 
dwell there; and make there an altar unto God, that a 
peared unto thee, when thou fleddeſt from the face of Eſau 
thy brother. Then Jacob ſaid unto his houſehold, and to 
all that were with him, Put away the ſtrange gods that 
are among you, and be clean, and change your garments : 
and let us aviſe, and go up to Beth-el; and I will make 
there an altar unto God, who anſwered me' in the day of 
my diſtreſs, and was with me in the way which 1 went. 

And they gave unto Jacob all the ſtrange gods which 
were in their hand, and all their ear-rings which were in 
their ears: and Jacob hid them under the oak that was by 
Shechem. And they journeyed : and the terror of God 
was upon the cities that were round about them. So Jacob 
came to Luz, which is in the land of Canaan; that is 
Beth-el, he and all the people that were with him. And 
he built there an altar, and called the place El-beth-el : be- 
cauſe there God appeared unto him, when he fled from the 
. face of his brother. 

And God appeared unto Jacob again when he came out 
of Padan-aram; and bleſſed him. And God ſaid unto 
him, Thy name is Jacob : thy name ſhall not be called any 
more Jacob, but Iſrael ſhall be thy name; and he called 
his name Iſrael, And God ſaid unto him, I am God 
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Almighty; be fruitful and multiply; a nation and a company 
of nations ſhall be of thee, and kings ſhall come out of 
thy loins. And the land which 1 gave Abraham and Iſaac, 
to thee I will give it, and to thy ſeed after thee will I give 
the land. 

And Jacob ſet up a pillar in the place where God ſpoke 
to him, even a pillar of ſtone, and called the place Beth-el. 
And they journeyed from Beth-el; and it came to paſs 
that Rachel, Jacob's wife, bare another ſon, and his father 
called him Benjamin; and Rachel died, and was buried in 
the way to Ephrath, which is Bethlchem. And Jacob ſet 
a pillar upon her grave: that is the pillar of Rachel's grave 
unto this day. And Iſrael journeyed, and ſpread his tent 
beyond the tower of Edar. 

And Jacob came unto Iſaac his father unto Mamre, unto 
the city of Arbah, which is Hebron, where Abraham and 
Ifaac — And the days of Iſaac were an hundred 
and fourſcore years: and Iſaac gave up the ghoſt and died, 
and was gathered unto his people, being old and full of 
days: and his ſons Efan and Jacob buried him. 

And Eſau took his family, and all his fubltance which 
he had gotten in the land of Canaan ; and went into the 
country from the face of his brother Jacob. For their 
riches were more than that they might dwell together. 
Thus dwelt Eſau in Mount Seir : Efau is Edom. And 
Jacob dwelt in the land wherein his father was a ſtranger, 
in the land of Canaan. And the ſons of Jacob were 
twelve; Reuben, Simeon, Levi, Judah, Iſſachar, Zebulun, 
Dan, Naphtali, Gad, Aſher, Joſeph, and Benjamin; and 
his daughter's name was Dinah.

XXII. | 
Jostyn being ſeventeen years old, was feeding the flock 
with his brethren ; and brought unto his father their evil 
report. Now Iſrael loved Joſeph more than all his chil- 
dren, and he made him a coat of many colours. And when 
| his 
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his brethren ſaw that their father loved hin» more than all 
his brethren, they hated him, and could not ſpeak peace- 
ably unto him. | 

And Joſeph dreamed a dream, and he told it to his 
brethren ; and they hated him yet the more. And he ſaid 
unto them, Hear, I pray you, this dream which I have 
dreamed : for behold, we were binding ſheaves in the field, 
and lo, my ſheaf aroſe, and alſo ſtood upright; and behold, 
your ſheaves ſtood round about, and made obeiſance to my 
ſheaf. And his brethren ſaid unto him, Shalt thou indeed 
reign over us? or ſhalt thou indeed have dominion over us ? 
and they hated him yet the more for his dreams and for 
his words. 

And he dreamed yet another dream, and told it to his 
brethren, and ſaid, Behold, I have dreamed a dream more; 
and behold, the fun and the moon, and the eleven ſtars 
made obeiſance to me. And he told it to his father, and 
to his brethren; and his father rebuked him, and ſaid unto 
him, What is this dream that thou haſt dreamed? ſhall J, 
and thy mother, and thy brethren, indeed come to bow 
down ourſelves to thee to the earth ? | 

And his brethren envied him ; but his father obſerved 
the ſaying. * And his brethren went to feed their father's 
flock in Shechem. And Iſrael faid unto Joſeph, Do not 
thy brethren feed the flock in Shechem ? come, and 1 will 
ſend thee unto them. And he faid to him, Here am I. 
And he ſaid to him, Go, I pray thee, ſee whether it be 
well with thy brethren, and well with the flocks ; and bring 
me word again. So he ſent him out of the vale of Hebron, 
and he came to Shechem. And a certain man found him, 
and behold, he was wandering in the field ; and the man 
aſked him, ſaying, What ſeekeſt thou? And he ſaid, I 
ſeek my brethren : tell me, I pray thee, where they feed 
their flocks? And the man ſaid, They are departed hence: 
for I heard them ſay, Let us go to Dothan. 

And Joſeph went after his brethren, and found them in 
Dothan. And when they ſaw him afar off, even before he 
came near to them, they conſpired againſt him to ſlay him. 
And they faid one to another, Behold this dreamer cometh, 
Come now therefore, and let us ſlay him, and caſt him 
into ſome pit, and we will ſay, ſome evil beaſt hath — 
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youred him : and we ſhall ſee what will become of his | 


dreams. 


And Reuben heard it, and he delivered him out of their | 


hands; and faid, Let us not kill him: and Reuben ſaid 
unto them, Shed no blood, but caſt him into this pit that 
is in the wilderneſs, and lay no hand upon him ; that he 
might rid him out of their hands; to deliver him to his 
father again. 

And it came to paſs when Joſeph was come unto his 
brethren, that they ſtripe Joſeph out of this coat that was 
on him; and they took him and caſt him into a pit: and 
the pit was empty, there was no water in-it. And they fat 
down to eat bread ; and they lifted up their eyes and looked, 
and behold a company of Iſhmaclites came from Gilead, 
with their camels, bearing ſpicery and balm, and myrrh, 
going to carry it down to Egypt. 

And Judah ſaid to his brethren, What profit is it if we 
flay our brother, and conceal his blood? come and let us 
ſell him to the Iſhmaelites, and let not our hand be upon 
him; for he is our brother, and our fleſh : and his brethren 
were content. 'Then they drew and lift up Joſeph out of 
the pit, and fold him to the Iſhmaelites for twenty pieces of 
ſilver: and they brougnt Joſeph into Egypt. 

And Reuben returned unto the pit; and behold Joſeph 
was not in the pit: and he rent his clothes. And he re- 
turned unto his brethren, and faid, 'The child is not ; and 
I, whither ſhall I go? And they took Joſeph's coat, and 
killed a kid of the goats, and dipped the coat in the blood: 
and the coat they brought to their father, and ſaid, This 
have we found: know now whether it be thy ſon's coat 
or no? | 

And he knew it, and faid, It is my ſon's coat; an evil 
beaſt hath devoured him: Joſeph is without doubt rent in 
pieces. And Jacob rent his clothes, and put fſack-cloth 
upon his Joins, and mourned for his ſon many days. And 
al his ſons and all his daughters roſe up to comfort him: 
but he refuſed to be comforted; and he ſaid, For I will 
go dom into the grave unto my ſon, mourning : thus his 
father wept for him. 
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Ad Joſeph was brought down to Egypt; and Potiphar 
an officer of Pharaoh, captain of the guard, an Egyptian, 
bought him of the hand of the Iſhmaelites, who had 
brought him down thither. And the Lord was with 
Joſeph, and he was a proſperous man; and he was in the 
— of his maſter the Egyptian. And his maſter ſaw that 
the Lord was with him, and that the Lord made all that 
he did to proſper in his hand. 

And Joſeph found grace in his ſight, and he ſerved him: 
and he made him overſeer over his houſe, and all that he 
had he put into his hand. And it came to paſs from the 
time that he had made him overſeer in his houſe, and over 
all that he had, that the Lord bleſſed the Egyptian's houſe 
for Joſeph's ſake ; and the bleifing of the Lord was upon 
all that he had, in the houſe, and in the field And he 
left all that he had in Joſeph's hand; and he knew not 
ought he had, ſave the bread which he did eat: and Joſeph 
was a goodly perſon, and well favoured. 

And it came to paſs after theſe things, that his maſter's 
wife caſt her eyes upon Joſeph; and ſhe ſaid, Lie with me: 
but he refuſed, and ſaid unto his maſter's wife, Behold, 
my maſter knoweth not what is with me in the houſe, and 
he hath committed all he hath to my hand ; there is none 
greater 1n his houſe than I ; neither hath he kept back any 
thing. from me, but thee, becauſe thou art his wife : how 
then can I do this great wickedneſs, and fin againit God ? 

And- it came to paſs as ſhe ſpake to Joſeph day by day, 
that he hearkened not unto her, to lie by her, or to be with 
her. And about this time Joſeph went into the houſe to do 
his buſineſs; and there was none of the men of the houſe 
there within. And ſhe caught him by his garment, ſaying, 
Lie with me: and he left his garment in her band, and 
fled, and got him out. And when ſhe ſaw that he had left 
his garment in her hand, and was fled forth, ſhe called 
unto the men of her houſe, and ſpake unto them, ſaying, 
See, he hath brought in an Hebrew unto us, to mock us: 
he came in unto me to lie with me, and I cried with a loud 
voice: and it came to paſs, when he heard that I lifted up

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my voice, and cried, that he left his garment with me, and | 


fled, and got him out, 
And ſhe laid up his garment by her, until his lord came 


home. And ſhe ſpake unto him according to thefe words, 
ſaying, The Hebrew ſervant which thou haſt brought unto | 
us, came in unto me to mock me: and as I lifted up my 


voice and cried, he left his garment with me, and fled out, 
And when his maſter heard the words of his wife, ſaying, 
After this manner did thy ſervant to me; that his wrath 
was kindled. And Joſeph's maſter took him, and put him 
into the priſon, a place where the king's priſoners were 
bound : and he was there in the priſon. _ 

But the Lord was with Joſeph, and ſhewed him mercy, 
and gave him favour in the fight of the keeper of the priſon, 
And the keeper of the priſon committed to Joſeph's hand 
all the priſoners that were in the priſon : and whatſoever 
they did there, he was the doer of it. The keeper of the 
— looked not to any thing that was under his hand ; 
becauſe the Lord was with him : and that which he did 
the Lord made it to proſper. 


| | XXIV. 
| And it came to pals after theſe things that Pharaoh, 
king of Egypt, was wroth againſt two of his officers, againſt 
the chief of the butlers, and againſt the chief of the bakers. 
And he put them in ward in the houſe of the captain of 
the guard, into the priſon, the place where Joſeph was 
bound. And the captain of the guard charged Joſeph with 
them, and he ſerved them, and they continued a ſeaſon in 
ward. | 
And they dreamed a dream, both of them, each man 
his dream in one night, each man according to the inter- 
pretation of his dream. And Joſeph came in unto them in 
the morning, and looked upon them, and behold they were 
fad. And he aſked Pharaoh's officers, that were with him 
in the ward of his lord's houſe, ſaying, Wherefore look 
ye ſo ſadly to-day? And they ſaid unto him, We have 


dreamed a-dream, and there is no interpreter of it. And 


* Joſeph ſaid unto them, Do not interpretations belong to 
God? tell me them I pray yop. — 
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And the chief butler told his dream to Jofeph, and ſaid 


unto him, In my dream, behold, a vine was before me 
and in the vine were three branches ; and it was as though 
it budded, and her bloſſoms ſhot forth; and the cluſters 
thereof brought forth ripe grapes. And Pharaoh's cup was 
in my hand: and I took the grapes, and preſſed them into 
Pharaoh's-cup, and I gave the cup into Pharaoh's hand. 

And Joſeph ſaid unto him, This is the interpretation of 
it; the three branches are three days: yet within three 
days ſhall Pharaoh lift up thine head, and reſtore thee unto 
thy place : and thou ſhalt deliver Pharaoh's cup into his 
hand, after the former manner when thou waſt his butler. 
But think on me when it {hall be well with thee, and ſhew 
kindneſs, I thee, unto me ; and make mention of me 
unto Pharaoh, and bring me out of this houſe. For indeed 
I was ſtolen away out of the land of the Hebrews : and 
here alfo have I done nothing that they ſhould put me into 
the dungeon. 

When the chief baker ſaw that the interpretation was 
good, he ſaid: unto Joſeph; I alſo was in my dream, and 
behold J had three white baſkets on my head; and in the 
uppermoſt baſket there was of all manner of baked meats 
for Pharaoh; and the birds did eat them out of the baſket 
upon my head. 

And Joſeph anſwered and ſaid, This is the interpretation 
thereof : the three baſkets are three days: yet within three 
days ſhall Pharaoh lift thy head from off thee, and ſhall 
_ thee on a tree, and the birds ſhall eat thy fleſh from 
off thee. 

And it came to paſs the third day, which was Pharaoh's 
birth-day, that he made a feaſt unto all his ſervants; and 
he lifted up the head of the chief butler, and of the chief 
baker, among his ſervants. And he reſtored the chief 
butler unto his butlerſhip again; and he gave the cup into 
Pharaoh's hand: but he hanged the chief baker; as Joſeph 
had interpreted to them. Yet did not the chief butler re- 
member Joſeph, but forgot him.

And it came to paſs, at the end of two full years, that 


Pharavh dreamed a dream, and his ſpir.t was _— 
a 
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and he ſent and called for all the magicians of Egypt, and 
all the wiſe men thereof: and Pharaoh told them his 
dream, but there was none that could interpret them unto 
Pharaoh. 

Then ſpake che chief butler unto Pharaoh, ſaying, I do 
remember my faults this day. Pharaoh was wroth with 
his ſervants, and put me in ward in the captain of the 
guard's houſe, both me and the chief baker. And we 
dreamed a dream m one night, I and he, we dreamed each 
man according to the interpretation of his dream. 

And there was there with us a young man, an Hebrew, 
ſervant to the captain of the guard: and we told him, and 
he interpreted to us our dreams; to each man according to 
his dream he did interpret. And as he interpreted to us, 
ſo it was: me he reſtored into my office, and him he 
hanged. 262 20 
Tben Pharaoh ſent and called Joſeph, and they brought 
him haſtily out of the dungeon; and he ſhaved himſelf, and 
changed his raiment, and came in unto Pharaoh. And 
Pharaoh ſaid unto Joſeph, I have dreamed a dream, and 
there is none that can interpret it: and I have heard ſay of 
thee, that thou canſt underſtand a dream to interpret it. 

- And Joſeph anſwered Pharaoh, ſaying, It is not in me; 
God ſhall give Pharaoh an anſwer of peace. And Pharaoh 
ſaid unto Joſeph, In my dream, behold I ſtood on the bank 
of the river. And there came out of the river ſeven kine, 
fat-fleſned and weil-favoured; and they fed in a meadow, 
And behold, ſeven other kine came up after them, poor and 
very ill-favoured, and Jlean-fleſhed, ſuch as I never ſaw in 
all the land of Egypt for badneſs. And the lean and the 
ill⸗ favoured kine did eat up the ſeven fat kine. And when 
they had eaten them up, it could not be known that they 
had eaten them; but they were till ill- favoured, as at the 
beginning. 

So I awoke, and I ſlept and dreamed a ſecond time. 
And I jaw in my dream, and behold ſeven ears came up 
in one ſtalk, full and good. And behold, ſeven ears 
withered, thin, and blaſted with the eaſt wind, ſprung up 
alter them. And the thin ears deyoured the ſeven good 


ears. | 
| And 
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And I told this unto the magicians; but there was none 
that could declare it unto me. And Joſ-»h ſaid unto Pha- 
raoh, The dream of Pharaoh is one: God has ſhewed 
Pharaoh what he is about to do. The ſeven good kine are 
ſeven years; and the ſeven good ears are ſeven years; the 
dream is one. And the ſeven thin and ill-favoured kine that 
came up after them, are ſeven years; and the ſeven empty 
ears blaſted with the eaſt wind, ſhall be ſeven years of fa- 
mine. This is the thing which I have {poxen unto Pharaoh. 
What God is about to do, he ſheweth unto Pharuoh. 

Behold, there come years of great plenty throughout all 
the land of Egypt. And there thall ariſe after them ſeven 
years of famine; and all the plenty ſhall be forgotten in the 
land of Egypt: and the famine ſhall conſume the land. 
And the plenty ſhall not be known in the land, by reaſon 
of the famine following: for it ſhall be very grievous. 
And for that the dream was doubled unto Pharaoh twice; 
it is becauſe the thing 15 eſtabliſhed by God, and God will 
ſhortly bring it to paſs. 

Now therefore let Pharaoh look out a man diſcreet and 
wiſe, and ſet him over the land of Egypt. Let Pharaoh 
do this, and let him —_— officers over the land, and 
take up the fifth part of the land of Egypt in the ſeven 
plenteous years. And let them gather all the food of thoſe 

ood years that come, and lay up corn under the hand of 

haraoh, and let them keep food in the cities. And that 
food ſhall be for ſtore to the land againſt the ſeven years 
of famine, which ſhall be in the land of Egypt; that the 
land periſh not through the famine. '$4 

And the thing was good in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in 
the eyes of all his ſervants. And Pharaoh ſaid unto his 
ſervants, Can we find ſuch a one as this is, a man in whom 
the Spirit of God is? And Pharaoh ſaid unto Joſeph, For- 
aſmuch as God has ſhewed thee all this, there is none ſo 
diſcreet and wiſe as thou art. Thou ſhalt be over my 
bouſe, and according unto thy word ſhall all my people be 
ruled; only in the throne will I be greater than thou. 
And Pharaoh ſaid unto Joſeph, See, I have ſet thee over 
all the land of Egypt. And he took off his ring from his 
hand, and put it upon Joſeph's hand, and arrayed him in 


veſtures 
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veſtures of fine linen, and put a gold chain about his neck. 
And he made him to ride in the ſecond chariot which he 
had; and they cried before him, Bow the knee; and he 
made him ruler over all the land of Egypt. 
And Pharaoh called Joſeph's name Zaphnath-paaneah : 
and he gave him to wife Aſenath, the daughter of Poti- 
herah, prieſt of On. And Joſeph went out over all the 
land of Egypt. And Joſeph was thirty years old when he 
{tood before Pharaoh king of Egypt. 

And in the ſeven plenteous years the earth — forth 
by handfuls. And he gathered up all the food of the 
ſeven years which were in the land of Egypt, and laid up 
the food in the cities: the food of the field which was 
round about every city he laid up in the ſame. And 
Joſeph gathered corn as the ſand of the ſea, very much, 
until he left numbering: for it was without number. 

And unto Joſeph were born two ſons before the years of 
famine came: which Aſenath bare unto him. And he 
called the name of the firſt- born Manaſſeh; for God, ſaid 
he, hath made me forget all my toil, and all my father's 
houſe. And the name of the ſecond be called Ephraim: 
for God hath cauſed me to de fruitful in the land of my 
affliction. 1 | 

And the ſeven years of plenteouſneſs that were in the 
land of Egypt came to an end. And the ſeven years of 
dearth began to come, according as Joſeph had faid : and the 
dearth was in all lands: but in all the land of Egypt there 
was bread. And the famine was over all the face of the 
earth: and Joſeph opened all the ſtore-houſes, and ſold unto 
the Egyptians: and the famine waxed ſore in the land of 


Egypt. And all countries came into Egypt to Joſeph to 


buy corn. 
XXVI. | 

Now when Jacob knew there was corn in Egypt, Jacob 
ſaid unto his ſons, Why do ye look one upon another. I 
have heard that there is corn in Egypt; get ye down 
thither, and buy for us from thence, that we may live, and 
not die. And Joſeph's ten brethren went down to buy 
corn in Egypt. But Benjamin, Joſeph's brother, Ja 
ſent not wich his brethren : for he ſaid, — 
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him. And the ſons of Iſrael came to buy corn among 
thoſe that came; for the famine was in the land of 
Canaan. And Joſeph was the governor over the land, 
and he it was that ſold to all the people of the land: And 
Joſeph's brethren came and bowed down themſelves before 
him, with their faces to the earth. 

And Joſeph ſaw his brethren, and he knew them, but 
made himſelf ſtrange unto them, and ſpake roughly unto 
them; and he ſaid, Whence come 2 and they ſaid, 
From the land of Canaan, to buy food. And Joſeph 
knew his brethren, but they knew him not. And Joſeph 
remembered the dreams which he dreamed of them, and 
{aid unto them, Ye are ſpies; to ſee the nakedneſs of the 
land ye are come. | 

And they ſaid, Nay, my lord, but to buy food are thy 
ſervants come. We are all one man's fons; we are true 
men, thy ſervants are no ſpies. We are twelve brethren, 
the ſons of one man in the land of Canaan; and behold, 
the youngeſt is this day with our father, and one is not. 
And Joſeph ſaid unto them, That is what I ſpake pnto you, 
ſaying, Ye are ſpies. Hereby ye ſhall be proved: ye thall 
not go forth hence, except your youngeſt brother come 
hither. Send one of you, and let him fetch your brother, 
and you ſhall be kept in priſon, that your words may be 
proved, whether there be any truth in you. 

And he put them altogether into ward three days. And 
Joſeph ſaid unto them the third day, This do, and live, 
for I fear God. If ye be true men, let one of your bre- 
thren be bound in the houſe of your priſon: go ye c 
corn for the famine of your houſes: but bring your — 
brother unto me: ſo ſhall your words be verified, and ye 
ſhall not dic. And they did fo. 

And they ſaid one to another, We are verily guilty con- 
cerning our brother, in that we ſaw the anguiſh of his ſoul, 
when he beſought us, and we would not hear: therefore is 
this diſtreſs come upon us. And Reuben anfwered them, 
ſaying, Spake I not unto you, ſaying, Do not fin againſt 
the child; and ye would not hear? therefore behold alſo, 
his blood is required. 

And they knew not that Joſeph underſtood them ; for 

he 
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he ſpake unto them by an interpreter. And he turned 


himſelf about from them, and wept; and returned to them 


again, and communed with them, and took from them 
Simeon, and bound him before their eyes. Then Joſeph 


commanded to fill their ſacks with corn, and to reſtore 


every man's money into his ſack : and to give them pro- 


viſions ſor the way: and thus did he unto them. d 
they loaded their aſſes with the corn, and departed thence. 


And as one of them 2 his ſack to give his aſs pro-

vender in the inn, he eſpied his money: for behold it was 
in his ſack's mouth. | And he ſaid unto his brethren, My 
money is reſtored ; and lo, it is even in my ſack: and their 
heart failed them, and they were afraid, ſaying one to ano- 
ther, What is this that God hath done unto us ? | 
And they came unto Jacob their father, unto- the lan 
of Canaan, and told him all that had befallen them, ſay- 
ing, The man who is the lord of the land, ſpake — 
to us, and took us for ſpies of the country. And we ſaid 
unto him, We are true men; we are no ſpies. We be twelve 
brethren, ſons of our father: one is not, and the youngeſt is 
this day with our father in the land ef Canaan. And the 
man, the. lord of the country, ſaid, Hereby ſhall I know 
that ye are true men: leave one of your brethren here with 
me, and take food for the famine of your houſeholds, and 
be gone: and bring your youngeſt brother unto me: then 
ſhall I know that ye are no ſpies, but that ye are true men; 
fo will I deliver you your brother, and ye ſhall traffic in 
the land. | 
_ Ard it came to paſs as they emptied their ſacks, that 
behold every man's money was in his ſack: and when they 
and their . ſaw the bundles of money, they were 
afraid. And Jacob their father ſaid, Me have ye bereaved 
of my children; Joſeph is not, and Simeon is not, and ye 
will take Benjamin away: all theſe things are againſt me. 
And Reuben ſpake unto his father, ſaying, Deliver him 
into my hand, and I will bring him to thee again. 
And he ſaid, My ſon ſhall not go down with you, for 
his brother is dead, and he is left alone: if miſchief befal 
him by the way in the which ye go, then ſhall ye bring 
down my grey hairs with ſorrow to the grave. 
1 | XXVII. 
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AnD the famine was ſore in the land. And when they 
had eaten up the corn which they had brought out of 
Egypt, their father ſaid to them, Go again, buy us a little 
food. And Judah ſpake unto him, ſaying, The man did 
proteſt unto us, ſaying, Ye ſhall not ſee my face, except 
your brother be with you. If thou wilt ſend our brother 
with us, we will go down and buy thee food : but if thou 
wilt not ſend him, we will not go down. 

And Ifrael faid, Wherefore dealt ye fo ill with me, as 
to tell the man whether ye had yet a brother? And they 
faid, The man aſked us (fraitly of our ſtate, and of our kin- 
dred, ſaying, Is your father yet alive? Have ye another 
brother ? And we told him according to the tenor of theſe 
words: could we certainly know that he would ſay, bring 
your brother down? And Judah ſaid unto Iſrael his father, 
Send the lad with me, and we will ariſe and go: that we 
may live and not die, both we, and thou, and alſo our 
little ones. I will be ſurety for him: of my hand ſhalt thou 
require him; if I bring him not unto thee, and ſet him be- 
fore thee, then let me bear the blame for ever. For except 
we had lingered, furely now we had returned this ſecond 
time, | 

And their father Iſrael ſaid unto them, If it muſt be fo 
now, do this; take of the beſt fruits in the land in your 
veſſels, and carry down the man a preſent, a little balm, and 
a little 2 and myrrh, nuts, and almonds; and 
take double money in your hand: and the money that was 
brought again in the mouth of your ſacks, carry it again in 
your hand: peradventure it was an overſight. Take alſe 
your brother, and ariſe, go again unto the man: and God 
Almighty give you mercy before the man, that he may 
ſend away your other brother, and Benjamin: if I be be- 
reaved of my children, I am bereaved. 

And the men took that preſent ; and they took double 
money in their hand, and Benjamin; and roſe up, and went 
down to Egypt, and ſtood before Joſeph. And when 
ſeph ſaw Benjamin with them, he ſaid to the ruler of his 
Vor. I. D houſe; 
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houſe, Bring theſe men home, and ſlay, and make ready: 
for theſe men ſhall dine with me at noon. And the man 
* Joſeph bade; and he brought the men into Joſeph's 
houſe. | 

And'the men were afraid becauſe they were brought into 
Joſeph's houſe ; and they ſaid, Becauſe of the money that 
was returned in our ſacks at the firſt time, are we brought 
in; that he may ſeek occaſion againſt us, and fall upon us, 
and take us for bondmen, and our aſſes. And they came 
near to the ſteward of Joſeph's houſe, and they communed 
with him at the door of the houſe, and ſaid, O fir, we 
came indeed down at the firſt time to buy food, and it 
came to paſs when we came to the inn, that we opened our 
ſacks, and behold every man's money was in the mouth of 
his ſack, our money in full weight : and we have brought 
it again in our hand. And other money have we brought 
down in our hands to buy food: we cannot tell who put 
our money in our ſacks. 

And he ſaid, Peace be to you, fear not: your God, and 
the God of your father hath given you treaſure in your 
ſacks; and he brought Simcon out unto them. 

And the man brought Joſeph's brethren into the houſe, 
and gave them water, and they waſhed their feet : and he 
gave their aſſes provender. And they made ready the pre- 
| a againſt Joſeph came at noon : for they heard that they 
{bould eat bread there. And when Joſeph came home, 
they brought him the preſent which was in their hand into 
the houſe, and bowed themſelves to him to the earth. 
And he aſked them of their welfare, and ſaid, Is your 
father well, the old man of whom ye fpake ? Is he yet 
alive? and they anſwered, Thy ſervant, our father, is in 
good health, he is yet alive: and they bowed down their 
Heads, and made obeiſance. And he lifted up his eyes, 
and faw his brother Benjamin, his mother's ſon, and ſaid, 
Is this your younger brother, of whom ye ſpake unto me? 
and he faid, God be gracious unto thee, my ſon, And 
Joſeph made haſte, for his bowels did yearn upon his bro- 
ther: and he ſought where to weep: and he entered into 
his chamber and wept there. And he waſhed his face, 
and went out, and refrained himſelf, and ſaid, Set on bread. 

; And 
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And they ſet on for him by himſelf, and for them by 
themſelves, and for the Egyptians who did eat with him by 
themſelves; becauſe the Egyptians might not eat bread 
with the Hebrews; for that is an abomination unto the 
Egyptians: and they fat before him, the firſt- born accord - 
ing to his birth-right, and the youngeſt according to his 
youth: and the men marvelled one at another. 

And he took and ſent meſſes unto them from before 


him; but Benjamin's meſs was ſive times ſo much as any 
of theirs. 


XXVIII. 


Axp Joſeph commanded the ſteward of his houſe, ſay- 
ing, Fill the mens ſacks with food, as much as they can 
carry, and put every man's money in his ſack's mouth; and 
put my cup, the filver cup, in the ſack's mouth of the 
youngeſt, and his corn money : and he did according to the 
word that Joſeph had ſpoken. As ſoon as the morning was 
light, the men were ſent away, they and their aſſes. 

And when they were gone out of the city, and not yet 
far off, Joſeph ſaid to his ſteward, Up, and follow after the 
men ; and when thou doſt overtake them, ſay unto them, 
Wherefore have ye rewarded evil for good ? Is not this it 
in which my Lord drinketh? Ye have done evil in ſo do- 
ing. And he overtook them, and ſpake unto them theſe ſame 
words. And they ſaid unto him, Wherefore faith my 
Lord theſe words? God forbid that thy ſervants ſhould do 
according to this thing. Behold, the money which we 
found in our ſack's mouths, we brought again unto thee 
out of the land of Canaan ; how then ſhould we ſteal out 
of thy lord's houſe filver and gold? with whomſoever of 
thy ſervants it be found, both let him die, and we alſo will 
be my lord's bondſmen. 

And he ſaid, Now alſo let it be according to your 
words: he with whom it is found ſhall be my ſervant : and 
ye ſhall be blameleſs. Then they ſpeedily took down every 
man his ſack to the ground, and opened every man his 
ſack. And he ſearched, = began at the eldeſt and left 
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2 = youngeſt: and the cup was found in Benjamin's 

Then they rent their clothes, and laded every man his 
als, and returned to the city. And Judah and his bre- 
thren came to Joſeph's hauls; for he was yet there, and 
they fell before him on the ground. And Joſeph faid to 
them, What deed 1s this that ye have done? and Judah faid, 
What ſhall we ſay unto my lord? or how ſhall we clear our- 
ſelves ? God hath found out the iniquity of thy ſervants : 
behold we are my lord's ſeryants ; both we, and he alſo, 
with whom the cup is found. 

And he ſaid, God forbid that I ſhould do ſo ; but the 
man in whoſe hand the cup is found, he ſhall be my ſervant: 
and as for you, get you up in peace unto your father, 
Then Judah came near unto him, and faid, Oh my lord, 
let thy ſervant, I pray thee, ſpeak a word in my lord's 
ears, and let not thine anger burn againſt thy ſervant : for 
thou art even as Pharaoh. My lord aſked his ſervants, 

 faying, Have ye a father, or a brother? and we faid unto 
my lord, We have a facher, an old man, and a child of 
his old age, and his brother is dead, and he alone is left of 
his mother, and his father loveth him. And thou ſaidſt 
unto thy ſervants, Bring aim down unto me, that I may ſet 
mine eyes 1 him. And we faid, The lad cannot leave 
his father: for if he ſhould leave his father, his father would 
die. And thou ſaidſt unto thy ſervants, Except your 
youngeſt brother come down with you, ye ſhall ſee my face 
no more, 

And when we came up unto thy fervant, my father, we 
told him the words of my lord. And our father faid, Go 
again and buy us a little food. And we faid, We cannot 
go down ; it our youngeſt brother be with us, then will we 

go down: for we may not fee the man's face —_ our 
pungel brother be with us. And thy ſervant, my father, 
laid unto us, Ye know that my wife bare me two fons; and 
the one went out from me, and I faid, Surely he is torn to 
. pieces; and I have not ſeen him fince. And if ye take 
this alſo from me, and miſchief befal him, ye ſhall bring 
down my grey hairs with ſorrow to the grave. 
Now therefore when J come to thy ſervant my father, 
and the lad be not with us, it ſhall come to paſs, oy — 
e 
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ſeeth that the lad is not with us, that he will die. For th 
ſervant became ſurety for him unto my father, ſaying, If 
bring him not unto thee, then I ſhall bear the blame to my 


father for ever. Now therefore, I pray thee, let thy ſer- 


vant abide inſtead of the lad, a bond-man to my lord, and 
let bim go up with his brethren. For how ſhall I go up 
to my 3 and the lad be not with me? leſt it ſhould 
happen that I ſee the evil which ſhall come on my father. 

hen Joſeph could not refrain himſelf before all them 
that ſtood by him: and he cried, Cauſe every man to go 
out from me; and there ſtood no man with him, while 
Joſeph made himſelf known unto his brethren, And he 
wept aloud : and the Egyptians, and the houſe of Pharaoh, 
heard, ; 

And Joſeph ſaid unto his brethren, I am Joſeph ; doth 
my father yet live? and his brethren could not — him: 
for they were troubled at his preſence. And Joſeph ſaid 
to them, Come near to me, 8 you ; and they came 
near: and he ſaid, I am Joſeph your brother, whom ye ſold 
into Egypt. Now therefore be not grieved, nor angry 
with yourſelves, that ye ſold me hither ; for God did fend 
me before you to unkires life. For theſe two years hath 
the famine been in the land: and yet there are five years, 
in the which there ſhall be neither earing nor harveſt. 
And God ſent me before you to preſerve you a poſterity 


in the earth, and fave your lives by a great deliverance, 
e 


So now it was not you that ſent me hither, but God ; 
and he hath made me a father to Pharaoh, and lord of all 
his houſe, and a ruler throughout all the land of Egypt. 
Haſte ye, and go up to my father, and fay unto him, Thus 
faith thy ſon Joſeph, God hath made me lord of all 
Egypt: come down unto me, tarry not. And thou ſhalt 
dwell in the land of Goſhen, and thou ſhalt be near unto 
me, thou, and thy children, and thy childrens” children, and 
thy flocks, and thy herds, and all that thou haſt. And there 
I will nouriſh thee ; leſt thou and thy houſehold, and all 
that thou haſt, come to poverty by means of the famine. 

And behold, your eyes ſee, and the eyes of my brother 
Benjamin, that it is my mouth that ſpeaks unto you. And 
ye ſhall tell my father _ all my 1 in Egypt, and of 

all 
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all that ye have ſeen ; and ye ſhall haſte, and bring down 
my father hither. And he fell upon his brother Benjamin's 
neck and wept ; and Benjamin wept upon his neck. More- 
over he kiſſed all his brethren, and wept upon them: and 
after that his brethren talked with him. | 


XXIX. 

And it was heard in Pharaoh's houſe, ſaying, Joſeph's 
brethren are come: and it pleaſed Pharaoh, and his ſer- 
vants. And Pharaoh ſaid to Joſeph, Say unto thy brethren, 
This do ye: lade your beaſts, and go get ye unto the land 
of Canaan ; and take your father, and your houſeholds, and 
come. unto. me; and I will give you the good of the 
land of Egypt, and ye ſhall eat the fat of the land. 

Now thou art commanded, this do ye; take you wag- 
gons out of the land of Egypt for your little ones, and 
or your wives, and bring your father, and come. Alſo 
regard not your ſtuff, for the good of all the land of Egypt

And the children of Iſrael did ſo; and Joſeph gave 
them waggons, according to the commandment of Pha- 
raoh; and gave them proviſion for the way. To all of 
them he gave each man changes of raiment: but to Ben- 
jamin he gave three hundred pieces of ſilver, and five changes 
of raiment. And to his father he ſent after this manner 
ten aſſes laden with the good things of Egypt, and ten ſhe 
aſſes laden with corn and bread, and meat for his father 
by the way. | 

So he Bos his brethren away, and they departed; and 
he ſaid unto them, See that ye fall not out by the way. 
And they went up out of Egypt, and came into the land 
of Canaan, unto jacob their father; and told him, ſaying, 
Joſeph is yet alive, and he is governor over all the land of 

gypt. And Jacob's heart fainted, for he believed them 
not. And they told him all the words of Joſeph, which 
he had ſaid unto them: and when he ſaw the wagg ons 
which Joſeph had ſent to carry him, the ſpirit of Jacob 
their father revived. And Iſrael ſaid, It is enough; Joſeph 
my ſon is yet alive; I will go and {ce him before 1 1 7

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And Iſrael took his journey, with all that he had, and 
came to Beerſheba, and offered ſacriſices unto the God of 
his father Iſaac: and God ſpake unto Iſrael in the viſions 
of the night, and ſaid, Jacob, Jacob; and he ſaid, Here 
am I. And he faid, I am God, the God of thy father: 
fear not to go down into Egypt, for I will there make of 
thee a great nation. I will go down with thee into Egypt; 
and I will alſo ſurely bring thee up again: and Joſeph 
ſhall put his hand upon thine eyes. 

And Jacob roſe up from Beer-ſheba; and the ſons of 
Iſrael carried Jacob their father, and their little) ones, and 
their wives, in the waggons which Pharaoh had ſent to 
carry him. And they took their cattle, and their goods 
which they had gotten in the land of Canaan, and came 
into Egypt. All the fouls that came with Jacob into 
Egypt, beſides Jacob's ſon's: wives, were threeſcore and

In all threeſcore and ten.“ And 
he ſent Judah before him unto Joſeph, to direct his face 
unto Goſnen: and they came into the land of Goſhen. 

And Joſeph made ready his chariot, and went up to 
meet Iſrael his father, to Goſhen; and he preſented him- 
ſelf unto him: and he fell on his neck, and wept on his 
neck a good while. And Iſrael faid unto Joſeph, Now 
let me die, fince I have ſeen thy face, becauſe thou art yet 
alive. And Joſeph ſaid to his brethren, and to his father's 
houſe, I will go up and ſhew Pharaoh, and ſay unto him, My 
brethren and my father's houſe, which were in-the land of 
Canaan, are come unto me : and the men are ſhepherds; for 
their trade hath been to feed cattle : and they have brought 
their flocks, and their herds, and all that they have. And 
it ſhall come to paſs when Pharaoh ſhall call you, and ſhall 
ſay, What is your occupation? that ye ſhall ſay, Thy ſer- 
vants trade hath been about cattle, from our youth even until 
now, both we, and alfo our father's : that ye may dwell in 
the land of Goſhen : for every ſhepherd is an abomination 
unto the Egyptians. 

Then Talern went and told Pharaoh of his father and 
brethren being come into the land of Goſhen.

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And Pharaoh ſaid unto them, What is your. occupation?

fore, we pray thee, let thy ſervants dwell in the land of 
Goſhen. And Pharaoh ſpake to Joſeph, ſaying, Thy fa- 
ther and thy brethren are come to thee, The land of 
Egypt is before thee: in the beſt of it make them to dwell, 
in the land of Goſhen make them to dwell : and if thou 
knowelt any men of activity among them, make them rulers 
over my cattle. 

And Joſeph brought in Jacob his father, and ſet him before 
Pharaoh; and Jacob bleſſed Pharaoh. And Pharaoh ſaid to 
Jacob, How old art thou? and he anſwered, The days of the 
years of my pilgrimage are one hundred and thirty years: few 
and evil have the days of my life been, and I have not attained 
unto the days of the years of the lives of my fathers in the days 
of their pilgrimage. And Jacob bleſſed Pharaoh, and went 
out from before Pharaoh. And: Joſeph gave to his father 
and his brethren a poſſeſſion in the land of Egypt, in the 
beſt of the land, in the land of Rameſes, as Pharaoh had 
commanded. And Joſeph nouriſhed them with bread, 
according to their families. | 


| XXX. 

Aub the famine was very ſore; ſo that the land of 
Egypt and all the land of Canaan fainted by reaſon of the 
famine. And Joſeph gathered up all the money that was 
found in the land of Egypt, and in the land of Canaan for 
the corn which they bought, and brought the money into 
Pharaoh's houſe. And when money failed they brought 
their cattle : and Joſeph gave them bread in exchange tor 
* horſes, and for flocks, and herds, and aſſes, for that year. 
And when the year was ended, they ſaid to him, We will 
not hide it from my lord, how that our money is ſpent, my 
lord alfo hath our cattle; there is not ought left but our 
bodies and our lands. Wherefore ſhall we die before thine 
eyes; give us ſeed that we may live, that the land be not 
deſolate. And Joſeph bought all the land of Egypt for 
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Pharaoh, only the land of the priefts he bought not; for 
the prieſts had a portion aſſigned them of Pharao. 

hen Joſeph ſaid to the people, Behold I have bought 
you this day, and your land for Pharaoh, lo, here is ſeed 
for you, and ye ſhall fow the land. And in the increaſe, 
you ſhall give the fifth part unto Pharaoh, and four parts 
ſhall be your own, for ſeed of the field, and for your food, 
and for them of your houſcholds. And they ſaid, Thou 
haſt ſaved our lives. 

And Iſrael dwelt in the land of Egypt in the country of 
Goſhen ; and they had poſſeſſions therein, and multiplied 
exceedingly. And Jacob lived in the land of Egypt ſe- 
venteen years: ſo the whole age of Jacob was one hundred 
and forty-ſeven years. And the time drew nigh that Iſrael 
muſt die: and he called his ſon Joſeph, and faid unto him, 
If now I have found grace in thy fight, put, I pray thee, 
thy hand under my thigh, and deal kindly and truly with 
me; bury me not I pray thee in Egypt.

Ap it came to — after theſe things, that one told 
Joſeph, Behold, thy father is fick : and he took with him 
his two ſons, Manaſſeh and Ephraim. And Jacob was 
told, faying, Thy fon Joſeph cometh to thee ; and Iſrael 
ftrengthened himſelf, and ſat upon the bed. 

And Jacob ſaid to Joſeph, God Almighty appeared unto 
me at Luz in the hnd of Canaan, and blefſed me, and 
faid, Behold I will make thee fruitful, and multiply thee, 
and I will make of thee a multitude of people; and will give 
this land to thy feed after thee, for an everlaſting poſſeſſion. 
And now thy two ſons, Ephraim and Manaſſeh, which 
were born unto thee in the land of Egypt, before I came 
unto thee into Egypt, are mine: as Reuben and Simeon 
they ſhall be mine. And thy iſſue which thou ſhalt have 
after them ſhzlI be thine, and ſhall be called after the name 
of their brethren in their inheritance. And as for me 
when IJ came from Padan, 2 died by me in the * | 
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of Canaan, in the way, when yet there was but a little way 
to come unto Ephrath: and I buried her there in the way 
of Ephrath, the ſame is Beth-lehem 

And Iſrael beheld Joſeph's ſons, and ſaid, Who are 
theſe? And Joſeph ſaid, They are my ſons, whom God 
hath given me in this place: and he ſaid, Bring them, I 
pray thee, unto me, and I will bleſs them. ; 

Now the eyes of Iſrael were dim for age, ſo that he 
could not fee, and Joſeph brought them near unto him: and 
Jacob kiſſed them, and embraced them. And he faid to 
Joſeph, I had not thought to ſee thy face; and lo, God 
.hath ſhewed me alſo thy ſeed. And Joſeph brought them 
out from between his knees, and he bowed himſelf with his 
face to the earth. And Joſeph took them both, Ephraim 
in his right hand towards Ifrac!'s left hand, and Manaſſeh 
in his left hand towards Iſrael's right hand, and brought 
them near unto him. And Iſrael ſtretched out his right 
hand, and laid it upon Ephraim's head, who was the 
Younger, and his left hand upon Manaſſeh's head. 

And he blefled Joſeph, ard faid, God before whom my 
\ fathers Abraham and Ifaac did walk, the God who fed 
me all my life long unto this day, the angel which redeemed 
me from all evil, bleſs the lads; and let my name be named 
on them, and the name of my fathers Abraham and Ifaac, 
and let them grow into a multitude in the midſt of the earth. 

And when Joſeph ſaw that his father laid his right hand 
en the head of Ephraim, it diſpleaſed him; and he held up 
his father's hand, to remove it from Ephraim's head unto 
Manaſſeh's head, and faid, Not ſo my father; for this is 
the ſirſt-born; put thy right hand upon his head. And 
his father refuſed; and faid, I know it, my ſon; I know it, 
he alſo ſhall become a people, and he alſo ſhall be great: 
but truly his younger brother ſhall be greater than he, and 
his ſeed ſhall become a multitude of nations. 

And he blefſed them that day, ſaying, In thee ſhall Ifrae! 
bleſs, ſaying, God make thee as Ephraim, and as Manaſſeh. 
And Iſrael faid to Joſeph, Behold, I die: but God ſhall 
be with you, and bring you again unto the land of your fa- 
thers. + Moreover, I have given to thee one portion above 
thy brethren, 3 | 
And 
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And Jacob called unto his ſons, and ſaid, Gather your- 
felyes together, that I may tell you that which ſhall befal 
you in the laſt days. Reuben, thou art my firſt-born ; the 
excellency of dignity, and the excellency of power; un- 
{table as water, thou ſhalt not excel. 

Simeon and Lev! are brethren ; inſtruments of cruelty 
are in their habitations: O my ſoul, come not thou into 
their ſecret ; unto their aſſembly, mine honour be not thou 
united; for in their anger they flew a man; and in their 
ſelf-will they digged down a wall. Curſed be their anger, 
for it was fierce ; and their wrath for it was cruel ; I will 
divide them in Jacob, and ſcatter them in Iſrael. 

Judah is a lion's whelp : from the prey, my ſon, thou art 
gone up; he {tooped down, he couched as a hon, and as 
an old lion; who ſhall rouſe him up? The ſcepter ſhall 
not depart from Judah, nor a lawgiver from between his 
feet, until Shiloh come : and unto him ſhall the gathering 
of the people be. Binding his foal wnto the vine, and 
his aſs's colt unto the choice vine; he waſhed his garments 
in wine, and his clothes in the blood of grapes ; his eyes 
ſhall be red with wine, and his teeth white with milk. 

Zebulun ſhall dwell at the haven of the ſea ; and he ſhall 
be for a haven of ſhips: and his border ſhall be unto-Zidon: 

Iſſachar is a ſtrong aſs, couching down between two bur- 
dens. And he ſaw that reſt was good, and the land that 
it was pleaſant, and bowed his ſhoulder to bear, and bes 
came a ſervant unto tribute. 

Dan ſhall 'udg: his people, as one of the tribes of Iſrael; 
Dan ſhall be a ef by the way, an adder in the path 
that biteth the horſe's heels, ſo that his rider ſhall fall backs 
ward, I have waited for thy falvation, O Lord. 246 

Gad, a troop ſhall overcome him: but he ſhall overcome 
at the laſt. | 

Out of Aſhur his bread ſhall be fat, and he ſhall yield 
royal dainties. . 1 

Naphtali is a hind let looſe: he giveth goodly words, 

Joſeph is a fruitful bough, even a fruitful bough by a 
well: whoſe branches run over the wall: the archers have 
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ſorely grieved him, and ſhot at him, and hated him. 
But his bow abode in ſtrength, and the arms of his hands 
were made ſtrong by the hands of the mighty God of 
Jacob: from thence is the ſhepherd, the {tone of Iſrael: 
eren by the God of thy father, who ſhall help thee, and by 
the Almighty, who ſhall blefs thee with bleſſings of heaven 
above, bleſhngs of the deep that lieth under, bleſſings of the 
breaſts, and of the womb. The bleflings of thy father 
have prevailed above the bleſhngs of my progenitors, unto 


the utmoſt bound of the everlaſting hills: they ſhall be on 


the head of Jofeph, and on the crown of the head of him 
that was ſeparate from his brethren. - 
Benjamin ſhall ravin as a wolf: in the morning he ſhall 
devour the prey, and at night he ſhall divide the ſpoil. 
All theſe are the twelve tribes of Iſrael: and this is 
it that their father ſpake to them, and bleſſed them. And 
he charged them, ſaying, I am to be gathered unto my 
people; bury me with my fathers in the cave that is in the 
feld of Ephron the Hittite, in the land of Canaan, which 
Abraham bought, for a poſſeſſion of a burying-place. 

And when Jacob had made an end of commanding his 
ſons, he gathered up his feet into the bed, and yielded up 
the ghoſt, and was gathered unto: his people. And Joſeph 
fell upon his father's face, and wept upon him, and kified 
him. And Joſeph commanded his ſervants the phyſicians 
10 embalm tus father; and the phyſicians embalmed him.

| And forty _ were fulfilled for Jacob, for ſo are ful. 
filled the days of thoſe who are embalmed ; and the Egyp- 
tians mourned for him threeſcore and ten days. And 
when the days of his moarning were paſt, Joſeph ſpake un- 
to the houſe of Pharaoh, ſaying, If now I have found grace 
in your eyes, ſpeak, 1 pray you in the ears of Pharaoh, ſay- 
ing, My father made me ſwear, ſaying, Lo, I die: in my 
grave which I have digged for me in the land of Canaan, 
there ſhalt thou bury me. Now therefore let me go up, 
I pray thee, and bury my father, and J will come again. 
And Pharaoh faid, Go up and thy father, accord- 


ing as he made thee ſwear, And Joſeph went up to bury 
his 
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his father; and with him went up all the ſervants of Pha- 
raoh,. the elders of his houſe, and the elders of the land of 
Egypt: and all the houſe of Joſeph, and his brethren, and 
his father's houſe : only their little ones, and their flocks, 
and their herds, they left in the land of Goſhen, And 
there went up with him both chariots and horſemen ; and 
it Was a very great Company. 

And his ſons did according as he commanded them. 
For his ſons carried him into the land of Canaan, and 
buried him in the cave of the field of Machpelah, which 
Abraham bought with the field, for a poſſeſſion of a bury- 
ing-place. | 

And Joſeph returned into Egypt, he and his brethren, 
and all that went up with him to bury his father. And 
when Joſeph's brethren ſaw that their father was dead, 
they ſaid, It may happen that Joſeph will hate us, and re- 

vite us all the evil which we did unto him. And they 
ent a meſſenger unto Joſeph, ſaying, Thy father did com- 
mand before he died, ſaying, So ſhall ye ſay unto Joſeph, 
Forgive I pray thee now the treſpaſs of thy brethren, and 
their ſin; for they did unto thee evil: and now, we pray 
thee, forgive the treſpaſs of the ſervants of the God of thy 
father, And Joſeph wept when they fpakg unto” him. 
And his brethren went and fell down before him: and they 
ſaid, Behold we are thy ſervants. 

And Joſeph ſaid unto them, Fear not; for am I in the 
place of God? Ye thought evil againſt me; but God meant 
it unto good, to bring to pals, as it is this day, to fave 
much people alive. Now therefore fear ye not: I will 
nouriſh you and your little ones. And he comforted 
them, and ſpake kindly unto them. 

And Joſeph dwelt in Egypt, he, and his father's houſe's 
and Joſeph hved an hundred and ten years. And he ſaw 
Ephraim's children of the third generation: the children 
allo of Machir, the ſon of Manaſſeh, were brought up on 
Joſeph's knees. And Joſeph ſaid unto his brethren, I die 
and God will ſurely viſit you, and bring you out of this 
land, unto the land which he ſware to Abraham, to Iſaac, 
and to Jacob. And Joſeph took an oath of the children of 
Iſrael, ſaying, God will turely viſt you, and ye ſhall carry 
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up my bones from hence. 80 Joſeph died, being an hun- 
dred and ten years old: and they embalmed him, and he 
was put into à coffin in Egypt.

AND the children of Iſrael were fruitful, and increaſed 
abundantly, and waxed exceeding mighty ; and the land 
was filled with them. Now there aroſe a new king over 
Egypt, who knew not Joſeph. And he ſaid to his people, 
Behold, the people of the children of Ifrae] are more and 
mightier than we. Let us deal wiſely with them : leſt they 
multiply, and it come to paſs that when there falleth out 
any war, they join unto our enemies, and fight againſt us, 
and ſo get them out of the land. 
Therefore they did ſet over them taſkmaſters, to aMict 

them with their burdens. And they built for Pharaoh 
treaſure cities, Pithom and Raamſes. But the more they 
afflicted them, the more they multiplied and grew. And 
the Egyptians were grieved becauſe of the children of 
Iſrael. And made their lives bitter with hard bondage in 
mortar and in brick, and in all manner of ſervice in the 
field; all their ſervice wherein they made them ſerve, was 
with rigour. | 
And Pharaoh charged his people, ſaying, Every fon that 
is born to the Hebrews, ye ſhall caſt into the river, and 
every daughter ye ſhall fave alive. And a man of the 
houſe of Levi, whoſe name was Amram, took to his wife 
2 woman whoſe name was Jochebed : and ſhe bare a ſon : 
and when ſhe ſaw him that he was a goodly child, ſhe hid 
him three months. But when ſhe could not longer hide 
him, ſne took for him an ark of bulruſhes, and daubed it 
with ſlime and with pitch, and put the child therein, and 
the laid it in the flags by the river's brink. And his 
ſiltex, ſtood afar off, ta fee what would be done to him. 
+; And 
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And the daughter of Pharach came down to waſh her- 
ſelf at the river: and her maidens walked along the river's 
ſide: and when ſhe ſaw the ark among the flags, ſhe ſent 
her maid to fetch it: which when ſhe had opened, ſhe ſaw 
a child : and behold the babe wept. And ſhe had com- 
paſſion on him, and ſaid, This is one of the Hebrews” chil- 
dren. Then ſaid his ſiſter to Pharaoh's daughter, Shall 
I go and call to thee a nurſe of the Hebrew women, that 
ſhe may nurſe the child for thee ? And Pharaoh's daughter 
ſaid, Go. And the maid went and called the child's 
mother. 

And Pharaoh's. daughter ſaid to her, Take this child 
away, and nurſe him for me, and I will give thee thy 
wages. And the woman took the child, and nurſed it: 
now the child grew, and ſhe. brought him unto Pharaoh's 
daughter, and he became her ſon, and ſhe called his name 
Moles : and ſhe ſaid, becauſe I drew him out of the water. 

And when Moſes was grown up, he went out unto his 
brethren, and behold two men of the Hebrews ſtrove to- 

ether: and he ſaid to him that did the wrong, Wherefore 
fiteſt thou thy fellow? And he ſaid, Who made thee a 
prince and a judge over us? 

And Moſes feared from the Egyptians, and went and 
dwelt in the land of Midian : and he fat down by a well. 
Now the prieſt of Midian had ſeven daughters, and they 
came and drew water, and filled the troughs to water their 
father's flock. And the ſhepherds came and drove them 
away: but Moſes ſtood up and helped them, and watered 
their lock. And when they came to Reuel their father, 
he ſaid, How is it that ye are come ſo ſoon to-day ?: And 
they ſaid, An Egyptian delivered us out of the hand of the 
ſhepherds, and alſo drew water enough for us, and watered 
the flock. And he ſaid unto his daughters, Where is he? 
Why is it that ye have left the man? Call him, that he may 
eat bread. | 

And Moſes was content to dwell with the man, and he 
gave him Zipporah his daughter. And ſhe bare him a ſon; 
and he called his name Gerſhom ; for he ſaid, I have 
a ſtranger in a ſtrange land. u 
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And. in proceſs of time the king of Egypt died: and the 
children of Iſrael ſighed by reaſon of the bondage, and they 
cried ;' and their cry came up unto God by reafon of the 
bondage. And God heard their groaning, and remem- 
bered his covenant with? Abraham, with Iſaac, and with 

acob. : 
: Now Moſes kept the flock of Jethro his father-in-law, 
the prieſt of Midian ; and he led the flock to the back- ſide 
of the deſert, and came to the mountain of God: even to 
Horeb. And the angel of the Lord appeared unto him 
in a flame of fire out of the midſt of a buth: and he looked 
and behold, the. buſh burned with fire, and the buſh was 
not conſumed. And Moſes ſaid, I will now turn aſide 
and fee this great fight, why the buſh is not burnt, 

And when the Lord faw that he turned aſide to ſee, 
God called unto him out of the midſt of the buth, and ſaid, 
Moſes, Moſes; and he ſaid, Here am I. And he ſaid, 
Draw not nigh hither ; put off thy ſhoes, from off thy feet, 
for the place whereon thou ſtandeſt is holy ground. 

Moreover he faid, I am the God of thy father, the 
God of Abraham, the God of Iſaac, and the God of 
Jacob. And Moſes hid his face; for he was afraid. And 
the Lord ſaid, I have ſurely ſeen the affliction of my people 
who are in Egypt, and have heard their cry, by-reaſon of 
their taſk-maſters ; for I know their forrows. And I am 
come down to deliver them out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and to bring them up out of that land, unto a good land 
and. a large, unto a land flowing with milk and honey. 
Now therefore behold, the cry of the children of Iſrael is 
come unto me: and 1 have alſo ſeen the oppreſſion where- 
wich the Egyptians opprefs them, Come now and I will 
ſend thee unto Pharaoh, that thou mayſt bring forth my 

le the children of Ifracl out of Egypt. 
21 Mofes ſaid unto God, Who am I, that I ſhould 
go unto Pharaoh, and that I ſhould bring forth the children 
of Iſrael out of Egypt? And he ſaid, Certainly I will be 
with thee ; and this thall be a token unto thee, that I hare 
ſent thee ; when thou halt brought forth the people out of 
A. Egypt, 
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Egypt, ye ſhall ſerve God upon this mountain. And 
Mts ſaid, Behold, when I come to the children of Irael, 
and ſhall fay to them, 'The God of your father hath fent 
me-unto you; and they ſhall fay to me, What is his name? 
What ſhall I ſay to them? and God ſaid to Moſes, I AM 
THAT I AM. Thus ſhalt thou ſay to the children of 
Iſrael, I AM hath ſent me unto you. Moreover thou 
ſhalt ſay to them, the Lord God of your fathers, the God 
of Abraham, the God of Ifaac, and the God of Jacob 
bath ſent me unto you; this is my Name for ever, and this 
is my memorial unto all generations. 

Go, and gather the elders of Iſrael together, and ſay 
unto them, The Lord God of your fathers, the God of 
Abraham, of Iſaac, and of Jacob appeared unto me, ſay- 
ing, IJ have ſurely viſited you, and ſeen what is done to 
you in Epypt. And I have ſaid, I will bring you up out 


of the affliction of Egypt, unto a land flowing with milk and 


honey. And they ſhall hearken to thy voice: and thou 
ſhalt come, thou and the elders of Iſrael unto the king of 
Egypt, and you ſhall ſay to him, The Lord God of the 
Hebrews hath met with us; and now let us go, we be- 
ſeech thee, three days journey into the wilderneſs, that we 
may ſacrifice to the Lord our God. | 
But the king of Egypt will not let you go, no, not by a 
mighty hand. I will therefore ſtretch out my hand, and 
{mite Egypt with all my wonders, which I will do in the 


midit thereof; and after that he will let you go. 


And Moſes anſwered and ſaid, But behold they will not 
believe me, nor hearken unto my voice: for they will ſay, 
The Lord hath not appeared unto thee, And the Lord 
ſaid to him, What is that in thy hand? and he ſaid, A rod. 
And the Lord ſaid, Caſt it on the ground: and he caſt it 
on the ground, and it became a ſerpent : and Moſes fled 
from before it. And he ſaid, Put forth thine hand, and 
take it by the tail: and he put forth his hand, and caught 
it, and it became a rod in his hand. 

And the Lord ſaid furthermore, Put now thy hand into 
thy boſom; and he put his hand into his boſom; and when 
he took it out, behold, his hand was leprous as ſnow. And 
he ſaid, Put thine hand into thy boſom again, and he put 

his 
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his hand into his boſom again, and plucked it out; and it 
was turned again as his other fleſh. 

And it ſhall come to paſs, if they will not believe thee, 
neither hearken to the voice of the firſt Sign, that they will 
beheve the yoice of the latter Sign. But if they will not 
believe alſo theſe two Signs, neither hearken unto thy voice, 
then thou ſhalt take of the water of the river, and pour it 
N the dry land, and it ſhall become blood upon the dry 

and. 

And Moſes ſaid unto the Lord, O my Lord, I am not 
eloquent, neither heretofore, nor ſince thou haſt ſpoken unto 
thy ſervant: but I am flow of ſpeech, and of a flow tongue. 
And the Lord faid to him, Who hath made man's mouth? 
Or who maketh the dumb or deaf, or the ſeeing, or the blind? 
have not I the Lord? Now therefore go, and I will be 
with thy mouth, and teach thee what thou ſhalt ſay. 

And he faid, O my Lord, ſend, I pray thee, by 
the hand of him whom thou wilt ſend. And the anger 
of the Lord was kindled againſt Moſes, and he faid, Is not 
Aaron the Levite thy brother? I know that he can ſpeak 
well. And alſo behold he cometh forth to meet thee: and 
when he ſeeth thee he will be glad in his heart. And thou 
ſhalt ſpeak unto him, and put words in his mouth: and I 
will be with thy mouth, and with his mouth, and will teach 
you what ye ſhall do. And he ſhall be thy ſpokeſman unto 
the people : even he ſhall be to thee inſtead of a mouth, 
and thou ſhalt be to him inſtead of God. And thou ſhalt 
take this rod in thy hand, wherewith thou ſhalt do ſigns. 

And Moſes returned to Jethro his father-in-law, and 
ſaid to him, Let me go, I pray thee, and return unto my 
brethren who are in . and ſee whether they be yet 
alive. And Jethro ſaid, Go in peace.

Axp Moſes took his wife, and his ſons, and ſet them 
upon an aſs, and returned to the land of Egypt. And 
Moſes took the rod of God in his hand. And the Lord 
ſaid to Moſes, When thou goeſt into Egypt, ſee that thou 
do all thoſe wonders before Pharaoh which J have put in 
thine hand. 


And 
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And thou ſhalt ſay unto him, Thus ſaith the Lord, Iſrael 
is my fon, even my ſirſt- born. Let my fon go, that he 
may ſerve me: and if thou refuſe to let him go, behold I 
will ſlay thy ſon, even thy firſt born. And the Lord faid 
to Aaron, Go into the wilderneſs to meet Moſes. And he 
went and met him in the mount of God, and kiſſed him. 

And Moſes told Aaron all the words of the Lord, who 
had ſent him, and all the figns which he had commanded 
him. And they went and gathered together all the elders of 
the children of Iſrael. And Aaron ſpake all the words 
which the Lord had ſpoken unto Moſes, and did the figns in 
the ſight of the people. And the people believed; and when 
they heard that the Lord viſited the children of Iſrael, and 
that he looked upon their affliction, then they bowed their 
heads and worſhipped, 

And afterwards Moſes and Aaron went in and told 
Pharaoh, Thus faith the Lord God of Iſrael, Let my 
people go, that they may hold a feaſt unto me in the wil- 
derneſs. And Pharaoh ſaid, Who is the Lord that I 
ſhould obey his voice to let Iſrael go? 1 know not the 
Lord, neither will I let Iſrael go. And they ſaid, The God 
of the Hebrews hath met with us, let us go we pray thee, 
three days journey into the deſart, and ſacrifice unto the 
Lord our God, leſt he fall upon us with peſtilence or with 
the ſword. 

And the king ſaid, Wherefore do ye, Moſes and Aaron, 
hinder the people from their works ? Go ye unto your bur- 
dens; the people of the land now are many, and ye make 
them reſt from their burdens. And Pharaoh commanded 
the ſame day the taſk-maſters of the people, and their officers, 
laying, Le ſhall no more give the people ſtraw to make 
brick as heretofore; let them go and gather ſtraw for 
themſelves. And the tale of bricks which they made here- 
tofore, ye ſhall lay upon them : ye ſhall not diminiſh ought 
thereof: for they are idle; therefore they cry, ſaying, Let 
us go and ſacrifice to our God. Let more work be laid 
upon the men, that they may labour therein: and let them 
not regard vain words. 

And the taſk-maſters of they people went out and their 
olicers, and they ſpake to the people, ſaying, Thus faith 

Pharaoh, 
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Pharaoh, I will not give you ſtraw. Get you {traw wherc 
you can find it: yet not ought of your work ſhall be di- 
miniſhed. So the people were ſcattered abroad through all 
the land of Egypt, to gather ſtubble inſtead of ſtraw. And 
the taſk-maſters haſted them, ſaying, Fulfil your works, 
your daily taſks, as when there was ſtraw. And the of- 
ficers of the children of Iſrael, which Pharaoh's taſk-maſters 
had ſet over them, were beaten, and demanded, W herefore 
have ye not fulfilled your taſk, as heretofore ? 

Then the officers of the children of Iſrael came and 
cried unto Pharaoh, ſaying, Why dealeſt thou thus with 
thy ſervants ? There is no ſtraw given to us, and yet they 
fay to us, make brick : and behold, thy ſervants are 
beaten ; but the fault is in thy own people. But he ſaid, 
Ye are idle, ye are idle: therefore ye ſay, Let us go, and 
do ſacrifice to the Lord. Go therefore and work: for 
there ſhall be no ſtraw given you, yet ſhall ye deliver the 
tale of bricks. And the officers of the children of Iſrael 
did ſee they were in evil caſe after it was ſaid, Ye ſhall not 
miniſh ought from your bricks of your daily taſk. 

And they met Moſes and Aaron, who ſtood in the way, 
as they came forth from Pharaoh, and ſaid to them, The 
Lord look upon you and judge; becauſe ye have made 
our ſavour to be abhorred in the eyes of Pharaoh, and in 
the eyes of his ſervants, to put a {word in their hands to 
ſlay us. And Moſes returned unto the Lord, and faid, 
Lord, Wherefore haſt thou ſo evil intreated this people 
Why is it that thou haſt ſent me? For fince I came to 
Pharaoh to ſpeak in thy name, he hath done evil to this 
people; neither haſt thou delivered thy people at all. 
Then the Lord ſaid to Moſes, Now ſhalt thou ſee what I 
will do to Pharaoh: for with a ſtrong hand ſhall he let them 
go, and with a ſtrong hand ſhall he drive them out of his land. 
And God ſpake unto Moſes, ſaying, I am the Lord: 1 ap- 
peared unto Abraham, unto Iſaac, and unto Jacob, by the 
name of God Almighty, but by my name Jehovah was 1 
not known to them. And I have alſo eſtabliſhed my cove- 

- nant with them, to give them the land of Canaan ; the land 
of their pilgrimage, wherein they were ſtrangers. And ! 
2 | | have 
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have alſo heard the groanings of the children of Iſrael, 
whom the Egyptians keep in bondage : wherefore fay unto 
them, I am the Lord, and I will redeem you with a ſtretched 
out arm, and with great Rs And I will take you 


to me for a people, and I will be to you a God: and ye 
ſhall know that I am the Lord your God, who bringeth 
you out from under the burdens of the Egyptians. And I 
will bring you in unto the land, concerning which I pro- 
miſed to give it to Abraham, Iſaac, and Jacob; I will 
give it you for an heritage; I am the Lord. 

And Moſes ſpake ſo unto the children of Iſrael: but they 
hearkened not unto him for anguiſh of ſpirit, and for cruel 
bondage. And the Lord ſpake to Moles, ſaying, Go in, 
ſpeak to Pharaoh, that he let the children of Iſrael go out 
of his land. And Moſes and Aaron did as the Lord com- 
manded them. And Moles was fourſcore years old, and 
Aaron fourſcore and three years old when they ſpake unto” 
Pharaoh,

Ax the Lord commanded them, ſaying, When Pharaoh 
ſhall ſpeak unto you, ſaying, Shew us a miracle for you; 
then thou ſhalt ſay unto Aaron, Take thy rod and caſt it 
before Pharaoh, and it ſhall become a ſerpent. And Moſes 
and Aaron went in unto Pharaoh, and they did ſo as the 
Lord commanded ; and Aaron caſt down his rod before 
Pharaoh, and before his ſervants, and it became a ſerpent. 

Then Pharaoh called the wiſe men and the ſorcerers; 
now the magicians of Egypt, they alſo did in like manner 
with their enchantments, For they caſt down every man 
his rod, and they became ſerpents, but Aaron's rod ſwal- 
lowed up their rods. And Pharaoh's heart was hardened, 
that he hearkened not unto them; as the Lord had ſaid. 
And the Lord ſaid further unto Moſes, Pharaoh's heart is 
hardened, he refuſeth to let the people go. Get thee unto 
him in the morning: lo, he goeth out unto the water: and 
thou ſhale ſtand by the river's brink againſt he come; and 
the rod which was turned to a ſerpent ſhalt thou take in thy 
hand, and thou ſhalt ſay unto him, The Lord God of the 
Hebrews bath ſent me unto thee, ſaying, Let my people 
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go that they may ſerye me in the wilderneſs : and behold, 
hitherto thou wouldeſt not hear. 


Thus faith the Lord, In this thou ſhalt know that I am 


the Lord: behold, I will ſmite with the rod that is in my | 


hand upon the waters which are in the river, and they ſhall 


be turned to blood. And the fiſh that is in the river ſhall | 
die, and the river ſhall ſtink; and the Egyptians ſhall loathe | 


to drink of the water of the river. 


And Moſes and Aaron did ſo, as the Lord commanded; | 


and he lifted up the rod and ſmote the waters that were in 
the river, in the ſight of Pharaoh, and in the fight of his 
ſervants : and all the waters that were in the river were 
turned to blood. And the fiſh that was in the river died, 
and the river ſtank, and the Egyptians could not drink of 
the water of the river: and there was blood throughout all 
the land of Egypt. And the magicians of Egypt did fo 
with their enchantments : and Pharaoh's heart was hard- 
ened, neither did he hearken unto them ; as the Lord had 
ſaid. * And all the Egyptians digged round about the river 
for water to drink: for they could not drink of the water 
of the river. | 

And ſeven days were fulfilled, after that the Lord had 
ſmitten the river. And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, Go 
to Pharaoh, and ſay unto him, Thus faith the Lord, Let my 

ople go, that they may ſerve me. And if thou refuſe to 
et them go, behold, I will ſmite all thy borders with frogs, 
and the river ſhall bring forth frogs abundantly, which ſhall 
come into thy houſe, and into thy bed-chamber, and upon 
thy bed, and into the houſe of thy ſervants, and upon thy 

people, and into thy ovens, and into thy kneading troughs, 
And Aaron ſtretched out his hand over the waters of 
Egypt: and the frogs came up, and covered the land. of 
Egypt. And the magicians did ſo by their enchantments, 
and brought up frogs upon the land of Egypt. 'Then Pha- 
raoh called for Moſes and Aaron, and ſaid, Intreat the 


Lord that he may take away the frogs from me, and from 
my people: and J will let the people go, that they may do 

fairies unto the Lord. pt * 
And Moſes anſwered, When ſhall J intreat for thee, and 
for thy ſervants, and for thy people, to deſtroy the frogs, 
that 
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chat they may remain in the river only? And he ſaid, 
To-morrow. And Moſes ſaid, Be it according to thy 
word: that thou mayſt know, there is none like unto the 
Lord our God. And Moſes and Aaron went out from 
Pharaoh : and Moſes cried unto the Lord, becauſe of the 
frogs which he had brought againſt Pharaoh. And the 
Lord did according to the word of Moſes : and the frogs 
died out of the houſes, and out of the villages, and fields, 
And they gathered them together upon heaps, and the land 
ſtank. But when Pharaoh ſaw there was reſpite, he hard- 
ened his heart, and hearkened not unto them. 

And the Lord faid unto Moſes, Say unto Aaron, Stretch 
out thy rod and ſmite the duſt of the land, that it may be- 
come lice throughout all the land of Egypt. And they did 
ſo: for Aaron ſtretched out his hand with his rod, and 
ſmote the duſt of the earth, and it became lice in man and 
in beaſt. And the magicians did ſo with their enchant-. 
ments to bring forth lice, but they could not: ſo there were 
lice upon man and beaſt. 

Then the magicians faid unto Pharaoh, This is the finger 
of God: yet Pharaoh's heart was hardened, and he heark- 
ened not unto them; as the Lord had ſaid. And the Lord 
ſaid to Moſes, Riſe up early in the morning, and ſtand be- 
fore Pharaoh: and ſay unto him, Thus faith the Lord, Let 
my people go that they may ſerve me : but if thou wilt not 
let my people go, behold I will ſend ſwarms of flies upon 
thee, and upon thy ſervants, and upon thy people, and into 
thy houſes, and the houſes of the Egyptians ſhall be full of 
ſwarms of flies, and alſo the ground whereon they are. 
And J will fever in that day the land of Goſhen, in which 
my people dwell, that no ſwarms of flies ſhall be there: to 
the end thou mayſt know, that I am the Lord in the midſt 
of the earth; and I will put a diviſion between my people, 
and thy people; to-morrow ſhall this ſign be. | 

And the Lord did ſo: and there came a grievous ſwarm 
of flies into the houſe of Pharaoh, and into his ſervants? 
houſes, and into all the land of Egypt; the land was cor- 
rupted by reaſon of the flies. And Pharaoh called for 
Moſes and Aaron, and ſaid, Go ye facrifice to your God in 
the land. And Moſes faid, It is not meet ſo to do; for 
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we ſhall ſacrifice the abominations of the Egyptians to the 
Lord our God. 

We will go three days journey into the wilderneſs and 
ſacrifice to the Lord our God, as he ſhall command us. 
And Pharaoh ſaid, I will let ycu go; only ye ſhall not go 
very far away: intreat for me. And o_ faid, I wall 
intreat the Lord, that the ſwarms of flies may depart from 
Pharaoh, and from his people, to-morrow : but let not Pha- 
raoh deal deceitfully any more, in not letting the people go 
to ſacrifice to the Lord. 

And Moſes intreated the Lord, and the Lord removed 
the ſwarms of flies from Pharaoh and from his people. Yet 
Pharaoh hardened his heart at this time allo; neither would 
he let the people go.

Tux the Lord faid unto Moſes, Go in unto Pharaoh, and 
tell him, Thus faith the Lord God of the Hebrews, Let my 

ople go, that they may ſerve me, For if thou refuſe to 
et them go, and wilt hold them ſtill, behold the hand of 
the Lord is upon thy cattle, which is in the field, upon the 
horſes, upon the aſſes, upon the camels, upon the oxen, and 
upon the ſheep: there ſhall be a grievous murrain. And 
the Lord ſhall make a difference between the cattle of 
Hrael, and the cattle of Egypt; and there ſhall nothing die 
of all that is the children's of Iſrael. 

And the Lord appointed a ſet time, ſaying, To-morrow 
the Lord ſhall do this thing in the land. And the Lord 
did that thing on the morrow, and all the cattle of Egypt 
died; but of the cattle of the children of Iſrael died not 
one, Yet the heart of Pharaoh was hardened, and he did 
not let the people go. | 

And the Lord d unto Moſes and Aaron, Take to you 
handfuls of aſhes of the furnace, and let Moſes ſprinkle it 
toward the heaven in the fight of Pharaoh: and it ſhall be- 
come {mall duſt in all the land of Egypt, and ſhall be a boil 
breaking forth with blains upon man and beaſt, throughout 
all the land of Egypt. And they took aſhes, and Moſes 
ſprinkled it up toward heaven : and it became a boil _ 
man and beaſt. And the magicians could not ſtand before 


Moſes 
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Moſes becauſe of the boil : for the boil was upon the ma- 


cians. 

- Yet Pharaoh's heart was hardened, and he hearkened not 
unto them. And the Lord ſaid to Moles, Riſe up early in 
the morning, and ſtand before Pharaoh, and ſay to him, 
Thus ſaith the Lord God of the Hebrews, Let my people 
go that they may ſerve me. For I will at this time ſend 
all my plagues upon thine heart, and alſo upon thy ſervants 
and people: that thou mayſt know there is none like me 
in all the earth. For now I will itretch out my hand, that 
I may ſmite thee and thy people with peſtilence; and thou 
ſhalt be cut off from the earth. As yet exalteſt thou 
thyſelf againſt my people; that thou wilt not let them 
go? Behold, to-morrow, about this time, I will cauſe it to 
rain a very grievous hail, ſuch as hath not been in Egypt 
ſince the foundation thereof even until now. Send. there- 
fore and gather thy cattle, and all that thou haſt in the 
feld : for upon every man and beaſt which ſhall he found in 
the field, and ſhall not be brought home, the hail ſhall 
come down upon them, and they ſhall die. He that feared 
the word of the Lord, made his ſervants and his cattle flee 
into the houſes. And he that regarded not the word of 
the Lord, left his ſervants and his cattle in the field. 

And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Stretch forth thy hand 
toward heaven, that there may be hail in all the land of 
Egypt. And he ſtretched forth his rod toward heaven: 
and the Lord ſent thunder and hail, and the fire ran alo 
upon the ground; ſo there was hail, and fire mingled with 
the hail, very grievous, ſuch as there was none like it in all 
the land of Egypt, ſince it became a nation. And the 
hail ſmote all that was in the field, through all the land of 
Egypt, both man and beaſt : alſo the herb of the field, and 
every tree of the field. Only in the land of Goſhen there 
was no hail. | 

And Pharaoh ſent and called for Moſes and Aaron, and 
ſaid unto them, I have ſinned this time: the Lord is righ- 
teous, and I and my ꝓeople are wicked. Intreat the Lord, 
(for it is enough) that there be no more mighty thundering 
and hail; and I will let you go, and ye ſhall ſtay no 
longer. | | 
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And Moſes faid, As foon as I am gone out of the city, I 
will ſpread abroad my hands unto the 3 and the thunder 
ſhall ceaſe, neither ſhall there be any more hail ; that thou 
mayſt know the earth is the Lord's. And Moſes ſpread 
abroad his hands unto the Lord: and the thunders and hail 
ceaſed, and the rain was not poured upon the earth. But 
when Pharaoh faw that they ceaſed, he ſinned yet more, 
and hardened is heart, he and his ſervants, neither would 
— 1 the children of Iſrael go; as the Lord had ſpoken by 
oſes. 

And Moſes and Aaron came in unto Pharaoh, and ſaid 
unto him, Thus faith the Lord God of the Hebrews, How 
long wilt thou refuſe to humble thyſelf before me ? Let my 
people go, that they may ſerve me, but if thou refuſe to let 
my people go, behold, to-morrow will I bring the locuſts 
into thy coaſts. And they ſhall cover the face of the earth, 
that one cannot be able to fee the carth: and they hall 
eat the reſidue of that which is eſcaped, which remaineth 
unto you of the hail, and ſhall eat every tree, which grow- 
eth for you out of the field. And they ſhall fill thy houſes, 
and the houſes of all thy fervants, and of all the Egyptians; 
which neither thy fathers, nor thy fathers* fathers, have 
ſeen, ſince the day they were upon the earth, unto this day. 

And Pharaoh's fervants faid to him, How Jong ſhall 
this man be a ſnare unto us? Let the men go that they may 
ſerve the Lord their God: knoweſt thou not yet that 
Egypt is deſtroyed? And Mofes and Aaron were brought 
again unto Pharaoh : and he faid unto them, Go, ſerve the 
Lord your God: but who are they that ſhall go? 

And Moſes ſaid, We will go with our young, and with 
dur od, with our fons and with our daughters, with our 
flocks and herds will we go: for we muſt hold a feaſt 
anto the Lord. 

And he faid unto them, Let the Lord be ſo with you, as 
J will let you go and your children: look to it; for evil is 
before you. ot fo: go now ye that are men, and ſerve 
the Lord; for that you did deſire. And they were driven 
out from Pharaoh's preſence. 

Then the Lord Rad unto Moſes, Stretch out thine hand 
over the land of Egypt for the locuſts, that they may come 
| up 
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up and eat, every herb of the land, even all that the hail hath 
left. And Moſes ſtretched forth his rod, and the Lord 
brought an eaſt wind upon the land all that day and all that 
night: and in the morning the eaſt wind brought the lo- 
cults. And they reſted 1n all the coaſts of Egypt: very 

ievous were they; before them there were no ſuch locuſts, 
neither after them ſhall there be ſuch, For they covered 
the face of the earth, ſo that the land was darkened; and 
they did eat every herb of the land, and the fruit of the 
trees which the hail had left. 

Then Pharaoh called for Moſes and Aaron in haſte ; 
and he faid, I have og! againſt the Lord your God, 
and againſt you. Now therefore forgive, I pray thee, my 
fin only this once, and intreat the Lord that he may take 
away this death only. And he went out from Pharaoh, 
and intreated the Lord. And the Lord turned a might 
ſtrong weſt wind, which took away the locuſts, and calt 
them into the Red ſea. p 

Yet Pharaoh's heart was hardened, ſo that he would not 
let the children of Iſrael go. And the Lord ſaid to Moſes, 


darkneſs oyer the land of Egypt; even darkneſs which may 
be felt. And Moſes ſtretched forth his hand; and there 
was a thick darkneſs in all the land of Egypt three days: 
but all the children of Iſrael had light in their dwellings. 
And Pharaoh called to Moſes, and faid, Go ye, ſerve the 
Lord: only let your flocks and your herds be ſtayed; let 
your children alſo go with you. 

And Moſes ſaid, Thou mult give us alſo ſacrifices, and 
burnt · offerings, that we may ſacrifice unto the Lord our 
God ; our cattle alſo ſhall go with us; there ſhall not an 
hoof be left behind. But Pharaoh's heart was hardened, 
and he would not let them go.

An the Lord faid unto Moles, Yet will I bring one plague 
more upon Pharaoh and upon Egypt, afterwards he will 
let you go hence, And the Lord gave the people fayour in 
the fight of the Egyptians, Moreover the man Moſes, was 
very great in the land of Egypt, in the fight of Pharaoh's 
(rants, and in the fight of the people. 
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. And Moſes declared, 'Thus faith the Lord, About mid- 
night I will go out into the midſt of Egypt. And all the 
firit-born in the land of Egypt ſhall die, from the ſirſt-born 
of Pharaoh that ſitteth on his throne, even unto the firt=born 
of the maid-ſervant, that is behind the mill; and all the firſt- 
born of beaſts. And there ſhall be a great cry throughout 
all the land of Egypt, ſuch as there was none like it, nor 
ſhall be like it any more. But againſt any of the children 
of Iſrael ſhall not a dog move his tongue; that ye may know 
how the.Lord doth put a difference between the Egyptians 
and Iſrael, and all theſe thy ſervants ſhall come to me, 
ſaying, Get thee out, and all the people that follow thee ; 
and after that I will go out. | 

And Pharaoh faid to him, Take heed to thyſelf, ſee m 
face no more, for in the day thou ſeeſt my face, thou ſhalt 
die. And Moſes anſwered, Thou haſt ſpoken well, I 
will ſee thy face again no more. And he went out from 
Pharaoh. 

And it came to paſs that at midnight the Lord ſmote 
all the firſt-born in the land of Egypt, from the firſt-born 
of Pharaoh that ſat on his throne unto the firſt-born of the 
captive that was in the dungeon; and all the firſt-born of 


. "cattle. And Pharaoh roſe up in the night, he and all his 


ſervants, and all the Egyptians, and there was a great cry 
in Egypt; and he called for Moſes and Aaron by night, 


and ſaid, Riſe up, and get you forth from among my people, 


both you and the children of Iſrael: and go ſerve the 
Lord, as ye have ſaid. Alſo take your flocks, and your 
herds, and be gone, and bleſs me alſo. And the Egyptians 
were urgent upon the popes that they might ſend them 
out of the land in haſte : for they ſaid, We be all dead 
men. And the people took their dough before it was 
leavened, their kneeding troughs being bound up in their 
clothes upon their ſhoulders. 

And the children of Iſrael journeyed from Rameſes to 
Succoth, about fix hundred thouſand on foot that were 
men, beſides children. And a mixed multitude went up 
alſo with them; and flocks and herds, even very much 
cattle. And they baked unleavcned cakes of the dough 
which they brought forth out of Egypt, for it was not 


leaxened ; becauſe they were thruſt out of Egypt, and 
; co 
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could not tarry, neither had they prepared for themſelves 
any victual. ; 

Now the ſojourning of the children of Iſrael, who dwelt 
in Egypt, was four hundred and thirty years. And at the 
end of this time, it came to paſs, that all the hoſts of the 
Lord went out from the land of Egypt. It is a night to 
be much obſerved unto the- Lord, tor bringing them out 
from the land of Egypt. 

And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, ſaying,“ Sanctify unto 
me all the firſt-born among the children of Iſrael, both of 
man and of beaſt; it is mine. And Moſes faid to the 
38 Remember this day in which ye came out from 

gypt, out of the houſe of bondage; for by ſtrength of 
hand the Lord brought you out ack this place: there 
ſhall no leavened bread be eaten. Seven days ſhalt thou 
eat unleavened bread, and in the ſeventh dayſhall be a 
feaſt unto the Lord. And thou ſhalt ſhew thy fon, ſaying, 
This is-done becauſe of that which the Lord did unto me, 
when I came forth out of Egypt. Thou ſhalt keep this 
ordinance in his ſeaſon from year to year.

Ax it came to paſs, when Pharaoh had let the people 
go, that God led them not through the way of the land of 
the Philiſtines, although that was near; for God ſaid, Leſt 
it ſhould happen that when the people ſee war, they repent, 
and return again to Egypt. But God led the —_ about, 
through the way of the wilderneſs of the Red ſea. as 

And Moſes took the bones of Joſeph with him: for he 
had charged the children of Iſrael, ſaying, God will ſurely 
viſit you; and ye ſhall carry away my bones hence with 
you. And they took their journey from Succoth, and en- 
camped in Etham, in the edge of the wilderneſs. And the 
Lord went before them by day in the pillar of a cloud, to 
lead them the way: and by night in a pillar of fire, to 
give them light: to go by day and night. He took not 
away the pillar of the cleud by day, nor the-pillar of fire 
by night, from before the people. And the Lord ſpake 


This ſignifies to ſet apart for religious purpoſes. 
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unto Moſes, faying, Speak to the children of Iſrael, that 
they turn and encamp before Pi-hahiroth, between Migdol 

the ſea, over againſt Baal-zephon. For Pharaoh will 
fay, they are entangled in the land, the wilderneſs hath 
mut them in. And, his heart being hardened, he will ſol- 
low after them; and I will be honoured upon Pharaoh, 
and upon all his hoſt: that the Egyptians may know that 

I am the Lord. And they did ſo. 

And it was told the king of Egypt that the people fled: 
and the heart of Pharaoh and of his ſervants were turned 
againſt the people, and they ſaid, Why have we let Iſrael 
go from ſerving us? And he made ready his chariot, and 
took his people with him. And he took ſix hundred 
choſen chariots, and all the chariots of Egypt, and captains 
over every one of them. And they purſued after the 
children of Iſrael, and overtook them, encamping by the 
ſen. And when Pharaoh drew aigh, they lifted up their 
eyes, and behold, the Egyptians marched after them ; and 

were fore afraid, and cried unto the Lord: ſaying 
alſo. to Moſes, Becauſe there were no graves in Egypt, 
haſt thou taken us away to die in the wilderneſs? Where- 
fore haſt thou dealt thus with us, to carry us forth out of 
Egypt? Is not this the word that we did tell thee in 

Egypt, ſaying, Let us alone, that we may ſerve the Egyp- 
tians: for it had been better for us to ſerve them than 
chat we ſhould die in the wilderneſs. | 
And Moſes ſaid to the people, Fear ye not, ſtand ſtill, 
and ſee the ſalvation of the Lord, which he will ſhew you 
to-day: for the Egyptians, whom ye have ſeen to-day, ye 
mall ſee them again no more for ever. The Lord ſhall 
Sght for you, and ye ſhall hold your peace. And the 
Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Wherefore crieſt thou unto me? 
Speak to the children of Iſrael, that they go f. d. 
Lift thou up thy rod, and ſtretch out thine hand over the 
ſea, and divide it: and the children of Iſrael ſhall go on 
dry ground through the midſt of the ſea, And the hearts 
of the Epyprians will be hardened, and they ſhall follow 
them : I will get me honour upon Pharaoh, and upotr 
all his hoſt, upon his chariots, and upon his horſemen. 
And the Egyptians ſhall koow that IJ am the Lord, when 


I have

I have gotten me honour upon Pharaoh, upon his chariots, 
and upon his horſemen. 

And the angel of God, which went before the camp of 
Iſrael, removed and went behind them: and the pillar of 
the cloud went from before their face, and ſtood behind 
them. And it came between the camp of the EgypUans 
and the camp of Iſrael; and it was a cloud and darkneſs 
to them, but it gave light by night to theſe ; ſo that the 
one came not near the other all the night. And Moſes 
ſtretched out his hand over the ſea; and the Lord cauſed 
the ſea to go back by a ſtrong eaſt wind all that night, and 
made the Fa dry land, and the waters were divided. And 
the children of Iſrael went into the midit of the ſea upon 
the dry ground: and the waters were a wall unto them 
on their right hand, and on their left, 

And the Egyptians purſued, and went in after them to 
the midſt of the ſea, even all Pharaoh's horſes, his chariots, 
and his horſemen. And it came to paſs in the morning 
watch, that the Lord looked unto the hoſt of the Egyptians 
through the pillar of fire and of the cloud, and troubled the 
| hoſt of the Egyptians, and took off their chariot wheels, 
that they drave them heavily: ſo that the tians ſaid, 
Let us flee from the face of Iſrael; for the Lord fighteth 
for them againſt the Egyptians. 

And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Stretch eut thine hand 


over the ſea, that the waters may come again upon the 


Egyptians. And Moſes ſtretched forth his hand over the 
ſea; and the ſea returned to its ſtrength when the morning 
appeared: and the Egyntians fled againſt it: and the Lord 
overthrew the Egyptians in the midit of the fea, And the 
waters covered the chariots, and the horſemen, and all the 
hoſt of Pharaoh, that came into the ſea after them. 

But the children of Iſrael walked upon dry land in the 
midſt of the ſea; and the waters were a wall unto them on 
their right hand and on their left. Thus the Lord ſaved 
Iſrael that day out of the hand of the Egyptians : and they 
ſaw the Egyptians dead upon the ſea ſhore, And the 
people feared the Lord, and believed the Lord, and his 
ſervant Moſes,

Tux ſang Moſes and the children of Iſrael this ſong 
unto the Lord, and ſpake, ſaying, 

* will ſing unto the LI for he hath triumphed 
«olorioufly ; the horſe and his rider hath he thrown into 
« the ſea, The Lord is my ſtrength and ſong, and he is 
« become my falvation : he is my God, and J will prepare 
« him an habitation ; my father's God, and I will exalt 
« kim. Thy right hand, O Lord, is become glorious in 
« power :. thy right hand, O Lord, hath daſhed in pieces 
« the enemy. And in the greatneſs of thy excellency thou 
s haſt overthrown them that roſe up againſt thee : thou

And Miriam the propheteſs, the filter of Aaron, took a 
timbre] in her hand : and all the women went out. after 
her with timbrels and with dances. And Miriam anſwered 
them, Sing ye to the Lord; for he hath triumphed glori- 
« quſly: the horſe and his rider hath he thrown into the 
« ſea,” |

So Moſes brought Iſrael from the Red Sea, and they 
went out into the wilderneſs of Shur, and they went three 
days in the wilderneſs and found no water. And when 
they came to Marah, they could not drink of the waters of 
Marah; for they were bitter: therefore the name of jt 
was called Marah.“ And the people murmured againſt 
Moſes, ſaying, What ſhall we drink ? 

And he cried unto the Lord: and the Lord ſhewed him 
a tree, which when he caſt into the waters, they were made 
ſweet. There he made for them a ſtatute, and an ordinance, 
and there he proved them, and faid, If thou wilt dili- 
gently hearken, unto the voice of the Lord thy God, and 
wilt do that Which is right in his fight, and wilt give ear 
unto his commandments, and keep all his ſtatutes j I will 
put none of theſe diſeaſes upon thee, which; I have brought 
upon the Egyptians: for I am the Lord that healeth thee. 
and they came to Elim, where were twelve wells of water, 
and threeſcore and ten palm trees : and they encamped there 
by the waters, | 

And they took their journey from Elim, and all the 
congregation of the children of Ifrael came unto the wilder- 
neſs of Sin, which is between Elim and Sinai, on. the fifteenth 
day of the ſecond month, after their departing out of the land 
of Egyrt. And the whole congregation of the children of 
Dr againſt Moſes and Aaron in the wilderneſs. 
And the children of Iſrael faid unto them, Would to God we 
bad died by the hand of the Lord in the land of Egypt, 
when we ſat by the fleſh-pots, and when we did eat bread to 


That is bitterneſs, | | ears 
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the full: for ye have brought us forth into this wilderneſs, 
to kill this whole aſſembly with hunger. 

Then ſaid the Lord unto Moſes, Behold, I will rain 
bread from heaven for you; and the people ſhall go out, 
and gather a certain rate every day, that I may prove them, 
whether they will walk in my hs or no. And it ſhall 
come to paſs, that on the fixth day, they ſhall prepare that 
which they bring in; and it ſhall be twice as much as they 
gather daily. 

And Moſes and Aaron faid unto all the children of 
Ifrael, At even then ye ſhall know that the Lord hath 
brought you out from the land Egypt. And in the 
morning then ſhall ye ſee the glory of the Lord: for that 
he heareth your murmurings againſt the Lord: and what 
are we that ye murmur 1 1 us? And Moſes ſaid, This 
hall be, when the Lord ſhall give you in the evening fleſh to 
eat, and in the morning bread to the full, for that the Lord 
heareth the murmurings which ye murmur againſt him: 
and what are we? Your murmurings are not againſt us, 
but apainſt the Lord. | 

Andit came to paſs as Aaron ſpake unto the whole congre- 
gation of the children of Iſrael, that they looked towards 
the wilderneſs, and behold the glory of the Lord appeared 
in the cloud. And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, 1a ings 
„J have heard the murmurings of the children of Iſrael; 
« fpeak unto them, faying, At even ye ſhall eat fleſh, and 
in the morning ye ſhall be filled with bread: and ye ſhall 
Know that I am the Lord your God.“ 

And it came to paſs, that at even the quails came up, and 
covered the camp: and in the morning the dew lay round 
about the hoſt. And when the dew that lay was gone up, 
behold upon the face of the wilderneſs there lay a ſmall 

round thing as ſmall as the hoar froſt on the ground. And 

hen the children of Iſrael faw it, they ſaid one to another, 
What is this? for they knew not what it was. And 
Moſes ſaid unto them, This is the bread which the Lord 
bath piven you to eat. This is the thing which the Lord 
hath commanded, Gather of it every man according to his 
| eating: an omer for every man, according to the number of 

| your 
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your perſons; take ye every man for them which are in 
his tents. 

And the children of Iſrael did ſo, and gathered ſome 
more, ſome leſs. And when they did mete it with an 
omer, he that gathered much, had nothing over, and he 
that gathered little, had no lack: they gathered every man 
according to his eating. And Moſes ſaid, Let no man 
leave of it till the morning. Notwithſtanding they heark- 
ened not unto Moſes : but ſome of them left of it until the 
morning, and it bred worms and ſtank: and Moſes was 
wroth with them. They gathered it every morning, every 
man according to his eating : and when the fun waxed hot 
it melted, 

On the ſixth day they gathered twice as much bread, 
two omers for one man: and the rulers of the congregation 
came and told Moſes. And he ſaid unto them, This is 
that which the Lord hath ſaid, To-morrow is the reſt of 
the holy ſabbath unto the Lord ; bake that which ye will 
bake to-day; and ſeethe that ye will ſeethe; and that which 
remaineth over, lay up for you to be kept till the morning. 
And they laid it up till the morning, as Moſes bade; and 
it did not ſtink, neither was there any worm therein. And 
Moſes ſaid, Eat that to-day ; for to-day is a ſabbath unto 
the Lord: to-day ye ſhall not find it in the field, Six 
days ye ſhall gather it, but on the ſeventh day, which is 
the ſabbath, in it there ſhall be none. 

And it came to paſs, that there went out ſome of the 
people on the feventh day to gather, and they found none. 
Aad the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, How long reſufe ye to keep 
my commandments and my laws? See that the Lord hath 

ivea you the ſabbath, therefore he giveth you on the 
Fxth day the bread of two days; abide ye every man in 
his place, let no man go out of his place on the feventh 
day. So the people reſted on the ſeventh day. And the 
houſe of Iſrael called the name thereof Manna: and it was 
like coriander ſeed, white, and the taſte of it was like 
wafers made with honey. 

And Moſes faid, This is the thing which the Lord 
commandetk, Fill an omer of it to be kept for your gene- 
tations; that they may W * bread where with I have fed

E in the wilderneſs, when I brought you forth from the 
and of Egypt. And as the Lord commanded Moſes, ſe 
Aaron laid it up before the teſtimony, to be kept. Now 
an omer is the tenth part of an ephah. | 

And the children of Iſrael did eat manna forty years, 
until they came to a land inhabited: they eat manna till 
they c me to the borders of the land of Canaan. 


X. 

In the third month, when the children of Iſrael were 
gone forth out of the land of Egypt, the fame day they 
came into the wilderneſs of Sinai, For they were departed 
from Rephidim, and were come to the deſart of Sinai, and 
had pitched in the wilderneſs; and there Ifrael camped 
before the mount. 

And Moſes went up unto God, and the Lord called 
unto him out of the mountain, ſaying, Thus ſhalt thou ſay 
unto the houſe of Jacob, and tell the children of Iſrael, Ye 
have ſeen what I did unto the Egyptians, and how I bare 
you on eagle's wings, and brought you unto myſelf. Now 
therefore, if ye will obey my voice indeed, and keep my 
covenant, then ye ſhall be a peculiar treaſure unto me, 
above all people; for all the earth is mine. And ye ſhall 
be unto me a kingdom of prieſts, and an holy nation. 
Theſe are the words which thou ſtralt ſpeak to the children 
of Iſrael, | | 

And Moſes came and called for the elders of the people, 
and laid before them all theſe words which the Lord com- 
manded him, And all the — anſwered together, and 
faid, All that the Lord hath ſpoken, we will do. Then 
Moſes returned the words of the people unto the Lord. 
And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Lo, I come unto thee in a 
thick cloud, that the people may hear when I ſpeak with 
thee, and beheve thee for ever. Go unto the people and 
ſanctify them to-day and to-morrow, and let them waſh 
their clothes, and be ready againſt the third day, for the 
third day the Lord will come down in the fight of all the 
people upon mount Sinai. And thou ſhalt ſet bounds unto 
the e round about, ſaying, Take heed to yourſelves, 
that ye go not up into the mount, or touch the border of 
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it: whoſoever toucheth the mount ſhall be ſurely put to 
death. 

And Moſes went down from the mount unto the people, 
and ſanctiſied the people; and he ſaid to them, Be ready 
againſt the third day. And it came to pafs on the third 
day, in the morning, that there were thunders and hght- 
nings, and a thick cloud upon the mount, and the voice of 
the trumpet exceeding loud: ſo that all the people that 
were in the camp trembled. And Moſes brought forth the 
people out of the camp to meet with God, and they ſtood 
at the lower part of the mount. 

And mount Sinai was altogether on a fmoke, becauſe 
the Lord defcended upor it in fire, with thoufands of hrs 
angels; and the ſmoke thereof aſcended as the fmoke of a 
furnace, and the whole mount quaked greatly, And when 
the voice of the trumpet ſounded long, and waxed Jouder 
and louder, Moſes ſpake, and God anfwered him by a 
voice. And the Lord came down upon mount Sinai, on 
the top of the mount; and the Lord called Moſes up to 
the top of the mount, and Moſes went up. And the Lord 
faid to him, Go down, charge the people, left they break 
through unto the Lord to gaze, and many of them periſh, 
Let the prieſts alfo which come near unto the Lord, ſanctify 
themſelves, leſt the Lord break forth upon them. 

So Moſes went down to the people, and ſpake to them. 
And God ſpake all theſe words, ſaying, I am the Lord thy 
God, which have brought thee out of the land of Egypt, 
out of the houſe of bondage. 

I. Thou ſhalt have no other Gods before_me. 

II. Thou ſhalt not make unto thee any graven image, 
or any likeneſs of any thing that is in heaven above, or 
that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under 
the earth, Thou ſhalt not bow down thyſelf to them, nor 
ſerve them: for I the Lord thy God am a jealous God, 
viſiting the iniquity of the fathers upon the children, unto 
the third and fourth generation of them that hate me: and 
ſhewing mercy unto thouſands of them that love me, and 
keep my commandments. 


III. Thou ſhalt not take the name of the Lord thy God 
| in 
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in vain; for the Lord will not hold him guiltleſs that 


taketh his name in vain. 

IV. Remember the Sabbath-day, to keep it holy. Six 
days ſhalt thou labour, and do all thy work. But the 
ſeventh day is the Sabbath of the Lord thy God: in it 
thou ſhalt not do any work, thou, nor thy ſon, nur thy 
daughter, thy man- ſervant, nor thy maid-{ervant, nor thy 
5 nor thy ſtranger that is within thy gates; for in ſix 
days the Lord made heaven and earth, the ſea and all that 
in them is, and reſted the ſeventh dey; wherefore the 
Lord bleſſed the Sabbath-day, and hallowed it. 

V. Honour thy father and thy mother; that thy days 
may be long upon the land which the Lord thy God 
giveth thee. 

VI. Thou ſhalt not kill. 

VII. Thou ſhalt not commit adultery, 

VIII. Thou thalt not ſteal. 
+7 Thou ſhalt not bear falſe witneſs againſt thy neigh- 
bour. 

X. Thou ſhalt not covet thy neighbour's houſe; thou 
Malt not covet thy neighbour's wife, nor his man-ſervant, 
nor his maid-ſervant, nor his ox, nor his aſs, nor any thing 
that is thy neighbour's. 

And all the people ſaw the thunderings, and the light- 
nings, and heard the noiſe of the trumpet, and beheld the 
mountain ſmoking: and when the people faw it, they re- 
moved, and ſtood afar off. And they {aid unto Moſes, 
Speak thou with us, and we will hear: but let not God 
ſpeak with us, leſt we die. And Moles ſaid to the people, 
Fear not; for God is come to prove you, and that his fear 
may be before your faces, that ye ſin not. And the people 
ſtood afar off, and Moſes drew near unto the thick darkneſs 
where God was. And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Thus 
thou ſhalt ſay unto the children of Iſrael, Ye have ſeen that 
I have talked with you from heaven. Ye ſhall not make 
with me gods of ſilver, neither ſhall you make unto you 
gods of gold. 12 


Ax the Lord commanded further, by Moſes, ſaying,* 


Here many of the ceremonial laws are omitted. 


He 
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He that ſmiteth a man, ſo that he dies, ſhall be ſurely put 
to death. And he that ſmiteth his father, or his mother, 
ſhall be furely put to death. And he that curſeth his father, 
or his mother, ſhall be ſurely put to death. Thou ſhalt not 
vex a ſtranger, nor oppreſs him: for ye were ſtrangers in 
the land of Egypt. 

Ye ſhall not afflict any widow or fatherlefs child: if thou 
afflict them in any wiſe, and they cry at all unto me, I will 
ſurely hear their cry. And my wrath ſhall wax hot, and I 
will kill you with the ſword; and your wives ſhall be 
widows, and your children fatherleſs. 

Thou ſhalt not revile the judges, nor curſe the ruler of 


th e. 

hou ſhalt not raiſe a falſe report: put not thy hand 
with the wicked to be an unrighteous witneſs. Thou ſhalt 
not follow a multitude to do evil; neither ſhalt thou ſpeak 
in a cauſe, to decline after many to wreſt judgment. 

If thou meet thine enemies ox, or his aſs, going aſtray, 
thou ſhalt ſurely bring it back to him again. If thou ſee the afs 
of him that hateth thee lying under his burthen, and wouldeſt 
forbear to help him, thou ſhalt ſurely help with him. 

Thou ſhalt not wreſt thy judgment of the poor in his 
cauſe. Keep thee from a 2 matter. And the innocent 
and the righteous ſlay thou not: for I will not juſtify the 
wicked, Thou ſhalt take no gift, for the gift blindeth the 
wiſe, and perverteth the words of the righteous. 

Six days thou ſhalt do thy work, and on the ſeventh 
thou ſhalt reſt; that thine ox and thine aſs may reſt, and the 
ſon of hand-maid, and the ſtranger, may be refreſhed. 

Behold, I ſend an angel before thee, to keep thee in the 
way, and to bring thee into the place which I have prepared. 
Beware of him, and obev his voice, provoke him not ; for 
he will not pardon your ranſgreſſions;“ for my name is in 
him. But if thou ſhalt indeed obey his voice, and do all 


that I ſpeak, then I will be an enemy unto thine enemies, 


and an adverſary unto thine adverſaries. For mine angel 
ſhall go before thee, and bring thee in unto the Amorites, 


and the Hittites, and the Perizzites, and the Canaanites, 
the Hivites, and the Jebuſites: and I will cut them off. 


Except ſincere repentance, 
ho XII. 
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Axp God ſaid unto Moſes, Come up unto the Lord, 
thou and Aaron, Nadab, and Abihu, and ſeventy of the 
elders of Iſrael: and worthip ye afar off. And Moſes alone 
ſhall come near the Lord: but they ſhall not come nigh ; 
neither ſhall the people go up with him. And Moſes came 
and told the people all the words of the Lord, and all the 
judgments: and all the people anſwered with one voice, and 
ſaid, All the words which the Lord hath faid, will we do. 

And Moſes wrote all the words of the Lord, and roſe 
up early in the morning, and builded an altar under the hill, 
and twelve pillars, according to the twelve tribes of Iſrael. 
And he took the book of the covenant, and read in the 
audience of the people: and they ſaid, All that the Lord 
hath ſaid, will we do, and be obedient. 

Then went up Moſes, and Aaron, Nadab and Abihu, 
and ſeventy of the elders of Iſrael. And they ſaw the God 
of Iſrael, and there was under his feet as it were a paved 
work of {apphire-ſtone, and as it were the body of heaven 
in his clearneſs. f 5 
f And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Come up to me into the 

mount, and be there; and J will give thee tables of ſtone, 
and a law and commandments, which I have written, that 
thou mayſt teach them. And Moſes roſe up, and his mi- 
niſter Joſhua : and Moſes went up into the mount of God. 


And he faid to the elders, Tarry ye here for us, until we 


come _ to you; and behold Aaron and Hur are with 
you: it any man have any matters to do, let him come 
unto them. | ev Fo 

*And the glory of the Lord abode upon mount Sindi, and 


a cloud covered it fix days: and the ſeventh day he called. 


unto Moſes out of the midſt of the cloud. And the fight 
of the glory of the Lord was like devouring fire on the top 
of the mount, in the eyes of the children of Iſrael. And 
Moſes went into the midſt of the cloud-: and was in the 
mount forty days and forty nights. 22 

And the Lord gave to Moſes two tables of teſtimony, 
tables of ſtone, written with the ſinger of God. But when 
the people ſaw that Moſes delayed to come down out of the 
; mount, 
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mount, they gathered themſelves together unto Aaron, and 
{aid to him, Up, make us gods which ſhall go before us; as 
for this Moſes, the man that brought us up out of the land 
of Egypt, we know not what is become of him. And Aaron 
ſaid to them, Break off the golden ear-rings which are in 
the ears of your wives, of your ſons, and of your daughters, 
and bring them unto me. And the people brake off the 
golden ear-rings which were in their ears, and brought them 
to Aaron, And after he had made with them a molten 
calf, he faſhioned it with a graving tool: and they ſaid, 
Theſe be thy gods, O Iſrael, which brought thee out of the 
land of Egypt. And when Aaron ſaw it, he built an altar 
before it; and made a proclamation, ſaying, - To-morrow is 
a feaſt to the Lord. And they roſe up early on the morrow, 
and offered | burnt-offerings, and brought peace-offerings : 
and 4 people ſate down to eat and to drink; and roſe up 
to play. | 

And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, Get thee down; for thy 
people, Which thou broughtelt out of the land of Egypt, 
have corrupted themſelves. They have turned afide quickly 
out of the way which I commanded them : they have made 
them a molten calf, and have worſhipped it, and facrificed 


thereunto, and ſdid, Theſe be thy Lars O Ifrael, which 


have brought thee up out of the land of Egypt. And the 
Lord ſaid to Moſes, I have ſeen this people, and behold it 
is a {tiff-necked- people. Now therefore let me alone, that 
my wrath may wax hot againſt them, and that I may con- 
ſume them: and I will make of thee a great nation. 

And Moſes beſought the Lord his God, and faid, Lord, 
why doth thy wrath wax hot againſt thy people, which thou 
ball brought forth out of the land of Egypt with great 
power, and with a mighty hand :?, Turn from thy fierce 
wrath againſt thy people. And the Lord repented of the 
evil which he thought to do unto his pcople. 

And Moſes went down from the mount: and the two 
tables of the teſtimony were in his hand: the tables were 
written on both their ſides. And the tables were the work 
of God, and the writing was the writing of God, graven 
upon the tables. And when Joſhua heard the noiſe of the 
people, as they ſhouted, he ſaid to Moſes, There is a —_ 
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of war in the camp. And he ſaid, It is not the voice of 


them that ſhout for maſtery, neither the voice of them that 
cry for being overcome: but the noiſe of them that ſing, do 
I heat. And as ſoon as he came nigh to the camp, he ſaw 
the calf, and the dancing: and Moles was diſpleaſed, and 
he caſt the tables out of his hands, and brake them beneath 
the mount. And he took the calf which they had made, 
and burnt it in the fire, and pround it to powder, and 
ſtrewed it upon the water, and made the children of Iſrael 
drink of it. 

And he faid to Aaron, What did this people unto thee, 
that thou haſt brought ſo great a fin upon them? And 
Aaron faid, Let not the anger of my lord be hot: thou 
knoweſt the people, that they are ſet on miſchief. For 
they ſaid unto me, Make us gods, which ſhall go before us: 
for as for this Moſes, the man that brought us up out of 
the land of Egypt, we known not what is become of him. 

And Mofes returned unto the Lord, and ſaid, Oh, this 

mu have finned a great fin, and have made them gods of 
mY Vet now, I pray thee, forgive their ſin. And the 
| faid unto M Go, lead the people unto the place 
which I have ſpoken unto thee : behold, mine angel ſhall 
go before thee : nevertheleſs, in the day when I viſit; I will 
viſit their fin upon them. And the Lord puniſhed the peo- 
ple becauſe they made the calf which Aaron made. 

And Moſes ſaid to the Lord, If thy preſence 1 not 
with me, carry us not up hence. For wherein ſhall it be 
known. here, that I and thy people have found grace in thy 
fight? Is it not in that thou goeſt with us? So ſhall we be 
ſeparated, I and thy people, from all the e that are 

the face of the earth. And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, 
I will do this thing alſo that thou haſt ſpoken ; for thou 
haſt found grace in my ſight. | 

And the Lord faid further to Moſes, Hew ' thee two 
tables of ſtone, like to the firſt; and I will write upon 
theſe tables the words which were in the firſt tables, which 
thou brakeſt; and be ready in the morning, and come up in 
the morning to mount Sinai, and preſent thyſelf there to me 
in the top of che mount. 


And 
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And Moſes went up as the Lord had commanded him, 
and took in his hand the two tables of ſtone. And the 
Lord deſcended in the cloud, and ſtood with him there, and 
proclaimed the name of the Lord. And Moſes made haſte, 
and bowed his head toward the earth, and worthipped. And 
he ſaid, „If now I have found grace in thy ſight, O Lord, 
« let my Lord, I pray thee, go amongſt us; and pardon our 
« jniquity and our fin, and take us for thine inheritance.” 

And he ſaid, Behold, I make a covenant ; before all th 
people I will do marvels, ſuch as have not been done in all 
the earth, nor in any nation: obſerve thou that which I 
command thee this day: Take heed to thyſelf, left thou 
make a covenant with the inhabitants of the land whither 
thou goeſt, leſt it be for a ſnare in the midſt of thee. 

And Moſes was there with the Lord forty days and fo 
nights; he did neither eat bread nor drink water. A

Thou ſhalt not m thy mother; nor thy father's 
wife; nor thy filter, the daughter of thy father, or daughter 
of thy mother; nor thy ſon's daughter, or thy daughter's 
daughter; nor thy father's wife's daughter, begotten of thy 
father; nor thy mother's fiſter : ſhe is thy mother's near 
kinſwoman; nor thy father's brother's wife; ſhe is thy 
aunt; nor thy daughter in law ; ſhe is thy ſon's wife; 
nor thy brother's wife; nor ſhalt thou marry a woman, 
and her. daughter: nor her ſon's daughter, or her 
daughter's daughter, for they are her near kinſwomen : it

Aud the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, ſaying, Speak unto all 
the — — of the children of Iſrael, and ſay unto 
them, Ve ſhall be holy, for I the Lord your God am 


oY Ye ſhall fear every man his mother and his father, 
and keep my ſabbaths. I am the Lord your God, Turn 


ye 
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ye not to idols, nor make to yourſclyes molten gods: I am 
the Lord your God. ; 
When ye reap the harveſt of your land, thou ſhalt not 
wholly reap the corners of thy field; neither ſhalt thou 
gather the gleanings of thy harveſt. And thou ſhalt not 
glean thy vineyard, neither ſhalt thou gather every grape 
of thy vineyard ; thou ſhalt leave them for the poor and the 
ſtranger: 1 am the Lord your God. ; 
Thou ſhalt not defraud thy neighbour, neither rob him. 
Ye ſhall do no untighteouſneſs in judgment; thou ſhalt not 
reſpect the perſon of the poor, nor honour the perſon of 
the mighty: but in righteouſneſs ſhalt thou judge thy neigh- 
bour. Thou ſhalt not go up and down as a talebearer 
among thy people. Thou ſhalt not hate thy brother in 
thine heart: thou ſhalt in any wiſe rebuke thy neighbour, 
and not ſuffer fin upon him. Thou ſhalt not avenge, nor 
bear any grudge againſt the children of thy people : but 
ſhalt love thy neighbour as thyſelf, 
Ye fhall do no unrighteouſneſs, in weight, or in meaſure. 
Juſt balances, juſt weights, a juſt ephah, and a juſt hin ſhall 
ye have. 64) 
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AND the Lord ſpake unto Moſes in the wilderneſs of 
Sinai, in the tabernacle of the congregation, on the firſt 
day of the ſecond month, in the ſecond year after they 
were come out of the land of Egypt, ſaying, Take ye the 
ſum of all the congregation of the children of Iſrael, after 
their families, by the houſe of their fathers, with the num- 
ber of their names, every male by their poll : from twenty 
years old and upward. 

And as the Lord commanded Moſes, ſo he numbered 
them in the wilderneſs of Sinai, Even all them that were 


numbered were ſix hundred thouſand, and three thouſand 
| and 
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and ſive hundred and fifty. But the Levites were not num- 
bered, among the children of Iſrael, as the Lord com- 
manded Moles, 
And the children of Iſrael pitched by their ſtandards, 
and ſo they ſet forward, every one after their families, ac- 


cording to the houſe of their fathers, conformable to all 


that the Lord commanded Moſes. 

And the Lord _ unto Moſes, ſaying, Speak unto 
Aaron, and to his ſons, ſaying, On this wile ye ſhall bleſs 
the children of Iſrael, ſaying to them, The Lord bleſs 
thee, and keep thee. The Lord make his face ſhine upon 
thee, and be gracious unto thee. The Lord lift up his 
countenance upon thee, and give thee peace.“ 

And Moſes ſpake unto the children of Iſrael, by the 
command of the Lord, that they ſhould keep the — 22 
at his appointed ſeafun. And they kept the paſſover on 
the fourteenth day of the firſt month of the cond year 


after they came out of Egypt, at even, in the wilderneſs | 
of Sinai. And on the day that the tabernacle was reared | 
up, the cloud covered the tabernacle, namely, the tent of 
the teſtimony. So it was alway: the cloud covered it by 
day, and the appearance of fire, by night. And when | 


the cloud was taken up from the tabernacle, then after that 
the children of Ifracl journeyed: and in the place where 
the cloud abode, there they pitched their tents. At the 
commandment of the Lord they reſted in their tents, and 
at the commandment of the Lord they journeyed: they 
kept the charge of the Lord at his command by the hand 
of Moſes. . | 
And on the twentieth day of the ſecond month, in the 
ſecond year, the cloud was taken up from off the taber- 
nacle of the teſtimony. And the children of Iſrael took 
their journies out of tlie wildernefs of Sinai; and the cloud 
reſted in the wilderneſs of Paran. | 

And it came to paſs when the ark ſet forward, that 
Moſes ſaid, © Riſe up, Lord, and let thine enemies be 
ſcattered; and let them that hate thee flee before thee.” 
And when it reſted, he ſaid, Return, C Lord, unto the 
many thouſands of Iſrael.” 
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Aup the children of Iſrael wept, and ſaid, Who ſhall 
give us fleſh to eat ? We remember the fiſh which we did 
e#t in Egypt freely; the cucumbers, and the melons, and 
the leeks, and onions, and the garlick. But now our ſoul 
is dried away; there is nothing beſides this manna before 
our eyes. (And the manna was as coriander ſeed: and the 
people went about, and gathered it, and ground it in mills, 
or beat in a mortar, and baked it in pans, and made cakes 
of it: and the taſte of it was as the taſte of freſh oil.) 
Then Moſes heard the people weep throughout their fa- 
milies, every man in the door of his tent: and the anger 
of the Lord was kindled greatly; Moles alſo was diſpleaſed. 
And Moſes {aid unto. the Lord, Wherefore haſt thou af- 
flicted thy ſervant ? and wherefore have I not found favour 
in thy fight, that thou layeſt the burthen of all this people 
upon me? Have I concerved all this people? Have I be- 
gotten them, that thou ſhouldeſt ſay unto me, Carry them 
in thy boſom, unto the land which thou ſwareſt unto their 
fathers. Whence ſhould I have fleſh to give to all this 
people; for they weep unto me, ſaying, Give us fleſh, that 
we may cat? I am not able to bear all this people alone, 
becauſe it is too heavy for me. | 

And the Lord faid unto Moſes, gather unto me ſeventy 
men of the elders of Iſrael, whom thou knoweſt to be the 
elders of the people, and officers over them; and bring 
them to the tabernacle of the congregation, that they may 
ſtand there with thee, And I will come down and ſpeak 
with thee : and I will take of the ſpirit which is upon thee, 
and will put it upon them ; and they ſhall bear the burthen 
of the people with thee, that thou bear it not thyſelf alone. 

And ſay thou to the people, Sanctify yourſelves againſt 
to-morrow, and ye ſhall eat fleſh — you have wept in the 
ears of the Lord, faying, Who ſhall give us fleſh to eat ? 
for it was well with us in Egypt) therefore the Lord will 
give you fleſh, and ye ſhall eat, 

And Moſes faid, 'The people amongſt whom I am, are 
fix hundred thouſand footmen; and thou halt ſaid, I will 
give them fleſh that they may eat a whole month. Ges 
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the flocks and the herds be ſlain for them ? or ſhall all the 

fiſh of the ſea be gathered together for them, to ſuffice 
them? And the Lord faid, Is the Lord's hand waxed 
ſhort? Thou ſhalt ſee now whether my word ſhall come to 

paſs unto thee, or not. . 

And Moſes told the people the words of the Lord, and 
282 the ſeventy men ot the elders of the people, and 
et them round about the tabernacle. And the Lord came 
down in a cloud, and fpake to him, and took of the ſpirit 
that was upon him, and gave it unto the ſeventy elders: 
and when the ſpirit reſted upon them, they propheſied, and 
did not ceaſe. But chere remained two of the men in the 
camp, to wit, Eldad and Medad: and the ſpirit reſted 
upon them, and they PR in the camp. And there 
ran a young man and told Moles, and ſaid, Eldad and 
Medad do propheſy in the camp. And Joſhua, the ſon of 
Nun, the ſervant'ot Moſes, one of his young men, anſwered 
and ſaid, My lord Moſes, forbid them. 

And Moles ſaid, Envyeſt thou for my ſake ? Would 
God that all the Lord's people were prophets, and that 
the Lord would put his ſpirit upon them. 

And there went forth a wind from. the Lord, and 
brought quails from the ſea, and let them fall by the camp, 
as it were a day's journey on each fide. And the vo 
Rood up all that day, and the next day, and they gathered 
the quails. And the Lord was diſpleaſed with the people, 
and {mote them with a great ſickneſs. And he called the 

name of that lack-=-KSrock hattaavah, or The Graves of 

Luft : becauſe there they buried the people that luſted. 

And Miriam and Aaron ſpake againſt Moſes. And 
they ſaid, Hath the Lord indeed ſpoke only by Moſes ? 

Hath he not only ſpoke by us? And the Lord heard it. 

(Now the man Moſes was very meek, above all the men 
that were upon the face of the earth.) And the Lord 

ſpake unto Moſes, and to Aaron, and Miriam, Come ye 

hive to the tabernacle of the congregation : and they 
came. 

Then the Lord came down in the pillar of the cloud, 
and called Aaron and Miriam : and they both came forth. 
And he faid; Hear now my words : if there be a prophet 
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among you, I the Lord will make myſelf known to him 
in a viſion, and will ſpeak to him in a dream. My ſervant 
Moſes is not ſo, who is faithful in all my houſe. With 
him will I ſpeak mouth to mouth, even apparently, and 
not in dark ſpeeches; and the ſimilitude of the Lord ſhall. 
he behold : wherefore then were ye not afraid to ſpeak 
againſt my ſervant Moſes ? 

And the anger of the Lord was kindled againſt them. 
And the cloud departed from off the tabernacle, and be- 
hold, Miriam became leprous, white as ſnow. And Aaron 
ſaid to Moſes, Alas, I beſeech thee, lay not the fin upon 
us, wherein we have done fooliſhly, and wherein we have 
ſinned. Let her not be as one dead, of whom the fleſh is 
half conſumed. 

And Moſes cried unto the Lord, faying, Heal her now, 
O God, I beſeech thee. And the Lord faid to Moſes, 
Let her be ſhut out from the camp feven days, and after 
that let her be received in again, And Miriam was ſhut 
out from the camp ſeven days, and the people journeyed 
not till Miriam was brought in again. And afterward, the 
people removed from Hazeroth, and pitched in the wilder- 
neſs of Paran.

And the Lord ſpake unto Moſes, ſaying, Send thou men 
that they may ſearch the land of Canaan, which I give 
unto the children of Iſrael ; of every tribe ye ſhall ſend a 
man who is a ruler among them. And Moſes, by the com- 
mandment of the Lord ſent them, and ſaid, Go up into 
the mountain, and ſee the land what it is, and the people 
that dwelleth therein, whether they be ſtrong or weak, 
few or many. | 

So they went up and ſearched the land, and came to 
the brook of Eſchol, and cut down from thence a branch 
with one cluſter of grapes, and they bare it between two 
upon a ſtaff; and they brought of the pomegranates, and 
of the figs. And they came to Moſes and Aaron, and all 
the congregation, and ſaid to them, We came unto the 
land whither we were ſent, and ſurely it floweth with milk 
and —_ and this is the fruit of it. Nevertheleſs, the 
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people are ſtrong that dwell in the land, and the cities are 
walled and very great: moreover we ſaw the children of 
Anak there. The Amalekites dwell in the land of the 
ſouth ; and the Hitties, and the Jebuſites, and the Amo- 
rites dwell in the mountains; and the Canaanites dwell by 
the ſea, and by the coaſt of Jordan. 

And Caleb ſtilled the people before Moſes, and ſaid, 
Let us go up at once, and poſſeſs it, for we are well able 
to overcome it. But the men that went up with him ſaid, 
We are not able to go up againſt the people, for they are 
ſtronger than we. And they brought up an evil report of 
the land which they had Going unto the children of 
Iſrael, ſaying, It is a land that eateth up the inhabitants 
thereof; and all the people that we ſaw in it are men of a 
great ſtature. And there we ſaw the giants, the ſons of 
Anak, which come of the giants; and we were in our 
own fight as graſshoppers, and ſo we were in their ſight. 

Then all the congregation lifted up their voice, and 
cried; and the people wept that night. And the children 
of Iſrael murmured againſt Moſes, and againſt Aaron, and 
ſaid to them, Would God we had died in the land of 
Egypt, or in the wilderneſs. Wherefore hath the Lord 
brought us unto this land, to fa'l by the ſword, that our 
wives and children ſhould be a prey? Were it not better 
for us to return to Egypt? And they ſaid one to another, 
Let us make a captain, and let us return into Egypt. 

Then Moſes and Aaron fell on their faces before all 
the aſſembly; and Moſes ſaid to them, Dread not, neither 
be afraid of them; the Lord your God who goeth before 
you, he ſhall fight for you, according to all that he did for 
you in Egypt before your eyes. And in the wilderneſs, 
where thou haſt ſeen how the Lord thy God bare thee, as 
2 man doth bare his ſon, in all the way that ye went, until 
- ye came to this place: who went before you in fire by 
night, to ſhew you by what way you ſhould go, and in a 
cloud by day. 

And Joſhua the ſon of Nun, and Caleb the fon of 
Jephunneth, who were of them that ſearched the land, 
rent their clothes. And they ſpake to all the company of 
the children of Iſrael, ſaying, The land which. we paſſed 
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through to ſearch it, is an exceeding good land. If the 
Lord delight in us, then he will bring us into this land, 
and give it to us; a land which floweth with milk and 
honey. Only rebel not ye againſt the Lord, neither fear 
the people of the land. Bur all the congregation bade ſtone 
them with ſtones : and the glory of the Lord appeared in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, before all the children 
of liracl. 

And the Lord faid to Moſes, How long will this people 
provoke me? and how long will it be ere they believe me 
tor all the ſigns which I have ſhewed among them? I will 
{mite them with the peſtilence, and difinherit them, and 
will make of thee a greater nation, and mighter than they. 

And Moſes ſaid unto the Lord, If thou ſhalt kill all 
this people, as one man, then the nations which have 
heard the. fame of thee, will ſay, Becauſe the Lord was 
not able to bring this people into the land which he ſware 
unto them, therefore he hath ſlain them in the wilderneſs. 
Now, I beſeech thee, let the power of my Lord be great, 
according as thou haſt ſpoken. Pardon, I beſeech thee, 
the iniquity of this people, - according to the greatneſs 
of thy mercy, and as thou haſt forgiven this people, from 
Egypt, even until now. 

And the Lord ſaid, I have pardoned according to thy 
word : but as truly as I live, all the earth ſhall be filled 
with the glory of the Lord, Becauſe all thoſe men which 
have ſeen my glory, and my miracles which I did in 
Egypt and in the wilderneſs, and have tempted me now 
theſe ten times, and have not hearkened to my voice; 
ſurely they ſhall not ſee the land which I promiſed to their 
fathers, neither ſhall any of them that provoked me ſee it: 
but my ſervant Caleb, becauſe he had another ſpirit with 
him, and hath followed me fully : him will I bring into 
the land, whereunto he went, and his ſeed ſhall poſſeis it. 
To-morrow turn you into the wilderneſs by the way of the 
Red ſea. 

And the Lbrd ſpake unto Moſes, and to Aaron, ſaying, 
How long ſhall 1 bear with this evil congregation which 
murmurs againſt me? I have heard the murmurings of the 
children of Iſrael, which * murmur againſt me, Say 
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unto chem, As truly as I live, faith the Lord, as ye have 

ipoken in my ears, fo will I do to you: your carcaſes ſhall 
tall in this wilderneſs; and all that were numbered of 
you, according to your whole number, from twenty years 
-old and upwards, who have murmured againſt me, ye ſhall 
not come into the land which I promiſed, fave Caleb and 
Joſhua, But your little ones, which ye ſaid ſhould be a 
prey, them will I bring in, and they ſhall know the land 
-which ye have deſpiſed. 

And the men which Moſes ſent to ſearch the land, died 
by the plague before the Lord, but Joſhua and Caleb lived 
{till.- And Moſes told theſe ſayings to the children of 
Urael ; and the people mourned greatly. And they roſe 
up early in the morning, and gat them up into the top of 
the mountain, ſaying, Lo, we be here, and will go up to 

.the 0 which the Lord hath promiſed, for we have 
waned. 
Aud Moſes faid, Wherefore now do ye tranſgreſs the 
commandment of the Lord? Go not up, for the Lord is 
not among you; that ye be not ſmitten before your enemies. 
But they preſumed to go up to the hill-top : (nevertheleſs, 
the ark of the covenant of the Lord, and Moſes, departed 
got out of the camp.) Then the Amalekites came down, 
and the Canaanites who dwelt in that hill, and ſmote them 
and difcomfited them, even unto Hormah, - |

2 Tux came the whole congregation into the deſert of 
Zan, in the firſt month: and the people abode in Kadeſhi: 
and Miriam died there, and was buried there, Then the 
people gathered themſelyes together againſt Moſes and 
againſt Aaron, becauſe there was no water for the con- 
gregation. And they ſaid, Would God that we had died 
when our brethren died before the Lord. Why have ye 
brought up the congregation of the Lord into this wilder- 
nels, that we and our cattle ſhould die there? It is no 
: place of ſeed, of ſigs, of vines, or of pomegranates, neither 
Is there water to drink. fs N 

And Moſes and Aaron went from the preſence of the 
pr | uſferubly, 
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aſſembly, unto the door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
ation, and they fell on their faces: and the glory of the 
ord appeared unto them. And the Lord ſaid unto Moſes, 
Take the rod and gather thou the aſſembly, thou and 
Aaron thy brother, and ſpeak ye unto the rock before theit 
eyes, and it ſhall give forth his water, ſo thou ſhalt give 
the congregation, and their beaſts drink. And Moſes took 
the rod from before the Lord, as he commanded him. 
And they gathered the congregation together before the 
rock; and he ſaid to them, Hear now ye rebels; Muſt we 
fetch you water out of this rock ? And Moſes lifted up his 
hand, and ſmote the rock twice with his rod: and the 
water came out abundantly, and the congregation drank, 
and alſo their beaſts. | 

And the Lord faid unto Moſes and Aaron, Becauſe ye 
believed me not, to ſanctify me in the eyes of the children 
of Iſrael ; therefore ye ſhall not bring this congregation 
into the land which I have given them. This is the water 
7 88 becauſe the children of Iſrael ſtrove with the 

ord, | 

After this they journeyed from Kadeſh, and came to 
Mount-Hor, by the coaſt of the land of Edom. And the 
Lord ſpake unto Moſes and Aaron ſaying, Aaron fhall be 
2283 unto his people: for he ſhall not enter into the 

d which 1 have given to the children of Iſrael, becauſe 
ye rebelled againſt my word at the water of Meribah. Take 
Aaron and Eleazar his ſon, and bring them up unto Mount 
Hor; 2nd (trip Aaron of his garments, and put them upon 
Eleazar his ſon: and Aaron ſhall be gathered unto his 
people, and ſhall die there. And Moſes did as the Lord 
commanded ; and - Aaron died there: and Moſes and 
Eleazar came down from the top of the mount. And when 
the congregation ſaw that Aaron was dead, they mourned 
tor him thirty days, 

And they journeyed from Mount Hor by the way of the 
Red ſea, to compaſs the land of Edom : and the ſoul of 
the people was much diſcouraged becauſe of the way. 
And they ſpake againſt God, and againſt Moſes, Where- 
tore have ye brought us up out of Egypt to die-in the 
wilderneſs? for there is no bread, neither is there any 
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water, and our ſoul loatheth this light food. And the 
Lord ſent fiery ſerpents among the people, and they bit 
them, and many died. | 

And the children of Ifrael ſet forward and pitched in 
Oboth, from whence they journeyed forward till they came 
to Beer: that is the well whereof the Lord ſpake unto 
Moſes, Gather the people together and I will give them 
water. Then Lfſracl ſang this * Spring up, O well, ſin 
ye unto it. The princes digged the well, the nobles of the peop 
digged it, by the diredtion of the lawgiver, with their ftaves. 
After this they came to the plains of Moab on this fide 
Jordan by Jericho, And Moab was fore afraid of the 
people, becauſe they were many. And Balak the ſon of 
Zippor was king of the Moabites at that time. He ſent 
meſſengers therefore unto Balaam the ſon of Beor, to 
Pethor, which is by the river of the land of the children 
of his people, to call him, ſaying, Behold there is a people 
come out from Egypt, they cover the face of the earth, and 
they abide over againſt me. Come now therefore I pray 
thee, curſe me this people, for they are too mighty for 
me: perhaps I ſhall prevail, that we may ſmite them, and 
that I may drive them out of the land: for I know that 
he whom thou bleſſeft, is bleſſed, and he whom thou curſeſt, 
is curſed, h 

And the elders of Moab and of Midian departed, with 
the rewards of divination in their hand : and they came to 
Balaam, and ſpake to him the words of Balak. And he 
faid to them, Lodge here this night, and I will bring you 
word, as the Lord hall ſpeak to me: and God ſaid to 
Balaam, Thou ſhalt not go with them; thou ſhalt not 
curſe the people, for they are bleſſed. And Balaam faid 
to the princes of Balak, Get you into your land, for the 
Lord refuſeth to give me leave to go with you. And they 
returned, and ſaid, Balaam refuſeth to come with us. 
Then Balak ſent again princes more honourable than 
they. And they came to Balaam and faid, Thus faith 
Balak, Let nothing, I pray thee, hinder thee from comin 
to me: for I will promote thee unto great honour, and 
will do whatſoever thou ſayeſt to me. Come therefore, 
I pray thee, curſe me this people. And Balaam — 
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If Balak would give me his houſe full of ſilver and gold, 
I cannot go beyond the word of the Lord my God, to 
do leſs or more. Now tarry here this night, that I may 
know what the Lord will ſay to me more. And God 
ſpake to Balaam at night, If the men come to call thee, go 
with them; but yet the word which I ſhall fay to thee, 
that thou ſhalt do, 

And Balaam roſe up in the morning and ſaddled his aſs, 
and went with the princes of Moab. And the angel of the 
Lord ſtood in the way as an adverſary againſt him. Now he 
was riding upon his afs, and his two Gras were with him. 
And the aſs ſaw the angel (ſtanding in the way, and his 
ſword drawn in his 8 and the aſs turned aſide, and 
went into the field : and Balaam ſmote the aſs to turn her 
into the way, But the angel of the Lord ſtood in a path 
of the vineyards between two walls. And when the aſs 
ſaw the anpel, ſhe thruſt herſelf unto the wall, and cruſhed 
Balaam's foot againſt the wall: and he ſmote her again. 
And the angel went further and ſtood in a narrow _ 
where was no way to turn either to the right hand or to 
the left. And when the aſs ſaw the angel, ſhe fell down 
under Balaam, and his anger being kindled, he ſmote her 
with a ſtaff, - * 

Then the Lord opened the mouth of the aſs, and ſhe 
ſaid to Balaam, What have I done to thee, that thou 
haſt thus ſmitten me? And Balaam faid, Becauſe thou 
haſt mocked me: I would there was a ſword in my hand, 
for now would I kill thee. And the aſs faid, Am not I 
thine aſs, upon which thou haſt ridden ever fince I was 
thine unto this day? Was I ever wont to do ſo to thee? 
And he ſaid, Nay. 

Then the Lord opened the eyes of Balaam, and he faw 
the angel ſtanding in the way, and his ſword drawn in his 
hand, and he bowed down his head, and fell on his face. 
And the angel of the Lord faid to him, Why haſt thou 
ſmitten thine aſs theſe three times? Behold, I went out to 
withitand thee, becauſe thy way is perverſe before me. 
And the aſs ſaw me, and turned from me theſe three times: 
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unleſs ſhe had turned from me, ſurely I had ſlain thee, and 
ſaved her alive. 
And Balaam faid, I have finned ; for I knew not that 
thou ſtood in the way againſt me: now therefore if it diſ- 
pleaſe thee, I will get me back again; and the angel ſaid to 
tum, Go with the men: but only the word, that I ſhall 
ipeak to thee, that thou ſhalt ſpeak : ſo Balaam went with 
the princes of Balak. And when Balak heard that Balaam 
was come, he went out to meet him unto a city of Moab, 
and ſaid to him, Did I not carneſtly ſend to call thee ? 
Wherefore cameſt thou not to me? Am I not able indeed 
to promote thee to honour ? 
And Balaam ſaid, Lo, I am come to thee : have I now 
any power to ſay any thing? The word that God putteth 
in my mouth, that ſhall I ſpeax. Then Balak offered oxen 
and ſheep, and brought Balaam up into the high places of 
Baal, that thence he might ſee the utmoſt part of the people. 
And the Lord put a word in Balaam's mouth, and he 
toak up his parable, and ſaid, Balak the king of Moab 
hath brought me from Aram, out of the mountains of 
the eaſt, ſaying, Come curſe me Jacob; and come, defy 
Iſrael. How ſhall I curſe, whom God bath not curſed ; 
or how ſhall I-defy whom the Lord hath not defied? For 
from the top of the rocks 1 ſec him, and from the hills 
I behold him. Lo the people ſhall dwell alone, and ſhall 
not be reckoned among the nations; Who can count the 
duſt of Jacob, and the pumber of the fourth part of Iſracl? 
Let me die the death of the righteous, and let my laſt

And Balak ſaid, What haſt thou done to me? I took 
thee to curſe mine enemies, and behold thou haſt bleſſed 
them altogether. And he anſwered, Muſt I not take 
heed..to, ſpeak that which the Lord hath put in my 
mouth? - . XR re. ** 390 
And Balak brought him to another place, and ſaid, 
Curſe me them from hence. Then the Lord met Balaam, 
and puta word in his mouth. And he took up his parable, 
and ſaid, “ Riſe-up Balak, and hear; hearken upto, me, 
thou ſon of Zippor. - God is not a man that he ſhould 
lie, neither the Son of Man that he ſhould repent. Math 
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he ſaid, and ſhall he not do it; or hath he ſpoken, and 
{hall he not make it good ? Behold, I have received com- 
mandment to bleſs; and he hath blefſed, and I cannot 
reverſe it. He hath not beheld iniquity in Jacob, nei- 
ther hath he ſeen perverſeneſs in Iſrael: the Lord his 
God is with him, and the ſhout of a king is among them. 
God brought them out of Egypt, he hath as it were the 
ſtrength of an unicorn, Surely there is no enchantment 
_ Jacob, neither is there any divination agaiuſt 
irae 

And Balak ſaid, Neither curſe them at all, nor bleſs 
them at all, Then Balaam anſwered, Did I not tell thee, 
laying, All that the Lord ſpeaketh, that I muſt do. 
And (Balak brought him to another place, and prepared 
offerings, faying, Perhaps it will pleaſe God, that thou 
mayſt curſe me them from thence, But when Balaam 
ſaw that it pleaſed the Lord to bleſs Iſrael, he went not 
as at other times to ſeek for enchantments. But liftin 
up his eyes towards the wilderneſs, he ſaw Iſrael abid- 
ing in his tents, according to their tribes, and the Spirit 
ot God came upon him. And he took up his parable 
and ſaid, Balaam the ſon of Beor hath faid, and the 
man whoſe eyes are open, who ſaw the viſion of the AL 
mighty, hath ſaid, How goodly are thy tents, O Jacob. 
and thy tabernacles, O Ifrael! As the vallies are they 
ſpread forth, as gardens by the rivers fide, as the trees 
of lign aloes which the Lord hath planted, and as cedar- 
trees beſide the waters. Bleſſed is he that blefſeth thee, 
and curſed is that curſeth thee. | | 
And Balak's anger was kindled againſt Balaam, and he 
{mote his hands together, and ſaid to Balaam, I called 
'thee to curſe mine enemies, and behold thou haſt alto- 
gether bleſfed them theſe three times; therefore now flee 
thou to thy place; I thought to promote thee unto great 
"honour; but lo, the Lord hath kept thee back from 
honour. : And Balaam anſwered, Said I not to thy meſ- 
ſengers, If Balak would give me his houſe full of ſilver 
and gold, I cannot go beyond the commandments of the 
Lord, to do either good or bad of my own mind; But what 
the Lord faith, that will I ſpeak. USC Ns

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And Balaam returned to his place, and Balak alſo went 
his way. |

Ap the Lord ſpake to Mofes, and to Eleazar the ſon 
Aaron, ſaying, Take the ſum of all the congregation of 
the children of Ifrael, from twenty years old and up- 
ward, all that are able to go to war. And theſe were 
the numbered, Six hundred thouſand, and a thouſand, 
ſeven hundred and thirty. And thoſe that were numbered 
of the Levites were twenty and three thouſand, all malcs, 
from a month old and upwards, for they were not num- 
bered among the children of Iſrael, becauſe there was no 
inheritance given them, among the children of Ifrael. 
But among theſe there was not a man of them whom 
Moſes and Aaron numbered in the wilderneſs of Sinai, 
fave Caleb and Joſhua. For the Lord had ſaid of them, 
They ſhall ſurely die in the wilderneſs, 

And the Lord faid to Moſes, Get thee up into this 
Mount Abarim, and fee the land which I have given 
to the children of Iſrael. And when thou haſt ſeen it, 
thou allo ſhalt be gathered unto thy people, as Aaron thy 
brother was gathered. For ye robelted againſt my com- 
mandment in the deſart of Zin, in the ſtrife of the congre- 

ation, to ſanctify me at the water before their eyes. 
That is the water of Meribah in Kadeſh, in the wilder- 
. refs of Zin. | | | 

And Moſes ſaid, Let the Lord, the God of the 
fpirits of all fleſh, ſet a man over the congregation, who 
may go out before them, and may go in before them: 
ahs who may lead them out, and bring them in, that the 
congregatioa of the Lord be not as ſheep which have no 
ſhepherd. ; | 

And the Lord faid to Moſes, Take thee Joſhua the 
ſon of Nun, a man in whom is the Spirit, and lay thy 
hand upon him: and fet him before Eleazar the prieſt, 
and before all the congregation ;z and give him a charge in 
their fight. And thou ſhalt put ſome of thy honour upon 
tim, that all the congregation of the children of Iſrael may 
be obedient, And he ſhall ſtand before Eleazar the 


prieſt, 
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prieſt, who ſhall aſk counſel for him after the judgment 
of Urim before the Lord: at his word they ſhall go out, 
and at his word they ſhall come in, both he, and all the 
children of Iſrael with him. And Moſes did as the Lord 
commanded him, 
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I. 


Tars* are the words which Moſes ſpake unto all Iſrael 
on this ſide Jordan in the wilderneſs : In the land of 
Moab, began Moſes to declare his law, ſaying, Now there- 
fore hearken, O Iſrael, unto the ſtatutes, and judgments 
which I teach you; to do them that ye may live, and go 
in and poſſeſs the land which the Lord God of your fa- 
thers giveth you. Ve ſhall not add to the word which I 
command you, neither ſhall ye diminiſh ought from it, 
that ye may keep the commandments of the Lord your 
God which I command you. | 

Keep therefore and do them: for this is your wiſdom 
and your underitanding in the fight of the nations which 
ſhall hear all theſe ſtatutes, and ſay,, Surely this great 
nation is a wiſe and underſtanding people. For what 
nation is there ſo great, that hath ſtatutes and judg- 
ments ſo righteous as all this law which I ſet before you 
this day? Only take heed to thyſelf, and keep thy ſoul! 
diligently, leſt thou forget the things which thine eyes 
have ſeen, and leſt they depart from thy heart all the 
days of thy life: but teach them thy ſons, and thy ſons 
ſons ; ſpecially the day that thou ſtoodeſt before the Lord

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thy God in Horeb, when the Lord ſaid to me, Gather 
me the people together, and I will make them hear my 
words, that they may learn to fear me all the days that 
they ſhall live upon the earth, and that they may teach their 
children. And he declared unto you his covenant, which 
he commanded you to perform, even ten commandments, 
and he wrote them on two tables of ſtone. 

Take ye therefore good heed unto yourſelves (for ye 
ſaw no manner of ſimilitude on the day that the Lord 
ſpake to you in Horeb out of the midſt of the fire,) 
leſt ye corrupt yourſelves, and make you a graven image, 
the ſimilitude of any figure, the likeneſs of male or fe- 
male, the likeneſs of any beaſt that is on the earth, the 
likeneſs of any winged fowl that flieth in the air, the 
likeneſs of any thing that creepeth on the ground, or 
of any fiſh that is in the waters beneath the earth, 

And leſt thow lift up thine eyes unto heaven, and when 
thou ſeeſt the ſun, and the moon, and the ſtars, even all 
the hoſt of heaven, thou ſhouldeſt be driven to worſhip 
them, and ſerve them, which the Lord thy God hath di- 
vided unto all nations under the whole heaven; But the 
Lord hath taken you, and brought you forth out of the 
iron furnace, even out of Egypt, to be to him a people 
of inheritance, as ye are this day, © N . 

Take heed unto yourſelves, leſt ye forget the cove- 
nant of the Lord your God, which he made with you. 
For the Lord thy God is a conſuming fire, even a jea- 
lous God, When thou ſhalt have remained long in the 
land, and ſhalt do evil in the ſight of the Lord to pro- 
voke him to anger, ye ſhall ſoon utterly periſh, from off 
the land whereunto you go over Jordan to poſſeſs it. Ye 
ſnall not prolong your days upon it, but ſhall be deſtroyed. 
And the Lord ſhall ſcatter you among the nations, and 
ye ſhall be left few in number among the heathen, whither 
the Lord ſhall lead you. bob 40/7141 | 
But if from'thence thou ſhalt ſeek the Lord thy God, 
chou ſhalt find him, if thou ſeek him with all thy heart 
and all thy ſoul. When thou art in tribulation, and all 
theſe tungs are come upon thee, even in the latter days; 

if thou turn unto the Lord thy God, and ſhalt be obedient 
1 . unte 
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unto his voice, for the Lord thy God is a merciful God, 
he will not forſake thee, neither deſtroy thee. 

For aſk now of the days that are paſt, ſince the day 
that God created man on the earth, whether there hath 
been any ſuch thing as this. Did ever people hear the 
voice of God ſpeaking out of the midſt of the fire, as 
thou haſt heard, and live? Unto thee it was ſhewed, that 
thou mighteſt know that the Lord, he is God; there is 
none elſe beſides him. Conſider it in thy heart, that the 
Lord, he is God in heaven above, and upon the earth 
beneath. Thou ſhalt keep his ſtatutes, and his command- 
ments, which I command thee this day, that it may go 
well with thee, and with thy children after thee ; and that 
thou mayſt prolong thy days upon the earth, which the 
Lord thy God giveth thee.

THrov ſhalt alſo conſider, that as a man ohaſtenerh his 
ſon, ſo the Lord thy God chaſteneth thee. Beware that 
thou forget not the Lord, in not keeping his command- 
ments, and his judgments, and his ſtatutes; leſt when 
thou haſt = and art full, and haſt built goodly houſes, 
and dwelt therein; and when thy herds and thy flocks 
multiply, and thy ſilver and thy gold is multiplied, and 
all that thou haſt is multiplied ; then thine heart be lifted 
up, and thou forget the Lord thy God, who brought thee 
forth out of the land of Egypt, from the houſe of bondage ; 
and thou ſay in thine heart, My power, and the might of 
my hand has gotten me this wealth. | ** 
But thou remember the Lord thy God, for it is 
he that giveth thee power to get wealth, Behold the 
heaven, and the heaven of heavens, is the Lord's, the 
earth alſo, with all that is therein. He is God of gods, 
and Lord of lords, mighty and terrible, who regardeth 
not perſons, nor taketh reward. He doth execute the 
judgment of the fatherleſs and the widow; and loveth 
the ſtranger, in giving him food and raiment: love ye 
therefore the ſtranger; for ye were ſtrangers in the land 
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: If there be among you a poor man of one of thy 
brethren in the land which the Lord thy God giveth 
thee, thou ſhalt not harden thy heart, nor ſhut thy hand 
from thy poor brother; but ſhalt open thy hand wide 
to him : thou ſhalt ſurely give him, and thine heart ſhall 
not be grieved when thou giveſt to him : becauſe for 
this thing the Lord thy God ſhall bleſs thee in all thy 
works, and in all that thou putteſt thine hand unto, 
Por the poor ſhall never ceaſe out of the land: therefore 
I command thee, ſaying, Thou ſhalt open thy hand wide 
unto thy brother, to thy poor, and thy needy in thy 
land. 

And Moſes further ſaid to Iſrael, Ye have ſeen all 
that the Lord did before your eyes in the land of Egypt, 
unto Pharaoh and his ſervants, and unto all his land, 
the great temptations which thine eyes have ſeen, the 
ſigns and thoſe great miracles. Keep therefore the words 
of this coyenant and do them, that ye may proſper in 
all that ye do. For this commandment which I com- 
mand thee this day, is not hidden from thee, neither is 
it far off; it is not in heaven that thou ſhouldeſt ſay, Who 
ſhall go up for us to heaven, and bring it unto us, that 
we may hear it, and do it? Neither is it beyond the ſea, 
that thou ſhouldeſt ſay, Who ſhall go over the ſea for 
us, and bring it unto us, that we may hear it, and do 
it? But the word is very nigh unto thee, in thy mouth, 
and in thy heart, that thou mayſt do it. 
gee, I have ſet before thee this day life and good, and 

death and evil: in that I command thee this day to love 
the Lord thy God, to walk in his ways, and keep his 
commandments, and his ſtatutes, and his judgments, that 
thou mayſt live and multiply; but if thine heart turn away, 
ſo that thou wilt not hear, I declare to you this day, that 
ye ſhall ſurely periſh, and that ye ſhall not — Lage 

days upon the land whither thou pw over Jordan to 
poſſeſs it. I have ſet before you life and death, bleſſing 
and curling : therefore chuſe life, that both thou and th 
ſeed may live. That thou mayſt love the Lord thy God, 
and obey his voice, and that thou mayſt cleave unto him, 
for he is thy life, and the length of thy days. *

AnpD Moſes continued his diſcourſe and ſaid unto them, 
I am an hundred and twenty years old this day, I can 
no more go out, and come in: alſo the Lord hath ſaid 
unto me, Thou ſhalt not go over this Jordan. The Lord 
thy God, he will go over before thee, he it is that doth 
go with thee, he will not fail thee nor forſake thee, And 
Moſes commanded them, ſaying, When all Iſrael is come 
to appear before the Lord, at the end of every ſeven years, 
in the ſolemnity of the. year of releaſe, thou ſhalt read this 
law before all Iſrael in their hearing. Gather the people 
together, men and women, and chiidren, and thy ſtranger 
that is within thy gates: that they may hear, and learn, 
and may fear the Lord your God, and obſerve to do all 
the words of this law; 

And the Lord ſaid to Moſes, Behold, the days ap- 
proach that thou muſt die: call Joſhua and preſent your- 
lelves in the tabernacle of the congregation, that I may 
give him a charge : and they preſented themſelves. And 
the Lord appeared in the tabernacle in a pillar of a cloud: 
and the pillar of the cloud ſtood over the door of the taber- 
nacle. And he faid to Moſes, Behold, thou ſhalt fleep 
with thy fathers, and this people will forſake me, and break 
my covenant which I have made with them. Then m 
anger ſhall be kindled againſt them in that day, and 
will forſake them, and I will hide my face from them, and 
they ſhall be devoured, and many evils and troubles fhall 
befal them, ſo that they will ſay, Are not theſe evils come 
upon us, becauſe our God is not amongſt us? 

And Moſes commanded the Levites, ſaying, Take this 
book of the law, and put it in the fide of the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord your God, that it may be there 
for a witneſs againſt thee, For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy ſtiff neck; behold while I am yet alive with you 
this day, ye have been rebellious againſt the Lord : and 
how much more after my death? Set your hearts unto all 
the words which I teſtify among you this day; which ye 
ſhall command your children to obſerve to do, all is 
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words of this law, For it is not a vain thing for you : 
becauſe it is your life: and through this thing ye ſhall pro- 
— 2 days in the land whither ye go over Jordan to 
eis it. 
5 the Lord ſaid to Moſes that ſame day, Get thee 
up into this mountain Abarim, unto mount Nebo, which 
is in the land of Moab, over againit Jericho; and behold 
the land of Canaan which I give to the children of Ifrac! 
for a poſſeſſion, and die in the mount, and be gathered 
- unto thy people: as Aaron thy brother died in mount 
Hor, and was gathered to his people. Becauſe ye treſ- 
paſſed againſt me among the children of Iſrael at the 
waters of Meribah - kade ſu, in the wilderneſs of Zin; be- 


cauſe ye ſanQified me not in the midſt of the childien of 


Iſrael. Vet thou ſhalt ſee the land before thee, but thou 
ſhalt not go thither. | | 

80 Moſes the ſervant of the Lord died there in the 
land of Moab, according to the word of the Lord. 
And the children of Ifrael wept for Moſes thirty days. 
Aud Joſhua the ſon of Nun was full of the ſpirit of wil 
dom; and the children of Iſrael hearkened unto kim, and 
did as the Lord commanded Moſes. But there aroſe no: 
4 prophet ſince in Iſrael like unto Moſes, whom the Lord 
knew face to face. In all the figns and the wonders which 
the. Lord ſent him to do in the land of Egypt, to Pha- 
rach, and to his ſervants, and to all his land.

NOW after the death of Moſes, the Lord fpake unto 
Joſhua ſaying, Moſes my ſervant is dead ; now therefore 
ariſe, go over this Jordan, thou, and all this people, unto 
the land which I give to them. Be thou ſtrong and cou- 
rageous, that thou mayſt obſerve to do according to all 
the law, which Moſes my ſervant commanded thee : turn 
not from it to the right hand or to the left, that thou 
mayſt proſper * thou goeſt. This book of 
the law ſhall not depart out of thy mouth, but thou ſhalt 
meditate therein day and night, that thou mayſt obſerve to 
do. according to all that is written therein; for then 
2 malt make thy way proſperous, and ſhalt have good 
uccels, | - 

Then Joſhua.commanded the officers of the people, ſay-. 
ing, Let victuals be prepared, for within three days ye 
ſhall paſs over this Jordan, to go in to poſſeſs the land 
which the Lord your God giv ou to poſſeſs it. And 
they anſwered Joſhua, ſaying, All that thou commandeſt 
us we will do, and 2 thou ſendeſt us we will 
o, according as we hearkened unto Moſes in all things, 
65 will we hearken unto thee : only the Lord thy God 
be with thee, as he was with Moſes. 

And Joſhua ſent out of Shittim two men to ſpy ſecretly, 
ſaying, Go view the land, even Jericho. And they went, 
and came into an * harlot's houſe, named Rahab. And 
it was told the king of Jericho, that men were come in 
thither of the children of Iſrael, to ſearch out the country. 
And he ſent to Rahab, ſaying, Bring forth the men that 
are entered into thy houſe : for they are come to ſearch 
out all the country. And the woman took the two men 
and hid them, and ſaid to them that inquired, There came 
men unto me, but I knew not whenee they were. About 


* The Hebrew word will admit of its being tranſlated * 
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the time of ſhutting the gate they went out, when it was 
dark: whither the men went I know not: purſue after 
them, quickly, for ye ſhall overtake them. And they pur- 
ſued after them the way to Jordan, unto the fords. 

* And before the men were laid down upon the roof of the 
houſe, where ſhe hid them, ſhe ſaid to them, I know that 
the Lord hath given you the land, and that your terror is 
fallen upon us, and that all the inhabitants of the land faint 
becauſe of you : for we have heard how the Lord dried up 
the water of the Red ſea for you, when you came out of 
Egypt: and what you did to the two king's of the Amo- 
rites that were on the other fide Jordan. And as ſoon as we 
had heard theſe things, our hearts did melt, neither did 
there remain any more courage in any man becauſe of you : 
for the Lord your God, he is God in heaven above, and in 
earth beneath. Now therefore ſince I have ſhewed you 
kindneſs, ſwear to me by the Lord, that ye will alſo ſhew 
kindneſs unto my father's houſe ; and give me a true token. 
And that ye will ſave alive my father and my mother, and 
my- brethren, and ſiſters, and all that they have. 

And the men anſwered, If ye utter not this our buſineſs: 
and it ſhall be when the Lord hath given us the land, that 
we will deal kindly and truly with thee. 

Then ſhe let them down by a cord through the window: 
for her houſe was upon the town wall. And ſhe ſaid to 
them, Get you to the mountain, leſt the purſuers meet you; 
and hide yourſelves there three days, until the purſuers be 
returned; and after that ye may go your way. 

And the men faid to her, Beholg when we come into 
the land, thou ſhalt bind this line of ſcarlet thread in the 
window from which thou didſt let us down: and thou ſhalt 
bring thy father, and mother, thy brethren, and all thy fa- 
ther's houſehold, home unts thee. And it ſhall be, that 
whoſoever ſhall go out of the doors of thy houſe into the 
ſtreet, his blood ſhall be upon his head, and we will be 
guiltleſs: and whoſoever ſhall be with thee in the houſe, 
his blood ſhall be on our head, if any hand be upon him. 
And ſhe ſaid, According to your words, fo be it; and ſhe 
bound the ſcarlet line in the window. And they 22 
an 
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and came to the mountain, and abode there three days, until 
the purſuers were returned. And the purſuers ſought them 
throughout all the way, but found them not. So the men 
deſcended from the mountain, and came to Joſhua, and 
told him all things that had befallen them. And they ſaid, 
Truly the Lord hath delivered into our hands all the land; 
for the inhabitants of the country do faint becauſe of us.

Axp Joſhua roſe early in the morning, and they re- 
moved from Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all the 
children of Iſrael, and lodged there before they paſſed over. 
And after three days, the officers went through the hoſt; 
and they commanded the people, ſaying, When ye ſee the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord your God, and he prieſts, 
the Levites bearing it, then ye ſhall remove from your place, 
and go after it. Yet there ſhall be a ſpace between you and 
it, about two thouſand cubits by meaſure; come not near 
unto it, that ye — know the way by which ye muſt go; 
for ye have not paſſed this way heretofore. 

And Joſhua dad unto the people, Sanctify yourſelves: 
for to-morrow the Lord will do wonders among you. And, 
at the command of Joſhua, the prieſts took up the ark of the 
covenant, and went before the people. And the Lord ſaid 
to Joſhua, This day will I begin to magnify thee in the fight 
of all Iſrael, that they may know, that as I was with Moſes, 
ſo I will be with thee. And thou ſhalt command the 
prieſts that bear the ark of the covenant, ſaying, When 
ye are come to the brink of the water of Jordan, ye ſhall 
ſtand ſtill in Jordan. Then Joſhua declared to the chil- 
dren of Iſrael, Hereby ye ſhall know that the living God is 
among you, and that he will, without fail, drive out from be- 
fore you the Canaanites, and the Hittites, and other inhabi- 
tants of the lands. Behold, the ark of the covenant of the 
Lord of all the earth, paſſeth over before you into Jordan. 
Now take ye twelve men out of the tribes of Iſrael, out of 
every tribe a man. And it ſhall come to paſs, as ſoon as the 
ſoles of the feet of the prieſts that bear the ark of the Lord, 
ſhall reſt in the waters of Jordan, that the waters of Jordan

ſhall be cut off from the waters that come down from above, 
and they ſhall ſtand upon an heap. 

And thus it was, for when the feet of the prieſts who bore 
the ark were dipped in the brim of the water (for Jordan 
overflowed all his banks at the time of 1 that the 
waters which came down from above, ſtood and roſe up 
upon a heap very far from the city Adam, that is deſide 

aretan: and thoſe that came down toward the ſea of the 
plain, even the ſalt ſea, failed, and were cut off: and the 
people paſſed over right againſt Jericho. And the prieſts 
who bore the ark of the covenant of the Lord, ſtood firm on 
dry ground in the midſt of Jordan, and all the Iſraelites 
paſſed over on ery ground. | 
And when all the peoplé were paſſed over Jordan, the 
Lord fpake unto Joſhua, ſa ing, Take twelve men out of 
the peeps out of every tribe a man, and command them, 
ſaying, ake you hence out of the midſt of Jordan, out of 
the place where the prieſts feet ſtood firm, twelve ſtones: and 
| ye all carry them over with you, and leave them in the 
'odging place, where you ſhall lodge this night. 
| en Joſhua called the twelye ; men, whom he had pre- 
pared, out of every tribe a man, and ſaid to them, Paſs 
over before the ark of the Lord your God into the midſt of 
Jordan, and take ye up every man of you a ſtone upon his 
ſhoulder, according to the number of the tribes of the chil- 
. ren of Iſrael; that this may be a ſign among you, that 
when your children afk their fathers in time to come, laying, 
What mean you by theſe ſtones ? Then ye ſhall anſwer them, 
That the waters of Jordan were cut off before the ark of the 
covenant of the Lord, when it paſſed over Jordan: and theſe 
ſtones ſhall” be for a memorial unto the children of Iſrael 
for ever. 1 | 5 ks | 
- And they did as Joſhua commanded, and took up twelve 
ſtones out of the midſt of Jordan, and carried ti:z:m over 
with them to the place where they lodged, and laid them 
down there, And, beſides, Joſhua ſet-up twelve ſtones in 
the midſt of Jordan, in the place where the feet of the 
prieſts ſtood, end they are there unto this day. For the 
prieſts who bare the ark ſtood in the midſt of Jordan, until 
every thing was finiſhed that the Lord commanded Joſhua 
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to ſpeak to the people. And the people haſted, and paſſed 
over, and when they were gone over, the ark of the Lord alis 
paſſed over, and the ghee in the preſence of the people, 
ord magnified Joſhua in the tight of 
Ifrael, and they feared him, as they teared Moſes, all the 
days of his life. And the Lord ſpake to Joſhua, ſaying, 
Command the prieſts who bare the ark, that they come up 
out of Jordan. And it came to paſs when the prieſts 
were come up. out of the midſt of Jordan, and the ſoles of 
their feet were lifted up on the dry land, that the waters of 
Jordan returned unto their place, aud flowed over all his 
banks, as they did before. | | 
And the people came up out of Jordan on the tenth 
day of the firſt month, and encamped in Gilgal, in the 
fal border of Jericho. And the twelve ſtones which they 
took out of Jordan, did Joſhua pitch in Gilgal. And he 
ſaid to the people, When your children ſhall aſſe their fa- 
thers in time to come, ſaying, What mean theſe ſtones? 
Then ye ſhall inform them how Iſrael came over this Jor- 
dan on dry land. For the Lord your God dried .up the 
waters of Jordan from before you, until ye were paſſed over, 
as the Lord your God did to the Red ſea, which he dried up 
until we were gone over: that all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the Lord, that it is nughty: that ye

might fear the Lord your God for ever. 


| III. 

Axp when the kings of the Amorites, and the kings of 
the Canaanites heard that the Lord had dried up the waters 
of Jordan, from before the children of Iſrael, until they were 
paſſed over, their heart melted; neither was there ſpirit in 
them any more, becauſe of the children of Iſrael. 

At that time the Lord ſaid to Joſhua, Make thee 
ſharp knives, and circumciſe again the children of Iſrael the 
ſecond time, And Joſhua did accordingly. And this is 
the cauſe why he circumciſed : all the people that came 


out of Egypt, that were males, died in the wilderneſs by 


the way, after they came out of Egypt. Now they were 
circumciſed; -but the people who were born in the wilder- 
nels, them they had got circumciſed, 2 
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And the Lord ſaid unto Joſhua, This day have I rolled 
away the reproach of Egypt from off you: wherefore the 
name of the place is called Gilgal unto this day, And the 
children of Iſrael kept the paſſover on the fourteenth day of 
the month, at even, in the plains of Jericho. And on the 
morrow after the paſſover, they eat of che old corn of the 
land, unleavened cakes and parched corn ; and the manna 
ceaſed, neither had they manna any more, but did eat of the 
fruit of the land of Canaan that year, 

And it came to paſs when Joſhua was by Jericho, that he 
looked and behold there ſtood a man over againſt him, with 
his ſword drawn in his hand. And Joſhua went to him and 
ſaid, Art thou for us, or for our adverſaries? And he ſaid, 
Nay, but as captain of the boſt of the Lord am I come. 
And Joſhua fell on his face to the earth and worſhipped, ſay- 
ing, What faith my Lord unto his ſervant? And the cap- 
tain of the Lord's hoſt ſaid to him, Looſe thy ſhoe from 
off thy foot, for the place whereon thou ſtandeſt is holy: 
and Joſhua did ſo. | 

Now when Jericho was ſtraitly ſhut up, becauſe of the 
children of Iſrael, none wert out, and none came in. 
And the Lord ſaid to Joſhua, See, I have given into thine 
hand Jericho, and the king thereof, and the mighty men ot 
valour. Ye ſhall compaſs the city, and go round about the 
city once; thus ſhalt thou do fix days. And feven prieſts 
ſhall bear before the ark ſeven trumpets of rams horns : and 
on the ſeventh day ye ſhall. compaſs the city ſeven times, 
and the prieſts ſhall blow with the trumpets. And it ſhall 
come to paſs, that when they make-a long blaſt with the 
rams horns, and when ye hear the ſound of the trumpet, all 
the people ſhall ſhout with a great ſhout : and the wall of 
the city ſhall fall down flat, and the people ſhall aſcend up 
every man ſtrait before him. 

And they did according to the command of Joſhua, 
and the armed men went before the prieſts that blew with 
the trumpets; and he further commanded the people, ſay- 
ing, Ve ſhall not ſhout, nor make any noiſe with your voice, 
neither ſhall any word proceed out of your mouth, until 
the day TI bid you, then ſhall ye ſhout. Thus they com- 

paſſed the city "A days; and on the ſeventh day they 9 
22 early 
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early about the dawning of the day, and compaſſed the city 
after the ſame manner ſeven times. And at the ſeventh 
time, when the prieſts blew with the trumpets, Joſhua ſaid 
to the people, Shout, for the Lord hath given you the 
City. 

85 the people ſhouted, and the wall fell down flat, ſo that 
they went up into the city, and took it. And the young 
men that were ſpies went in and brought out Rahab, and 
her father and mother, and her brethren, and al! that ſhe 
had, allo her kindred, and left them without the camp of 
Iſrael. And they burnt the city with fire, only the filver 
and the gold, and the veſſels of braſs and of iron, they put 
into the treaſury of the houſe of the Lord. 

And the Lord was with Joſhua, ſo that his fame was 
noiſed throughout all the country. But the children of 
Iſrael committed treſpaſs in the accurſed thing: for Achan 
the ſon of Carmi, took of the accurſed thing, (which was 
commanded not to be taken) and the anger of the Lord 
was kindled againſt the children of Iſrael. So that when 
Joſhua ſent men to fight againſt Ai, they were diſcomfited 
before their enemies; wherefore the hearts of the people 
melted, and became as water. 

And Joſhua rent his clothes, and fell to the earth upon 
his face, before the ark of the Lord, he and the elders of 
Iſrael, and put duſt upon their heads. And he ſaid, Alas, 
O Lord God, wheretore haſt thou at all brought this peo- 
ple over Jordan, to deliver us into the bands of the Amo- 
rites, to deſtroy us? O Lord, what ſhall I fay, when 
Iſrael turneth their backs before their enemies! And the 
Lord ſaid to Joſhua, Iſrael hath ſinned, and they have 
tranſgreſſed my covenant which I commanded them: for 
they have taken of the accurſed thing, and have ſtolen and 
diſſembled alſo, and have put it amongſt their own ſtuff. 
Therefore they could not ſtand before their enemies. Nei- 
ther will I be with you any more, except ye deſtroy the 
accuried from among you. Up, ſanctify yourſelves againſt 
to-morrow, In the morning ye ſhall be brought accordin 
to your tribes, and the tribe which the Lord taketh, ſh; 
come according to the families thereof; and the family 
which the Lord ſhall take, ſhall come by houſeholds, and 
the houſehold which the Lord ſhall take, ſhall come man by 

man 
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man. And he that is taken ſhall be deſtroyed, becauſe he 
hath tranſgreſſed the covenant of the Lo 

| IV. | | 
So Joſhua roſe up early in the morning and brought Iſ- 
rael by their tribes, and the tribe of Judah was taken, And 
he brought the family of Judah, and he took the family of 
the Zarhites, and he brought the family of the Zarhites 
man by man, and Zabdi was taken. And he brought his 
houſehold man by man, and Achan the ſon of Carmi, the 
ſon of Zabdi, the ſon of Zerah, was taken. 
And he ſaid to Achan, My ſon, give I pray thee, glory 
to the Lord God of Iſrael, and make conteſhon unto him; 
and tell me now what thou haſt done, hide it not from me. 
And Achan anſwered, Indeed I have ſinned againſt the 
Lord God of Iſrael, and thus have I done, When I faw 
among the ſpoils a goodly Babyloniſh garment, and two 
hundred ſhekels of filver, and a wedge of gold of fifty 
ſhekels weight, then I coveted them and took them, and they 
are hid in the earth in the midſt of my tent. 

So Joſhua ſent meſſengers, and found it was hid in his 
tent, and the filver under it. And they brought them unto 

| Joſhua, and to all the children of Iſrael, and laid them out 
before the Lord. And Joſhua ſaid, Why haſt thou trou- 
bled us? The Lord ſhall trouble thee this day. And Ifrac! 
ſtoned him with ſtones, and raiſed over him a great heap of 
ſtones; wherefore the name of that place was called the val- 
ley of Achor unto this day. 

And when the inhabitants of Gibeon heard what Joſhua 
bad done to Jericho, they worked craftily, and went as if 
they had been embaſſadors, and took old ſacks upon their 
aſſes, and wine bottles old, and rent, and bound up. And 
old ſhoes, and old garments upon them, and the bread of 
their proviſion was dry and mouldy. And they came to 
Joſhua to the camp at Gilgal, and ſaid to him, and to the 
men of Iſrael, We are come from a far country. Now 
therefore make ye a league with us. 

And Joſhua made peace with them; and it came to paſs 
at the end of three days, after they had made a league with 
them, that they heard theſe people were their neighbours, 
and that they dwelt among them, And Joſhua ſaid, Where- 
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fore have ye beguiled us, ſaying, We are very far from you, 
when ye dwell among us. And they anſwered, Becauſe we 
were afraid of our lives, and have done this thing. Now, 
behold, we are in thy hand, to do unto us as ſeemeth good 
and right to thee. | 
And Joſhua delivered them out of the hand of the chil- 


_ dren of Iſrael, that they flew them not. 


Now when Adonizedeck, king of Jeruſalem, had heard how 
Joſhua had taken Ai, and had deſtroyed it, as he had done 
to Jericho; and how the inhabitants of Gibeon had made 
peace with Iſrael, and were among them, they feared 
greatly, becauſe Gibeon was a great city, and all the men 
thereof were mighty : wherefore he ſent to Hoham, king 
of Hebron, and Piram, king of Jarmuth, and Japhia, king 
of Lachiſh, and to Debir, king of Eglon, fa ing, Come up, 
and help me, that we may ſmite Gibeon, for it hath made 
peace with the children of Iſrael. 

Then theſe five kings of the Amorites gathered them- 
ſelyes together, and went up, they and all their hoſts, and 
encamped before Gibeon, and made war againſt it. And 
the men of Gibeon ſent to Joſhua, faying, Come up to us 
quickly and help us : for all the kings of the Amorites, are 
gathered together againſt us. So Joſhua aſcended from 
Gilgal, he and all the people of war with him. And the 
Lord ſaid to Joſhua, Fear them not; for I have delivered 
them into thine hand. | 

And the Lord diſcomfited them before Iſrael, and flew 
them with a great ſlaughter at Gibeon. And as they fled, 
and were in the going down to Beth-horon, the Lord 
caſt down great ſtones from heaven upon them unto Aze- 
kah: and they were more which died with hail-ſtones, 
2 they whom the children of Iſrael flew with the 
word. | 

Then ſpake Joſhua to the Lord, in the day when the 
Lord deliyered up the Amorites before the childedn of II 
rael; and he ſaid, in the fight of Iſrael, Sun ſtand thou 
{till upon Gibeon, and thou moon in the valley of Ajalon. 
And the ſun ſtood ſtill, and the moon ſtayed, until the 
people had avenged themſelves upon their enemies (is not 
this written in the book of Jaſher?), So the ſun ſtood fill 
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in the midſt of heaven, and haſted not to go down about a 


whole day. And there was no day like that, before it or 
after it, that the Lord hearkened unto the voice of a man : 

for the Lord fought for Iſrael. 
And Joſhuareturned, and Iſrael with him, to Gilgal. But 
theſe five kings fled, and hid themſelves in a cave at Mak- 
kedah. And when 1t was told him, he commanded that 
great ſtones ſhould be rolled upon the mouth of the cave, 
and men ſet by it to keep them, till the people returned 
from purſuing after their enemies: then Joſhua ſaid, Open 
the mouth of the cave, and bring out theſe kings. And 
he commanded them to be ſlain, and hanged on five 
trees. | 

After this, Joſhua ſmote all the country of the hills, and 
of the ſouth, and of the vale, and of the ſprings, from Ka- 
deſh-Barnea unto Gaza, and all the country of Goſhen 
_ 1 88 becauſe the Lord God of Iſrael fought for 
Iſrael. 


V. 

AxD the countries which the children of Iſrael inherited 
were divided to them by lot, as the Lord commanded by 
the hand of Moſes, for the nine tribes, and for the half 
tribe. For Moſes had given the inheritance of two tribes, 
and an half tribe, on the other fide Jordan: but unto the 
Levites he gave no inheritance among them. The chil- 
dren of Joſeph were two tribes, Manaſſeh and Ephraim: 
therefore they gave no part to the Levites in the land, ſave 
cities to dwell in, with their ſuburbs for their cattle and 

their ſubſtance. 

Then the children of Judah came to Joſhua: and Caleb, 
the ſon of Jephunneh, ſaid to him, Thou knoweſt the thing 
that the Lord ſaid unto Moſes concerning me and thee, in 
Kadeſh-Barnea. I was forty years old when Moſes the 
ſervant of the Lord ſent me to efpy out the land: and 
I brought him word again, as it was in my heart. I 
wholly followed the Lord my God, but my brethren who 
went with me made the heart of the people melt. And 
Moſes faid, Surely the land on which thy feet have trod- 
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den, ſhall be thy inheritance, and thy childrens for eyery- 
becauſe thou haſt followed the Lord. | 

Now behold, the Lord hath kept me alive theſe forty 
and five years, while Iſrael wandered in the wilderneſs: 
and I am this day fourſcore and five years old. Now 
therefore give me this mountain, whereof the Lord ſpake 
in that day. And Joſhua bleſſed him, and gave to him 
Hebron for a poſſeſhon. And it became the inheritance of 
Caleb unto this day. | 

And, after that the Lord had given reſt to Irael from 
all their enemies round about, Joſhua, being old and 
ſtricken in age, called for all Ifrael, for their elders, and 
judges, and officers, and ſaid to them, Ye have ſeen all that 
the Lord your God hath done to theſe nations, for he hath 
fought for you. - Be ye therefore very courageous to keep 
and do all that is written in the book of the law of Moſes, 
that ye'turn not aſide therefrom, to the right hand or to the 
left. That ye come not among theſe nations, {thoſe which 
remain amongſt you) neither make mention of the name 
of their gods, nor cauſe to ſwear by them, neither ſerve 
them, nor bow yourſelves unto them. | 

Take heed therefore to yourſelves, that ye love the Lord 
your God. Elſe if ye do in any wile go back, and 
cleave ta the remnant of theſe nations, and ſhall make mar- 
riages with them, and go in unto them, and they to you, 
know for a certainty, that the Lord will no more drive 
out any of them from before you; but they ſhall be ſnares 


and traps unto you, and ſcourges in your ſides, and thorns 
in your eyes, until ye periſh from off 


this good land which 
the Lord your God hath given you. Behold this day I 
am going the way of all the earth, and ye know that not 
one thing hath failed of all the good things which the 
Lord your God ſpake concerning you: all are come to 
paſs, and not one thing hath failed. 

Therefore it ſhall be, that as all goods things are come 
upon you which the Lord your God promiſed you, fo ſhall 
the Lord bring upon you all evil things, until he hath de- 
ſtroyed you from off this good land which he hath given 
you. When ye have tranſgreſſed the covenant of the Lord 
your God, which he commanded you, and have gone and 
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. ſerved other gods, and bowed yourſelves to them, then 
ſhall the anger of the Lord be kindled againſt you, and ye 
ſhall periſh quickly from off the good land which he hath 
given you. 

And Joſhua rehearſed the great things which the Lord 
had done for Iſrael; and further ſaid, Now therefore, fear 
the Lord, and ſerve him in ſincerity and truth; but if it ſeem 
evil unto you to ſerve the Lord, chuſe you this day whom 
you will ſerve, whether the gods which your fathers ſerved, 
that were on the other fide of the flood, or the gods of 
the Amorites, in whoſe land ye dwell: but as for me and 
my houſe, we will ſerve the Lord. 

And the people anſwered, God forbid that we ſhould 
forſake the Lord, to ſerve other gods. For the Lord our 
God, he it is that brought us up, and our fathers out of the 
land of Egypt, from the houſe of bondage ; and who did 
thoſe great ſigns in our ſight, and preſerved ns in all the 
way wherein we went, and among all the people through 
whom we 5 therefore we will alſo ſerve the Lord * 
he is our God 2 : 

And Joſhua ſaid to the people, Ye are witneſſes againſt 
yourſelves, that ye have 10 wy the Lord, to ſerve him. 
And chey ſaid, We are witneſſes. „ 

380 Joſhua made a covenant with the people that day, 
and ſet them a ſtatute; and an ordinance in Shechem. And 
he wrote theſe words in the book of the law of God, and 
took a great ſtone, and ſet it up there under an oak that was 
by the ſanctuary of the Lord. 80 Joſhua let the people 
depart, every man to his inheritance. 

And after theſe things Joſhua the ſervant of the Lord 
died, being an hundred and ten years old. And they 
buried him in the border of his inheritance in Timnath- 
ſerab, which is in Mount Ephraim, on the north ſide of the 
hill of Gaaſh. And Iſrael ſerved the Lord all the days of 
Joſhua, and all the days of the elders that overlived him, 
and who had known all the works of the Lord, that he 
had done for Iſrael. _ | 

And the bones of Joſeph, which the children of Iſrael 
had brought up out of Egypt, they buried in Shechem, in 
a parcel of ground which Jacob bought of the 15 of 
| | amor 
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Hamor the father of Shechem, for an hundred pieces of 
filver; and it became the inheritance of the children of 
Joſeph. And Eleazar the ſon of Aaron died, and they 
buried him in a hill that pertained to Phinehas his fon, 
which was given him in Mount Ephraim. 
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AND there aroſe another generation which knew not 


the Lord, nor the works which be had done for Iſrael- 


And they forſook the Lord God of their fathers, who 
brought them out of the land of Egypt, and followed other 
gods, of the gods of the people that were round about them, 
and bowed themſelves to them, and provoked the Lord to 
er. 
So that he delivered them into the hands of ſpoilers that 
ſpoiled them, and he ſold them into the hands of their ene- 
mies round about, ſo that they cbuld not any longer ſtand 
before their enemies. Whitherſoever they went out, the 
hand of the Lord was againſt them for evil, as the Lord 
had ſaid. And they were greatly diſtreſſed, . 
Nevertheleſs, the Lord raiſed up judges, who delivered 
them out of the hand of thoſe that ſpoiled them. And yet 
they would not hearken unto their judges, but went ales 
other gods; and turned quickly out of the way which their 
fathers walked in, obeying the commandments of the Lord; 
but they did not ſo. "A debe to neblig 
And when the Lord raiſed them up judges; then the Lord 
was with the judge, and delivered them out of the hand of 
their enemies, all the days of the judge. Bat when the 
judge was dead, they returned and corrupted themſelves 
more than their fathers: they ceaſed not from their own 
doings, nor from their ſtubborn way. And the anger of 
the Lord was kindled againſt Iſrael; and he ſaid, Becauſe 
this people hath tranſgreſſed my covenant, which I com- 
8 3 manded 
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manded their fathers, and have not hearkened unto wy 
voice, I will not henceforth drive out from before them 
any of the nations which Joſhua left when he died, that 
I may prove Ifrael, whether they will keep the way of the 
Lord, to walk therein, or not. 

And the children of Iſrael dwelt among the Canaanites, 
Hittites, and Amorites, the Perizites, and Hivites, and le- 
buſites. And they took their daughters to be their wives, 
and gave their daughters to their ſons, and ſerved their 
a And they did evil in the fight of the Lord. There- 
ore he was greatly diſpleaſed with Iſrael, and fold them 
into the hand of the king of Meſopotamia: and they ſerved 
him eight years, i 
But when the children of Ifrael cried unto: the Lord, 
"be raiſed up a deliverer, even Othniel the ſon of Kenaz, 
Caleb's younger brother. And ghe ſpirit. of the Lord came 


upon him, and be Judged Krael. And his hand prevailed 
againſt the king of Meſoporamia, Then the land had rel 
forty years, and Othniel died.

Ada the children of Iſrael did evil in the fight of 
the Lord, and he delivered them into the hand of Jabin, 
king of Cangany. the captain of whoſe hoſt was Siſera. 
And Deborah a prophereſs, the wife of Lapidoth, judged 
Iſrael at that time. kg dwelt * 725 2 of 
Deborah: and the came up to her for judgment. 
And ſhe ſent od cMled Barak the ſon of Abinoam, and 
ſaid to him, Hath not the Lord God of Ifrael commanded, 
Aying, Go, and draw toward Mount Tabor, and take with 
thee. ten thouſand men, of the children of Naphtali, and of 
the children of Zebulun? And Barak faid, If thou wilt 
go with me, then I will go; but if thou wilt not go with 
me, then I will not go. And ſhe ſaid, I will ſurely go with 
thee. 80 Barak went down from Mount Tabor, and the 
Lord diſcomfited Siſera, and all his chariots, and all his 
| hoſt before Barak. And the hand of the children of 
Krael proſpered, and prevailed againſt Jabin the king ot 
Canaan. F 
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Then ſang Deborah and Barak on that day, ſaying, * 
Praiſe ye the Lord for the avenging of Iſrael, when the 
people willingly offered themſelves, Hear, O ye kings, 
give ear, O ye princes; I will ſing unto the Lord, I will 
ling praiſe to the Lord God of Iſrael, The mountains 
melted from before the Lord, even that Sinai from before 
the Lord God of Iſrael. Ia the days of Shamgar the ton 
of Anath, in the days of Jael, the highways were unoccu- 
ied, and the travellers walked through by-ways, the inha- 
Ces of the villages ceaſed, they ceaſed in Iſrael, until that 
I Deborah aroſe, that I aroſe, a mother in Iſrael. My 
heart is toward the governors of Iſrael, that offered them- 
felves willingly among the people: bleſs ye the Lord! 
Speak ye that ride on white afles, ye that fit in judgment, 
and walk by. the way. They that are delivered from the 
noiſe of archers, in the places of drawing waters; there 
ſhall they rehearſe the righteous acts of the Lord: then 
ſhall the people. of the Lord go down to the oy: 
Awake, awake, Deborah: awake, awake, utter a fong : 
ariſe Barak, and lead thy captivity captive, thou ſon of Abi- 
noam. And the princes of Iſſachar were with Deborah, even 
Iſſachar, and allo Barak, he was ſent on foot into the valley: 
for the diviſions of Reuben, there were great fearchings of 
heart. 

After this, the land had reſt forty years : but becaufe the 
children of Iſrael did evil again, the Lord delivered them 
into the hand of Midian News years. And Iſrael was 
greatly imporyeriſhed by the Midianites ; and cried unto 
the Lord, becauſe of them. And the Lord ſent a pro- 
ou unto the children of Iſrael, who ſaid unto them, 

us faith the Lord God of Iſrael, I brought you up from 


Egypt, out of the houſe of bondage, and delivered you out 


of the hand of the Egyptians, and out of the hand of all 
that oppreſſed you, And I {aid to you, I am the Lord your 
God, fear not the gods of the Amorites, in whoſe land ye 
dwell: but ye have not obeyed my voice. 

And there came an angel of the Lord, and fat under

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an oak which was in Ophrah, that pertained unto Joaſh, the 
Abiezrite: and his ſon Gideon threſhed wheat by the wine- 
preſs, to hide it from the Midianites. And the angel of 
the Lord ſaid unto him, The Lord is with thee, thou mighty 
man of valour. And Gideon ſaid, Oh my Lord, if the 
Lord be with us, why then is all this befallen us? and 
where are all his miracles which our fathers told us of, 
ſaying, Did not the Lord bring us up from Egypt? but 
now he hath forſaken us, and delivered us into the hands 
of the Midianites. | 

And the Lord ſaid, Go in this thy might, and thou 
ſhalt fave Iſrael: have I not ſent thee? And he ſaid unto 
him, Wherewith ſhall I fave Ifrael? behold my family is 
poor in Manaſſeh, and I am the leaſt in my father's houſe, 
And the Lord faid unto him, Surely I will be with thee, 
and thou ſhalt ſmite the Midianites as one man. Then 
Gideon ſaid, If now I have found grace in thy fight, ſhew 
me a ſign that thou talkeſt with me. Depart not hence, I 
pray thee, until I come to thee, and bring forth my pre- 

nt, and ſet it before thee. And he ſaid, I will tarry 
until thou come again. And Gideon went in and made 
ready a kid, and unleavened cakes of an ephah of flour, 
and brought it to him under the oak, and preſented it. 

And the angel of God ſaid unto him, Take the fleſh, 
and the unleavened cakes, and lay them upon this rock. 
And he did ſo. Then the angel put forth the end of the 
ſtaff that was in his hand, and touched the fleſh and the 
cakes: and there roſe up fire out of the rock, and conſumed 
them: then the angel of the Lord departed out of his fight. 
And when Gideon perceived that he was an angel of the 
Lord, Gideon faid, Alas, O Lord God: for becauſe I 
have ſeen an angel of the Lord face to face. And the 
Lord ſaid unto him, Peace be unto thee, fear not, thou 
ſhalt not die. 

Then he built an altar there unto the Lord, and called 
it Jehovah Shalom : unto this day, it is yet in Ophrah of 
the Abiezrites. 

Now the Midianifes, and the Amalekites, and the chil- 
dren of the Eaſt were gathered together, and went over, and 


pitched in the valley of Jezreel. But the ſpirit 4 10 
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Lord came upon Gideon, and he blew a trumpet, and 
Abiezer was gathered after him. And he ſent meſſengers 
unto Manaſſeh, unto Aſhur, Zebulon and Naphtali, And 
they came to meet him. 

And Gideon ſaid unto God, If thou wilt fave Ifrael 
by my hand, as thou haſt ſaid ; behold, I will put a fleece 
of wool on the floor: and if the dew be on the fleece only, 
and it be dry on all the earth beſides, then ſhall I know 
thou wilt ſave Iſrael by my hand. And it was ſo; for he 
roſe up early in the morning, and thruſt the fleece together, 
and wrung the dew out of the fleece, a bowl full of water. 
And Gideon faid, Let not God be diſpleaſed with me, 
and I will ſpeak but this once: let me prove I pray thee 
but this once, with the fleece; let it now be dry only upon 
the fleece, and upon all the ground let there be dew. And 
God did ſo that night; for it was dry upon the fleece only, 
and there was dew on all the ground. 

Then Gideon, and all the people that were with him, 
rofe up early, and pitched beſide the well of Harod; ſo 
that the hoſt of the Midianites were on the north fide of 
them, by the hill of Morch, in the valley. And the Lord 
ſud unto him, The people that are with thee, are too 
many for me to give the Midianites into their hands, leſt 
Ifrael vaunt themſelves againſt me, ſaying, Mine own 
hand hath ſaved me. Now, therefore, proclaim in the ears 
of the people, ſaying, Whoſoever is fearful and afraid, let 
him return, and depart early from mount Gilead; and 
there returned of the people twenty-two thouſand, and re- 
mained ten thouſand. 

And the Lord faid, The people are yet too many. 80 
at the command of the Lord he took only three hundred 
men, and with theſe Gideon obtained a great victory over 
the Midianites. Thus was Midian ſubdued before the 
children of Iſrael, ſo that they lifted up their heads no 
more: and the country was in quietneſs * years in the 
days of Gideon. But after his death, the children of Iſrael 
turned again, and went after Baalim, and made Baal-berith 
their god: not remembering the Lord their God, who had: 
delivered them out of the hands of all their enemies on 
every ſide, Neither ſhewed they kindneſs to the houſe of 
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Gideon, according to all the goodneſs which he had ſhewed 
unto Iſrael. 
| IIT. 


ArTtr this, Abimelech hired vain and light perſons 
who followed him. And he went to his father's houſe, 
and flew his brethren the ſons of Gideon; and the men of 
Shechem gathered together, and made Abimelech king. 
But when he had reigned three years over Iſrael, the men 
of Shechem dealt treacherouſly with him, that the cruelty 
done to the ſons of Gideon might come, and their blood 
be laid upon Abimelech their brother who ſlew them, and 
upon the men of Shechem, who aided him in killing his 
brethren, And as Abimelech fought againſt the men of 
Shechem, he came to the door of a tower, from which a 
certain woman caſt a millſtone upon his head, ſo that he 
cked. Thus God rendered the wickedneſs of Abimelech 
which he did to his father in ſlaying his ſeventy brethren. 
And all the evil of the men of Shechem did God render 
upon their heads. 

And after Abimelech, there aroſe, to defend Iſrael, Tola 
the ſon of Puah. And he judged Iſrael twenty-three years, 
and died. And after him aroſe Jair, a Gileadite, who 
judged Iſrael twenty-two years. And he had thirty ſons, 
that rode on thirty aſs colts, and they had thirty cities. 

And the children of Iſrael again did evil in the fight of 
the Lord, and forſook him, and ſerved the gods of the 
nations. And the Lord was difpleaſed, and fold them 
into the hands of the Philiſtines, and into the hands of the 
children of Ammon : but when they cried unto him, he 
raiſed up Jephthah, the Gileadite, by whom the Lord 
wrought deliverance for Iſrael. And after him, Ibzan 
judged Ifrael; and after him, Elon; and after him, Abdon; 
he had forty ſons, and thirty nephews that rode on three- 
ſcore and ten aſs colts: and he judged Iſrael eight years. 
And after him Sampſon aroſe, whom the Lord had ap- 
pointed to deliver Ifracl, and he judged Iſrael in the days 
of the Philiſtines twenty years, 5 
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THE BOOK OF RUTH. 
NOW it came to paſs in the days when the judges ruled,, 


that there was a famine in the land: and a certain man 
of Beth-lehem Judah went to ſojourn in the country of 
Moab, he and his wife, and his two ſons. And the name 
of the man was Elimelech, and the name of his wife 
Naomi, and of his two ſons, Mahlon and Chilion. And 
they took them wives of the women of Moab; the name of 
ene was Orpah, and the name of the other, Ruth: and they 
dwelt there about ten years, 

And Elimelech Naomi's huſband died; and Mahlon and 
Chilion died alſo; and the woman was left of her two ſons, 
and her huſband. Then ſhe aroſe with her daughters in 
kw, that ſhe might return from the country of Moab: for ſhe 
had heard how the Lord had viſited his people in giving: 
them bread : and they went on the way to return to the 
land of Judah. 


And Naomi faid unto her two daughters in law, Go,. 


return each to her mother's houſe:” the Lord deal kindly 
with n as ye have dealt with the dead and with me. 


The Lord grant you that you may find reſt, each of you in 
the houſe of her huſband. Then ſhe kiſſed them; and 


they lift up their voice, and wept. And they ſaid unto 
her, Surely we will return with thee unto thy people. 


And Naomi faid, Turn again, my daughters: why will ye 
go with me ? 

And they wi again; and Orpah kifſed her mother in- 
law, but Ruth clave unto her. And ſhe faid, Behold thy 
fiſter in law is gone back to her people; return thou after 
thy ſiſter. And Ruth ſaid, Intreat me not to leave thee, 
or to return from following after thee: for whither thou 
goeſt, I will go; and where thou lodgeſt, I will lodge: thy 
people ſhall be my people, and thy God my God. Where 
thou dieſt, will T die, and there will I be buried. The Lord 
do ſo to megand more alſo, - ought but death part thee or 
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me. When ſhe ſaw her daughter was ſtedfaſtly minded to 
go with her, ſhe left ſpeaking unto her. 

So they two went forward, and when they came to Beth- 
lehem all the city was moved about them, and they ſaid, 
Is this Naomi? and ſhe ſaid unto them, Call me not Naomi, 
call me Mara; for the Almighty hath dealt very bitterly 
with me. I went out full; and the Lord hath brought me 
home again empty : why then call ye me Naomi, ſeeing 
the Lord hath teitified againſt me, and the Almighty hath 
afflicted me? and they came to Bethlehem in the beginning 
of barley harveſt. 

And Naomi had a kinſman of her huſband's, a mighty 
man of wealth: and his name was Boaz. And Ruth ſaid 
unto Naomi, Let me now go to the field, and glean ears 
of corn after him in whoſe fight I ſhall find grace. And 
the faid unto her, Go, my daughter. And the went and 
gleaned in the field after the reapers; and it happened ſhe 
came to a part of the field belonging to Boaz, and behold 
he came from Bethlehem, and ſaid unto the reapers, The 
Lord be with you; and they anſwered him, The Lord 
bleſs thee.” And he faid unto his ſervant who was ſet 
over his reapers, Whoſe damſel is this? and the ſervant 
faid, It is the Moabitiſh damſel that came back with Naomi. 
And ſhe ſaid, I pray you, let me glean and gather after the 
reapers amongſt the ſheaves : ſo the came, and hath conti- 
nued even from the morning until now, that ſhe tarried a 
little in the houſe. _ 

Then ſaid Boaz unto her, Go not, my daughter, to glean 
in another field, neither go from hence, but abide here fatt 
by my maidens. Then ſhe bowed herſelf to the ground, 
and faid unto him, Why have I tound grace in thine eyes, 
that thou ſhouldeſt take notice of me, ſeeing 1 am a 
ſtranger? 

And Boaz anſwered, It hath been fully ſhewed me, all 
that thou haſt done to thy mother in law, ſince the death 
of thine huſband : and how thou haſt left thy father and 
mother, and the land of thy nativity, and art come to a 
people which thou kneweſt not heretofore, The Lord re- 
compenſe thy work, and a full reward be given thee 1 7 
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Lord God ot Iſrael, under whoſe wings thou art come to 
truſt, | 

Then ſhe ſaid, Let me find favour in thy ſight, for that 
thou haſt comforted me, and for -that thou haſt ſpoken 
friendly unto thine handmaid. 

80 lhe gleaned in the field until even, and beat out that 
ſhe had gleaned; and it was about an ephah of barley. 
And ſhe took it up and went into the city: and her 
mother in law ſaid unto her, Where haſt thou gleaned to- 
day? blefſed be he that did take knowledge of thee. And 
ſhe ſhewed her mother with whom ſhe had wrought, and 
faid, His name is Boaz. F 

Then Naomi ſaid unto her daughter, Bleſſed be he of 
the Lord, who hath not left off his kindneſs to the living 
and to the dead; the man is one of our next kinſmen. 

So Ruth continued to glean unto the end of barley har- 
veſt, and of wheat harveſt; and dwelt with her mother in 
law. 

And after a certain time Boaz went up to the gate, and 
fate him down there. And he took ten men of the elders 
of the city, and ſaid, Sit ye down here. And he called to 
them a kinſman, who was nearer than him, and he ſaid 
untb the kinſman, Naomi, that is come again out of the 
country of Moab, ſelleth a parcel of land which was Eli- 
melech's. And I thought to advertize thee, ſaying, Buy 
it before the inhabitants, and before the elders of my people; 
but if thou wilt not redeem it, then tell me, that I ma 
know; for there is none to redeem it beſides thee, and 
am after thee. | | | 

And he faid, I will redeem it. Then ſaid Boaz, When 
thou buyeſt the field of the hand of Naomi, thou muſt bu 
it alſo of Ruth the Moabiteſs, the wife of the dead, to rai 
up the name of the dead upon his inheritance, And. the 
kinſman ſaid, I cannot redeem it for myſelf, leſt I marr 
my own inheritance: redeem thou my right, to thyſelf, for 
I cannot redeem it. | 

Now this was the manner in former time in Iſrael, eon- 
cerning redeeming and changing, to confirm all things: a 
man plucked off his ſhoe, and gaye it to his neighbour; ws 
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this was a teſtimony in Iſrael. Therefore the kinſman 
faid unto Boaz, Buy it for thee; ſo he drew off his ſhoe. 

And Boaz faid to the elders, and to all the people, Ye 
are witneſſes this day, that I have bought all that was Eli- 
melech's, and all that was Chilion's and Mahlon's, of the 
hand of Naomi. Moreover, Ruth the Moabiteſs, have I 
purchaſed to be my wife. Ye are witneſſes this day. And 
all the people that were in the gate, and the elders ſaid, 
We are witneſſes: the Lord niake the woman that is come 
into thy houſe, like Rachel, and like Leah, which two did 
build the houſe of Iſrael. 

So Boaz took Ruth, and ſhe was his wife, and bare him 
a ſon. And the women faid unto Naomi, Bleſſed: be the 
Lord who hath not left thee this day without a kinſman, 
that his name may be famous in Iſrael. And he ſhall be 
unto thee a reſtorer of thy life, and a nouriſher of thine 
old age: for thy daughter in law, who loveth thee, who is 
better to thee than ſeven ſons, hath born him. And 
Naomi took the child, and laid it in her boſom, and be- 
came nurſe to it. And the women her neighbours gave it 
a name, ſaying, There is a ſon born unto Naomi, and they 
called his name Obed: he is the father of Jeſſe, the father 
of David. 


THE FIRST AND SECOND BOOKS 
OF SAMUEL. 


I. 


THERE was a certain man of Ramathaim-zophim, of 
mount Ephraim, and his name was. Elkanah. his man 
went up out of his city yearly, to worſtip, and to ſacrifice 
unto the Lord of Holts, in Shiloh; and Hannah, his wife, 
went with him; but it was matter of great ſorrow to her, 
that ſhe had no children. Then Elkanah, her huſband, 
{aid unto her, Hannah, why is thy heart grieyed ? 15 not 
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I better to thee than ten fons? So after they had eaten in 
Shiloh, Hannah roſe up 8 Eli the prieſt fate upon a 
ſeat by a poſt of the temple of the Lord) and ſhe was in 
bitterneſs of ſoul, and prayed unto the Lord, and wept 
Gre. And ſhe ſaid, O Lord of Hofts, if thou wilt indeed 
look on the affliction of thine handmaid, and remember me, 
and not forget thine handmaid, but wilt give unto thine: 
handmaid a man-child, then I will give him unto the Lord 
all the days of his life. 

And as ſhe continued praving before the Lord, Ek 
marked her mouth. Now Hannah ſpake in her heart, only 
her lips moved, but her voice was not heard: therefore 
Eli thought ſhe had been drunken. And he ſaid unto her, 
How long wilt thou be drunken? put away thy wine from 
thee. And Hannah anſwered, No, my Lord, I am a 
woman of a ſorrowful ſpirit: I have drunk neither wine 
nor ſtrong drink, but have poured out my ſoul before the 
Lord. Count not thine handmaid for a daughter of 
Belial: for out of the abundance of my meditation and 
grief, have I ſpoken hitherto, 

Then Eli anſwered, Go in peace: and the God of 
Iſrael grant thee thy petition that thou haſt aſked of him. 
So the woman went her way, and her countenance was no 
more ſad. And they roſe up early in the morning, and 
worſhipped before the Lord, and returned to their houſe 
to Ramah. 

And the Lord remembered Hannah, wherefore it came 
to paſs that ſhe bare a ſon, and called his name Samuel, 
ſaying, Becauſe I have aſked him of the Lord. And the 
man Elkanah, and all his houſe went up to offer unto the 
Lord the yearly facrifice, and his yow ; but Hannah went 
not up, for the ſaid unto her huſband, I will not go up till 
the child be weaned; and then I will bring him that he may 
appear before the Lord, and there abide for ever. And 
Elkanah her huſband faid, Do what ſeemeth thee good, 
only the Lord eſtabliſh his word. 

So the weman abode, and when ſhe had weaned her 
ſon, ſhe took him up with her, with three bullocks, and one 
ephah of flour, and a bottle of wine, and brought him unto 
the houſe of the Lord in Shileh: and the child was young. 

And 
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And they brought the child to Eli. And ſhe ſaid, O my 
Lord, as thy ſoul liveth, I am the woman that ſtood by 
thee here, praying unto the Lord. For this child I prayed; 
and the Lord hath given me my petition. which I aſked of 
him. Therefore I have returned him to the Lord as 


long as he liveth, he ſhall be returned to the Lord,

Ap Hannah prayed, and ſaid, My heart rejoiceth in 
the Lord, mine horn is exalted in the Lorit my mouth 1s 
enlarged over mine enemies; becauſe I rejoice in thy ſal- 
vation, there is none holy as the Lord: for there is none 
beſide ther: neither is there any rock like our God. Talk 
no more ſo exceeding proudly, let not arrogancy come out 
of your mouth: for the Lord is a God of knowledge, and 
by-him actions are weighed. The bows of the mighty men 
are broken, and they that ſtumbled are girt with ſtrength. 
They that were full, have hired out themſelves for bread, 
and they that were hungry ceaſed: fo that the barren hath 
born ſeven, and ſhe that hath many children, is waxed 
feeble. The Lord killeth, and maketh alive, he bringeth 


down to the grave, and bringeth up. The Lord maketh 


panes and maketh rich: he bringeth low, and lifteth up. 
e raiſeth up the poor out of the duſt, and lifteth up the 
beggar from the dunghill, to ſet them among princes, and 
to make them inherit the throne of glory; for the pillars 
of the earth are the Lord's, and he hath ſet the world upon 
them. He will keep the feet of his ſaints, and the wicked 
ſhall be filent in darknefs; for by ſtrength ſhall no man 
prevail. The adverſaries of the Lord ſhall be broken to 
ieces: out of heaven ſhall he thunder upon them; the 
ord ſhall judge the ends of the earth, and he ſhall give 
- ſtrength unto his king, and exalt the horn of his 
anointed. 
And Elkanah went to Ramah, to his houſe, and the 
ehild did miniſter to the Lord before Eli the prieſt, girded 
with a linen ephod. Moreover, his mother made him a 
little coat, and brought it to him from year to year, _ 
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ſhe came up with her huſband, to offer the yearly ſacrifice, 
And Hannah had three ſons and two daughters, 

Now the ſons of Eli were ſons of Belial, they knew not 
the Lord; their fin was very great before the Lord : fo 
that men abhorred the offering of the Lord. And Eh 
heard all that his ſons did unto Iſrael, and he. ſaid unto 
them, Why do ye ſuch things? for I hear of your evil 
dealings by all this people. Ye make the Lord's — 
to tranſgreſs. If one man fin againſt another, the judge 
ſhall judge him: but if a man fin againſt the Lord, who 
ſhall intreat for him? Notwithſtanding they hearkened not 
unto the voice of their father. 

And there came a man of God unto Eli, and ſaid unto 
him, Thus ſaith the Lord, Did I appear unto the houſe of 
thy father, when'they were in Egypt, in Pharaoh's houſe; 
and did I chooſe him out of all the tribes of Iſrael to be 
my prieſt, to offer upon mine altar, to burn incenſe, to 
wear an ephod before me; and did I give to the houſe of 
thy father all the offerings made by fire of the children of 
Iſrael ? Wherefore kick ye at my ſacrifice, and at my offer- 
ing, which I have commanded in my habitation, and 
henoureſt thy ſons above me, to make yourſelves fat 
with the chiefeſt of all the offerings of Iſrael my people? 
Wherefore the Lord God of Iſrael faith, I ſaid i | 
that thy houſe, and the houſe of thy father ſhould walk 
before me for ever: but now the Lord faith, Be it far 
from me; for them that honour me, I will honour, -and 
they that deſpiſe me, ſhall be lightly eſteemed. Behold 
the . come that I will cut off thine arm, and the 
arm of thy father's houſe, that there ſhall not be an old 
man in thine houſe. And thou ſhalt ſee an enemy in 
habitation, in all the wealth which God ſhall give Iſrael, 
And the man of thine, whom I ſhall not cut off from mine 
altar, ſhall be to conſume thy eyes, and to grieve thy heart: 
and all the increaſe of thy houſe ſhall die in the flower of 
their age. And this ſhall be a ſign unto thee, that ſhall 
come upon thy two ſons, on Hophni and Phineas: in one 
day they ſhall die, both of them, And I will raiſe me up 
a faithful prieſt, that ſhall do according to that which is in 
my heart, and in my mind: and I will build him a ſure "_ 
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and he ſhall walk before mine anointed for ever. And it 
ſhall come to paſs, that every one that is left in thy houſe 
ſhall come and crouch to him for a piece of filver and a 
morſel of bread, and ſhall fay, Put me I pray thee into 
one of the prieſts offices, that I may eat a piece of bread. 


| III. 

Ap the child Samuel grew on, and was in favour 
both with the Lord, and alſo with men. And the word 
of the Lord was precious in thoſe days; there was no 
open viſion. And it came to paſs. at that time, when Eli 
was laid down in his place, and his eyes began to wax dim, 
chat he could not ſee; and ere the lamp of God went out in 
the temple of the Lord, where the ark of God was; and 
Samuel was laid down to z that the Lord called Samuel, 
and he anſwered, Here am I. And he ran to Eli, and 
ſaid, Here am I, for thou calledſt me; and he ſaid, I called 
not; lie down again. And he went and lay down. 
And the Lord called yet again, Samuel. And Samuel 
aroſe and went to Eli, and ſaid, Here am I, for thou didſt 
call me. And he anſwered, I called not, my fon; lie 
down again. Now Samuel did not yet know the Lord, 
neither was the word of the Lord yet revealed to him. 
And the Lord called Samuel again the third time: and 
he went to Eli as before, and ſaid, Here am I. And Eli 

rceived that the Lord had called the child; therefore 
ze ſaid to him, Go lie down, and it ſhall be, if the call 
come, thou ſhalt ſay, Spegh, Lord, for thy ſervant heareth. 
80 Samuel went and lay down in his place, And the Lord 
came and called as at other times, Samuel, Samuel. Then 
Samuel anſwered, Speak, for thy ſervant heareth. 

And the Lord ſaid to Samuel, Behold I will do a thing 
in Iſrael, at which both the ears of every one that heareth it 
mall tingle. In that day I will —— againſt Eli all 
things Which I have fpoken concerning his houſe: when 
F begin I will alſo make an end: for I have told him that 
I will judge his houſe for ever, for the iniquity which he 
- knoweth: becauſe his ſons made themſelves vile, and he re- 


(rained them not, therefore I have declared. unto the . 
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of Eli, that the iniquity of Eli's houſe ſhall not be purged 
with ſacrifice nor offering for ever. s 

And Samuel lay till the morning, and opened the doors 
of the honſe of the Lord: and he feared to ſhew Eli the 
viton, Then Eli called Samuel, and ſaid, Samuel my ſon, 
what is the thing that the Lord hath faid unto thee ? i ray 
thee hide it not from me. And Samuel told the whole of 
it, and hid nothing from him. And he ſaid, It is the Lord, 
let him do what ſeemeth him good, | | 

And the Lord was with Samuel, fo that none of his 
words did fall to the ground. And all Iſrael, from Dan 
even to Beerſheba knew that Samuel was eſtabliſhed to be a 
prophet of the Lord, 
| od the Lord appeared again in Shiloh, fer the Lord 
revealed himſelf to Env in Shiloh, by the word of the 
Lord. And the word of Samuel came to all Iſrael. 


IV. 

Now Iſrael went out againſt the Philiſtines to battle, 
and paged beſide Eben-ezer: and the Philiſtines pitched 
in Aphek. And Iſrael was ſmitten before the Philiſ- 
tines: and they flew, of the army in the field about four 
thouſand men. And when the people were come into the 
erefore hath the Lord 
ſmitten us to-day before the Philiſtines: let us fetch the 
ark of the covenant of the Lord out of Shiloh unto us, that 
when it cometh among us, it may ſave us out of the 
hands of our enemies. 80 the people ſent for the ark: and 
the two ſons of Eli, Hophni and Phinehas, were with it. 

And when the ark of the covenant of the Lord of hoſts 
came into the camp, all Iſrael ſhouted with a great ſhout, 
ſo that the earth rang again. And when the Philiſtines 
underſtood that the ark of the Lord was come- into the 
camp, they were afraid, for they ſaid, God is come into 
the camp, Wo unto us, for there has not been fuch a 
thing heretofore, Wha ſhall deliver us out of the hand 
of theſe mighty Gods? theſe are the Gods who ſmote the 
Egyptians with all the plagues, Be ſtrong, and quit your- 
ſelves like men, O ye Phibitiges, that ye be not ſervants 
unto the Hebrews, as they have been to you. 12 
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And the Philiſtines fought, and Iſrael was ſmitten, and 
there was a very great ſlaughter, for there fell of Iſrael 
thirty thouſand footmen. And the ark was taken, and the 
two ſons of Eli were ſlain, Then there ran a man of 
Benjamin out of the army, and came to Shiloh the ſame 
day' with his clothes rent, and with earth upon his head. 
And when he came, lo, Eli fat upon a ſeat by the way-ſide, 
watching, And when the man came into the city with 
theſe tidings, all the city cried out. 

And when Eli heard the noiſe of the crying, he ſaid, 
What meaneth the noiſe of this tumult ? Then the man 
came in haſtily, and told Eli, faying, I am he that came 
out of the army, I am fled this day out of it. And he ſaid, 
What is there done, my ſon? And the meſſenger anſwered, 
Iſrael is fled before the Philitines, and there hath been 
alſo a great ſlaughter among the people, and thy two ſons 
— and Phineas are dead, — the ark of God is 

en. : , . - 

Now Eli was ninety and eight old; and his eyes 
were dim, that he c not ſee. And it came to paſs, when 
mention was made of the ark of God, that he fell from off 
the ſeat backward by the fide of the gate, and his neck 
brake, and he died: for he was an old man and heavy. And 
+ he had judged Iſrael forty years. And his daughter-in-law, 
Phinehas's wife being with child, near to be delivered, when 
the heard the tidings that the ark was taken, and that her 
father-in-law, and her huſband were dead, ſhe bowed herſclf 
and travailed; for her pains came upon her. And about 
the time of her death, the women that ſtood by her ſaid, 
Fear not for thou haſt born a ſon, But ſhe did not re- 
gard. And ſhe named the child Ichabod, ſaying, The 

glory is departed from Iſrael! for the ark of God is taken, 
And the Philiſtines brought the ark from Eben-ezer to 
Aſhdod, and ſet it in the houſe of Dagon, by the image of 
Dagon. And when they of Aſhdod roſe early on the 


morrow, behold Dagon was fallen upon his face, to the 
earth, before the ark of the Lord: and they took Dagon 
and ſet him in his place again. But the next morning Da- 
gon was fallen upon his face to the ground: and the head 
of Dagon and both the palms of his hands were cut off 

upon 
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upon the threſhold, only the ſtump of Dagon was left to 
him, Therefore neither the prieſts of Dagon, nor any that 
came into his houſe, tread on the threſhold of Dagon in 
Aſhdod, unto this day. 

But the hand of the Lord was heavy upon them of Aſh- 
dod; and when they ſaw it was fo, they ſaid, The ark of 
the God of Ifrael ſhall not abide with us, for his hand is 
ſore upon us, and upon Dagon our God. They ſent, 
therefore, and gathered all the Lords of the Philiſtines to 
them, and ſaid, What ſhall we do with the ark of the God 
of Iſrael? And they anſwered, Let it be carried about to 
Gath. And it was fo, that after they had carried it there, 
the hand of the Lord was againſt the city, therefore they 
ſent it to Ekron; and the Ekronites ſaid, They have brought 
about the ark of the God of Iſrael to ſlay us. Send it away, 
and let it go again to its own place. 

And the ark of the Lord was in the country of the 
Philiſtines ſeven months. And they called for the prieſts 
and the diviners, ſaying, What ſhall we do to the ark of 
the Lord? tell us how we ſhall ſend it to his place. And 
they ſaid, If ye ſend it away ſend it not empty. Where- 
fore do ye harden your hearts, as the Egyptians and Pha- 
raoh hardened their hearts; when he had wrought wonder- 
fully among them, did they not let the people go, and they 
departed. Now therefore make a new cart, and take two 
milch kine, on which there hath come no yoke, and tie the 
kine to the cart, and bring the calves home from them. 
Then take the ark of the Lord, and lay it upon the cart; and 
put the jewels of gold which ye return him for a treſpaſs 
offering, in a coffer by the fide thereof, and ſend it away 
that it may go, and fee if it goeth up by the way of his own 
coaſt to Beth-ſhemeſh, then he hath done us this great evil 
but if not, then we ſhall know that it is not his hand that 
ſmote us; it was a chance that happened to us. 

And the men did ſo, and the kine took the ſtraight way 
towards Beth-ſhemeſh, and went along the highway, lowing 
as they went, and turned not aſide to the right hand or to the 
left; and the lords of the Philiſtines went after them to the 
border of Beth-ſhemeſh. And they of Beth-ſhemeſh were 


reaping 
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reaping their wheat harveſt in the valley: and they lifted up 
their eyes, and ſaw the ark, and rejoiced to lee it. 

And the cart came into the ele of Joſhua, a Beth- 
ſhemite, and ſtood there, where there was a great ſtone. 
And the Levites took down the ark of the Lord, and the 
coffer that was with it, wherein the jewels of gold were, 
and pur them on the great ſtone: and the men of Beth- 
ſhemeſh offered burnt offerings, and ſacrificed ſacrifices the 
ſame day unto the Lord. And when the five lords of 
the Philiſtines had ſeen it, they returned to Ekron the ſame 
And after ſome time, the Beth-ſhemites ſent meſſengers to 
the inhabitants of Kirjath-jearim, ſaying, The Philiſtines 
have brought again the ark of the Lord; come ye down 
and fetch it up to you. And they came and fetched up 
the ark; and the time of its abode in Kirjath-jearim was 
twenty years. And the houſe of Iſrael lamented after the 
Lord. Then Samuel ſpake unto them, ſaying, If ye do 
return to the Lord with all your hearts, put away the 
itrange gods from among you, and prepare your hearts to 
the Lord, and ſerve him only; and he will deliver you out 
of the hand of the Philiſtines, 

And they put away Baalim and Aſhtaroth, and ſerved 
the Lord only. Then Samuel ſaid, Gather all Ifrael to 
Mizpeh, and I will pray for you unto the Lord. And they 
gathered together to 3 and drew water, and poured 
it out before the Lord, and faſted on that day, and ſaid 
there, We have ſinned againſt the Lord. 

Now when the Philiſtines heard that the children of 
Iſrael were gathered together to Mizpeh, the lords of th: 
Philiſtines went up againſt them: and when they heard it, 
they were afraid of the Philiſtines, and ſaid unto Samuel, 
Ceaſe not to cry unto the Lord our God for us, that he wil 
{ave us out of the hand of the Philiſtines. And Samuc! 
cned unto the Lord, for Iſrael, and the Lord heard him. 
And as Samuel was offering up the burnt-offering, the 
Philiſtines drew near to battle againſt Iſrael : but the Lord 
thundered on that day, with a great thunder, upon the Phi- 
liſtines, and diſcomſited them, and they were ſmitten before 


IIxael, till they came under Beth-car, 
Then 
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Then Samuel took a ſtone, and ſet it between Mizpeh 
and Shen; and called the name of it Eben-ezer, ſaying, 
Hitherto hath the Lord helped us. So the Philiſtines 
were ſubdued, and the cities which they had taken from 
Iſrael were reſtored to Ifrael, from Ekron even unto 
Gath. 

And Samuel judged Iſrael all the days of his life. 
And he went from year to year in circuit to Bethel, and 
Gilgal, and Mizpeh; and judged Iſrael in all thoſe places. 
And his return was to Ramah; for there was bis houſe; 
and there he alſo judged Iſrael, and there he built an altar 
unto the Lord. 1 . 


Ax» when Samuel was old, he made his ſons judges 
over Iſrael. Now the name of his firſt- born was Joel, and 
the name of his ſecond, Abiah ; they were judges in Beer- 
ſheba. And his ſons walked not in his ways, but turned 
aſide after gain, and took bribes, and perverted judgment. 
Then the elders of Iſrael came to Samuel to Ramah, and 
faid, Behold thou art old, and thy ſons walk not in thy 
ways; now make us a king to judge us like all the nations. 
But it diſpleaſed Samuel, when they ſaid, Give us a king 
to judge us: and Samuel prayed unto the Lord. And 
the Lord ſaid unto Samuel, 18 to the voice of the 
people in all they ſay to thee; for they have not rejected 
thee, but they have rejected me, that I ſhould not reign 
over them. According to all the works which they have 
done ſince the day that I brought them up out of , San 
even unto this day, wherewith they have forſaken me, and 
ſerved other gods: ſo do they alſo unto thee. 

And Samuel told all the words of the Lord to the 
people, and the manner of the king that ſhould reign over 
them, how he ſhould oppreſs them, and that they ſhould 
cry becauſe of their king which they had choſen; but that 
the Lord would not hear them in that day. Never- 
theleſs, the people refuſed to obey the voice of Samuel, 
and faid, We will have a king over us. And Samuel faid 
to them, Go ye every man to his city.“ 

Now there was a man of Benjamin, whoſe name was 


Kiſh, a mighty man of power. And he had a ſon whoſe 


Name 
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name was Saul, a choice young man; there was not among 
the children of Iſrael a goodlier perſon. And the aſſes of 
Kiſh, Saul's father, were loſt ; and he ſaid to Saul, Take 
now one of the ſervants with thee, and go ſeek the aſſes, 
And he paſſed through mount Ephraim, and through the 
land of Shaliſha, and Shalim, and alſo the land of the 
Benjamites, but found them not. 

And when. they were come to the land of Zuph, Saul 


. aid to his ſervant that was with him, Come, let us return; 


leſt my father leave caring for the aſſes, and take thought 
for us. And the ſervant {aid, Behold now there is in this 
city a man of God, and he is an honourable man : all that 
he faith cometh ſurely to paſs : let us go thither, perhaps 
he can ſhew us the way that we ſhould go. And Saul 
anſwered, Let us go. 

So they went to the city where the man of God was; 
and as they went up the hill to the city, they found young 
maidens going out to draw water, and ſaid to them, Is the 
ſeer here? and they anſwered, He is; behold he is before 
you, he came to-day to the city; for there is a ſacrifice 
of the 2 to-day, in the high place. Now therefore get 
you up, for about this time ye ſhall find him: and when 
they were come into the city, Samuel came out againſt 
them, to go up to the high place. 

Now the Lord had ſhewn Samuel, a day before Saul 
came, ſaying, To-morrow about this time I will ſend thee 
a man out of the land of Benjamin, and thou ſhalt anoint 
him to be captain over my people Iſrael, that he may ſave 
them out of the hand of the Philiſtines; for I have looked 
upon my people, becauſe their cry is come unto me, 

And when Samuel faw Saul, the Lord ſaid to him, 
Behold the man of whom I ſpake to thee: this ſame ſhall 
reign over my people. Then Saul drew near to Samue! 
in the gate, and ſaid, Tell me, I pray thee, where the ſeer's 
houſe is. And Samuel ſaid, I am the ſeer: Go up before 
me unto the high place, for ye ſhall eat with me to-day; 
and to-morrow I will let thee go, and will tell thee al! 
that is in thy heart. And as 25 thine aſſes that were 
loſt three days ago, ſet not thy mind upon them, for they 
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are found: and on whom is all the deſire of Iſrael? Is it 
not on thee, and on all thy father's houſe ? 
And Saul anſwered, Am not I a Benjamite, of the ſmalleſt 
of the tribes of Iſrael; and my family the leaſt of all the 
families of the tribe of Benjamin? Wherefore then ſpeakeſt 
thou ſo tome? And Samuel took Saul, and his ſervant, and 
brought them into the parlour, and made them fit in the 
chiefeſt place amongſt them that were bidden, who were 
about thirty perſons, So Saul did eat with Samuel that day; 
and when they were come down from the high place into 
the city, Samuel communed with Saul upon the houſe top.“ 
And they aroſe early, and went out both of them, he and 
Samuel, abroad. And as they were going down to the 
end of the city, Samuel ſaid to Saul, Bid the ſervant 
paſs on before us (and he paſſed on), but ſtand thou (till 
awhile, that I may ſhew thee the word of God. Then 
Samuel took a vial of oil, and poured it upon his head, 
and kiſſed him, and ſaid, Is it not becauſe the Lord hath 
anointed thee to be captain over his inheritance ? When 
thou art departed from me to-day, then thou ſhalt find twa 
men by Rachel's ſepulchre in the border of Benjamin, at 
Zelzah : and they will ſay to thee, The aſſes which thou 
wenteſt to ſeek are found: and lo, thy father hath left 
the care of the aſſes, and ſorroweth for you, ſaying, What 


ſhall I do for my fon ? Then thou ſhalt go forward from 


thence, and ſhalt come to the plain of 'Tabor, and there 
ſhall meet thee three men going up to God to Bethel, one 
carrying three kids, and another three loaves of bread, 
and another a bottle of wine, And they will ſalute thee, 
and give thee two loaves of bread, which thou ſhalt receive 
of their hands. After that, thou ſhalt come to the hill of 
God, where is the garriſon of the Philiſtines : and when 
thou are come thither to the city, thou ſhalt meet a com- 
pany of prophets, coming down from the high place, with 
a plaltery, and a tabret, and a pipe, and a harp before them, 
and they ſhall prophecy. And the Spirit of the Lord 
will come upon thee, aud thou ſhalt propheſy with -them, 


It was uſual to have the tops of their houſes flat, ſo as to be 
walked upon, 
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and ſhalt be turned into another man. And let it be When 
theſe {igns are come to thee, that thou do as occaſion ſhall 
ſerve, for God is with thee. And thou ſkalt go before me 
to Gilgal, and behold I will come down unto thee, to offer 
burnt-offerings, and to ſacrifice facrifices of peace- offerings: 
ſeven days ſhalt thou tarry, till I come unto thee, and ſheiy 
thee what thou ſhalt do, 

And when he had turned his back to go from Samuel, 
God gave him another heart: and all thoſe ſigns came to 
paſs that day. When they came to the hill, behold a com- 
pany of prophets met him, and the ſpirit of God came upon 
him, and he propheſied among them. And when all that 
knew him before time, ſaw that he propheſied among the pro- 
phets, the people ſaid one to another, What is this that is 
to come to the ſon of Kiſh? Is Saul alſo among the prophets? 

Then Saul's uncle ſaid unto him, and unto his ſervant, 
Whither went ye? and he faid, To ſeck the aſſes: and 
when we found them not, we came to Samuel. And his 
uncle ſaid, Tell me, I pray thee, what Samuel faid unto 
you. And Saul replied, He told us plainly that the aſſes 
were found: but of the matter of the kingdom, whereot 
Samuel ſpake, he told him not. 5 

And Samuel called the people together unto the Lord, 
to Mizpeh, and faid to the children of Iſrael, Thus 
faith the Lord God of Iſrael, I brought up Iſrael out of 
Egypt, and delivered you out of the hand of the Egyptians, 
and out of the hand of all kingdoms, and of them that op- 
preſſed you. And ye have this day rejected your God, 
Who himſelf ſaved you out of all your adverſities and your 
tribulations: and ye have ſaid unto him, Nay, but fet a 
king over us. Now therefore preſent yourſelves before the 
Lord by your tribes, and by your thouſands. 

And when Samuel had cauſed all the tribes of Iſrael to 
come near, the tribe of Benjamin was taken, and when the 
tribe of Benjamin came near by their families, the family 
of Matri was taken, and Saul the ſon of Kiſh was taken: 
and when they ſought him he could not be found, for he had 
hid himſelf among the ſtuff. Therefore they inquired of 


the Lord further, and 1an and fetched him thence. And 
” | Samuel 
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Samuel ſaid to them, See ye him whom the Lord hath choſen. 
And all the people ſhouted, and ſaid, God ſave the king. 

Then Samuel told them the manner of the kingdom, and 
wrote it in a book, and laid it up before the Lond and 
Samuel ſent all the people away, every man to his houſe. 
And Saul alſo went home to Gibeah, and there went with 
him a band of men, whoſe hearts God had touched ; but 
the ſons of Belial ſaid, How ſhall this man fave us? and 
they deſpiſed him, and brought him no preſents: but he held 
his peace. 


VI. 

AND all the people went to Gilgal, and there they made 
Saul king before the Lord: and ſacrificed ſacrifices of 
peace-offerings before the Lord. And Samuel faid unto 
all Iſrael, Behold I have hearkened unto your voice, in all 
that ye ſaid unto me, and have made a king over you. And 
now behold, the king walketh before you: and I am old, 
and grey-headed, and my ſons are with you: and I have 
walked before you from my childhood unto this day. Be- 
hold, here I am, witneſs againſt me before the Lord; and 
before his anointed ? whoſe ox have I taken? or whoſe aſs 
have I taken? or whom have I defrauded? whom have I 
oppreſſed? or of whoſe hand have I received any bribe to 
blind mine eyes therewith ? and I will reſtore it you. 

And they ſaid, Thou haſt not defrauded us, nor oppreſſed 
us, neither haſt thou taken ought of any man's hand. And 
he faid to them, The Lord is witneſs againſt you, and his 
anointed is witneſs this day, that ye have not found ought 
in my hand. And they anſwered, He is witneſs, 

And Samuel faid unto the people, It is the Lord that 
advanced Moſes and Aaron, and that brought your fathers 
up out of the land of Egypt. Now therefore ſtand ſtill, 
that I may reaſon with you before the Lord, of all the 

righteous acts of the Lord, which he did to you, and to 
your fathers. When Jacob was come into | and 
your fathers cried unto the Lord, then the Lord ſent Moſes 
and Aaron, who brought torth your fathers out of Egypt, 
and made them dwell in this place, and when they forgat 
the Lord their God, he ſold them into the hand of Siſera, 
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captain of the hoſt of Hazor, and into the hands of the Phi- 
liſtines, and into the hand of the king of Moab, and they 
fought againſt them. And they cried unto the Lord, and 
ſaid, We have ſinned, becauſe we have forſaken the Lord, 
and have ferved Baalim and Aſhtaroth : but now deliver 
us out of the hands of our enemies, and we will ſerve thee. 
And the Lord ſent Jerubbaal and Bedan, and Jephtha and 
Samuel, and delivered you out of the hands of your ene- 
mies, on every fide, and ye dwelt ſafe. And when ye 
ſaw that Nahaſh the king of the children of Ammon came 
againſt you, ye ſaid to me, Nay, but a king ſhall reign 
over us; when the Lord your God was your king. Now 
behold, the Lord hath ſet a king over you. It ye will 
fear the Lord, and ſerve him, and obey his voice, and not 
rebel againſt the commandment of the Lord, then ſhall 
both ye, and alſo the king that reigneth over you, continue 
following the Lord your God, But if ye will not obey the 
voice of the Lord, but rebel againſt the commandment of 
the Lord, then ſhall the hand of the Lord be againſt you, 
as it was againſt your fathers, 

Now ſtand and fee this great thing which the Lord will 
do before your eyes; Is it not wheat harveſt to-day? I will 
call unto the Lord, and he ſhall ſend thunder and rain, 
that ye may ſee your wickedneſs is great, which ye have 
done in the fight of the Lord, in aſking you a king. 

So Samuel called unto the Lord, and the Lord ſent 
thunder and rain that day: and the people greatly feared 
the Lord and Samuel. And they ſaid unto Samuel, Pray 
For thy ſervants unto the Lord = God, that we die not, 
for we have added unto all our fins, this evil to aſk us a 
king. And Samuel ſaid to the people, Fear not, ye have 
done all this wickedneſs, yet turn not aſide from following 
the Lord, but ſerve the Lord with all your heart; and 
turn ye not afide, for then ſhould ye go after vain things, 
which cannot profit nor deliver, for they are vain, For 
the Lord will not forſake his people, for his great name's 
"fake: becauſe it hath > the Lord to make you his 

people. Moreover, as for me, God forbid that I ſhould fin 
againſt the Lord, in ceaſing to pray for you: but I will 
teach you the good and the right way. Only On a 
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Lord, and ſerve him in truth with all your heart: ſor con- 
fider how. great things he hath done for you. But if ye 
ſhall ſtil} do wickedly, ye ſhall be conſumed, both ye and 
your king. 

So Saul took the kingdom over Ifrael, and fought 
againſt all his enemies on every fide, againit Moab, and 
againſt the children of Ammon, and againſt Edom, and 
againſt the kings of Zobah, and againſt the Philiſtines, and 
whitherſoever he turned himſelf he vexed them. Now 
the ſons of Saul were Jonathan, and Iſhni, and Melchi-ſua : 
and the names of his two daughters, were Merab and 
Michal. And the name of Saul's wife was Ahinoam, the 
daughter of Ahimaas, and the name of the captain of his 
hoſt was Abner the fon of Ner, Saul's uncle. And there 
was ſore war againſt the Philiſtines all the days of Saul. 


VII. 

Tarn Samuel {aid unto Saul, The Lord ſent me to anoint 
thee to be king over his people, over Iſrael: now therefore 
hearken thou unto the voice of the words of the Lord, 
go and ſmite Amalek, and ſpare them not. And Saul 
gathered the people together, and numbered them in 
Telaim, two hundred thouſand footmen, and ten thouſand 

Aa he ſmote the Amalekites -from 
N until men comeſt to Shur, that is over againſt 
t. , | 

Bur Saul and the people ſpared Agag the king of the 
Amalekites, and all that was good, and would not deſtroy 
them: but every thing that was vile and refuſe, that they 
deſtroyed. Then came the word of the Lord unto 
Samuel, ſaying, It repenteth me that I have ſet up Saul 
to be king, for he has turned back from following me, 
and hath not performed my commandments. And it 
grieved Samuel, and he cried to the Lord all night, and 
when he aroſe early to meet Saul in the morning, it was 
told Samuel, ſaying, Saul came to Carmel, and behold he 
{et him up a place, and is gone about, and paſſed on, and 
gone down to Gilgal. | 

And Samuel came to Saul, and Saul ſaid unto him, 
Bleſſed be thou of the Lord: I have performed the com- 
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mandment of the Lord. And Samuel faid, What mean- 
eth then this bleating of the ſheep in mine ears, and the 
lowing of the oxen which L hear? and Saul ſaid, They 
have brought them from the Amalekites: for the people 
Ipared the beſt of the ſheep, and of the oxen, to ſacrifice 
unto the Lord thy God. | 
Then Samuel faid unto Saul, Stay, and I will tell thee 
what the Lord hath ſaid unto me this night. When thou 
waſt little in thy own fight, waſt thou not made the head of 
the tribes of Iſrael, and the Lord anointed thee king over 
Iſrael. And the Lord ſent thee on a journey, and ſaid, 
Go and utterly deſtroy the ſinners, and fight againſt them 
till they be conſumed. Wherefore. then didſt thou not 
obey the voice of the Lord, but didſt fly upon the ſpoil, 
and didſt evil in the fight of the Lord? 

And Saul anſwered, Vea, I have obeyed the voice of the 
Lord, and have gone the way which the Lord ſent me; but 
the people took ofthe ſpoil the chief things which ſhould 
have been utterly deſtroyed, to ſacrifice unto the Lord thy 
God in Gilgal. And Samuel faid, Hath the Lord as great 
delight in burat-offerings and ſacrifices, as in obeying the 
voice of the Lord? behold, to obey is better than . 
and to hearken, than the fat of rams. For rebellion is as 
the ſign of witchcraft, and ſtubbornneſs is as iniquity and 
idolatry : becauſe thou haſt rejected the word of the Lord, 
he hath alſo rejected thee from being king. 

And Saul ſaid, I have ſinned: for I have tranſgreſſed the 
commandment of the Lord, and thy words, 3 J feared 
the people, and obeyed their voice. Now therefore, pardon 
my fin, and turn again with me, that I may worſhip the 
Lord; but Samuel refuſed; and as he turned to go away, 
Saul laid hold on the ſkirt of his mantle, and it rent. And 
Samuel faid unto him, The Lord hath rent the kingdom of 
Iſrael from thee this day, and hath given it to a neighbour 
of thine, that is better than thou. 

Then Saul aſked again, ſaying, I pray thee yet honour 
me now before the elders of my people, and before Iſrael, 
and turn again with me, that I may worſhip the Lord thy 
God. 80 Samuel turned again, and Saul worſhipped the 
Lord, | 1 | 
| After 
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After this Samuel went to Ramah, and Saul went up to 
his houſe to Gibeah of Saul, but Samuel came no more to 
ſee Saul until the day of his death. Nevertheleſs Samuel 


mourned for him. And the Lord ſaid unto Samuel, 


How long wilt thou mourn for Saul, ſeeing I have re- 
jected him from reigning over Iſrael? fill thine horn with 
oil, and go; I will ſend thee to Jeſſe the Beth-lehemite: 
for I have provided me a king among his ſons. And 
Samuel ſaid, How can I go? if Saul hear it he will kill 
me. And the Lord ſaid, Take an heifer with thee, and 
ſay, I am come to ſacrifice to the Lord. And call Jeſſe 
to the ſacrifice, and I will ſhew thee what thou ſhalt do: 
and thou ſhalt anoint unto me him who I name to thee. 


And Samuel did that which the Lord ſpoke, and came 


to Bethlehem: and the elders of the town trembled at his 
coming, and ſaid, Comeſt thou peaceably ? and he faid, 
Peaceably; I am come to ſacrifice unto the Lord: ſanctify 
yourſelves, and come with me to the ſacrifice. And he ſancti- 
fied Jeſſe and his ſons, and called them to the facrifice. 
And when they were come, Samuel looked on Eliab, and 


ſaid, Surely, the Lord's anointed is before me; but the 


Lord faid, Look not on his countenance, or on the height 
of his ſtature ; becauſe I have refuſed him: for the Lord 
ſeeth not as man ſeeth; for man looketh on the outward 
appearance, but the Lord looketh on the heart. 
Then Jeſſe called Abinidab, and made him paſs before 


Samuel: and he ſaid, Neither hath the Lord choſen this. 


Then he made Shammah to paſs by: and Samuel ſaid, 
Neither hath the Lord choſen this. Again, Jefſe made 
ſeven of his ſons to paſs before Samuel ; and Samuel faid 
'The Lord hath not choſen theſe: are here all thy children? 
and he ſaid, There remaineth yet the youngeſt, and behold 
he keepeth the ſheep. And Samuel faid, Send and fetch 
him ; for we will not fit down till he come hither. 

And he ſent and brought him in _w he was ruddy, 
and of a beautiful countenance). And the Lord faid, 
Ariſe, anoint him: for this is he. Then Samuel took the 
horn of oil, and anointed him in the midſt of his brethren ; 
and the ſpirit of the Lord came upon David from that day 
forward: but the ſpirit of the Lord departed from Saul. 
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VIII. 


Nov the Philiſtines gathered together their armies to 
battle, and were gathered together at Shocho, which be- 
longeth to Judah, and pitched between Shocho and Aze- 
Kah, in the coaſt of Dammim. And Saul, and the men of 
Iſrael were gathered together, and pitched by the valley of 
Elah. And the Philiſtines ſtood on a mountain on one 
{ide, and Iſrael ſtood on the mount on the other ſide: and 
there was a valley between them. | 

And there went out a champion from the camp of the 
Philiſtines, named Goliath, of Gath, whoſe height was ſix 
cubits and a ſpan. - And he had a helmet of braſs upon his 
head, and was armed with a coat of mail : and the weight 
of tae coat was five thouſand ſhekels of braſs, and he had 
greaves of braſs upon his legs, and a target of braſs between 
his ſhoulders. And the ſtaff of his ſpear was like a weaver's 
beam, and his ſpear's head weighed fix hundred ſhekels of 
iron, and one bearing a ſhield went before him. 

And he ſtood and cried to the armies of Iſrael, ſaying, 
Why are ye come out to ſet your battle in array? Am not 
Ia Philiſtine, and you ſervants to Saul? Chooſe you a man 
for you, and let him come down to me, if he be able to 
fight with me, and to kill me, then will we be your ſer- 
vants: but if I prevail againſt him, and kill him, then ſhall 
- ye be our ſervants, and — us: and he further faid, I defy 
the armies of Iſrael this day; give me a man, that we 
may fight together. 

Now David was the ſon of that Ephrathite of Beth - le- 
bem Judah, whoſe name was Jeſſe, and he had eight ſons: 
and the man went' for an old man in the days of Saul. 
And the three eldeſt ſons of Jefſe went and followed Saul 
to the battle, whoſe names were Eliab, Abinadab, and 
* Shammah : but David was the youngeſt. And the Phi- 
liſtine drew near, morning and evening, and preſented him- 
ſelf forty days. And Jeſſe ſaid to his ſon David, Take 
now for thy brethren an ephah of this parched corn, and 
theſe ten loaves, and run to the camp to thy brethren, and 
carry theſe ten cheeſes to the captain of their thouſand, and 
ſee how thy brethren fare, and take their pledge, —_ 
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And David roſe up early in the morning, and left the 
ſheep with a keeper, and took with him, and went as his 
father had commanded; and he came to the trench as the 
hoſt was going forth to the fight, and ſhouted for the battle, 
For Iſrael and the Philiſtines had put the battle in array, 
army againſt army. And David left his carriage in the 
hand of the keeper of the carriage, and ran into' the army, 
and came and ſaluted his brethren, 

And as he talked with them, there came- vp the 
champion, Goliah of Gath, out of the armies of the Phi- 
liſtines, and ſpake the ſame words as before; and David 
heard them. And the men of Iſrael, when they ſaw the 

man, fled from him, for they were ſore afraid: and they 
ſaid, Have ye ſeen this man that is come up? ſurely to 
defy Ifrael is he come up : and it ſhall be that the man who 
killeth him, the king will enrich him with great riches, and 
ive him his daughter, and make his father's houſe free in 
ſrael. WE 1 

And David ſpake to the men that ſtood by him, ſaying, 
What ſhall be done to the man that killeth this Philiſtine, 
and taketh away the reproach from Iſrael? for who is this 
uncircumciſed Philiſtine, that he ſhould defy the armies of | 
the living God? and the people anſwered him after this a+ i 
manner, ſaying, So ſhall it be done to the man that killeth 1 
him. And Ehab, his eldeſt brother, heard when he ſpoke 4 
to the men, and his anger was kindled againſt David, and f 
he ſaid, Why cameſt thou down hither? and with whom 
haſt thou left thoſe few . in the wilderneſs? I know 1 
thy pride, and the naughtineſs of thy heart; for thou art | 
come down, that thou mighteſt fee the battle. | 

And David ſaid, What have I now done? Is there not 
a cauſe? and he turned from him towards another, and 
ſpake after the ſame manner, And when the words were i 
heard which David ſpake, they rehearſed them before Saul, 
and he ſent for him. And David faid unto Saul, Let no : 
man's heart fail becauſe of him; thy ſervant will go and 
fight with this Philiſtine. And Saul faid, Thou art not 
able to go againſt this Philiſtine, to fight with him: for 
thou art but a youth, and he a man of war from his youth. 
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Then David ſaid, Thy ſervant kept his father's ſheep, and 
there came a lion and a bear, and took a lamb out of the 
flock. ' And I went out after him, and ſmote him, and de- 
livered it out of his mouth; and when he roſe againſt me, 
I caught him by his beard, and ſmote him, and flew him. 
Thy ſervant flew both the lion and the bear; and this un- 
circumciſed Philiſtine ſhall be as one of them, ſeeing he 
has defied the armies of the living God, David ſaid, 
Moreover, the Lord who delivered me out of the paw of 
the hon, and out of the paw of the bear, he will deliver 
me out of the hand of this Philiſtine. 

And Saul ſaid to him, Go, and the Lord be with thee. 
And Saul armed David with his armour, and put an hel- 
met of braſs upon his head, alſo armed him with a coat of 
mail. And David girded his ſword upon his armour, and 
aſſayed to go, for he had not proved it. Then he faid to 
Saul, I cannot go with theſe; for J have not proved them, 
and David put them off him. And he took his ſtaff in his 
hand, and choſe him five ſmooth ſtones out of the brook, 
and put them in a ſhepherd's bag which he had, and his 
Ning was in his hand, and he drew, near to the Philiſtine. 
And the Philiſtine came on and drew near to David, and 
the man that bare his ſhield went before him. 

And when the Philiſtine looked about and ſaw David, 
he diſdained him; for he was but a youth, and ruddy, and 
of a fair countenance, And the Philiſtine ſaid to him, Am 
I a dog, that thou comeſt to me with ſtaves? And he 
curſed David by his gods, and ſaid, Come ro me, and I 
will give thy fleſh to the fowls of the air, and to the beaſts 

of the field. 

Then David ſaid to the Philiſtine, Thou comeſt to me 
with a ſword, and with a ſpear, and with a ſhield; but 1 
come to thee in the name of the Lord of hoſts, the God of 
the armies of Iſrael, whom thou haſt defied ; this day will 
the Lord deliver thee into mine hand, and I will ſmite thee 
and take thine head from thee. And all this aſſembly ſhall 
know that the Lord ſaveth not with ſword or ſpear : for 
the battle is the Lord's, and he will give you into our 
bands, And when the Philiſtine drew nigh n 
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David, David haſted and ran toward the army to meet the 
Philiſtine. And David put his hand in his bag, and took 
thence a ſtone, and ſlang it, and ſmote the Philiſtine in 
his forehead, that the ſtone ſunk into his forehead, and he 
fell upon his face to the earth. | 

So David prevailed over the Philiſtine with a ſling and 
with a ſtone, and ſlew him; but there was no ſword in the 
hand of David. Therefore he ran and ſtood upon the 
Philiſtine, and took his ſword, and drew it out of the ſheath, 
and cut off his head therewith. And when the Philiſtines 
ſaw their champion was dead, they fled. And the men of 
Iſrael and of Judah aroſe and purſued them, until they 
came to the valley, and to the gates of Ekron. And the 
children of Iſrael returned from chafing after the Philiſtines, 
and they pong their tents. And David took the head 
of the Philiſtine, and brought it to Jeruſalem, and he put 
his armour in his tent. | 

And when Saul ſaw David go forth againſt the Philiſ- 
tine, he ſaid to Abner the captain of the hoſt, Whoſe ſon is 
this youth? And Abner ſaid, O king, I cannot tell. And 
as David returned from the ſlaughter of the Philiſtine, . 
Abner brought him. before Saul with the head of the Phi- 
liſtine in his hand. And Saul ſaid to him, Whoſe ſon 
art thou, thou young man? And David anſwered, I am 
the ſon of thy ſervant Jeſſe, the Bethlehemite. | 

And when he had made an end of ſpeaking to Saul, the 
foul of Jonathan was knit with the ſoul of David, and he 
loved him as his own ſoul. And Saul would not let David 
go home to his father's houſe any more. Then Jonathan 
and David made a covenant, becauſe he loved him. And 
Jonathan {tripped himſelf of the robe that was upon him, and 
gave it to David, and his garments even to his ſword, and to 
his bow, and to his girdle. 

Now David went out whitherſoever Saul {ent him, and 
behaved himſelf wiſely: and Saul ſet him over the men of 
war, and he was accepted in the fight of all the people, and 
alſo in the ſight of Saul's ſervants. And it happened, 
when David was returned from the ſlaughter of the Philiſ- 
tine, that the women came out of all cities of Iſrael to meet 
king Saul, with tabrets, wk Joys and with inſtruments of 
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muſick. And the women anſwered one another, as they 
played, and faid, Saul hath flain his thouſands, and David 
his ten thouſands: And the ſaying diſpleaſed Saul, and 
he faid, They have aſcribed unto David ten thouſands, 
and to me they have aſcribed but thouſands ; what can he 
have more but the kingdom ? | 

And Saul was afraid of David, becauſe the Lord was 
with him, and was departed from Saul ; therefore he re- 
moved him, and made him his captain over a thouſand ; and 
he went out and came in before the people, and they loved 
him. Then Saul ſaid unto David, I will give thee my 
elder daughter Merab to wife; only be thou valiant for 
me; and fight the Lord's battles; for Saul faid, Let not my 
hand be upon him, but let the hand of the Philiſtines be 
upon him. And David faid, Who am I? and what is 
my life, or my father's family in Iſrael, that I ſhould be 
ſon-in-law to the king? But at the time when Merab 
ſhould have been given to Dayid, ſhe was given to Adriel 
the Meholathite to wife. 

Then it was told Saul that his daughter Michal loved 
David, which pleaſed him, and he ſaid, I will give her to 
him, that ſhe may be a ſnare to him, and that the hand of 
the Philiſtines may be againſt him. And he gave David 
Michal his daughter, to wife. But when Saul ſaw and 
knew that the Lord was with David, he was the more 
afraid of him, and became his enemy continually. 


IX. 

Axyp Saul ſpake to Jonathan his fon, and to all his ſer- 
vants, that they ſhould kill David. But Jonathan delighted 
much in him: and told David, ſaying, Saul my father 
ſeeketh to kill thee: now therefore I pray thee, take heed 
to thyſelf until the morning, and abide in a ſecret place, and 
hide thyſelf. And I will go out and ſtand beſide my father 
in the field where thou art, and I will commune with him 
concerning thee ; and what J ſee, that I will tell thee, 

And Jonathan ſpake good of David, and ſaid unto his 
father, Let not the king ſin againſt his ſervant, againſt 
David; becauſe he hath not finned againſt thee; and be- 
cauſe his works towards thee have been very good, He 
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at his life in his hand; and flew the Philiſtine, and the 
ct wrought a great ſalvation for all Iſrael, and thou 
ſaweſt it and did rejoice; Why then wilt thou fin againſt 
innocent blood, to ſlay David without a cauſe? And Saul 
hearkened to the voice of Jonathan, and faid, As the Lord 
liveth, he ſhall not be lain. 

Then Jonathan called David, and ſhewed him theſe 
things, and brought him to Saul, ſo that he was in his 
preſence as heretofore ; but the evil ſpirit was again upon 
Saul, and he ſought to ſmite David to the wall with the 
javelin which he had in bis hand, but he ſlipt away out of 
Saul's preſence, and he ſmote the javelin into the wall: and 
David fled and eſcaped that night. Saul alſo ſent meſſen- 
gers to David's houſe, to watch him, and flay him in the 
morning: then Michal, David's wife, told him, ſaying, If 
thou ſave not thy life to night, to-morrow thou wilt be ſlain. 
So Michal let David down through a window; and he fled 
and eſcaped. X | 

And Saul ſent meſſengers again, ſaying, Bring him ts 
me in the bed that I may ſlay him. And when they 
were come in, behold there was an image in the bed, with a 
pillow of goats hair for his bolſter. Then Saul ſaid to his 
daughter, Why haſt thou deceived me fo, and ſent away 
mine enemy, that he is eſcaped? 

So David fled and eſcaped, and came to Samuel to Ra- 
mah, and told him all that Saul had done to him: and it 
was told Saul that David was at Naioth in Ramah: and he 
ſent meſſengers to take him; but when they ſaw the com- 
pany of the prophets propheſying, and Samuel ſtanding, as 
appointed, over them, the ſpirit of God was upon the meſ- 
ſengers of Saul, and they alſo propheſied. He alſo ſent 
meſſengers a third time, and they in hke manner prophe- 
fied, Then he went himſelf to Naioth, and the Point of 
God was upon him, ſo that he alſo propheſied: wherefore 
they ſay, Is Saul alſo among the prophets ? 

And David fled from Naioth, and came and faid before 
Jonathan, What have I done? what is mine iniquity? and 
what is my fin before thy father, that he ſeeketh my life? 
And he ſaid to him, God forbid, thou ſhalt not die 1 — 
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hold my father will do nothing, either great or ſmall, but 
that he will ſhew it me: and why ſhould he hide this thing 
from me? it is not 10. And David ſaid, Thy father cer- 
tainly knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes; and 
he ſaith, Let not Jonathan know this, leſt he be grieved : 
but truly as the Lord liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, there is 
but a ſtep between me and death. | 

Then Jonathan ſaid unto David, Whatſoever thou deſir- 
eſt I will do it for thee. And David anſwered, Behold 
to-morrow is the new moon, and I ſhould not fail to fit 
with the king at meat: but let me go that 1 may hide my- 
ſelf in the fields, unto the third day at even. It thy father 
at all miſs me, then ſay, David aſked leave of me, that he 
might go to Bethlehem his city: for there is a yearl 
ſacrifice there for all the family. And if he ſay, it is well, 
thy ſervant ſhalt have peace: but if he be very wroth, then 
be ſure that evil is determined by him. Therefore thou 
ſhalt deal kindly with thy ſervant; for thou haſt brought thy 
ſervant into a covenant of the Lord with thee. 

And Jonathan ſaid, If I knew certainly that evil was 
determined by my father to come upon thee, then would 
not I tell it thee? Then David ſaid, Who ſhall tell me? 
or what if thy father anſwer thee, roughly? And Jona- 
than ſaid unto him, Let us go out into the field, and when 
they were gone out, he ſaid to David, O Lord God of 
Ifrael, when I have known my father's mind, if there be 
good towards David, and I ſend not unto thee, and ſhew 
it thee, the Lord do ſo and much more to Jonathan: but if 
my father is diſpoſed to do thee evil, then I will ſhew it 
thee, and ſend thee away, that thou mayeſt go in peace; 
and the Lord be with thee, as he hath been with my 
father. And thou ſhalt not only while yet I live ſhew me 
the kindneſs of the Lord that I die not ; but alſo thou ſhalt 
not cut off thy kindneſs from my houſe for ever: no not 
when the Lord hath cut off the enemies of David, every 
one from the face of the earth. 

So Jonathan made a-covenant with the houſe of David, 
for he loved him as his own ſoul. And he. ſaid, To- 
morrow is the new moon: and thou ſhalt be miſſed, be- 
eauſe thy ſcat will be empty, And when thou haſt ſtayed 
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three days thou ſhalt go down to the place where thou didſt 
hide thyſelf when the buſineſs was in hand, and ſhalt te- 
main by the ſtone Ezel, and I will ſhoot three arrows on the 
ſide thereof, as though I ſhot at a mark, and will ſend a lad 
to find out the arrows. And if I ſay to him, behold they 
are on this ſide of thee, take them; then come thou, for 
there is peace to thee, and no hurt. But if I ſay to the 
young man, the arrows are beyond thee, go thy way, for the 
Lord hath ſent thee away. And as touching the matter 
which thou and I have ſpoken of, behold, the Lord be 
between thee and me for ever. 

So David hid himſelf in the field : and when the new 
moon was come, the king fat down to eat meat, and Abner 
fat by his ſide, but David's place was empty. Nevertheleſs 
Saul ſpake not any thing that day: for he thought ſome- 
thing had befallen him; but on the morrow, which was the 
ſecond day of the month that David's place was empty, 
Saul ſaid to Jonathan his ſon, Wherefore cometh not the 
ſon of Jeſſe to meat, neither yeſterday nor to-day ? And 
Jonathan anſwered, David aſked leave to go to Bethlehem 
to ſee his brethren, therefore he cometh not to the king's 
table. 

Then Saul's anger was kindled againſt Jonathan, and he 
ſaid to him, Do I not know that thou haſt choſen the ſon 
of Jeſſe to thine own confuſion : for as long as he liveth 
upon the ground, thou ſhalt not be eſtabliſhed, nor thy 
kingdom. Wherefore now ſend and fetch him to me, for 
he ſhall ſurely die. 

And Jonathan anſwered his father, Wherefore ſhall he 
be ſlain? what hath he done? And Saul caſt a javclin at 
him to ſmite him, whereby Jonathan knew -it was his 
father's determination to flay David. So he roſe from the 
table in anger, and did eat no meat the ſecond day of the 
month, for he was grieved for David, becauſe his father 
had done him ſhame. And in the morning, Jonathan went 
out into the field at the time appointed with David, and a 
little lad with him; ard he ſaid to the lad, Run, fiad out 
the arrows which I ſhoot: and as the lad ran, he ſhot an 
arrow beyond him: and when he was come toward the 

place of the arrow which Jouathan had ſhot, he cried. after 
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the lad, and faid, Is it not beyond thee? And the lad 
gathered up the arrows and came to his maſter, who ſaid to 
him, Go carry them into the city. 

And as ſoon as the lad was gone, Dayid roſe out of a 
place toward the ſouth, and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himſelf three times; and they kiſſed one an- 
other, and wept one with another, until David exceeded. 
Then Jonathan ſaid, Go in peace, the Lord be witneſs of 
that which has paſſed between thee and me, and between 
my ſeed and thine for ever. And David aroſe and de- 
parted, and Jonathan went into the city. 


X. 

AFTER this David eſcaped to the cave of Adullam: 
and when his brethren and all his father's houſe heard it, 
they went down thither to him. And every one that was 
in diſtreſs and diſcontented, gathered themſelves unto him, 
and he became a captain over them: and there were with 
him about four hundred men. And David went thence to 
Mizpeh of Moab, and faid to the king of Moab, Let my 
father and mother, I pray thee, be with you, till I know 
what God will do for me. And he brought them before 
the king; and they dwelt with him all the time that David 

was in the hold. * 3s . | 

But the prophet Gad ſaid unto him, Abide not in the 
hold, depart, and get thee into the land of Judah: David 
therefore departed, and came into the forreſt of Hareth. 
Now Saul abode in Gibeah under a tree in Ramah, hav- 
ing his ſpear in his hand, and his ſervants were ſtanding 
about him. Then he faid to them, Hear now ye Benja- 
mites, Will the ſon of Jefle give every one of you elde 
and vineyards, and make you captains of thouſands, and of 
hundreds; that all of you have conſpired againſt me, and 
there is none that ſheweth me that my ſon hath made a 
league with the fon of Jefle, or that is forry for me, or that 
ſheweth me how my ſon hath ſtirred up my ſervant againit 
me, to lie in wait as at this day ? | 
And Doeg the Edomite Lad, I ſaw the ſon of Jeſſe 
coming to Nob, to Ahimelech the ſon of &hitub; and he 


enquired of the Lord for him, and gave him victuals, _ 
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alſo the ſword of Goliah, which was there. Then the king 
ſent to call Ahimelech, and all his father's houſe, the 

prieſts that were in Nob, and they came to him; and Saul 
faid to him, Why have ye conſpired againſt me, thou and 
the ſon of Jeſſe, in that thou haſt given him bread and a 
ſword, and haſt en meas of God for him, that he ſhould 


riſe againſt me, to lie in wait, as at this day? 

And Ahimelech anſwered, Who is ſo faithful among all 
thy ſeryants as David, the king's ſon-in-law, who goeth at 
thy bidding, and is honourable in thine houſe? did I then 
begin to enquire of God for him? be it far from me: 
let not the Yo impute any thing unto his ſervant, nor 
to all the houſe of my father; or thy ſervant knew no- 
thing of'all this, leſs or more, 

hen” the king faid, Thou ſhalt ſurely die, Ahimelech, 
thou and all thy Jather's houſe. And he commanded the 
footmen that ſtood about him, to turn and ſlay the prieſts 
of the Lord, but they refuſed; then the * ene to Doeg, 
turn thou and fall upon the prieſts : and he fell upon them, 
and flew on that day fourſcore and five perſons that did 
wear a linen ephod. But one of the ſons of Ahimelech, 
named Abiathar, eſcaped and fled after David: and he 
ſhewed David how Saul had flain the Lord's ' prieſts. 
And David faid, I knew it that day, when Doeg the 
Edomite was there, that he would tell Saul, I have oc- 
caſioned the death of all the perſons of thy father's houſe. 
Abide thou with me, fear not: for he that ſeeketh my life, 
ſeeketh thine: but with me thou ſhalt be in ſafeguard. 

And David abode in the wilderneſs in ſtrong holds, and 
remained. in a mountain in the wilderneſs of Ziph : and 
Saul ſought him every day; but God delivered him not into 
his hand. And there came a meſſenger to Saul, ſaying, 
Haſte thee and come; for the Philillines have invaded 
the land. Wherefore he returned from purſuing after Da- 
vid, and went againſt the Philiſtines. But after Saul re- 
turned, it was told him, ſaying, David is in the wilderneſs 
of En-gedi. Then he took three thouſand choſen men out 
of Iſrael, and went to ſeek David and his men upon the 
rocks of the wild goats. And he came to the ſheep- 
coats by the way where was a cave, and Saul went in to 

cover 
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cover his feet; and David and his men remained in the 
ſides of the cave. 

Then David's men ſaid to him, Behold the day of which 
the Lord faid to thee, I will deliver thine enemy into 
thine hand, that thou mayeſt do to him as it ſhall ſeem good 
to thee. And David aroſe, and cut off the ſkirt of Saul's 
robe privily. But afterwards his heart {mote him, becauſe 
he had cut off Saul's ſkirt. And he faid to his men, The 
Lord forbid that I ſhould do this thing unto my maſter the 
Lord's anointed, to ſtretch forth mine hand againſt him, 
ſeeing he 1s the anointed of the Lord. 

So David ſtayed his ſervants with theſe words, and ſuf- 
fered them not to riſe againſt Saul: but he roſe up out of 
the cave, and went on his way. David alſo roſo afterward 
and went out of the cave, and called to Saul, ſaying, My 
lord the king. And when Saul looked behind im} Darid 
ſtooped with his face to the earth, and bowed himſelf, 
ſaying, Wherefore heareſt thou men's words, who ſay 
David ſeeketh thy hurt? This day thine eyes have ſeen 
how that the Lord had delivered thee into mine hand in 
the cave: and ſome bade me kill thee, but mine eye ſpared 
thee, and I ſaid, I will not put forth mine hand againſt my 
lord, for he is the Lord's anointed. Moreover. ſee, my 
father, the ſkirt of thy robe in my hand : for in that I cut 
off the ſkirt of thy robe, and killed thee not; know thou 
and ſee, that there is neither evil nor tranſgreſſion in m 
hand, and I have not ſinned againſt thee; yet thou bunte 
my ſoul to take it. The Lord judge between thee and me, 
but mine hand ſhall not be upon thee. As faith the pro- 
verb of the ancients, Wickedneſs proceedeth from the wick- 
ed. 'The Lord therefore plead my cauſe, and deliver me 
out of thine hand. 

And when David had made an end of ſpeaking theſe 
words, Saul ſaid, Is it thy voice my ſon David? and Saul 
lifted up his voice and wept, and ſaid further to David, 
Thou art more righteous than I, for thou halt rewarded 
me. good, whereas I have rewarded thee evil, and haſt 
ſhewed me this day that thou haſt dealt well with me: for- 
aſmuch as when the Lord had delivered me into thine 
hand, thou didſt not kill me. Wherefore the Lord reward 
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thee good for thy dealing towards me this day. I know 
well that thou ſhalt be king, and that the kingdom of Iſrael 
ſhall be eſtabliſhed in thy hand. Swear unto me therefore 
that thou wilt not cut off my ſeed after me, nor deſtroy 
my name out of my father's houſe. And David ſware unto 
him. Then Saul went home; but David and his men 
gat them up unto the hold, 


XI. 

AND Samuel died, and all the Iſraelites were gathered 
together lamenting him, and they buried him in his houſe 
at Ramah. Then David aroſe and went down to the wil- 
derneſs of Paran. And there was a man in Maon, whoſe 
poſſeſſions were in Carmel, and the man was very great; he 
had three thouſand ſheep and a thouſand goats: and was 
ſhearing his ſheep in Carmel. His name was Nabal, and 
the name of his wife Abigail: and ſhe was a woman of good 
8 but the man was churliſh, and evil in his 

oings. | 

And David heard in the wilderneſs that Nabal was ſhear- 
ing his ſheep. And he ſent ten young men with a meſſage 
of peace, ſaying, Go to Nabal and greet him in my name: 
and thus ſhall ye ſay to him that liveth in proſperity, Peace 
be to thee, — peace be to thy houſe, and peace be to all 
that thou haſt. I have heard that thou haſt ſhearers: now 
thy ſhepherds which were with us, we hurt them not, nei- 
ther was there ought miſſing unto them all the while they 
were in Carmel. Wherefore let the young men find favour 
in thine eyes, for we come. in a good day. Give, I pray 
thee, whatſoever cometh to thy hand unto thy ſervants, and 
to thy ſon David. 

And when the young men came, they ſpake to Nabal 
according to theſe words. And he anſwered, Who is Da- 
vid? and who is the ſon of Jeſſe? There are many ſervants 
now a days that break away every man from his maſter. 
Shall I then take my bread and my water, and my fleſh that 
I have killed for, my ſhearers, and give it to men, who- I 
know not whence they are? 

So David's young men turned their way, and came and 
told him all thoſe ſayings, And David ſaid to his 2 
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Gird you on every man his ſword ; and David girded on tys 
ſword: and there went up after him about four hundred 
men, and two hundred abode by the ſtuff, But one of the 
young men told Abigail, ſaying, David ſent meſſengers out 
of the wilderneſs ro ſalute our maſter; and he railed on 
them. Though the men were very good to us, and we 
were not hurt, neither miſſed we any thing as long as we 
were converſant with them, when we were in the fields. 
They were a wall unto us, both by night and day ; all the 
while we were with them, keeping the ſheep. Now there- 
fore conſider what thou wilt do: for evil is determined 
againſt our maſter, and againſt all his houſehold : for he 1s 
fuch a ſon of Belial, that a man cannot ſpeak to him, 

Then Abigail made haſte, and took two hundred loaves, 
and two bottles of wine, and five ſheep ready dreſſed, and five 
meaſures of parched corn, and an hundred cluſters of raiſins, 
and two hundred cakes of figs, and laid them on aſſes. And 
me faid to her ſervants, Go on before me, and I will come 
after you; but ſhe told not her huſband Nabal. And it 
was 65 that, as ſhe rode on the aſs, ſhe came down by the 
covert of the hill, and David and his men came down 
againſt her, and ſhe met them. 

And Abigail haſted, and lighted off the aſs, and bowed 
herſelf before David, and faid, Upon me, my lord, upon 
me let this iniquity be, and let thine handmaid, I pray thee, 
fpeak in thy hearing. Let not my lord regard this man 
of Belial: for as his name is, ſo is he; Nabal is his name, 
and folly is with him: but I ſaw not the young men whom 
thou didſt ſend. Now ſeeing the Lord hath withheld thee 
from coming to ſhed blood, and from avenging thyſelf with 
thy own hand, let thine enemies and thoſe that ſeek evil to 
thee be as Nabal. Let this bleſſing, which thine handmaid 
hath brought to my lord, be given to the | Joung men that 
follow thee. I pray thee forgive this treſpals ; for the Lord 
will certainly make thee a ſure houſe: becauſe evil hath not 
been found in thee all thy days. Yet a man is riſen to pur- 
ſue thee, and to ſeek thy ſoul: but thy ſoul ſhall be bound 
in the bundle of life with the Lord thy God. And it 
mall be, that when the Lord hath done to thee accord- 
ig to all the good that he hath ſpoken concerning thee, 


and 


and ſhall have appointed thee ruler over Iſrael, that this 
ſhall be no grief unto thee, nor offence of heart, either that 
thou haſt ſhed blood without cauſe, or hait avenged thyſelt: 
but when the Lord ſhall have dealt well with thee, then 
remember thine handmaid. 

And David ſaid to Abigail, Bleſſed be the Lord God of 
Ifrael, who ſent thee this day to meet me: and bleſſed be 
thy advice, and thou alſo, who haft kept me this day from 
coming to ſhed blood, and from avenging myſelf with my 
own hand. So David received of her that which ſhe had 
brought him, and ſaid to her, Go in peace to thy houſe; ſee 
I -_ hearkened to thy voice, and have accepted thy 

on. 

5 And Abigail returned to Nabal; and behold he held a 
feaſt in his houſe, like the feaſt of a king; and Nabal's heart 
was merry within him, for he was very drunken. Where- 
fore ſhe told him nothing, leſs or more, until the morning. 
But when the wine was gone out of him, and his wife had 
told him theſe things, his heart died within him, and he 
became as a ſtone. And it came to paſs about ten days 
aſter, that the Lord ſmote Nabal, that he died. After this 
David ſent and communed with Abigail, and ſhe became 
his wife. 2 

And the Ziphites came to Saul, ſaying, Doth not David 
hide himſelf in the hill of Hachilah? Then Saul went 
down to the wilderneſs of Ziph, having three thouſand 
choſen men of Iſrael with him, to ſeek David: and Saul 
pitched in the hill of Hachilah, but David abode in the 
wilderneſs. And when he ſaw that Saul came after him he 
ſent out ſpies. And David aroſe and came to the place 
where Saul had pitched, and beheld the place where he lay; 
and Abner, the captain of his hoſt, and Saul, lay in the 
trench, and the people were pitched round about him. 

Then David ſaid to Ahimelech the Hittite, and to 
Abiſhai the ſon of Zeruiah, brother to Joab, Who will go 
down with me to Saul to the camp? And Abiſhai ſaid, I 
will go down with thee. So David and Abiſhai-came to 
the people by night, and behold Saul lay ſleeping within 
the trench, and his ſpear ſtuck in the ground at his bolſter. 
Then ſaid Abiſhai, God hath delivered thine enemy into 
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thine hand this day: now therefore let me ſmite him, I 
pray thee, with the ſpear, even to the earth at once, and I 
will not {mite him the ſecond time. And David ſaid, De- 
ſtroy him not: for who can ſtretch forth his hand againſt 
the Lord's anointed, and be guiltleſs? but take thou now 
the ſpear that is at his bolſter, and the cruſe of water, and 
let us go. So David took the ſpear and the cruſe of water, 
from Saul's bolſter and gat them away, and no man ſaw it, 
nor knew it, neither awaked. 

Then David went over to the other fide, and ſtood on 
the top of a hill afar off, (a great ſpace being between 
them). And he cried to the people, and to Abner; then 
Abner anſwered, Who art thou that crieſt to the king ? 
And David faid, Art not thou a valiant man, and who is 
like thee in Iſrael? Wherefore haſt thou not kept thy lord 
the king? Ye are 8 to die, becauſe ye have not kept 
your maſter: and now ſee, where the king's ſpear is, and 
the cruſe of water, that was at his bolſter. 

And Saul knew David's voice, and ſaid, Is this thy 
voice, my ſon David? And he faid, It is my voice, my 
Jord, O king. Wherefore doth my lord thus purſue after 
his ſervant? For what have I done ? Or what evil is in 
mine hand? If the Lord have ſtirred thee up againſt me, 
Jet him accept an offering: but if they be the children of 
men, they are curſed before the Lord ; for they have 
driven me out this day from abiding in the inheritance of 
the Lord, ſaying, Go ferve other gods. 

Then ſaid Saul, I have ſinned: return, my ſon David, 
for I will no more do thee harm, becauſe my ſoul was pre- 
cious in thine eyes this day: I have played the fool, and 
erred exceedingly. And David ſaid, Behold the king's ſpear, 
let one of the young men come over and fetch it; the Lord 
render to every man his righteouſneſs, and his faithfulneſs : 
for the Lord delivered thee into mine hand to-day, but 
J would not ſtretch forth my hand againſt the Lord's 
anointed, As thy life was much ſet by in mine eyes; 
Jo let my life be much ſet by in the eyes of the Lord, and 
let him deliver me out of all eribulations. 

And Saul anſwered, Bleſſed be thou, my ſon David; 
thoy ſhalt both do great things, and alſo ſhalt (till race" 
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So David went on his way, and Saul returned to his place, 
And David ſaid in his heart, I ſhall now periſh one day 
by the hand of Saul, there is nothing better for me than 
that I ſhould ſpeedily eſcape into the land of the Philiſ- 
tines ; and Saul ſhall deſpair of me, to ſeek me any more 
in any coaſt of Iſrael. So I ſhall eſcape out of his hand. 

And David paſſed over with the fix hundred men that 
were with him, unto Achiſh, the ſon of Maoch, king of 
Gath. Andit was told Saul that David was fled to Gath, 
and he ſought no more for him, Now the time that 
David dwelt in the country of the Philiſtines was a year 
and four months. 

And the Philiſtines fought againſt Iſrael: and the men 
of Ifrael fled from before them, and fell down flain in 
mount Gilboa. They alſo followed hard upon Saul, and 
upon his ſons, and flew Jonathan, and Abinadab, and 
Malchiſhua, Saul's ſons. And the battle went ſore againſt 
Saul, and the archers hit him, and he was greatly wounded 
of the archers. Then Saul. ſaid to his armour-bearer, 
Draw thy ſword, and thruſt me through therewith ; leſt 
theſe uncircumciſed come and thruſt me through and abuſe 
me. But his armour-bearer would not, for he was afraid: 
therefore Saul took a ſword and fell upon it. And when 
his armour-bearer ſaw that Saul was dead, he fell likewiſe 
upon his ſword, and died with him. So Saul died, and 
his three ſons, and his armour-bearer, and all his men, that 
ſame day together. 

And on the morrow when the Philiſtines came to ſtrip 
the ſlain, they found Saul and his three ſons fallen in mount 
Gilboa. And they cut off his head, and {tripped off his 
armour, and ſent into the land of the Philiftines, round 
about, to be publiſhed in the houſe of their idols, and among 
the people; and they put his armour in the houſe of Aſh- 
taroth, and faſtened his body to the wall of Bethſhan. 
And when the inhabitants of Jabeſh-Gilead heard of that 
which they had done to Saul, all the valiant men aroſe, 
and went all night, and took the body of Saul, and the 
bodies of his ſons, from the wall of Bethſhan, and came 
to Jabeſh, and burnt them there, and buried their bones 


under a tree at Jabeſh, and faſted ſeven days, - 
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Now there came a man out of the camp with his clothes 
rent, and earth upon his head: and when he came to 
David, he did obeiſance; and David ſaid to him, From 
whence comeſt thou? And he ſaid, Out of the camp am 
I eſcaped. Then David inquired how the matter went; 
and he anſwered, 'The 8 are fled from the battle, and 
many of them are alſo fallen and dead; and Saul and 
Jonathan his ſon are dead alſo. | 
Then David took hold on his clothes and rent them, 
and likewiſe the men that were with him. And they 
mourned and wept, and faſted until even, for Saul and 
8 and for the people of the Lord, and houſe of 

rael; becauſe they were fallen by the ſword. And 
David lamented with this lamentation over Saul, and 
Jonathan his ſon. _- 

The beauty of Iſrael is ſlain upon thy high places: 
how are the mighty fallen! tell it not in Gath, ubliſh it 
not in the ſtreets of Aſkelon, leſt the daughters of the Phi- 
liſtines rejoice, leſt the daughters of the uncircumciſed 
triumph. How are the mighty fallen in the midſt of the 
battle! O Jonathan thou waſt ſlain in thy high places. I 
am diſtreſſed for thee, my brother Jonathan; very pleaſant 
haſt thou been to me: thy love to me was wonderful, 
paſling the love of women. How are the mighty fallen, 
and the weapons of war periſhed. | 

And after this David inquired of the Lord, ſaying, 
Shall I go up into any of the cities of Judah? and the 
Lord ad unto him, Ge up, and he faid, Whither ſhall I 
go up? and the anſwer was, To Hebron. So David went 
up thither, and his men that were with him, every man 
with his bouſehold, and they dwelt in the cities of Hebron. 
And the men of Judah came, and there they anointed 
David king over the houſe of Judah. 

Now it was told David that, the men of Jabeſh-gilead 
had buried Saul, and he ſent meſſengers unto them, ſaying,

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Bleſſed be ye of the Lord, that ye have ſhewed this kind- 
neſs unto your lord; now the Lord ſhew kindneis and 
truth unto you: and I alſo will requite you this kindneſs, 
becauſe ye have done this thing: let your hands be ſtrength- 
«ned, and be ye valiant : for your malter Saul is dead, and 
alſo the houſe of Judah hath anointed me king over them, 
But Abner the ſon of Ner, captain of Saul's hoſt, took 
Iſhboſheth the ſon of Saul, and made him king over Iſrael. 
He was forty years old when he began to reign over 
Iſrael, and reigned two years: but the houſe of Judah fol- 
lowed David. And the time that David was king in Hebron 
over the houſe of Judah was ſeven years and ſix months. 
Now there was long war between the houſe of Saul 
and the houſe of David: but David waxed ſtronger and 
ſtronger, and the houſe of Saul weaker and weaker. And 
unto David were ſons born in Hebron. And it came to 
paſs that Iſhboſheth offended Abner, ſo that he ſent meſ- 
ſengers to David, ſaying, Make thy league with me, and 


my hand ſhall be with thee, to bring about all Iſrael unto + 


thee, And he ſaid, I will make a league with thee. 
Then Abner had communication with the elders of 
Ifracl, ſaying, Ye ſought for David in times paſt to be king 
Over you. Now then do it ; for the Lord hath fpoken of 
him, ſaying, By the hand of my ſervant David I will fare 
my people Iſrael out of the hand of the Philiſtines, and out 
of the hand of all their enemies. So Abner came te 
David to Hebron, and twenty men with him : and David 
made him, and the men that were with him, a tealt. And 
Abner faid, I will ariſe, and go, and will gather all Ifrael 
unto my lord, the king, that they may make a league with 
thee, and that thou mayſt reign over all that thine heart de- 


ſireth. And David ſent Abner away; and he went in peace. 


After this, the ſervants of David and Joab came from 
purſuing a troop;,and Joab was told how Abner had been 
with the king, and that he had Tent him away in peace; 
then Joab ſaid unto the king, What haſt thou done, behold 
Abner came to thee, why is it that thou haſt ſent him 
away, and he is quite gone? Thou knoweſt Abner, that he 
came to deceive thee, and to know thy going out, and 
coming in, and all that thou doeſt, 

You, I. 1 And 
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And when Joab had left David, he ſent meſſengers after 
Abner, who brought him again from the well of Sirah; 
but David knew it not. And when Abner was returned 
to Hebron, Joab took him aſide in the gate to ſpeak with 
him quietly : and ſmote him there under the fifth rib, that 
he died, for the blood of Aſahel his brother. And when 
David heard it, he ſaid, I and my kingdom are guiltleſs 
before'the Lord for ever, from the blood of Abner the ſon 
of Ner. And he faid to all the people that were with him, 
Rent your clothes, and gird you with ſackcloth, and mourn 
before Abner, and David himſelf followed the bier. And 
they buried Abner in Hebron: and the king lifted up his 
voice and wept at the grave of Abner ; and all the people 
wept: and the king lamented over him, and ſaid, Died 
Abner as a fool dieth ? thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet put into fetters: ag a man falleth before wicked 
men, ſo felleſt thou. And all the people wept again over 
him; and when they came to canſe David to eat meat while 
it was yet day, he faid, I will not taſte bread, or ought 
elſe, till the ſun be down. 

And all the people took notice of it, and it pleaſed them, 
For they underitood that day, that it was not of the king 
to ſlay Abner. And he faid unto his ſervants, Know ye 
not that there is a prince, and a great man fallen this day 
in Ifracl? and I am this day weak, though anointed king, 
and "theſe men, the {ons of Zeruiah, are too hard for mc: 
the Lord ſhall reward the doer of evil according to his 


wickedneſs. 
XIII. 


Any when Saul's ſon heard that Abner was dead in 
Hebron, his hands were feeble, and all the Iſraelites were 
troubled. And the ſons of Rimmon the Beerothite, 
Rechab and Baanah, came about the heat of the day to the 
houſe of Iſhboſheth, who lay on a bed at noon ; they came 
into the midſt of the — 4 as though they would have 
fetched wheat; and they ſlew him, and beheaded bim, and 
took his head, and gat them away through the plain all 
night. And they brought it unto David, and ſaid unto 
him, Behold the head of Iſhboſheth the ſon of Saul thine 
enemy, who ſought thy life; the Lord hath ayenged the 
king this day of Saul, and gf his ſeed. "i 
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Then David ſaid to Rechab and his brother, As the 


Lord liveth, who hath redeemed my ſoul out of all adver- 


ſity, when wicked men have lain a righteous perſon, in 
his own houſe upon his bed, ſhall I not require his blood 
of your hand, and take you away from the earth? and 
David commanded his young men, and they flew. them; 
but they took the head of Iſhboſheth, and buried it in the 
ſepulchre of Abner, in Hebron. 

And all the elders of Iſrael came to the king to Hebron, 


and Dayid made a league with them before the Lord: and 


they anointed David king over Iſrael. David was thirty 
years old when he began to reign, and he reigned forty 
years in Hebron; he reigned over Judah ſeven years and 


tix months; and in Jeruſalem thirty-three years over all 


Irael and Judah. And David grew great, and the Lord 


God of hoſts was with him. 


But when the Philiſtines heard that they had anointed 
David king over Iſrael, they came up to ſeek David, and 
ſpread themſelves in the valley of Rephaim. Then David 
inquired of the Lord, ſaying, Shall I go up to the Phi- 
liſtines? wilt thou deliver them into my hand? and the 


Lord ſaid, Go up: for I will deliver the Philiſtines into 
thy hand, And David came to Baalperazim and ſmote 


them there, upon which he ſaid, The Lord hath broken 
forth 2 mine enemies before me, as the breach of waters. 


Therefore he called the name of that place Baal- perazim. 


And the Philiſtines came up again, and ſpread them- 
ſelves in the valley of Ephraim; and when David inquired 
of the Lord, he ſaid, Thou ſhalt not go up, but fetch a 
eompaſs behind them, and come upon them over againſt the 


mulberry- trees. And let it be when thou heareſt the ſound 


of a going in the tops of the mulberry- trees, that then 


. thou ſhalt beſtir thyſelf; for then ſhall the Lord go out 


before thee, to ſmite the hoſt of the Philiſtines. And 


David did as the Lord had commanded him: and ſmote 
them from Geba, until thou comeſt to Gazer, 


Again David F together the choſen men of 
Iſrael, thirty thouſand, and went from Baale of Judah, to 


bring up from thence the ark of God, whoſe name is called 
by the name of the Lord * hoſts, that dwelleth between 
2 


the 
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the cherubim, And they ſet the ark upon a new cart, and 

brought it out of the houſe of Abinadab, that was in Gibeah: 

and Uzzah and Ahio the ſons of Abinadab drave the cart. 
And when they came to Nachon's threſhing floor, 


Uzzah put forth his hand to the ark of God, and took 


hold of it, for the oxen ſhook it. And the anger of the 
Lord was kindled againſt Uzzah, and God ſmote him 
there for his error, and there he died by the ark-of God. 
And David was afraid of the Lord that day, and faid, 
How ſhall the ark of the Lord come to me? ſo he would 
not remove the ark unto him into the city ; but carried it 
aſide into the houſe of Obed-edom the Gittite. And the 
ark of the Lord continued there three months: and the 
Lord bleſſed Obed-edom and all his houſehold. 

And when this was told David, he went and brought 
up the ark from the houſe of Obed- edom into the city of 
David with gladneſs. And David offered burnt-offerings, 
and peace-ofterings before the Lord. And when he had 
made an end of theſe offerings, he bleſſed the people in the 
name of the Lord of hoſts: and they departed every one 
to his houſe, 

And it was ſo that when the king ſat in his houſe, and 
the Lord had given him reſt round about from all his ene- 
mies, he ſaid unto Nathan the prophet, See now, I dwell 
'in a houſe of cedar, but the ark of God dwelleth within 
curtains. And Nathan ſaid, Go do all that is in thine heart; 
for the Lord is with thee, But it came to paſs that night, 
that the word of the Lord came to Nathan, ſaying, Go 
and tell my ſervant David, Thus faith the Lord, Shalt 
thou build me a houſe for me to dwell in? whereas I 
have not dwelt in any houſe ſince the time I brought up 
the children of Iſrael out of Egypt, but have walked in a 
tent, and in a tabernacle. In 2h places wherein I have 


walked with all the children of Ifrael, ſpake I a word with 
any of the tribes of Iſrael, whom I commanded to feed my 
people Iſrael, ſaying, Why build ye not me a houſe of 
cedar? now therefore thou ſhalt ſay unto my ſervant David, 
Thus faith the Lord of hoſts, I took thee from the ſheep- 


cote, from following the ſheep, to be ruler over my people, 
| over 
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over Iſrael. And I was with thee whitherſoever thou 
wenteſt, and have cut off all thine enemies out of thy ſight, 


and have made thee a great name, like unto the name of 


the great men that are in the earth. Moreover I will 
appoint a place for my you Iſrael, and will plant them, 
that they may dwell in a place of their own, and move no 
more: neither ſhall the children of wickedneſs afflict 
them any more, as before time, and as ſince the time 
that I commanded judges to be over my people, and 
have cauſed thee to reſt from all thine enemies. Alſo 
the Lord faith unto thee, that he will make thee an houſe; 
and when thy days be fulfilled, and thou ſhalt fleep 
with thy fathers, I will ſet up thy ſeed after thee, which 
ſhall proceed from thee, and I will eſtabliſh his king- 
dom. He ſhall -build a houſe for my name, and I will 
eſtabliſh the throne of his-kingdom for eyer. I will be his 
father, and he ſhall be my ſon: if he commit iniquity, I 
will chaſten him with the rod of men, and with the ſtripes 
of the children of men. But my mercy ſhall not depart 
away from him, as I took it from Saul, who I put away 
before thee, And thine houſe and thy kingdom ſhall be 
eſtabliſhed for ever before thee z thy throne ſhall be eſtab- 
liſhed for ever. 

According to all theſe words, and to this viſion, did 
Nathan ſpeak unto David. Then king David went in and 
ſat befor-- de Lord, and ſaid, Who am I, O Lord God? 
and what is my houſe that thou haſt brought me hitherto ? 
and this was yet a ſmall thing in thy fight; but thou haſt 
ſpoken alſo of thy ſervant's houſe for a great while to come, 
and is this the manner of man, O Lord God? what can 
David ſay more unto thee: for thou, Lord God, knoweſt 
thy ſervant. For thy word's ſake, and according to thy 
own mind haſt thou done all theſe great things, to 
make thy ſervant know them. Wherefore thou art great, 
for there is none like thee, neither is there any God 
beſides thee, according to all we have heard with our ears. 
And what one nation in the earth is like thy people, 
even like Iſrael, whom God went to redeem for a people 


to himſelf, and to make him a name, and to do for you 


great things, and terrible, for thy land, before thy people 
38 which 
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which thou redeemeſt to thee from Egypt, from the 


nations and their gods; for thou haſt confirmed to thyſelf 
thy pecple Iſrael to be a people unto thee for ever: and 
thou, Lord, art become their God. And now the word 
that thou haſt ſpoken concerning thy ſervant and concern- 
ing his houſe, eſtabliſn it for ever, and do as thou haſt ſaid, 
and let thy name be magnified for ever, ſaying, The Lord 
of hofls is the God over Iſrael: and let the houſe of thy 
ſervant David be eſtabliſhed before thee. For thou, O 
Lord of hoſts, God of Iſrael, haſt revealed to thy ſer- 
vant, ſaying, I will build thee an houſe; therefore hath thy 
ſervant found in his heart to pray this prayer unto thee. 
Thou art that God, and thy words are true, and thou 
haſt promiſed this goodneſs unto thy ſervant. Therefore 
let it pleaſe thee to bleſs the houſe of thy ſervant, that it 
may continue for ever before thee: for thou, O Lord God, 
haſt ſpoken it, and with thy bleſſing let the houſe of thy 
ſervant be bleſſed for ever. | 
And David reigned over all Ifrael, and executed judg- 
ment and juſtice unto his people, and Joab was over the 
hoſt, and -Jehoſhaphat was recorder. And Zadok and 
Ahimelech were the prieſts, and Seraiah was the ſcribe. 
And Benaiah was over the Cherethites, and the Pelethites, 
and David's ſons were chief rulers. Then David faid, Is 
there yet any that is left of the houſe of Saul,that I may ſhew 
him kindneſs for Jonathan's ſake ? and there was of the 
Houſe of Saul a ſervant whoſe name was Ziba, And the 
king inquired of him, ſaying, Is there yet any of the houſe of 
Saul, that I may ſhew the kindneſs of God to him? and 
Ziba ſaid, Jonathan hath yet a ſon, who is lame in his 
feet, behold he is in the houſe of Machir, the ſon of 
Ammiel, in Lo-debar. 
Then the king ſent for him, and when Mephiboſheth, 
the ſon of Jonathan, was come, he did reverence; and 
David faid unto him, Fear not, for I will furely ſhew thee 
> kindneſs, for thy father's fake, and will reſtore thee all 
the land of Saul, thy father, and thou ſhalt eat bread at my 
table continually. And he bowed himſelf, and ſaid, What 
is thy ſervant, that thou ſhould look upon ſuch a one 
ay Hays oi | * 
Then the king ſaid unto Ziba, I have given unto thy 
malter's 
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maſter's ſon all that pertained to Saul, and unto all his 
houſe. Thou, therefore, and thy ſons, and thy ſervants, 
ſnall till the land for him, and thou ſhalt bring in the 
fruits, that he may have food to eat: now Ziba had fifteen 
ſons and twenty ſervants. And he anſwered, According 
to all that the king hath commanded, ſo ſhall thy ſervant 
do. And the king ſaid, As for. Mephiboſheth, he ſhall 
eat at my table as one of the king's ſons. 


XIV. 

Anv, after this, David ſinned againſt the Lord, in the 
caſe of Uriah: and the Lord ſent Nathan unto David, 
who ſpoke to him after this manner : There were two 
men in a city, the one rich and the other poor, the rich 
man had many-flocks and herds: but the poor man had 
nothing, fave one little ewe-lamb, which he had bought and 
nouriſhed up: and it grew up together with him, and with 
his children; it did eat of his own meat, and drank of his 
own cup, and lay in his boſom, and was unto him as a 
daughter. And there came a traveller to the rich man, 
and he ſpared to take of his own flock, to dreſs for the 
wayfaring man that was come to him, but took the poor 
man's lamb, and dreſſed it for his gueſt. 

And David's anger was kindled againſt the man, and he 
ſaid unto Nathan, As the Lord liveth, the man that hath 
done this thing is worthy to die. And he ſhall reſtore 
the lamb four fold, becauſe he did this thing, and had no 
pity. Then Nathan ſaid unto David, Thou art the man: 
thus ſaith the Lord God of Iſrael, I anointed thee king 
over Iſrael, and delivered thee out of the hand of Saul: 
and I gave thee thy maſter's houſe, and gave thee the 
houſe of Iſrael and of Judah, and if that had been too little, 
I would moreover have given thee ſuch and ſuch things. 
Wherefore haſt thou deipiſed the commandment , of the 
Lord, to do evil in his ſight? thou haſt killed Uriah the 
Hittite with the ſword, and haſt taken his wife to be thy 
wife, and haſt ſlain him with the ſword of the children of 
Ammon. Now therefore the ſword ſhall not depart from 
thy houſe, becauſe thou haſt deſpiſed me. And David 
ſaid, I have ſinned againſt 26 Lord! 'Then Nathan faid 
S's * td 
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to him, The Lord alſo hath put away thy fin thou ſhalt 
not die. Howbeit, becauſe by this deed thou haſt given 
great occaſion to the enemies of the Lord to blafpheme, the 
child alſo that is born anto thee, ſhall ſurely die. 

And Nathan departed to his houſe; and the Lord ſtruck 
the child that Uriah's wife bare unto David, and it was very 
fick. David therefore beſought God for the child, and he 
faſted, and went in and lay all night upon the earth. And 
the elders of his houſe aroſe, and went to him to raiſe 
him up from the earth; but he would not, neither did he 
eat bread with them. And it came to paſs on the ſeventh 
day, that the child died: and the ſervants of David feared 
to tell him that the child was dead: for they ſaid, While 
the child was yet alive, we ſpake unto him, and he would 
not hearken to our voice: how will he then vex himſelf, if 
we tell him the child is dead ? 

But when David ſaw his ſervants whiſpered, he perceived 
the child was dead, therefore he ſaid to them, Is the child 
dead? And they anſwered, He is dead. Then David 
aroſe from the earth, and waſhed, and anointed himſelf, and 
changed his apparel, and came into the houſe of the Lord, 
and worſhipped: and when he returned to his own houſe, 
they ſet bread before him, and he did eat. Then his ſer- 
vants ſaid to him, What thing is this that thou haſt done? 
thou faſted and wept for the child while it was alive; but 

when it was dead thou aroſe and didſt eat bread? And 
he ſaid, While the child was yet alive I faſted and wept; 
for I ſaid, Who can tell whether God will be gracious to 
me, that it may live? But now he is dead, Wherefore 
ſhould I faſt? can I bring him back again? I ſhall go to 
him, but he ſhall not return to me. And David comforted 
his wife, and ſhe bare a ſon, and he called his name Solo- 
mon; and the Lord loved him. 

Now. David had two ſons, Amnon and Abſolom, who 
by their evil deeds much troubled him. And it came to 
paſs, that Abſalem prepared him chariots, and horſes, and 
fifty men, to run before him. And Abſalom roſe up early, 
and ſtood beſide the way of the gate: and it was ſo, that 
when any man who had a controverſy came to the king for 
judgment, then Abſalom called to him, and ſaid, Of what 
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city art thou? And he ſaid, Thy ſervant is of one of the 
tribes of Iſrael. And Abſalom ſaid to him, See, thy mat- 
ters are good and right, but there is no man deputed of the 
king to hear thee. | 

Abſalom ſaid, moreover, O that I was made a judge 
in the land, that every man who hath any ſuit or cauſe, 
might come to me, and I would do him juſtice. And it 
was ſo, that when any man came nigh to him to do him obet- 
fance, he put forth his hand, and took him and kiſſed him. 
And on this manner did Abſalom to all Iſrael that came to 
the king for judgment. So he ſtole the hearts of the men 
of Iſrael. 

And it came to paſs that Abſalom ſaid ro the king, 
I pray thee, let me go and pay my vow which I have 
vowed to the Lord in Hebron. For while I abode at 
Geſhur in Syria, thy ſervant promiſed, ſaying, If the 
Lord ſhall bring me again indeed to J_ then I 
will ſerve the Lord. And the king ſaid to him, Go in 
-_ So he aroſe and went to Hebron. But Abſalom 

ent ſpies throughout all the tribes of Iſrael, ſaying, As ſoon 

as ye hear the ſound of the trumpet, ye ſhall fay, Abſalom 
reigneth in Hebron, And with him went two hundred 
men out of Jeruſalem, that were called, and they went in 
their ſimplicity, and knew not any thing. NN 

And the conſpiracy was ſtrong; for the people increaſed 
continually with Abſalom. And there came a meſſenger 
to David, ſaying, The hearts of the men of Iſrael are after 
Abſalom. Then David faid to his ſervants that were 
with him at Jeruſalem, Ariſe and let us flee ; for we ſhall 
not elſe eſcape from Abſalom: make ſpeed to depart, leſt 
he overtake us ſuddenly, and bring evil upon us, and ſmite 
the city with the edge of the ſword. And the king's ſer- 
vants anſwered, Behold, we are ready to do whatſoever thou 
ſhalt appoint. | | 

And the king went forth, and all his houſehold and ſer- 
vants after him, and tarried in a place that was far off, 
And all the Cherethites, and Pelethites, and Gittites, fix 
hundred men who came after him from Gath, paſſed on be- 
fore the king. Then faid the king to Ittai the Gittite, 


Wherefore goeſt thou alſo with us? return to thy place,

and abide with the king: for thou art a ſtranger, and 
alſo an exile. Whereas thou cameſt but yeſterday, ſhould 
T this day make thee go up and down with us? ſeeing I go 
whither I may, return thou, and take thy brethren. Mercy 
and truth be with thee. 

And Ittai anſwered, As the Lord liveth, and as my lord 
the king hveth, ſurely in what place the king ſhall be, whe- 
ther in death or life, even there alſo will thy ſervant be. 
And David ſaid to Ittai, Go, and paſs over. And he paſſed 
over, with all his men, and all the little ones that were with 
him. And all the country wept with a loud voice, and 
the king paſſed over the brook Kidron, and all the people 
paſſed over toward the way of the wilderneſs. And Za- 
dok alſo, and all the Levites were with him bearing the ark 
of the covenant of God, and they ſet down the ark; and 
Abiathar went up until all the people had done paſſing out 
of the city. | | 

And the king {aid to Zadok, Carry back the ark of God 
anto the city : it I ſhall find favour in the eyes of the Lord, 
he will bring me again and ſhew me, both it and his habi- 
tation. But if he thus ſay, I have no delight in thee: 
behold, here am I, let him do to me as ſeemeth good unto 
him. The king alſo ſaid to Zadok, Art thou not a ſeer? 
return into the city in peace, with your two ſons, Ahimaaz 
thy ſon, and Jonathan the {on of Abiathar. See, I will tarry 
in the plain of the wilderneſs, until there come word from 
you to certify me. Zadok and Abiathar therefore carried 
the ark of God again to Jeruſalem; and they ſtayed there. 

And David went up by the aſcent of Mount Oliver, 
and wept as he went up, and had his head covered, and he 
went barefoot: and all the people that were with him, 
covered evꝭxy man his head, and they went up, weeping as 
they went up. And one told David, ſaying, Ahithophel 
is among the conſpirators with Abſalom. And he ſaid, O 
Lord, I pray thee," turn the counſel of Ahithophel into 
fooliſhneſs. And when David was come to the top of the 
hill where he worſhipped God, Huſhai the Archite came to 
-meet him, with his coat rent and earth upon his head: to 
whom David ſaid, If thou paſſeſt on with me, then thou 
ſhalt be a burthen to me; but if thou return to the en 
bis "is Ga: ay 
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ſay to Abſalom, I will be thy ſervant, O king, as I have 


been thy father's ſeryant hitherto: then mayeſt thou for me 
defeat the counſel of Ahithophel. And haſt thou not 
there with thee Zadok and Abiathar the prieſts? to whom 
thou ſhalt tell what thing ſoever thou ſhalt hear out of the 
king's houſe: and by their fons Ahimaaz and Jonathan, ye 


ſhall ſend to me every thing that ye can hear. 80 Huſhai, 


David's friend came into the city, and Abſalom came to 
Jeruſalem. 

And when David was a little paſt the top of the hill, 
Ziba the ſervant of Mephiboſheth met him with a couple of 
aſſes ſaddled, and upon them two hundred loaves of bread, 
and an hundred bunches of raiſins, and an hundred of 
ſummer fruits, and a bottle of wine. And the king faid to 


him, What meaneſt thou by theſe? And Ziba anſwered, 


The aſſes are for the king's houſchold to ride on, and the 
bread and ſummer fruit for the young men to eat, and the 
wine, that ſuch as be faint in the wilderneſs may drink. 

And the king ſaid, Where is thy maſter's ſon? And 
Ziba ſaid, Behold, he abideth at Jeruſalem; for he ſaid, 
To-day ſhall the houſe of Iſrael reſtore me the kingdom of 
my father. Then faid the king to-him, Behold, thine are 
all that pertained, to Mephiboſheth. And Ziba anſwered, 
I humbly beſeech thee that I may find grace in thy fight, 
my lord, O king. 

And when David was come to Bahurim, there came out 
a man of the family of the houſe of Saul, whoſe name was 
Shimei, the ſon of Gera: he came forth, and curſed ſtill as 
he came, And he caſt ſtones at David and at his ſervants : 
and all the people and all the mighty men were on his 
right hand and on his left. And thus ſaid Shimei, when 
he curſed, Come out, thou bloody man, and thou man of 
Belial; the Lord hath returned upon thee all the blood of 
the houſe of Saul, in whoſe ſtead thou halt reigned, and the 
Lord hath delivered the kingdom into the hand of Abſo- 
lom thy ſon: and behold, thou art taken in thy miſchief, 
becauſe thou art a bloody man. 
Ihen faid Abiſhat unto the king, Why ſhould this dead 
dog curſe my lord the king? let me go over, I pray thee, 
and take off. his head. And the king ſaid, What have L 


to do with you, ye ſons of 7 8 So let him curſe, be- 
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cauſe the Lord hath faid to him, Curſe David. Who 
ſhall then ſay, Wherefore haſt thou done ſo? And David 
ſaid to Abiſhai, and to all his ſervants, Behold, my fon, 
who came forth of my bowels, ſeeketh my life; how much 
more may this Benjamite do it? let him alone, and let him 
do it. It may be that the Lord will look on my affliction, and 
that the Lord will requite me good for his curſing this day. 

And as David and his men went by the way, Shimei 
went along by the hill fide over againſt him, oy curſed as 
he went, and threw ſtones at him, and caſt duſt. And the 
king and all the people that were with hun came weary, and 
refreſhed themſelves there. 


XV, 

Aup Abſalom and all the people, the men of Iſrael, 
came to Jeruſalem, and Ahithophel with him; alſo Huſhai 
the Archite, David's friend. And Abſalom aſked counſel 
of them what he ſhould do: but the Lord had appointed to 
defeat the counſel of Ahithophel which he gave; fo Abſa- 
lom and all the men of Iſrael ſaid, The counſel of Huſhai 
is better than the counſel of Ahithophel. 

Then Huſhai ſent meſſengers to David, ſaying, Ariſe, 
and paſs quickly over the water; lodge not this night in 
the plains of the wilderncſs, leſt the king be ſwallowed up, 
and all the people that are with him. Then David aroſe 
and paſſed over Jordan with all the people. And when 
Ahithophel ſaw that his counſel was not followed, he gat 
him home to his houſe, to his city, and put his houſehold 
in order, and hanged himſelf, and died. 

And Abſalom paſſed over Jordan, he and the men of 
Iſrael. And he made Amaſa captain of the hoſt inſtead 
of Joab. And when David was come to Mahanaim, Shobi, 
and Machir, and Barzillai the Gileadite, brought beds, and 
baſons, and earthen veſſels, and wheat, and barley, and 
flour, and parched corn, and beans, and lentiles, and 
parched pulſe, and honey, and butter, and ſheep, and cheeſe 
of kine, for David, and for the people that were with him: 
for they ſaid, The people are hungry, and weary, and 
thirſty, in the walderneſs. | 1 , 
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And David numbered the people that were with him, 
and ſet captains of thouſands, and captains of hundreds 
over them. And he ſaid, I will ſurely go forth with you 
myſelf alſo. But the people anſwered, Thou ſhalt not go 
forth: for if we flee away they will not care for us; but 
now thou art worth ten thoukind of us: therefore it is 
better that thou ſuccour us out of the city. And the king 
ſaid unto them, What ſeemeth you beſt, I will do. And 
he ſtood by the gate- ſide, and all the people came out by 
hundreds, and by thouſands. And the king commanded 
Joab, and Abiſhai, and Ittai, (the captains of his hoſt) 
ſaying, Deal gently for my ſake, with the young man, even 
with Abſalom. And the people heard when the king 
gave the captains charge concerning Abſalom, 

So they went out into the field againſt Iſrael; and the 
battle was in the wood of Ephraim, where the people of 
Iſrael were lain before the ſervants of David, and there 
was a great ſlaughter that day, of twenty thouſand men. 
And Abſalom met the ſervants of David; and he rode 
upon a mule, which went under the thick boughs of an 
oak, and his head caught hold of the oak, ſo that he was 
taken up between the heaven and the earth, and the mule 
that was under him went away. And a certain man ſaw 
it, and told Joab; and Joab faid to the man, Why didit 
thou not ſmite him to the ground, and I would have given 
thee ten ſhekels of filver, and a girdle? and the man 
anſwered, 'Though I ſhould receive a thouſand ſhekels of 
ſilver, yet would I not put forth my hand againſt the king's 
ſon ; r in our hearing the king charged thee, and Abiſhai, 
and Ittai, ſaying, Beware that none touch the young man 
Abſalom : otherwiſe, I ſhould have wrought falſehood 
my own life; for there is no matter hid from the king, 
and thou would have ſet thyſelf againſt me. 

Then ſaid Joab, I may not tarry thus with thee. And 
he took three darts in his hand, and thruſt them through 
the heart of Abſalom, while he was yet alive in the midſt 
of the oak. And Joab blew the trumpet, and the people 
returned from purſuing after Iſrael: for he held the people 
back. And they took Abſalom, and caſt him into a great 
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it in the wood, and laid a very large heap of ſtones upon 
im: and all Iſrael fled every one to his tent. 
Then Joab ſent Ahimaaz and Cuſhi as meſſengers to 
bear tidings of the war; and David ſat between the two 
gates: and the watchman went up to the roof over the 
gate, and behold a man running alone. And he told the 
king, who ſaid, If he be alone there is tidings in his mouth; 
then the watchman ſaw another man running alone, and 
the king ſaid, He alſo bringeth tidings. And the watch- 
man ſaid, See, the running of the foremoſt is like Ahimaaz, 
the ſon of Zadok. Then the king ſaid, He is a good 
man, and cometh with good tidings. And Ahimaaz called, 
and ſaid, All is well: and he fell down to the earth 
before the king, and ſaid, Bleſſed be the Lord thy God, 
who hath delivered up the men that lifted up their hand 
againſt my lord the king. 
And the king ſaid, Is the young man Abſalom ſafe? and 
Ahimaaz anſwered, When Joab ſent me, I ſaw a great 


tumult, but I knew not what it was. Then Cuſhi came, and 


ſaid, Tidings, my lord the king: for the Lord hath 
avenged thee this day, of all them that roſe up againſt 
thee. And the king inquired, ſaying, Is the young man 
Abſalom ſafe? then Cuſhi anſwered, The enemies of my 
lord the king, and all that riſe againſt thee, to do thee 
hurt, be as that young man 1s. 

And the king was much moved, and went up to the 
chamber over the gate and wept; and as he went, thus he 


ſaid, O my ſon Abſalom, my ſon, my ſon Abſalom : 


would God I had died for thee, O Abſolom, my ſon, my 
ſon. And it was told Joab, Behold the king weepeth and 
mourneth for Abſalom. And the victory that day was 
turned into mourning unto all the people: for they heard 
how the king was grieved for his ſon, And the people 
gat them into the city, as people being aſhamed lteal away 
when they flee in battle. But the king covered his face, 


and cned with a loud voice, O my ſon Abſalom, O Abſa- 
lom, my ſon, my ſon. 


Then Joab came into the . houſe to the king, and ſaid, 


Thou halt ſhamed the faces of thy ſervants, who this day 
have ſaved thy life, and the lives of thy ſons and daughters, for 


thou 
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chou haſt declared, that thou regardeſt neither princes nor 
ſervants ; for I perceive if Abſalom had lived, and we had 
died this day, then it had pleaſed thee well. Now there- 
fore ariſe, go forth, and ſpeak comfortably unto thy ſer- 
vants ; for if thou go not forth, there will not remain one 
with thee this night; and that will be worſe to thee than 
all the evil that befel thee from thy youth until now. 

Then the king roſe and fat in the gate; and all the 
people were told how the king fat in the gate: and the 
came- before him, After this the people were at ſtrife 
throughout all the tribes of Iſrael, ſaying, The king ſaved 
us out of the hand of our enemies, and he delivered us out 
of the hand of the Philiſtines, and now he is fled out of 
fhe land for Abſalom. And Abſalom, whom we anointed 
over us, is dead in battle: now therefore why ſpeak ye not 
a word of bringing the king back? | 

And the king returned, and came to Jordan: and Judah 
went to meet him, to conduct the king over Jordan. And 
Shimei alſo haſted to come down with them to meet 
David ; and there were a thouſand men of Benjamin with 
him, and Shimei fell down before the king, as he was come 
over Jordan, and faid, Let not my lord impute iniquity 
unto me, neither do thou remember that which thy ſervant 
did perverſely the day thou went out of Jeruſalem, that the 
king ſhould take it to his heart; for thy ſervant; doth 
know that I have ſinned : therefore I am come the firſt of 
all the houſe of Joleph, to go down to meet the king. 

But Abithai ſaid, Shall not Shimei be put to death for 
this, becauſe he curſed the Lord's anointed ? and David 
ſaid, What have I to do with you, ye ſons of Zeruiah, that 
ye ſhould this day be adverſaries unto me? ſhall there any 
man be put to death this day in Iſrael: for do not 1 
know, that J am this day king over Iſrael! therefore he 
ſaid unto Shimei, Thou ſhalt not die. 

And Mephiboſheth, the ſon of Saul, came down to meet 
the king, and had neither drefled his feet, nor trimmed his 
beard, nor waſhed his clothes, from the day the king de- 


. parted, until the day he came in peace. And when he 


was come to Jeruſalem the king ſaid unto him, Wherefore 
went thou not with me, Mephiboſheth? and he anſwered, 


My 


My ſervant deceived me; for I ſaid, I will ſaddle me an 
aſs, that I oy ride thereon, and go to the king, becauſe 
of my lameneſs : and he hath ſlandered thy ſervant unto 
my lord the king; but do what is good in thine eyes, 
For all of my father's houſe were but dead men before the 
king: yet didſt thou ſet thy ſervant among them that eat 
at thine own table: what right have I therefore yet to cry 
unto the king? and the king ſaid, Why ſpeakeſt thou any 
more of thy matters? I have ſaid, thou and Ziba divide 
the land. And Mephiboſheth replied, Yea, let him take 
all, foraſmuch as my lord the king is come again in peace 
to his own houſe, | 


XVI. 
Ax Barzillai the Gileadite came down from Rogelim, 


and went over Jordan with the king, to conduct him over 
Jordan. Now he was a very aged man, even fourſcore 
years old, and he had provided the king of ſuſtenance 
whilſt he lay at Mahanaim : for he was a very great man. 
And the king ſaid to Barzillai, Come thou over with me, 
and I will feed thee with me at Jeruſalem. And he an- 
ſwered, How long have I to live, that I ſhould go up with 
the king to Jeruſalem? thy ſervant will go a little way over 
Jordan with the king: but why ſhould he recompence it 


me with ſuch a reward? Let me, I pray thee, turn back 


again, that I may die in my own city, and be buried by 
the grave of my father, and of my mother : but behold 
thy — Chimham, let him go over with the king, and 
do to him what ſhall ſeem good to thee, 

And all the people went over Jordan : and when the 
king was come over, he kiſſed Barzillai, and bleſſed him, 
and he returned to his own place; then the king went on 
to Gilgal, and Chimham with him: and all the people 
of Judah conducted the king, and alſo half the people of 
Iſrael. But the men of Iſrael came to the king, and 
faid, Why have our brethren, the men of Judah, ſtolen thee 
away, and brought the king and his houſehold over Jordan? 
and they anſwered, Becauſe the king is near of kin to us : 
wherefore then be ye angry for this matter? Have we 
eaten of the king's coſt, or hath he given us any gift? _ 
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the men of Iſrael replied, We have ten parts in the king, 
and have alſo more right in David than ye; why then did 
ye deſpiſe us, that our advice ſhould not be firſt had 
in bringing back our king? but the words of the men of 
Judah were fiercer than the words of the men of Iſrael. 

And there happened to be there a man of Belial, whoſe 
name was Sheba the ſon of Bichri a Benjamite, and he 
blew a trumpet, and ſaid, We have no part in David, 
neither have we inheritance in the ſon of Jefſe: every man to 
his tents, O Iſrael. So every man of Iſrael went up from af- 
ter David, and followed Sheba; but the men of Judah clave 
unto their king, from Jordan even to Jeruſalem. 'Then 
ſaid the king to Amaſa, Aſſemble me the men of Judah 
within three days, and be thou preſent, So Amaſa went; 
but he ſtayed longer than the ſer time which was ap- 
pointed him. | 

And David ſaid to Abiſhai, Now ſhall Sheba do us 
more harm than did Abſalom: take thou thy lord's 
ſervants, and purſue after him, leſt he get him fenced ciries, 
and eſcape us. And there went out after him Joab's men, 
and the Cherethites, and Pelethites, and all the mighty 
men, to purſue after Sheba, When they were at the great 
ſtone which is in Gibeon, Amaſa went before them; and 
Joab's garment that he had put on was girded to him, 
and upon it a girdle with a ſword faſtened upon his loins 
in the ſheath thereof, and as he went forth it fell out. 

And Joab ſaid to Amaſa, Art thou in health, my bro- 
ther? And Joab took him by the beard with the right 
hand to kiſs him, But Amaſa took no heed to the ſword 
that was in Joab's hand: ſo he ſmote him therewith in 
the fifth rib, and ſhed out his bowels to the ground, and 
ſtruck him not again, and he died; ſo Joab and Abiſhai his 
brother purſued after Sheba. And they came and beſieged 
him in Abel of Beth-maachah, and cait up a bank againſt 
the city, and battered the wall to throw it down. Then 
cried a wiſe woman out of the city, Hear, hear; fay, I 
pray you, unto Joab, Come near hither, that I may ſpeak 
with thee. And when he was come near, the ſaid, Art 
thou Joab? and he anſwered, I am he. Then the ſaid, 
They were wont to ſpeak in old time, ſaying, _— — 
| | urely 
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ſurely aſk counſel at Abel: and fo they ended the matter, 


J am one of them that are peaceable and faithful in Iſrael: 
thou ſeckeſt to deſtroy a city, and a mother in Iſrael: why 
wilt thou ſwallow up the inheritance of the Lord? and 
Joab anſwered, Far be it from me, that I ſhould ſwallow 
up, or deſtroy : the matter is not fo: but a man of Mount 
Ephraim hath lifted up his hand againſt the king : deliver 
him only and I will depart from the city: and the woman 
faid unto Joab, Behold his head ſhall be thrown ts thee 
over the wall. Then ſhe went to all the people in her 
wiſdom, and they cut off the head of Sheba, and caſt it out 
to Joab: and he blew a trumpet, and they retired from 
the city; and Joab returned to Jeruſalem, 


| XVII. 

Axp David ſpake unto the Lord, in the day that the 

Lord had delivered him out of the hand of all his enemies, 
and out of the hand of Saul. And he faid, 
+ 'The Lord is my rock and-my fortreſs, and my deliverer, 
the God of my rock, in him will I traſt: he is my ſhield, 
and the horn of my ſalvation; my high tower and my 
refuge; my Saviour. Thou ſaveſt me from violence. I 
will call on the Lord, who is worthy to be praiſed: ſo 
ſhall I be ſaved from mine enemies. When the waves of 
death compaſſed me: the floods of ungodly men made 
me afraid: the ſorrows of hell compaſſed me about: the 
fnares of death prevented me. In my diſtreſs I called 
upon the Lord, and cried unto my God, and he heard 
my voice out of his temple, and my cry did enter into his 
ears. 

Then the earth ſhook and trembled, the foundations of 
heaven moved and ſhook, becauſe he was wroth; there 
went up a ſmoke out of his noſtrils, and fire out of his 
mouth devoured: coals were kindled by it. He bowed 
the heavens alſo and came down: and darkneſs was under 
his feet. And he rode upon a cherub, and did fly; and he 
was ſeen upon the wings of the wind. He made dark- 
neſs pavilions round about him; dark waters, and thick 
clouds of the ſkies. Through the brightneſs before him, were 
coals of fire kindled. 'The Lord thundered from heaven, 
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and che Moſt High uttered his voice. He ſent out arrows 
and ſcattered them, lightning and diſcomfited them. The 
channcls of the ſea appeared, and the foundations of the 
world were diſcovered, at the rebuking of the Lord, at the 
blaſt of the breath of his noſtrils. 

He ſent from above, he took me, he drew me out of 
many waters. He delivered me from my ſtrong enemy, and 
from them that hated me: for they were too ſtrong for me. 
They prevented me in the day of my calamity: but the 
Lord was my (tay. He brought me forth alſo into a large 
owe he delivered me becauſe he delighted in me, The 

ord rewarded me according to my righteouſneſs: accord» 
ing to the cleanneſs of my hands hath he recompenſed me, 
For I have kept the ways of the Lord, and have not wick- 
edly departed from my God. For all his judgments were 
before me; and as for his ſtatutes, I did not depart from 
them. I was alſo upright before him, and have kept my- 
ſelf from mine iniquity, Therefore the Lord hath recome 
penſed me according to my righteouſneſs : according to 
my cleanneſs in his eye ſight. 

With the merciful thou wilt ſhew thyſelf merciful, and 
with the upright man, thou wilt” ſhew thyſelf upright; 
with the pure thou wilt ſhew thyſelf pure; and with the 
froward thou wilt wreſtle. And the aflited people thou 
wilt fave : but thine eyes are upon the haughty, that thou 
mayſt bring them down. For thou art my lamp, O 
Lord: and the Lord will lighten my darkneſs. For by 
thee I have run through a troop; by my God have I leaped 
over a wall. As for God, his way is perfect, the word of 
the Lord is tried : he is a buckler to all them that truſt in 
him. Who is God, ſave the Lord? and who is a rock, 
ſave our God? | 

God is my ſtrength and power: and he maketh my way 
perfect. He maketh my feet like hinds' feet; and ſetteth 
me upon my high places. He teacheth my hands to war ; 
ſo that a bow of ſteel is broken by mine arms. Thou haſt 
alſo given me the ſhield of thy ſalvation : and thy gentle- 
neſs hath made me great. 'Thou haſt enlarged my ſteps 
under me ; ſo that my feet did not flip. 

Now theſe are the laſt words of David: David, the On 
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of Jeſſe, ſaid, and the man who was raiſed up on high, the 
anointed of the God of Jacob, and the ſweet Pſalmiſt of 
Ifrael, ſaid, | : 

The ſpirit of the Lord ſpake by me, and his word was in 
my tongue. The God of Iſrael ſaid, The rock of Iſrael 
ſpake to me He that ruleth over men muſt be juſt, ruling 
in the fear of God. And he ſhall be as the ſight of the 
morning, when the ſun riſeth, even a morning without 
clouds; as the tender graſs ſpringing out of the earth b 
clear ſhining after rain. Although my houſe be not fo wit 
God; yet he hath made with me an everlaſting covenant, 
ordered in all things, and ſure: for this is all my ſalvation, 
and all my defire, although he make it not to grow. But 
the ſons of Belial ſhall be all of them as thorns, thruſt 
away, becauſe they cannot be taken with hands. But the 
man that ſhall touch them, muſt be fenced with iron, and 
the ſtaff of a ſpear, and they ſhall be utterly burnt with fire 
in the ſame place,

THE FIRST BOOK OF KINGS, 


L 
Now David was old and ſtricken in years, And Ado- 
nizah his ſon exalted himſelf, ſaying, I will be king : and he 


repared him chariots and horſemen, and wy men to run 
fore him. And his father had not diſpleaſed him at any 


time, in ſaying, Why haſt thou done ſo? And he con- 


ferred with Joab, and with Abiathar the prieſt; and they 
following Adonijah, helped him. But Zadok the prieſt, 
.and Benaiah, and Nathan the prophet, and Shimei, and Rei, 
and the mighty men which belonged to David, were not 
with Adonijah. And he flew ſheep and oxen, and fat cattle, 
by the ſtone of Zoheleth, which is by En-rogel, and 2 * 
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his brethren the king's ſons, and all the men of Judah the 
king's ſervants. But Nathan the prophet, and Benaiah, 
and the mighty men, and Solomon his brother, he called 
not. 

Wherefore Nathan ſaid to Bathſheba, the mother of 
Solomon, Haſt thou not heard that Adonijah, the ſon of 
Haggith, doth reign, and David our lord, knoweth it not ? 
Now therefore let me give thee counſel, that thou mayſt fave 
thine own life, and the life of thy ſon Solomon. Goin 
unto king David, and ſay to him, Didſt not thou ſay unto 
thine handmaid, Aſſuredly Solomon thy ſon ſhall reign 
after me, and he ſhall ſit upon my throne : Why then doth 
Adonijah reign? Behold, whilit thou ſpeakeſt with the 
king, 1 will alfo come in after thee, and conſirm thy words. 
And Bathſheba went in to the king, into the chamber: 
and ſhe bowed, and did obeiſance to him; and the kin 
ſaid, What would(t thou? And ſhe ſaid, Fhou haſt 3 
unto thine handmaid, ſaying, Aſſuredly Solomon thy ſon 
ſhall reign after me, and he ſhall fit upon my throne. But 
now behold Adonijah reigneth, and thou knoweſt it not. 
And thou, my lord, O King, the eyes of all Iſrael are 
upon thee, that thou ſhouldeſt tell them who ſhall fit on the 
throne of the king after him. Otherwile it ſhall come to 
paſs, when the king ſhall ſleep with his fathers, that I and 
my ſon Solomon ſhall be counted offenders, 

And while ſhe yet talked with the king, Nathan came in, 
and he ſaid, My lord, O king, haſt thou ſaid, Adonijah 
ſhall reign after me, and ſhall 10 upon my throne? For he 
is gone down this day, and hath flain oxen, and fat cattle, 
and ſheep in abundance, and hath called the king's ſons, and 
the captains of the hoſt, and Abiathar the 1 and they 
eat and drink before him, and ſay, God ſave king Adoni- 


jah. But me, and Zadok the prieſt, and Benaiah, and thy 


ſervant Solomon, hath he not called. 

Then the king ſaid to Bathſheba, Even as I ſware to 
thee by the Lord God of Iſrael, ſaying, Aſſuredly Solo- 
mon thy ſon ſhall reign after me, and he ſhall fit upon my 
throne in my ſtead; even ſo will I certainly do this day. 
And the king called Zadok, and Nathan, and Benaiah, and 


ſaid to them, Take with you the Jeryants of your lord, and 
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cauſe Solomon my ſon to ride upon mine own mule, and 
bring him down to Gihon. And let Zadok the prieſt, and 
Nathan the prophet, anoint him there king over Iſrael : and 
blow ye with the trumpet, and ſay, God fave king Solo. 
mon: and they did according to the king's command. 
And all the people came up after him; and they rejoiced 
with great joy, ſo that the earth rent with the ſound of 
them. 

And Adonijah, and all the gueſts that were with him, 
heard it. And Joab ſaid, Wherefore is this noiſe of the 
city? And while he yet ſpake, Jonathan the ſon of 
Abiathar came, and Adonijah ſaid to him, Come in, for 
thou art a valiant man, and bringeſt good tidings. And he 
anſwered, Verily our lord king David hath made Solomon 
king, and Solomon ſitteth on the throne of the kingdom. 
Then all the gueſts that were with Adonijah were afraid, 
and roſe up, and went every man his way, And Adon'- 
jah feared becauſe of Solomon, and went, and caught hold 
on the horns of the altar. But Solomon ſent, and they 
brought him down from the altar, and he came and bowed 
himſelf; and Solomon ſaid to him, Go to thine houſe, 


II, 


Now the days of David drew nigh, that he ſhould dig; 
and he charged Solomon his ſon, — I go the way of 
all the earth : be thou ſtrong therefore, and ſhew thyſelt a 
man. Keep the charge of the Lord thy God, to walk in 
his ways, to keep his ſtatutes, and his commandments, and 
his judgments, and his teſtimonies, as it is written in the law 
of Moſes, that thou mayeſt proſper in all that thou doelt ; 
and whitherſoever thou turneſt thyſelf. That the Lord 
may continue his word which he ſpake concerning me, ſay- 
ing, It thy children take heed to their way, to walk before 
me in truth, with all their heart, and with all their ſoul, 
there ſhall not fail thee a man on the throne of Iſrael. 
80 David ſlept with his fathers, and was buried in the 
city of David. And the days that David reigned over 
Hrael, were forty years: ſeven years he reigned in 1 
2 an 
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and thirty-three years in Jeruſalem. Then ſate Solomon 
upon the throne of David his father, and his kingdom was 
eſtabliſhed greatly. And in Gibeon the Lord appeared to 
Solomon in a dream by night: and God ſaid, Aik what I 
ſhall give thee. And Solomon ſaid, Thou haſt ſhewed to thy 
ſervant David my father great mercy, according as he walked 
before thee in truth and in righteouſneſs, and in uprightneſs 
of heart with thee, and thou haſt kept for him this great 
kindneſs, that thou haſt given him a ſon to fit on his throne, 
as at this day. And now, O Lord my God, thou haſt 
made thy ſervant king inſtead of David my father: and I 
am but a little child : I know not how to go out or come 
in. And thy ſervant is in the midſt of thy people which 
thou haſt choſen, a great people, that cannot be numbered 
nor counted for multitude. Give therefore thy ſervant an 
underſtanding heart, to judge thy people, that I may dif- 
cern between good and bad: for who 1s able to judge this 
thy ſo great people? 

And the ſpeech pleaſed the Lord, that Solomon had 


zaſked this thing. And God ſaid unto him, Becauſe thou 


haſt aſked this thing, and haſt not aſſced for _—_ long 
life: neither haſt aſked riches for thyſelf, nor haſt aſked the 
life of thine enemies, but haſt aſked. for thyſelf under- 


' ſtanding to diſcern judgment; behold I have done accord- 


ing to thy words: I have given thee a wiſe and an under- 
ſtanding heart, ſo that there was none like thee before 
thee, neither after thee {hall any ariſe like to thee. I have 


.alſo given thee that which thou haſt not aſked, both riches, 


and honour; ſo that there ſhall not be any among the kings 


like unto thee, all thy days. And if thou wilt walk in my 


ways, to keep my ſtatutes and my commandments, as thy 


father David did walk, then I will lengthen thy days. 


And God gave Solomon wiſdom and underſtanding, and 
largeneſs of heart, even like the ſand that is on the ſea 
ſhore. His wiſdom excelled the wiſdom of all the children 


of the eaſt country, and all the wiſdom of Egypt. For he 
was wiſer than Ethan the Ezrahite, and Heman, and Chal- 
chol, and Darda the ſons of Mahol: and his fame was in 
all nations round about, 


He 
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He ſpake three thouſand proverbs: and his ſongs were 3 
thouſand and five, He ſpake alſo of trees, from the cedar 
tree that is in Lebanon, even to the hyſop that ſpringeth 
out of the wall. Alſo of beaſts, and of fowl, of creeping 
things and fiſhes. And there came of all people to hear 
the wiſdom of Solomon, from all kings of the earth who 
had heard of his wiſdom. 

And in the four hundredth and eightieth year after the 
children of Iſrael were come out of Egypt, in the fourth 

of Solomon's reign over Iſrael, in the month Zif, which 
1s the ſecond month, he began to build the houſe of the 
Lord, And in the eleventh year, in the month Bull, which 
is the eight month, was the houſe finiſhed throughout all 
the parts thereof, and according to all the faſhion of it. So 
he was ſeven years in building it. 

Then Solomon aſſembled the elders of Iſrael, and all the 
heads of the tribes, and the chief of the fathers of the chil- 


dren of Iſrael unto him in Jeruſalem, that they might bring 
15 the ark of the covenant of the Lord, out of the city ot 


avid, which is Zion. And they brought up the ark of the 
Lord, and the tabernacle of the congregation, and all the 
holy veſſels that were in the tabernacle, even theſe did the 


prieſts and Levites bring up. 


There was nothing in the ark fave the two tables of 


ſtone, which Moſes put there at Horeb, when the Lord 


made a covenant with the children of Iſrael, when th 
came out of the land of Egypt. And it came to — 


when the prieſts were come out of the holy place, that the 


cloud filled the houſe of the Lord, ſo that the prieſts could 
not ſtand to miniſter, becauſe of the cloud; for the glory of 
the Lord had filled the houſe. 

And Solomon ſtood before the altar of the Lord, in the 
1 of all the congregation of Iſrael, and ſpread forth 


his hand toward heaven. And he ſaid, Lord God of Iſrael, 
there is no God like thee, in heaven above, or on earth 


beneath, who keepeſt coyenant and mercy with thy ſer- 


vants, that walk before thee with all their heart. Who haſt 


kept with thy ſervant David my father, that which thou pro- 

miſedſt him: thou ſpeakeſt alſo with thy mouth, and haft ful- 

filled it with thy hand, as it is this day. Therefore now, - 
0 
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God of Ifrael, keep with thy ſervant David my father that 
thou promiſed(t him ſaying, There ſhall not fail thee a man in 
my fight to fit on the throne of Iſrael; fo that thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way, that they walk before me as 
thou haſt walked before me. Now, O God of Iſrael, let thy 
word (I pray thee) be verified, which thou ſpakeſt unto 
thy ſervant David. But will God indeed dwell on the 
earth? - Behold, the heaven, and heaven of heavens cannot 
contain thee, how much leſs this houſe that I have builded v. 
And when Solomon had made an end of praying unto 
the Lord, he aroſe from before the altar: and he ſtood 
and bleſſed all the congregation, with a loud voice, ſay- 
ing, Bleſſed be the Lord, that hath given reſt to his 
people Iſrael, , to all that he promiſed: there hath 
not failed one word of all his good promiſe which he pro- 
miſed by the hand of Moſes his ſervant. The Lord our 
God be with us, as he was with our fathers: let him not 
leave us, nor forſake us: that he may incline our hearts 
unto him, to walk in all his ways, and to keep his command- 
ments and his ſtatutes and his judgments, which he com- 
manded our fathers. Aud let theſe my words wherewith 
I have made ſupplication before the Lord, be nigh unto the 
Lord our God day and night, that he maintain the cauſe of 
bis ſervant, and the cauſe of his people Iſrael at all times, 
as the matter ſhall require: that all the people of the 
earth may know that the Lord is God, and that there 
is none elſe. Let your heart therefore. be perfect with the 
Lord our God, to walk in his ſtatutes, and keep his com- 
mandments as at this day. 1 


III. 

Av the Lord appeared to Solomon the ſecond time, ag 
he had appeared to him at Gibeon. And the Lord ſaid to 
him, I have heard thy prayer, and thy ſupplication that thou 
haſt made before me: and if thou wilt walk before me, as 
David thy father walked, in integrity of heart, and in up- 
rightneſs, to do according to all that I have commanded 


* The whole of Solomon's prayer is not inſerted, as it related 
principally to the Jewiſh narion, and the houſe he had built. 
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thee, and wilt beep my ſtatutes and my judgments, then I 
will eſtabliſh the throne of thy kingdom upon Iſrael for ever, 
as I promiſed to David, Raying, There ſhall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Ifrael. But if you ſhall at all turn 
from following me, you or your children, and will not keep 
my commandments and ſtatutes which J have ſet before you; 
but go and ſerve other gods, and worſhip them; then will [ 
cut off Irael out of the land which I have given them: and 
this houſe, which I have ballowed for my name, will I caſt 
out of my light, and Iſrael ſhall be a proverb, and a by-word 
among all people. And at this houſe, which is high, every 
one that Ro” by it ſhall be aſtoniſhed, and ſhall hiſs; 
and they thall ſay, Why hath the Lord done thus unto this 
kind, and to this houſe? And they ſhall anſwer, Becauſe 
they forſook the Lord their God, who brought forth their 
fathers out of the land of Egypt, and have taken hold 
upon. other gods, and worſhipped them, and ſerved them; 
therefore hath the Lord brought upon them all this evil. 
And when the queen of Sheba heard of the fame of 
Solomon, concerning the name of the Lord, ſhe came to 

rove him with hard queſtions. And ſhe came to Jeruſa- 
km with a great train, with camels, that bare fpices, and 
yery much gold and precious ſtones: and when ſhe came 
to Solomon, ſhe communed with him of all that was in 
ker heart. 

And he told her all her queſtions; there was not any 
thing hid from the king which he told her not. And when 
the queen of Sheba had ſeen all Solomon's wiſdom, and 
the houſe that he had built, and the meat of his table, and 
the, ſitting of his ſervants, and the attendance of his mini- 
ſters, there was no more ſpirit left in her. And ſhe ſaid 


do the king, It was a true report that J heard in my own 


land of thy acts and of thy wiſdom. Howbeit, I believed 
not the words until I came and mine eyes had feen it; and 
" behold the half was not told me. Thy wiſdom and proſ- 
perity exceedeth the fame which I heard. Happy are thy 
men, happy are theſe thy ſervants, who ſtand continually 
before thee, and hear thy wiſdom. Bleſſed be the Lord 
thy God, who delighted in thee, to ſet thee on the throne 
of Iſrael, Becauſe the Lord loved Irael for ever, * 
ore 
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fore he made thee king, to do judgment and juſtice. 
And the gave the king an hundred and twenty talents 
of gold, and of ſpices great ſtore, and precious ſtones. 
2 Solomon gave to the queen all her deſire, whatſoever 
ſhe alked: ſo ſhe returned and went to her own country, 
ſhe and her ſervants. 

But after this, when Solomon was old, he did evil in 
the ſight of the Lord, and went not fully after the Lord, 
as did David his father. And the Lord was angry with 
him, becauſe his heart was turned from the Lord God of 
Iſrael, who had appeared unto him twice, Wherefore the 
Lord ſaid unto — Foraſmuch as this is done of thee, 
and thou haſt not kept my covenant and my ſtatutes which 
I commanded thee, I will ſurely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy ſervant. Notwithſtanding in- 
thy days I will not do it, for David thy father's ſake : but 
I will rend it out of the hand of thy ſon. Yet I will 
not rend away all the kingdom; but will give one tribe to 
thy ſon, for David my ſervant's ſake, — for Jeruſalem's 
ſake, which I have choſen. be. 

And Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat, Solomon's ſervant, lifted. 
up his hand againſt the king. And it came to pals when 
Jeroboam went out of. Jeruſalem, that the prophet Ahijah 
the Shilonite found him in the way: and he had clad him- 
ſelf with a new garment; and they two were alone in the 
field. And Ahijah caught the new garment, that was on 
him, and rent it in twelve pieces, laying to Jeroboam, 
Take thee ten pieces: for thus ſaith the Lord, the God 
of Iſrael, Behold, I will rend the kingdom out of the 
hand of Solomon, and will give ten tribes to thee ; becauſe 
they have forſaken me, and have worſhipped ſtrange gods, 
and have not walked in my ways, to do that which is right 
in my eyes. Howbeit, I will not take the whole kingdom 
out of his hand; but I will take the kingdom out of his 
ſon's hand, and will give it unto thee, even ten tribes. And 
it ſhall be, if thou wilt hearken to all that I command thee, 
and wilt walk in my ways, and do that which is right in my 
light, I will be with thee, and build thee a — houſe, 
as L built for David, and will give Iſrael unto thee. And 


I will for. this afflict the ſeed of David, but not for ever. 
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Solomon ſought therefore to kill Jeroboam: but he aroſe 
and fled into Egypt, unto Shiſhak king of Egypt, and was 
there until the death of Solomon. The time that Solomon 
reigned in Jeruialem over all Iſrael, was forty years, and 


Solomon ſlept with his fathers, and was buried in the 


city of David his father: and Rehoboam his fon reigned in 
his ſtead. | 


IV. 
"Any Rehoboam went to Shechem: for all Ifracl was 


-come there to make him king. But it came to paſs 


when Jeroboam heard it, that he returned out of Egypt, 
whither he had fled from the preſence of Solomon, for 
they {ent and called him. And Jeroboam, and all the 
2 of Iſrael, came and ſpake to Rehoboam, ſay- 
ing, Thy father made our yoke grievous: now therefore 
make theu the grievous ſervice of thy father, and his heavy 
yn which he put upon us, lighter, and we will ſerve 

ee. | 

And he faid to them, Depart yet for three days, then 
come again to me: and the people departed. And king 
Rehoboam conſulted with the old men that ſtood before 
Solomon his father, and faid, How do you adviſe that I 
may anſwer this people? And they faid, If thou wilt be 
# fervant to this people this day, and wilt ſerve them, 
and ſpeak good words to them, then they will be thy ſer- 
wants for ever. | Fare 

But he forſook the counſel of the old men, and con- 


fulted with the young men that were grown up with him, 


and who ſtood before him. And he ſaid unto them, What 
counſel give ye, that we — anſwer this people, who ſay, 
Make the yoke, which thy father put upon us, lighter. And 
the young men anſwered, Thus ſhalt thou fay to them, My 
little finger ſhall be thicker than my father's Joins. And 


whereas he did load you with a heavy yoke, I will add to 


your yoke. He hath chaſtiſed you with whips, but I will 

chaſtiſe you with ſcorpions. 
So Feroboam and all the people came to Rehoboam on 
the third day, as the king had appointed. And he ed 
| | them 
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them roughly, and forſook the old mens counſel that they 
gave him. And when Iſrael ſaw that the king hearkene d 
not to them, they ſaid, What portion have wWe in David? 
neither have we inheritance in the ſon of Jeſſe: to your 
tents, O Iſrael: now ſee to thy houſe, David. So Iſtael 
departed to their tents. But as for the children of 1fraet 
who. dwelt in the cities of Judah, Rehobuam reigned over 
them. And he ſent Adoram, who was over the tribute, 
and all Iſrael ſtoned him with ſtones that he died: there- 
fore Rehoboam made {peed to get him up to his chariot, 
to flee to Jeruſalem. So Iſrael rebelled againſt the houſe 
of David unto this day. And they made ſeroboam king 
over Iſrael: there was only the tribe of Judah thut fol- 
lowed the houſe of David. 

But when Rehoboam was come to Jerufalem, he aſ- 
ſembled all the houſe of Judah, with the tribe of Benjamin, 


an hundred and eighty thouſand choſen men, which were 


warriors, to fight againſt the houfe of Iſrael, to bring the 
kingdom again to him. Then the word of the Lord came 
to Shemaiah, the man of God, ſaying, Speak to Reho- 
boam, and unto all the houſe of Judah and Benjamin, 
ſaying to them, Thus faith the Lord, Ye ſhall not go up, 
nor fight againſt your brethren the children of Ifrad re- 
turn every man to his houſe, for this thing is from me. 


They hearkened therefore to the word of the Lord, and 


returned accordingly. 
And Jeroboam ſaid in his heart, Now ſhall the kingdom 
return to the houſe of David, if this peop'e go up to do 


ſacrifice in the houſe of the Lord at Jeruſalem. Where- 
upon he took counſel, and made two calves of gold, and 


ſaid to the people, It is too much for you to go up to Jery- 


lalem; behold thy gods, O Lirael, which brought thee . 
out of the land of Egypt. And he ſet one in Beth-el, an 


the other in Dan. And this thing became a fin: for the 


people went to worſhip before the -one, even unto Dan. 


And he made a houſe of high places, and made prieſts of” 


the loweſt of the people, who were not of the ſons of Levi. 
He- alſo offered upon the altar, which he had made in 


Beth - el, the fifteenth day of the eighth month, even in the 


2 K 3 month 
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month which he had deviſed of his own heart: and or- 
damed a feaſt to the children of Iſrael. 

And there came a man of God out of Judah, by the 
word of the Lord, to Beth-el; and Jeroboam ſtood by the 
altar to burn incenſe. And he cried againſt the altar in the 
word of the Lord, and ſaid, O altar, altar, thus faith the 
Lord, Behold a child ſhall be born to the houſe of David, 
Joſiah by name. And upon thee ſhall he offer the prieſts 
of the high places that burn incenſe upon thee, and mens 
bones ſhall be burnt upon thee. And he gave a ſign, ſay- 
ing, This is the ſign which the Lord hath ſpoken, Behold, 
the altar ſhall be rent, and the aſhes that are upon it ſhall 
be poured out. 

And when the king heard the ſaying of the man of God, 
be put forth his hand from the altar, ſaying, Lay hold on 
him. And his hand which he put forth againſt him, dried 
up, ſo that he could not pull it in again to him. The al- 
tar alſo was rent, and the aſhes poured out from the altar, 
according to the Egn which the man of God had given by 
the word of the Lord. And the king ſaid to him, Intreat 
now the face of the Lord thy God, and pray for me, that 
my hand-may be reſtored again. And the man of God 
beſought the Lord, and the king's hand was rettored again, 
and became as it was before. 

Then the king ſaid to him, Come home with me and, re- 
freſh thyſelf, and I will give thee a reward: but he an- 
ſwered, If thou wilt give me half thy houſe, I will not go 
in with thee, neither will I cat bread, nor drink water 
in this place: for ſo it was charged me by the word of 
the Lord, ſaying, Eat no bread, nor drink water, nor turn 
again bythe ſame way that thou cameſt. So he went another 

ay, and returned not by the way that he came to Beth-el. 
"Thow there dwelt an old prophet in Beth-el, and his ſons 
came and told him all the works which the man of God 
had done that day in Beth-el; and the words he had ſpoken - 
to the king. And their father ſaid, Which way went he? 
for his ſons had ſeen which way he went. And he ſaid 
to them, Saddle me the aſs, and be rode thereon, and went 
alter the man af God, who he found ſitting under 12 — 
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and he ſaid to him, Art thou the man of God that came 
from Judah? and he anſwered, I am. Then he invited 
him to come home with him and eat bread: but he ſaid, 1 
may not return with thee; nor go in with thee, neither 
will I eat bread, nor drink water with thee in this place 
for thus am I commanded by the word of the. Lord. 

He anſwered him, I am a prophet alſo as thou art, and 
an angel ſpoke to me by the word of the Lord, ſaying, 
Bring him back with thee into thy houſe, that he may eat 
bread, and drink water: but he lied unto him. $0 the 
man of God went back with him, and did eat and drink 
in his houſe. And it came to paſs as they ſat at the table, 
that the word of the Lord came to the prophet that brought 
him back; and he cried to him, ſaying, Thus faith the 
Lord, As thou halt diſobeyed the mouth of the Lord, 
and haſt not kept the commandment which the Lord thy 
God commanded thee, but cameſt back, and haſt eaten 
bread, and drank water in the place of which the Lord 
ſaid to thee, Eat no bread, nor drink no water, thy carcaſe 
ſhall not come to the ſepulchre of thy father. 

After this he ſaddled the aſs for the prophet whom he had 
brought back: and when he was gone, a lion met him 
by the way, and flew him: and his carcaſe was caſt in the 
way, and the aſs ſtood by it; the lion alſo ſtood by the 
carcaſe. And men who paſſed by, ſaw this; and they came 
and told it in the city. where the old prophet dwelt, 
And when he heard it, he faid, It is the man of God, 
who was diſobedient to the word of the Lord: theres» 
fore the Lord hath delivercd him unto the lion, who hath 
torn him, and flain him, according to the word of the Lord, 
which he ſpake to him. 

And he went and found his body caſt in the way, and 
the aſs and the lion ſtanding by it: the lion had not 
eaten the body, nor torn the aſs. Then he took up the 
body, and laid it upon the aſs, and brought it back, and 
the old prophet came to the city, to mourn and to hury 
him. And be laid his body in his own grave, and they 
mourned over him, ſaying, Alas, my brother! And he 
commanded his ſons, ſaying, When I am dead, bury me 
in the ſepulchre wherein * man of God is buried. Fer 
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the ſaying which he cricd by the word of the Lord againit 
the altar in Beth-el, and againſt all the houſes of the high 
places which are in the cities of Samaria, ſhall ſurcly 
come. to. paſs. | 

After this thing Jeroboam turned not from his evi] 
Way. |

Ar that time Abijah the ſon of Jeroboam fell ſick, 
And Jeroboam ſaid to his wife, Ariſe, I pray thee, and 
diſguite thyſelf, that thou be not known to be the wife ot 
Jeroboam: and get thee to Shiloh; there is Ahijah the 
8 who told me I ſhould be king over this people. 

"ake with thee ten loaves, and biſcuits, and a cruſe of 
honey, and go to him: he will tell thee what ſhall become 
of the child | | 
And ſhe went 'to Shiloh, and came to the houſe of Ahi- 
jah: but Ahijah could not fee; for his eyes were ſet, by 
reaſon of his age. And the Lord ſaid to him, Behold, the 
wife of Jeroboam cometh to aſk a thing of thee for her 
ſon, for he is ſick: and after this manner ſhalt thou ſay 
to her; for when ſhe cometh in, ſhe will feign herſelf to 
be another woman, And it was ſo, that when Ahijah 
heard the ſound of her feet; as ſhe came in at the door, he 
faid, Come in, thou wife of Jeroboam, why feigneſt thou 
thy!elf to be another? I am ſent to thee with heavy tidings- 
Go, tell Jeroboam, thus faith the Lord God of Iſracl, 
Foraſmuch as I exalted thee from among the people, and 
made thee prince over my people Iſracl, and took the king- 
dom away from the houſe of David, and gave it to thee: 
yet thou haſt not been as my ſervant David, who kept my 
- commandments, and who followed me with all his heart, 
to do that only which was right in my eyes; but haſt done 
evil above all that were before thee: for thou haſt gone 
and made thee other gods, and molten images, to provoke 
me to anger, and haſt caſt me behind thy back. Therefore 
behold, | will bring evil upon the houſe of Jeroboam, and 
I will cut off from Jeroboam him that is ſhut up and left 
in Iſrael, and will take away the remnant of the houſe of 


Jeroboam, as a man taketh away dung, till it be all gone. 


Him 
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Him that dieth of Jeroboam in the city, ſhall the dogs eat; 
and him that dieth in the field, ſhall the fowls of the air 
eat: for the Lord hath ſpoken it. Ariſe thou therefore, 
get thee, to thy houſe ; and when thy feet enter into the 
city, the child ſhall die. And all Irael ſhall mourn for 
him, and bury him: for he only of Jeroboam ſhall come 
to the grave, becauſe in him there is found ſome good 
thing toward the Lord God of Iſrael, in the houſe of Je- 
roboam. Moreover, the Lord ſhall raiſe him up a king. 
over Iſrael, who ſhall cut off the houſe of Jeroboam that 
day: but what? even now. For the Lord ſhall ſmite II- 
rael as a reed is ſhaken in the water, and he ſhall root Iſ- 
rael up out of this good land, which he gave to their fa» 
thers, and ſhall ſcatter' them beyond the river, becauſe 
they have made their groves, provoking the Lord to anger. 
And he ſhall give up Iſrael, becauſe of the fins of Jero- 
boam, who did fin, and made Iſrael to fin. 

And Jeroboam's wife departed, and came to Tirzah: 
and when ſhe came to the threſhold of the door, the child 
died, and they buried him, and all Iſrael mourned for him, 
according to the word of the Lord, which he ſpake by 
his ſervant Ahijah the prophet. And the reſt. of the acts 
of Jeroboam are written in the book of the Chronicles of 


the kings of Iſrael. He reigned two and twenty years, 


and ſlept with his fathers; and Nadab his ſon reigned in 
his ſtead. | 
And Rehoboam, the fon of Solomon, reigned in Judahy 
he was forty-one years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned ſeventeen years in Jeruſalem, the city which the

name there; but Judah did evil in the fight of the Lord, 
and they provoked him to jealouſy with their fins which. 
they had committed, above all that their fathers had done.

which the Lord caſt out before the children of Iſrael. 


And it came to paſs in the fifth year of king Rehoboam * 


that Shiſhak, king of Egypt, came up againſt Jeruſalem: 


hey did according to all the abominations of the nations 


and he took away the treaſures of the houſe of the Lord,

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and the treaſures of the king's houſe; he took away all the 
ſnields of gold which Solomon had made. Now the reſt 
of the acts of Rehoboam, are they not written in the book 
of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? and he ſlept with 
his "fathers: and Abijam his ſon reigned in his ſtead. 
Three years he reigned in Jeruſalem ; and he walked in 
all the ſins of his father, which he had done before him: 
his heart was not perfe& with the Lord his God, as the 
heart of David his father. 

And Abyam ſlept with his fathers, and they buried him 
m the city of David : and Aſa his ſon reigned in 
his ſtead. Forty-one years he reigned in Jeruſalem, and 
Aſa did that which was right in the eyes of the Lord; 
he removed all the idols that his father had made; and 
alſo Maachah his mother he removed from being queen, 
becauſe ſhe had made an idol in a prove; he deſtroyed her 
idol, and burnt it by the brook Kidron : and Aſa flept 
3 his fathers; and Jehoſhaphat his ſon reigned in his 

ea OS 

And Nadab, the ſon of Jeroboam, began to reign over 
Urael, in the ſecond year of Aſa king of Judah, and after 
he had reigned two years, Baaſha conſpired againſt him, 
and flew him, and reigned in his ſtead. He alſo deſtroyed 
all the houſe of Jeroboam, according to the faying of the 
Lord, which he ſpoke by his fervant Ahijah rhe Shilonite. 
And Baaſha did evil in the fight of the Lord, and walked 
m the way of Jeroboam, and his fin wherewith he made 
Iſrael to fin. 7 2 

In the twenty-ſixth year of Aﬀa, w_ of Judah, Elah, 
the ſon of Baaſha, began to reign over Iſrael : he reigned 
two years, and his ſervant Zimri conſpired againſt him as 
he was in Tirzah, drinking himſelf drunk in the houſe of 
Arza, ſteward of his houſe, in Tirzah. And Zimri reigned 
in his ſtead: but when the people heard that he had con- 
ſpired, and had flain the kings they made Omri, the 
captain of the hoſt, king over Ifrael that day in the camp, 
and they went up, and beſieged Tirzah. And when 
Zimri ſaw that the city was taken, he went into the king's 

ace, and burnt the king's houſe over him with fire, 


and died. In the thirty-firſt year of Aſa, king of _

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I may drink. And as ſhe was going to fetch it, he called. 
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Omri began to reign over Iſrael ; he reigned fix years in 
Tirzah: but Omri wrought evil in the eyes of the Lord, 
and did worſe than all that were before him; for he 
walked in all the way of Jeroboam, and in his fin, where-, 
with he made Iſrael to fin, to provoke the Lord God of 
Ifrael to anger with their vanities, 

80 Omri flept with his fathers, and was buried in 
Samaria, and Ahab his ſon reigned in his ſtead, And Ahab 
did evil in the fight of the Lord: and as if it had been a 
light thing for him to walk in the fins of Jeroboam, he 
alio took to wife Jezebel the daughter of Ethbaal, king of 
the Zidonians, and went and ſerved Baal, and worſhipped

AxD Elijah the Tiſhbite, who was of the inhabitants of 
Gilead, ſaid unto Ahab, As the Lord God of Iſrael liveth, 
before whom I ſtand, there ſhall not be dew nor rain theſe 

ears, but according to my word, And the word of the 
— came to him, ſaying, Get thee hence, and turn thee 
eaſt ward, and hide thyſelf by the brook Cherith, that is 
before Jordan. And it ſhall be, that thou ſhalt drink of 
the brook, and I have commanded the ravens to feed thee 
there. 

So he went and did according unto the word of the 
Lord. And the ravens brought him bread and fleſh in 
the morning, and bread and fleth in the evening: and he 
drank of the brook. And it came to paſs, after a while, 
that the brook dried up, becauſe there had been no rain in 
the land. And the word of the Lord came unto him, 
laying, Ariſe, get thee to Zarephath, which belongeth to 
Zidon, and dwell there: I have commanded a widow 
woman there to ſuſtain thee. So he aroſe, and went to 
Zarephath : and when he came to the gate of the city, the 
woman was there gathering ſticks; and he called to her, and

And ſhe ſaid, As the Lord thy God liveth, I have not

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a: cruſe:: and behold, I am gathering two ſticks, that I 
may go in and dreſs it for me and my ſon, that we may eat 
it, and die. Then Elijah ſaid unto her, Fear not; ge aud 
do as thou haſt ſaid; but make me thereof a little cake firſt, 
and bring it to me, and after make for thee and thy ſon. 
For thus faith the Lord God of Iſrael, The barrel of 
meal ſhall not waſte, neither ſhall the cruſe of oil fail, until 
the day that the Lord ſendeth rain upon the earth. 

had ſhe went, and did according to the ſaying of Elijah; 
and ſhe, and he, and her houſe did eat many days; the 
barrel of meal walted not, neither did the cruſe of oil fail, 
according to the word of the Lord, which he ſpake by 
Elijah. 


And it came to paſs after theſe things, that the ſon of 


the woman fell ſick, and his ſickneſs was ſo ſore that 
there was no breath left in him; and ſhe ſaid unto Elijah, 
What have I to do with thee, O, thou man of God? art 
thou come unto me to call my ſin to remembrance, and to 
cauſe my ſon to die? And he ſaid unto her, Give me thy 
ſon; and he took him out of her boſom, and carried him 
up into a chamber, where he abode, and laid him upon his 
own bed, and he cried unto the Lord, ſaying, O Lord my 
God, haſt thou alſo brought evil upon the widow, with 
whom I ſojourn, by cauſing her ſon to die? And he 
ſtretched himſelf upon the child three times, and called on 
the Lord, ſaying, O Lord my God, I pray thee, let the 
ſoul of this child come into him again : and the Lord heard 
the voice of Elijah, and the child revived, ' Then Elijah 
brought him down out of the chamber into the houſe, and 
delivered him to his mother, and faid, See, thy fon liveth.

And after many days the word of the Lord came to 
Elijah (in the third year), ſaying, Go and ſhew thyſelf to 
Ahab, and I will fend rain upon the earth; and he went 
to ſhew himſelf to Ahab. Now there: was à fore famine 
in Samaria; and Ahab called Obadiah, who was the go- 
vernor of his houſe, and ſaid unto him, Go into the land, 
unto all fountains of water, and to all brooks, perhaps we

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may find graſs to ſave the horſcs and mules alive, that we 
loſe not all the beaſts. bit 4% 0 
So they divided the land between them to paſs through 
it; Ahab went one way, and Obadiah another way by 
himſelf. And as Obadiah was in the way, behold, Elijah 
met him; and he knew him, and fell on his face, and ſaid, 
Art thou that my lord Elijah? and he anſwered, I am; 
go, tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here. And he ſaid, In 
what have I ſinned, that thou wouldſt deliver thy ſervant 
into the hand of Ahab, to ſlay me? There is no nation or 
kingdom, whither my lord hath not ſent to ſeek thee; and 
now thou ſayeſt, Go tell thy lord, Behold, Elijah is here, 
And it ſhall come to paſs, as ſoon as I am gone from thee, 
that the ſpirit of the Lord ſhall carry thee whither I know 
not; and ſo when I come and tell Ahab, and he cannot 
find thee, he ſhall kill me: but I thy ſervant have feared 
the Lord from my youth. Was it not told my lord what 
I did when Jezebel flew the prophets of the Lord, how I 
hid an hundred men of the Lord's prophets by fifty in a 
cave, and fed them with bread and water? 
And - Elijah faid, As the Lord of hoſts liveth, before 
whom I ſtand, I will ſurely ſhew myſelf to him this day. 
So Obadiah went to meet Ahab, and told him: and Ahab 
went to meet Elijah. And when he ſaw Elijah, he ſaid to 
him, Art thou he that troubleth Iſrael ? and Elijah an- 
{wered, I have not troubled Iſrael; but thou and thy father's 
houſe, in that ye have forſaken the commandments of the 
Lord, and thou hat followed Baalim. Now. therefore 
ſend, and gather to me all Iſrael unto mount Carmel, and 
the prophets, of Baal, four hundred and fifty, and. the 
r of the groves four hundred, which eat at Jeze- 

's table. | ' [ 
So Ahab ſent to all the children of Iſrael; and gathered 
the prophets, together, unto, mount Carmel. And Elijah 
came to all the people, and ſaid, How long halt ye between 
two opinions? If the Lord be God, follow him; but if 
Baal, follow him. And the people anſwered him not a word. 
Then ſaid Elijah, I, even J only remain a prophet of the 
Lord; but Baal's prophets are — hundred and fifty men. 
Let them therefore give us two bullocks, and let Shay 
| chooſe 
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chooſe one for themſelyes, and cut it in pieces, and lay it 
on wood, and put no fire under: and I will dreſs the other 
bullock, and lay it on wood, and put no fire under. And 
call ye on the name of your gods, and I will call on the 
name of the Lord: and the God that anſwereth by fire, 
— him be God. And all the people anſwered, It is well 
ken. | 

Then Elijah ſaid unto the prophets of Baal, Chooſe you 
one bullock for yourſelves, and dreſs it firſt; for ye are 
many: and call on the name of your gods, but put no fire 
under. And they took the bullock which was given them, 
and dreſſed it, and called on the name of Baal from morn. 
ing until noon, faying, O Baal, hear us: but there was 
no voice, nor any that anſwered. And they leaped upon 
the altar which was made. 

And at noon Elijah . mocked them, ſaying, Cry loud, 
for he is a god, either he is talking, or is purſuing, or is 
in à journey, or peradyenture he ſleepeth, and mult be 
awaked. And they cried loud, and cut themſelves after 
their manner with knives, and lancets, till the blood guſhed 
out upon them. And when they had propheſied until the 
time of the offering of the evening ſacrifice, and there 
was neither voice, nor any to anſwer, nor any that regarded, 
Elijah faid to all the people, Come near to me. And the 
people came near, and he repaired the altar of the Lord 
that was broken down. And Elijah took twelve ſtones, 
according to the number of the tribes of the ſons of Jacob, 
unto whom the word of the Lord came, faying, Iſracl 
ſhall be thy name: and with the ſtones he built an altar 
in-the name of the Lord : and made a trench about it, as 
great as would contain two meaſures of ſeed. And he put 
the wood in order, and cut the bullock in pieces, and laid 
him on the wood, and ſaid, Fill four barrels with water, 
and pour it on the burnt ſacrifice, and on the wood; 
and he ſaid, Do it the ſecond time; and they did it the 
ſecond time; and be faid, Do it the third time; and 
they did it the third time: and the water ran round 
about the altar, and he ſilled the trench alſo with water. 

And at the time of offering the evening _—_ 
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Elijah the prophet came near, and ſaid, Lord God of 
Abraham, Haac, and of Lrael, let it be known thus day, 
that thou art God in Iſrael, and that I am thy ſervant, 
and that I have done all theſe things at thy command, 
Hear me, O Lord, hear me, that this people may know 
that thou art the Lord God, and that thou haſt turned 
their heart back again. 

Then the fire of the Lord fell, and conſumed the burrt 
ſacrifice, and the wood, and the ſtones, and the duſt, ard 
licked up the water that was in the trench. And when 
all the 3 ſaw it, they fell on their faces, and they 
ſaid, The Lord he is God; the Lord he is God. Ard 
Elijah ſaid unto them, Take the prophets of Baal, let rot 
one of them eſcape; and they took them, and Elijah 
brought them down to the brook Kiſhon, and there they 
were ſlain. Atter which he ſaid unto Ahab, Get thee 
up, eat and drink, for there is a ſound of abundance of 
rain, 80 Ahab went to eat and drink, and Elijah went 
up to the top of Carmel, and he caſt himſelf down upon 
the earth, and put his face between his knees. Then he 
faid unto his ſervant, Go up now, look toward the ſea: and 
he went up, and Jooked, and faid, There is nothing, And 
he ſaid, again ſeven times: and at the ſeventh time 
the ſervant ſaid, Behold, there ariſeth a little cloud out of 
the ſea, like a man's hand. And Elijah ſaid, Ge up, {ay 
unto Ahab, Prepare thy chariot, and get thee down, that 
the rain {top thee not. In the mean while, the heaven 
was black with clouds and wind, and there was a great 
rain. 80 Ahab rode and went to Jezreel. And the hand 
of the Lord was on Elijah; and he girded up his loins, 
and ran before Ahab to the entrance of Jezxeel.

Arp Ahab told Jezebel all that Elijah had done, and 
how he had flain all the prophets' with the ſword : then 
Jezebel ſent a meſſenger unto Elijah, ſaying, Sa let the 
gods do to me, and more alſo, if I make not thy life as 
one of them, by to-morrow about this time, And when 
be ſaw that, he aroſe, and went for his life, and came to 
Beer-ſheba, which belongeth to Judah, and left his ſervant 
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there.. But he himſelf went a day's journey into the wil 


derneſs, and came and ſat down under a juniper tree: and 
he requeſted tot himſelf that he might die, and ſaid, It is 
enough now, O Lord, take away my life; for I am not 
better than my fathers, 

And as he lay and flept under a juniper tree, behold 
then an angel touched him, and ſaid unto him, Ariſe and 
eat; and he looked, and lo there was a cake baken on the 
coals, and a cruſe of water at his head; and he did cat and 
drink, and. laid him down again, And the angel of the 
Lord came again the ſecond time, and touched him, ſaying, 
Ariſe and eat, becauſe the journeyis too great for thee. Upon 
which he aroſe, anddid eat and drink, and went in the ſtrength

Eliſha the ſon of Shaphat, of Abelmeholah, ſhalt thou 
anoint to be prophet in thy room. Yet I have left me ſeven 
thouſand in Ifrael, all the knees which have not bowed 
unto Baal, and every mouth which hath not kiſſed him. 
So he departed thence, and found Eliſha, who was 
ploughing with twelve yoke of oxen before him, and he 
with the twelfth : and Elijah paſſed by him, and caſt his 
mantle upon him; upon which he left the oxen, and ran 
after Elijah, ſaying, Let me, I pray thee, kiſs my father 


and my mother, and then I will follow thee. And he 


{aid unto him, Go back again; for what have I done to 
thee? So he returned back, and took a yoke of oxen, and 
flew them, and boiled their fleſh with the inſtruments of the 
oxen, and gave to the people, and they did eat: then he 
aroſe and went after Elijah, and miniſtered unto him. 

And after theſe things it happened that Naboth the 
Jezreelite had a vineyard, which was in Jezreel by the 
* of Ahab, king of Samaria. And Ahab faid to 

laboth, Give me thy vineyard, that I may have it for a 
garden of herbs, becauſe it is near to my houſe, and I will 
give thee for it a better vineyard : or if it ſeem good to 
thee, I will give thee the worth of it in money; and Na- 
both anſwered, The Lord forbid that I ſhould give the in- 
heritance of my fathers unto thee. | | RY 

And Ahab came into his houſe heavy and diſpleaſed, be- 
cauſe of the word which Naboth had ſpoken, for he had 
ſaid, I will not give thee the inheritance of my fathers : and 
he laid him down on his bed, and turned away his face, 
and would eat no bread. But Jezebel his wife came to 
him, and ſaid, Why is thy ſpirit ſo fad, that thou eateſt 
no bread? and he anſwered, Becauſe I ſpake to Naboth, 
ſaying, Give me thy vineyard for money; or if it ponds 
thee, I will give thee another for it: and he ſaid, I will 
not prve thee my vineyard. 23485 

Then Jezebel ſaid to him, Doſt thou now govern the 
kingdom of Iſrael? Ariſe, and eat bread, and let thy heart 
be cheerful : I will give thee the vineyard of Naboth the 


Jezreelite. So ſhe wrote letters in Ahab's name, and ky 
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them with his ſeal, and ſent the letters to the elders and 
nobles that were in Naboth's city, dwelling with him. And 
ſhe wrote in the letters, ſaying, Proclaim a faſt, and ſet 
Naboth on high among the people: and cauſe two men, 
ungodly perſons, to bear witneſs againſt him, ſaying, Thou 
didſt ——— God and the king. Then carry him out, 
and ſtone him that he may die. 

And the men of his city, the elders and the nobles who 
dwelt in it, did as Jezebel had ſent to them, as it was wry. 
ten in the letters which ſhe ſent to them. They pro- 
claimed a faſt, and ſet Naboth on high among the people; 
and there came in two men, ungodly perſons, and fat 
before him, who witneſſed againſt him in the preſence of 
the people, ſaying, Naboth did blaſpheme God and the 
King. Then they carried him forth out of the city, and 
ſtoned him with ſtones, ſo that he died. 

And when Jezebel heard that Naboth was ſtoned, and 
dead, ſhe ſaid to Ahab, Ariſe, take poſſeſſion of the vine- 

yes of Naboth, which he refuſed to give thee for money; 
for he is not alive, but dead. Then Ahab roſe to go down 
to the vineyard of Naboth, to take poſſeſſion of it. And 
the word of the Lord came to Elijah, faying, Ariſe, go 
down to meet Ahab king of 1frael, behold he is in the 
vineyard of Naboth, whither he is gone down to poſſeſs it. 
And thou ſhalt ſpeak to him, ſaying, Thus faith the Lord, 
Haſt thou killed, and alſo taken rolſeſſion? Thus faith the 
Lord, In the place where dogs licked the blood of Naboth, 
ſhall dogs lick thy blood, even thine. + 

And Ahab ſaid to Elijah, Haſt thou found me, O mine 
enemy? And he anſwered, I have found thee : becauſe 
thou haſt fold thyſelf to work evil in the fight of the Lord. 
I will bring evil upon thee, and take away thy poſterity, and 
cut off him that is ſhut up, and left in Iſrael: and will 
make thy houſe like the houſe'of Jeroboam, and like the 
houſe 4 Baaſha, for the provocation wherewith thou haſt 

rovoked me to anger, and made Iſrael to ſin. And of 
ezebel alſo ſpake the Lord, ſaying, The dogs ſhall eat 
ezebel, by the wall of Jezreel. Him that dieth of Ahad 


in the city the dogs ſhall eat; and him that dieth in th? 
And 


beld mall the fowls of the air cat. 
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And there was none like Ahab, who ſold himſelf to work 
wickedneſs in the fight of the Lord, whom Jezebel his 
wife ſtirred up. He did very abominably in following 
idols, according to all things that the Amorites did, whom 
the Lord caſt out before the children of Iſrael. a 

And when Ahab heard theſe words, he rent his clothes, 
and put ſackcloth on his fleſh, and faſted, and lay in ſack- 
cloth, and went ſoftly, Then the word of the Lord 


came to Elijah, ſaying, Seeſt thou how Ahab humbleth 
himſelf before me? Becauſe he humbleth himſelf before 


me, I will not bring the evil in his days: but in his ſon's 
days, will I bring the evil upon his houſe. | 


VIII. 
And they continued three years without war between 
Syria and Iſrael; but in the third year it happened that 
Jehoſhaphat, king of Judah, came down to the king of Iſrael, 
who had ſaid to his ſervants, Know ye not that Ramoth- 
Gilead is ours, and we are ſtill, and take it not out of tl e 
hand of the king of Syria? He ſaid alſo to Jehoſhaphar, 


Wilt thou go with me to battle to Ramoth-Gilead? and 


Jehoſhaphat anſwered him, I am as thou art, my people as 
thy people, my horſes as thy horſes; and he ſaid to the 
king of Iſrael, Inquire, I pray thee, at the word of the 
Lord, to-day. 


Then the king of Iſrael gathered the prophets together, 


about four hundred men, and ſaid to them, Shall I go 
againſt Ramoth-Gilead to battle, or ſhall I forbear? and 
thy laid, Go up, for the Lord ſhall deliver it into the hand 
of the king. And Jehoſhaphat ſaid, Is there not here a 
prophet of the Lord beſides, that we might inquire of him? 
and the king of Iſrael anſwered, There is yet one man, 
Micaiah the ſon of Imlah, by whom we may inquire of 
the Lord; but I hate him, for he doth not — good 
concerning me, but evil. And Jehoſhaphat replied, Let 
not the king ſay ſo. 


Then the king called an officer, and ſaid, Haſten hides. 


Micaiah; and the meſſenger that was gone to call Micaiah 
ſaid to him, Behold now the words of the prophets declare 
good to the king with one mouth, Let thy word, I pray 
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thee, be like the word of one of them, and ſpcak tha: 
which is good; and. he anſwered, As the Lord liveth, 
what the Lord faith to me, that will I ſpeak. S0 he came 
to the king, who ſaid unto him, Micaiah, ſhall we g 
againſt Ramoth-Gilead to battle, or ſhall we forbear ? aud 
he anſwered, Go and proſper ; for the Lord hall deliver 
it into the hand of the king [if what the prophets have 
Aaid be true J. And Ahab ſaid to him, How many times 
mall I adjure "thee, that thou tell me nothing but that 
which is true in the name of the Lord? Then Mcaiah 
replied, I ſaw all Iſrael ſcattered upon the hills, as ſheep 
that have not a ſhepherd. And the Lord ſaid, Theſe have 
po malter, let them return every man to his houſe ir 
ace, 
And the king of Iſrael ſaid to Jehoſhaphat, Did I no: 
tell thee, that he would propheſy no good concerning me, 
but evil. And he commanded that they ſhould take Mi- 
caiah, and carry him back to Amon the governor of the 
city, and to Joaſh the king's ſon, and ſay, Thus faith the 
king, Put this man in the priſon, and feed him with bread 
of affliction, and with water of affliction, until I come in 
peace. And Micaiah ſaid, If thou return at all in peace, 


the Lord hath not ſpoken by me; and he ſaid, Hearken, | 


O people, every one of you. 

So the king of Iſrael, and Jehoſhaphat the king of Judah, 
went up to Ramoth-Gilead. And the king of Iſrael {aid 
to. Jehoſhaphat, I will diſguiſe myſelf, and enter into the 
battle, but put thou on thy robes ; and he diſguiſed himſelf, 
and went into the battle, Now the king of Syria had com- 
manded his thirty-two captains, who had rule over his cha- 
riots, ſaying, Fight neither with ſmall nor great, but only 
with the king of Iſrael. And when the captains ſaw Icho- 
Maphat, they ſaid, Surely it is the king of Iſrael ; and they 
turned aſide to fight againſt him; upon which he cried ont. 
And when they perceived it was not the king of Tir, 
they turned back from purſuing him. | | 
And a certain man drew a bow at a venture, and {mote 
the king of Iſrael between the joints of the harneſs: Where. 
fore he ſaid to the driver of his chariot, Turn thine hund 


and 
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and carry me out of the hoſt, for I am wounded.” And 
the battle increaſed that day; and the king was ſtayed 
up in his chariot againſt the Syrians, and died in the eyen- 
ing: and the blood ran out of the wound, into the midſt 
of the chariot. - Then there went a proclamation through- 
out the army, about the going down of the ſun, ſaying, 
Every man to his city, and every man to his own country. 

Thus the king died, and was brought to Samaria, where 
they buried him. And one waſhed the chariot in the pool 
of Samaria, and the dogs licked up his blood: they waſhed 
alſo his armor, according to the word of the Lord, which 
he ſpake. Now the reſt of the acts of Ahab, are they not 
written in the book of the Chronicles of the kings of 
Ifrael? 80 Ahab flept with his fathers, and Ahbaziah, his 
ſon, reigned in his ſtead. He began to reign over Ifracl in 
the ſeventeenth year of Jehoſhaphat, king of Judah, and 
reigned two years. He did evil in the ſight of the Lord, 
and walked in the way of his father, and in the way of his 
mother, and in the way of Jeroboam, who made Iſrael to fin.

AND Ahaziah fell down through a lattice in his upper 
chamber in Samaria, and was ſick: and he ſent meſſen- 
gers, faying to them, Ge, inquire of Baal-zebub the god 
of Ekron, whether I thall recover of this illneſs. But the 
angel of the Lord ſaid to Elijah, Ariſe, go up to meet the 
meſſengers of the king of Samaria, and ſay unto them, Is 
it becauſe there is not a God in Ifrael, that ye go to en- 
quire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron? Now therefore 
thus faith the Lord, Thou ſhalt not come down from the 
bed on which thou art gone up, but ſhalt ſurely die. Then 
Elijah departed. | | 

And when the meſſengers returned, the king ſaid unto 
them, Why are ye now turned back? And they anſwered, 
There came up a man to meet us, who ſaid to us, Go, 

turn 
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turn again to the king that ſent you, and ſay unto him, 
Thus ſaith the Lord, Is it becauſe there is not a God in 
Iſrael, that thou ſendeſt to inquire of Baal-zebub the god 
of Ekron? Therefore thou ſhalt not come down from the 
bed on which thou art gone up, but ſhalt ſurely die, 

And he ſaid to them, What manner of man was he who 
came up to meet you, and {poke to you theſe words ? And 
they anſwered, He was a hairy man, girt with a pirdle of 
leather about his loins, And he faid, It is Elijah the 
Tiſhbite. 

Then the king ſent unto him a captain of fifty, with his 
fifty: who went up to him, for behold, he ſat on the toy 
of a hill, and ſaid to him, Thou man of God, the king 
hath ſaid, Come down, And Elijah anſwered, If I be 2 
man of God, let fire come down from heaven, and conſume 
thee and thy fifty. And there came down fire and con- 
ſumed them. Again alſo he ſent to him another captain of 
fifty, with his fifty, who ſpoke thus to him, O man of 
God, thus hath the pg Come down quickly. And 
Elijah anſwered, If I a man of God, let fire come 
down from heaven and conſume thee and thy fifty, And 
there came down fire and conſumed them. And he {ent 
again a captain of the third fifty with his fifty. And the 
third captain came and fell on his knees before Elijah, and 
beſought him, ſaying, O man of God, I pray thee, let my 
life, and the life of theſe fifty, thy ſervants, be precious in 
thy ſight. Behold there came fire down from heaven, and 
conſumed the two captains of the former fifties, with their 
kfties. Now therefore let my life be precious in thy ſight, 
And the angel of the Lord ſaid to Elijah, Go downs 

with him, be not afraid of his preſence. So he aroſe and 
went down with him to the king, and ſaid to him, 
Thus faith the Lord, Foraſmuch as thou haſt ſent meſſen- 
gers to inquire of Baal-zebub the god of Ekron, is it 
. becauſe there is no God in Iſrael to inquire of his word! 
Therefore thou ſhalt not come down from the bed on which 
thou art gone up, but ſhalt ſurely die.

And he faid to Eliſha, Tarry here, I pray thee: for the 
Lord ſends me to Beth-el, And Eliſha anſwered, As the 
Lord liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
80 they went down to Beth-el. And the ſons of the pro- 
ets that were at Beth-el, came forth to Eliſha, and Ed. 
Knoweſt thou that the Lord will take away thy maſter from 
thy head to-day? And he anſwered, Yea, I know it; hold 
you your = / 
Then Elijah ſaid to Eliſha, Tarry here, I pray thee: for 
the Lord ſends me to Jericho. And he — As the 
Lord liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
8o they came to Jericho. And the ſons of the prophets 
that were at Jericho, ſaid to Eliſha, Knoweſt thou that the 
Lord will' take away thy maſter from thy head to-day? 
And he anſwered, Yea, I know it; hold you your peace. 
And Elijah ſaid to him, Tarry, I pray thee, here; 
for the Lord ſends me to Jordan; but he anſwered, 
I will not leave thee. And they two went on. And fifty

And when Eliſha faw it, he cried, My fa- 
ther, my father, the chariot of Iſrael, and the horſemen 
thereof: and he ſaw him no more; and he took hold of 

is on garments, and rent them in two pieces, He took 


up. 
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up alſo the mantle of Elijah, that fell from him, and went 
back, and ſtood by the bank of Jordan. And with the 
mantle of Elijah which fell from him, he ſazpte the wate:., 
and ſaid, Where is the Lord God of Elijah? And when he 
had ſmitten the waters, they parted hither and thither : fo 
that Eliſha went over. 

And when the ſons of the prophets which were to view 
at Jericho, ſaw him, they ſaid, The ſpirit of Elijah doth 
reſt on Eliſha : and they went to meet him, bowing them- 
ſelves to the ground before him, And they ſaid to him, 
There are with thy ſervants-fifty ſtrong men. Let them go, 
we pray thee, and ſeek thy matter : leſt the ſpirit, of the 
Lord ſhould have taken him up, and caſt him upon ſome 
mountain, or into ſome valley. And he ſaid, Ye ſhall not 
ſend. But when they urged him, till he was aſhamed, he 
ſaid, Send. They ſent therefore fifty men, and they ſought 
three days, but could not find him. And when they cane 
again to him (for he ſtayed at Jericho), he ſaid to them, 
Did not I adviſe you not to go? 8 

And the men of the city {aid unto Eliſha, Behold now, 
the ſituation of this city is pleaſant, as thou ſeeſt; but the 
water is bad, and the land barren. Upon which he {aid, 
Bring me a new-diſh, and put ſalt therein. And they 
brought it to him, Then he went forth to the ſpring of 
the waters, and caſt the ſalt into it, and ſaid, Thus faith 
the Lord, I have healed theſe waters ; there ſhall not be 
from thence any more death or barren land. So the waters 
were healed unto this day, according to the word which 
Eliſha ſpo ke. 

And he went up from thence unto Beth-el: and as he was 
going up by the way, there came forth little children out of 
the city, and mocked him, and {aid to him, Go up, thou 
bald head, Go up, thou bald head. And he turned back 
and looked on them, and curſed them in the name of the 
Lord : upon which there came forth two bears out of the 
wood,” and tore forty-two children of them. He went from 
thence to mount Carmel, and from thence he returned to 


Samaria. 
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II. 
Now 'a certain woman of the wives of the ſons of the 


prophets cried unto Eliſha, ſaying, Thy ſervant my huſ- 


band is dead, who, as thou knowelt, feared the Lord: and 
the creditor is come to take my two ſons to him to be bond- 
men. And Eliſha ſaid, What ſhall I do for thee? Tell 
me, what haſt thou in the houſe ? And ſhe anſwered, Thy 
handmaid hath not any thing in the houſe, excepting a pot 
of oil. Then he ſaid, Go borrow thee veſſels of all thy 
neighbours, empty veſſels, borrow not a few. And when 
thou art come 1n, thou ſhalt ſhut the door upon thee, and 


thy ſons, and ſhalt pour out into all thoſe veſſels, and ſet 


aſide that which is full. s | 

She accordingly went from him, and ſhut the door upon 
her, and her ſons, who brought the veſſels to her, and ſhe 

ured out. And when the veſſels were full, ſhe faid to 
— ſon, Bring me another veſſel. But he anſwered, There 
is not a veſſel more. Then the oil ſtayed. Upon which 
ſhe came and told the man of God; and he ſaid, Go ſell 
the oil, and pay thy debt; afterwards live thou and thy 
children on the reſt. 

Now it happened on a day, that Eliſha paſſed to Shu- 
nem, 'where was a great woman; and ſhe conſtrained him 
to eat bread; after which, as often as he paſſed by, he 
turned in thither to eat bread. And ſhe faid to her 
huſband, Behold, now I perceive. this is a holy man of 
God, who yank by us continually, Let us make, I pray 
thee, a little chamber on the wall, and ſet for him there a 


bed and table, and a ſtool, and candleſtick: and when he 


cometh to us, he ſhallturn in thither. | 

And at a certain time when Eliſha came, and turned 
into the chamber and lodged there, he ſaid to Gehazi 
his ſervant, Call this Shunamite, and ſay to her, 'Thou haſt 
been careful for us with all this care ; what is to be done 
for thee? Wouldeſt thou be ſpoken for to the king, or to 
the captain of the hoft ? And the anſwered, I dwell among 


mine own people. He then ſaid, What ſhall be done for : 


her? And Gehazi anſwered, Verily ſhe hath no child, and 
her huſband is old. Eliſha ſaid, Call ber. And when 
Vor. I. L ſhe 
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the was called, and ſtood inthe door, he ſaid, About this 
time, according to the time of life, thou ſhalt embrace a 
fon. But ſheſaid, Nay, my lord, thou man of God, do 
not tell thy handmaid an untruth. After this the woman 
conceived, and bare a ſon at the time which Eliſha had 
foretold her, according to the time of life. But when the 
child was grown up, he went ont on a day to his father to 
the reapers. And he complained to him, and faid, O my 
head, my head: upon which his father ſaid to a lad, Have 
him to his mother. And when he came to his mother, he 
fat on her knees till noon, and then died. And ſhe went 
up, and laid him on the bed of the man of God, and ſhut 
the door upon him, and called to her huſband, and ſaid, 
Send me, I pray thee, one of the young men, and one of 
the aſſes, that I may go to the man of God, and come 
again. And he faid, Why wilt thou go to him to-day ? It 
is neither new moon, nor ſabbath. And ſhe anſwered, It 
is well. Then ſhe ſaddled the aſs, and faid to the ſervant, 
Go forward; flack not thy riding for me, except I bid 
thee. © | 
- Bo the went on, and came unto the man of God at 
Mount Carmel : and when he ſaw her at a diſtance, he 
faid to Gehazi his ſervant, Behold, yonder is that Shuna- 
mite. Run, I pray thee, to meet her, and fay, Is it well 
with thee ? Is thy huſband well? Is the child well? And 
ſhe anſwered, It is well. And when ſhe came to Eliſha, 
ſhe took hold of his feet ; but Gehazi came near to thruſt 
her away: upon which he ſaid, Let her alone, for her ſou! 
is vexed within her: and the Lord hath hid it from me, 
and hath not told me. 

Then ſhe faid to the prophet, Did I afk a fon of my 
lord? Did not I ſay, Do not deceive me? And he ſaid to 
Gehazi, Gird up thy loins, and take my ſtaff in thy hand, 
go thy way: if thou meet any man, do not ſalute him; 
and if any falute thee, anſwer him not again; and lay my 
ſtaff on the face of the child. And the mother of tlie 
child ſaid, As the Lord liveth, and as thy ſoul liveth, I 
will not leave thee. Bo he aroſe and followed her. 

And Gehazi paſſed on before them, and laid the ſtaff on 


the face of the child, but there was no voice, nor any 
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attention, therefore he returned to meet him, and ſaid, The 


child is not awaked. And when Eliſha came into the houſe, 
behold the child was dead, and laid upon his bed. And 
he went into the chamber, and having ſhut the door upon 
them two, prayed unto the Lord. He alſo {tretched him- 
{elf upon the child, and his fleſh became warm. Then he 
returned, and walked in the houſe to and fro, and went up 
and ſtretched himſelf upon him; and the child ſneezed 
ſeven times, and opened his eyes. Upon this he com- 
manded to call the Shunamite ; and when ſhe came to him, 
he ſaid, Take up thy ſon. Then ſhe fell at his feet, bowing 
herſelf to the ground, and took up her ſon, and went forth. 

And Eliſha came again to Gilgal, when there was a fa- 
mine in the land, and the ſons of the prophets were fitting 
before him: and he ſaid to his ſervant, Set on the great pot, 
and boil pottage for them. And one who went into the 
ſield to gather herbs, found a wild vine, of which he ga- 
thered gourd his lap-full, and came and ſhred them into 
the pot: for they did not know them. So they poured out 
for the men to cat: and as they were eating of the pottage, 
they cried out, There is death in the pot, O man of God: 
and they could not eat of it. Then he ſaid, Bring meal: 
and he caſt it into the pot, and directed they ſhould pour 
out for the people, that they might eat: and there was no 
harm in the pot. | 

And there came a man from Baal-ſhaliſha, and brought 
the man of God bread of the firſt fruits, twenty loaves of 
barley, and new ears. of corn in the huſk: and he ſaid, 
Gire to the people that they may eat. But he that ſerved, - 
ſaid, What, ſhall I ſet this before a hundred men? He 
rephed again, Give the people, that they may eat : for 
thus faith the Lord, They ſhall eat, and ſhall leave thereof. 
So he ſet it before them, and they did eat, and left thereof, 
according to the word of the Lord.

And he brought the letter to the 
king of Iſrael, faying, Now when this letter is come to 
thee, | behold, I have therewith fent Naaman, my ſervant, 
that thou mayſt recover him of his leprofy. 
And when the king of Ifrael had read the letter, he rent 
his clothes, and faid, Am I God, to kill, and make alive, 
that he ſends to me to recover a man of his leproſy? Con- | 
fider,' therefore, I pray you, and ſee how he ſeeketh a quar- 
rel againſt me. And it was fo, that when Eliſha, the man 
of God, heard how the king of Iſrael had rent his clothes, 
he ſent to the king, "ſaying, Why didſt thou rend thy 
clothes? Let him now come to me, and he ſhall know that 
there is a prophet in Iſrael. So Naaman went with his 
horſes and chariot, and ſtood at the door of the houſe of 
Eliflia. And Ehfha ſent a meſſenger to him, ſaying, Go 
and waſh in Jordan ſeven times, and thy fleth ſhall come 
again unto thee, and thort ſhalt be clean. But Naaman was 
difpleaſed, and went away, ſaying, Behold, I thought he 
would ſurely come out to me, and ſtand, and call on the 
name of the Lord his God, and ſtrike his hand over 
the place, and recover the leper. Are not Abana, and 
'Pharpar, rivers of Damaſcus, better than all the waters 


of 
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of Iſrael? May I not waſh in them and be clean? So he 


turned, and went away in a rage. N 
Then his ſervants came near and ſpoke to him, and 
ſaid, My father, if the prophet had bid thee do ſome great 
thing, wouldeſt thou not have done it? How much more 
then, when he faith to thee, Waſh and be clean. He 
therefore went down, and dipped himſelf ſeven times in 
28 according to the ſaying of the man of God; and 
is fleſh came again like to the fleſh of a little child, and 
he was clean. 

And he returned to the man of God, with all his 
company, and came and ſtood before him, ſaying, Now 
I know that there is no God in all the earth, but in Iſrael. 
Now therefore, I pray thee, take a bleſſing of thy ſervant. 
But Eliſha ſaid, As the Lord liveth before whom I ſtand, 
I will receive none. And he urged him to take it, but he 
refuſed. Naaman then ſaid, Shall there not be given to 
thy ſervant two mules burthen of earth: for thy ſervant 
will henceforth offer neither burat-offering, nor ſacrifice 
unto other gods, but to the Lord? In this thing the Lord 
— hy ſervant, that when my maſter — into the 
houſe of Rimmon to worſhip there, and he leaneth on my 
hand, and I bow myſelf in the houſe of Rimmon. And 
he ſaid to him, Go in peace: ſo he departed from him a 
little way. 

But Ghazi the ſervant of Eliſha ſaid, Behold, my maſ⸗ 
ter hath ſpared Naaman this Syrian, in not, receiving at 
his hands that which he brought: but as the Lord liveth, 
J will run after him, and take ſome what of him. 80 Ge- 
hazi followed after him; and when Naaman ſaw him run- 
ning after him, he lighted down from the. chariot. to meet 
him, and ſaid, Is all weil? and he anſwered, All is well. 
My maſter hath ſent me to ſay, Behold, there are come to 
me, even now, from Mount Ephraim, two young men, of 
the ſons of the prophets; give them, I pray theę, à talent 
of ſilver, and two changes of raiment. And Naaman re- 
— Be content, take two talents: and he urged him, and 
und up two talents in two bags, with two changes of gar- 
ments, and delivered them to two of his ſervants, and they 
carried them before him. _ when he came to the tower, 
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he took them from their hands, and laid them up in the 
houle, and ſent the men away, and they departed. 

But he went in and ſtood before his maſter; and Eliſha 
ſaid unto him, Whence comeſt thou, Gehazi? and he 
anfwered, Thy ſervant went no whither. Then he ſaid 
to him, Went not my heart with thee, when the man 
turned from his chariot to meet thee? Is it a time to 
receive money, and to receive garments, and olive-yards, 
and vineyards, and ſheep, and oxen, and men feryants, and 
maid ſervants? The leproſy therefore of Naaman ſhall 
cleave unto thee, and thy offspring for ever. And Gehazi 
went out from his preſence a leper as white as ſnow,

Ax the ſons of the prophets faid to Eliſha, Behold 
now, the place where we dwell with thee is too ſtrait for 
us: let us go to Jordan and take from thence every nian a 
beam; and make us a place there where we may dwell.” And 
he anſwered, *Co ye. Then one ſaid, Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy ſervants; and he anſwered, I will 
go. © So he went with them, and when they came to Jor- 
dan, they cut down wood. But as one was felling a beam, 
the iron fell into the water; and he cried out, and 
fad, Alas, maſter, for it was borrowed. And the man of 
God faid, Where did'it fall? And when he had ſhewed 
him the place, he cut down a ſtick, and caſt it in there, 
and the iron did fwim. Then Elifha ſaid, Take it up to 
thee; and he put out his hand, and took it. 
Ipben the King of Syria warred againſt Iſrael, and took 
cbünfel with his ſervants, ſaying, In ſuch a place ſhall be 
my camp. And the man of God ſent to the king of 11- 
rael, faymg, Beware that thou pafs not that place; for 
thither the Syrians are come down. And the king ſent 
to the place which the man of God told him, and warned 
him of, and ſaved himſelf there, not once nor twice. There- 
fore the heart of the king of Syria was much troubled for 
this thing; and he ſaid to his ſervants, Will — not ſhew 
me which of us is for the king of Iſrael? And one of 
them anſwered, None, my Lord, O king; but Eliſha the 
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ptophet, Wo is in Iſrael, telleth the king of Iſrael the 
words that thou ſpeakeſt in tliy bed- chamber. 

Then he ſaid, Go and ſee where he is, that J may ſend 
and fetch him. And it was told him, ſaying, Behold he 
is in Dothan. Therefore he ſent thither horſes and cha- 
riots, and a great army: which came by mght and com- 
paſſed the city about. And when the ſervant of the man 
of God was riſen early, and gone forth, there was an army 
compaſſing the city, with horſes and chariots; uvon which 
he faid, Alas, my maſter, how ſhall we do? But he an- 
ſwered, Fear not, theſe that are with us are more than thoſe 
which are with them. And Eliſha prayed, ſaying, Lord, 
I pray thee open his eyes that he may ſee. And the Lord 
opened the eyes of the young man, and he ſaw the moun- 
tain was full of horſes and chariots of fire round about 
Eliſha, 

And when the army came down to him, Eliſha prayed 
to the Lord, ſaying, Smite this people, I beſeech thee, with 
blindneſs: and he ſmote them with blindneſs, according to 
the word of Eliſha. And Eliſha faid unto them, Follow 
me, and I will bring you to the man whom ye ſeek © but he 
led them to Samaria, And when they were come into 
Samaria, he ſaid, Lord open the eyes of theſe men that 
they may fee. And the Lord opened their eyes, and they 
ſaw they were in the midſt of Samaria. | | 

Then the king of Iſrael faid to Eliſha, My father, ſhall 
J ſmite them? ſhall I fmite them? And he anſwered, 
Thou ſhalt not ſmite them: wouldſt thou ſmite thoſe whom 
thou haſt taken captive with thy ſword and with thy bow? 
Set bread and water before them, that they may eat and 
drink, and go-to their maſter. So he prepared great pro- 
viſion fot them: and when they had eat and drank; he 
ſent them away, and they went to their maſter : and the 
bands of Syria came no more into the land of Iſrael. _ 

Yet after this Benhadad king of Syria gathered all his 
army, and went up and beſieged Samaria : and there was a 
great famine, ſo that an aſſes head was ſold for fourſcore 
pieces of ſilver, and the fourth part of a cab of doves dung 
for five pieces of ſilver. And as the king was paſſing by 
upon the wall, a woman cried unto him, ſaying, Help, my 
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lord, O king. And he ſaid, If the Lord do not help thee, 
whence ſhall! I help thee? out of the barn floor, or out of 
the wine preſs? And the king faid to her, What ailcth 
thee? And ſhe anſwered, This woman faid unto me, give 
thy ſon, that we may eat him to-day, and we will eat my 
{on to-morrow. - So we boiled my fon, and did eat him; 
and after when I called for her ſon, ſhe hid him. 

And when the king heard the words of the woman, he 
rent his cloaths as he paſſed by upon the wall; and the 
people ſaw he had fackcloth within upon his fleſh, He 
alſo ſaid, God do fo and more to me, if the head of 
Eliſha the ſon of Shaphat, ſhall ſtand on him this day. Now 
Eliſha fat in his bs and the elders were with him, and 
the king ſent a man from before him. But Eliſha ſaid to 
the elders, before the meſſenger came to him, See ye how 
this ſon of a murderer hath ſent to take away my head? 
Look when the meſſenger cometh, ſhut the door, and hold 
him faſt at it: is not the ſound of his maſter's feet behind 
him. And while he was yet ſpeaking to them, behold 
the meſſenger came down unto him. Ard he faid, This 
evil is of the Lord; why ſhould I wait for the Lord any 


longer? | 

Then Eliſha" faid, Hear ye the word of the Lord? 
Thus ſaith the Lord, To-morrow about this time a 
meaſure of fine' flour ſhall be fold for a ſhekel, and 
two meaſures of barley for a ſhekel, in the gate of Samaria. 
But a lord on whoſe hand the king leaned, anſwered the 
man of God, If the Lord would make windows in heaven, 
might this thing be? and he ſaid, Lo, thou ſhalt ſee it with 
thy eyes, but ſhalt not eat thereof. 

Now there were four leprous men at the entering in of 
the gate; and they {aid one to another, Why fit we here 
until we die? if we ſay we will enter into the city, then the 
famine is in the city, and we ſhall die there; and if we (it 
ſtill here we die alſo. - Now therefore let us fall to the 
camp of the Syrians: if they ſave us alive, we ſhall live; and 
if they kill us, we ſhall but die. So they roſe up in the 
twilight, to go to the camp of the Syrians: and when they 
came to the utmoſt part of it, behold,” there was no man 
there, for the Lord had made them hear a noife of n 
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and of horſes, even the noiſe of a great army: and they 
{aid one to another, Lo, the king of Iſrael hath. hired 
againſt us the kings of the Hittites, and the kings of 
the Egyptians, to come upon us. Therefore they roſe up 
and fled in the twilight, leaving their tents, and their horſes, 
and aſſes; even the camp as it was; and fled for their 
lives. | | 

And when theſe lepers came to the utmoſt part of the 
camp, they went into one tent, and did eat and drink, and 
carried thence ſilver and gold, with raiment; and went and 
hid it. Then they came again, and entered into another 
tent, and carried from thence alſo, and went and hid it. 
At length they ſaid one to another, We do not well; 
this day is a day of good tidings, and we hold our peace: 
if we ſhould tarry till the morning light, ſome miſ⸗ 
chief may come upon us: now therefore come let us go 
and tell the king's houſehold. So they went, and called 
to the porter of the city, and told him, — We came to 
the camp of the Syrians, and behold, there was no man 
there, neither voice of man; but horſes and aſſes tied, and 
the tents as they were. Then they told it to the King's 
houſe within: and the king roſe in the night, and ſaid to 
his ſervants, I will tell you now what the Syrians have done 
tous, They know that we are hungry, therefore they-are 


gone out of the camp to hide themſelves in the field, ſaying, 


When they come out of the city, we will take them alive, 


and get into it. r £9 bel & ut 

And one of the ſeryants ſaid, Let ſome take, I ptay thee,” 
five of the horſes that are left in the city, and let us ſend: 
and fee. They took therefore two chariot horſes, and ſent 


after the hoſt of the Syrians. . And they went after them 


to Jordan, and lo, all the way was full of garments and veſ-i 
ſels, which the Syrians had caſt away in their, haſte. And 
the meſſengers returned and told the king, Upon whichthe-' 
people went out and ſpoiled the tents of the Syrians. 80 


meaſure of fine flour was ſold for a ſhekel, and two mea- 


lures of barley for a ſhekel, according to the word of the 


Lord. 
And the king appointed the lord on whoſe hand he 
leaned, to have the charge of the gate: and the people 
trode upon him, ſo that he died, as the man of God had 
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| foretold; when he ſaid, Thou ſhalt fee it with thine eyes, 
but ſhalt not eat thereof. For it ſo happened to him, that 
the people trode upon him in the gate, and he died. 


Now in the third year of Hoſhea, the ſon of Elah, king 
of Iſrael, Hezekiah the ſon of Ahaz, king of Judah, began 
to reign. He was twenty-five years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned twenty-nine years in Jeruſalem. 
And he did that which was right in the ſight of the Lord, 
according to all that David his father did. He removed 
the high places, and brake the images, and cut down the 
groves; he alſo beat in pieces the ſerpent of braſs that 
Moſes had made: for to thoſe days the Iſraelites burnt in- 
cenſe to it. He truſted in the Lord God of Ifrael, fo that 
after him there was none like him among all the kings of 
Judah, nor any that were before him. For he cleaved 
to the Lord, and did not depart from following him, but 
kept his commandments, which the Lord commanded 
Moſes-. And me Lord was with him, and proſpered him 
whitherſoever he went forth. 5 
Now in the (fourteenth year of his reign, Sennacherib 
king of Aﬀyria came up againſt all the Enced cities of 
Judah, and took them. And Hezekiah gave him filver 
and gold chat he might return from him. Nevertheleſs he 
ſent Tartan, and Rabſaris, and Rabſhakeh, with a great 
army againft Jeruſalem; and when they were come up, and 
ſtood by the conduit of the upper pool, which is in the 
high way of the fuller's field, there came out to them 
Eliakim the fon of Hilkiah, who was over- the houſehold, 
and Shebna the fcribe, and Joah the ſon of Aſaph the 
recorder. And Rabſhakeh ſaid to them, Speak ye now 
to Hezekiah, Thus ſaith the great king, the king of As- 
ſyria, What confidence is this wherein thou truſteſt? 
Thou ſayeſt, (but they are vain words), I have counſe! 
and ſtrength for the war: now on whom doſt thou trult, 
that thou rebelleſt againſt me? Behold, thou truſteſt upon 
the ſtaff of this bruiſed reed, even upon Egypt, on which, 
if a man lean, it will po into his hand, and pierce it: fo is 
Pharaoh king oi} Egypt to all that truſt in him: but if ye 
ſay to me, We tralt-in the Lord our God; is it not 2 
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whoſe hiph places, and whoſe altars Hezekiah hath taken 
away, and hath ſaid to Judah and Jeruſalem, Ye ſhall wor- 
ſhip before this altar in Jeruſalem. Now therefore engage 
thyſelf, I pray thee, to my lord the king of Aſſyria, and [ 
will deliver thee two thouſand horſes, if thou art able on 
chy part to ſet riders upon them. How then wilt thou 
turn away the face of one captain of the leaſt of my maſ- 
ter's ſervants; putting thy truſt on Egypt for chariots and 
horſemen? Am I now come up without the Lord againſt 
this place to deſtroy it? The Lord faid to me, Go up 
againſt this land to deitroy it. 

Then ſaid Eliakim, and Shebna, and Joah, unto Rabſha- 
keh, Speak, we pray thee to thy ſervants in the Syrian lan- 
guage, (for we underſtand it), and talk not with us in the 
Jews language, in the ears of the people that are on the 
wall. But Rabſhakeh replied, Hath my maſter ſent me to 
thy maſter, and to thee, to ſpeak theſe words? hath he not 
{ent me to the men who fit on the wall? 

Then he ſtood and cried with a loud voice in the Jews 
language, ſaying, Hear the word of the great king, the 
king of Aſſyria, Thus faith the king, Let not Hezekiah de- 
ceire you, for he ſhall not be able to deliver you out of his 
hand. Neither let Hezekiah make you truſt in the Lord, 
faying, The Lord will deliver us, and this city ſhall. not 
be delivered into the hand of the king of Aſſyria. Hearken 
not to Hezekiah: for thus ſaith the king of Aſſyria, Make 
an agreement with me by a preſent, and come out to me, 
then eat ye every man of his own vine and fig tree; alſo 
drink ye every one the waters of his ciitern ; till. I come 
and take you away to a land like your own, a land of 
corn and wine, a land of bread and vineyards, à land of 
oil, and of honey, that you may live and not die. 
Hearken not cherefore to Hezekiah, when he perſuadeth 
you, ſaying, The Lord will deliver us. Hath any of the 
gods of the nations delivered at all his land out of the hand 
of the king of Aſſyria? Where are the gods of Hamath 
and Arpad, of Sepharvaim, Hena, and lvah? have they 
delivered Samaria out of my hand? Who are they among 
all the gods of the countries, that have delivered their 
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| out of my hand, that the Lord ſhould deliver 
Jerufalem out of my hand ? 

But the people held their peace, and anſwered him not a 
word: for this was the king's commandment, Anſwer 
him not. Then came the ſervants of Hezekiah, with their 
clothes rent, and told him the words of Rabſhakeh. And 
when Hezekiah heard it, he rent his clothes and covered 
himſelf with ſackcloth, and went into the houſe of the 
Lord. He alſo ſent Eliakim, with Shebna, and the elders 
of the prieſts, ccvered with fackcloth, to Iſaiah the pro- 
phet. And they ſaid, Thus faith Hezekiah, This is 
a day of trouble, and of rebuke, and contempt : for the 
children are come to the birth, and there is not ſtrength to 
bring forth; it may be the Lord thy God will hear all 
the words of Rabſhakeh, whom the king of Aſſyria, his 
maſter, hath ſent to reproach the living God; and will 
rebuke the words which the Lord thy God has heard: 
wherefore * up thy prayer for the remnant thar is left, 

_ So the ſervants of. king Hezekiah came to Iſaiah. And 
he ſaid to them, Thus ſhall you ſay to your maſter, Thus 
faith the Lord, Be not afraid of the words which thou 
haſt heurd, with which the ſervants of the king of Aſſyria 
have blaſphemed me. Behold I will ſend a blaſt upon 
him, and he ſhall hear a rumour, and ſhall return to his own 
r and I will cauſe him to fall by the ſword in his own 
4 
And Rabſhakeh returned, and found the king of Aſſy ria 
fighting againſt Libnab: for he had heard that he was de- 


parted from Lachiſh ; but when he was informed of Tirhakah, 


king of Ethiopia, being come, out to fight againſt him: he 
ſent meſſengers again to Hezekiah, ſaying, Thus ſhall ye 
ſpeak unto the king of Judah, Let not thy God in whom 
thou truſteſt deceive thee, ſaying, Jeruſalem ſhall not be 
delivered into the hand of the king of Aſſyria. "Thou 
haſt heard what the kings of Aſſyria have done to all 
lands, by deſtroying them utterly: and ſhalt thou be 
delivered ? 

And when Hezekiah had received the letter from the 


hands of the meſſengers, and read it, he went up into 5 
: | houlec 
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houſe of the Lord, and ſpread it before the Lord. And 
Hezekiah prayed before the Lord, and ſaid, O Lord God 
of Iſrael, who dwelleſt between the cherubims, thou art 
the God, even thou alone, of all the kingdoms of the earth; 
thou haſt made heaven and earth. Lord, bow down 
thine ear, and hear: open, Lord, thine eyes, and ſee; and 
hear the words of Sennacherib, who has ſent him to re- 
proach the =. God. Of a truth, Lord, the kings of 
Aſſyria have deſtroyed the nations, and their lands, and 
have caſt their gods into the fire ; for they were no gods, 
but the work of men's hands, wood and (tone ; therefore 
they have deſtroyed them, Now, therefore, O Lord our 
God, I beſeech thee, fave us out of his hand, that all the 
kingdoms of the earth may know thou art the Lord 
God, even thou only. 

Then Ifaiah ſent unto Hezekiah, ſaying, Thus faith 
the Lord God of Iſrael, That which thou haſt prayed to 
me concerning Sennacherib, I have heard. This is the 
word the Lord hath ſpoken againſt him; The virgin, the 
daughter of Zion, hath deſpiſed thee, and laughed thee to 
ſcorn ; the daughter of Jeruſalem hath ſhaken her head at 
thee. ,, Whom haſt-thou reproached and blaſphemed? and 
againſt whom haſt thou exalted thy yoice, and lifted up 


- thine eyes on high? even againſt the holy one of Iſrael. 


By thy meſſengers thou halt reproached the Lord, and haſt 
ſad, with the multitude of my chariots, I am come up to 
the height of the mountains, to the ſides of Lebanon, and 
will cut down the tall cedars thereof, and the choice fir- 
trees thereof ; and I will enter into the lodgings of his 
borders, and into the foreſt of his Carmel. I have digged 
and drank ſtrange waters, and with the ſole of my feet 
have I dried up all the rivers of beſieged places. Haſt 
thou not heard long ago, how I made it; and of ancient 
times, that I have formed it? Now have I brought it to 
paſs that thou ſhouldeſt be to lay waſte fenced cities into 
ruinous heaps. Therefore their inhabitants were of ſmall 
power; they were diſmayed and confounded; they were as 
the graſs of the field, and as the green herb; as the graſs 
on the houſe tops, and as corn blaſted before it be

But I know thy abode, and thy going out, and thy 
coming in, and thy rage againſt me, | Becauſe thy rage 
againſt me, and thy tumult is come up into my ears, 
therefore I will put my hook in thy noſe, and my bridle 
in thy lips, and will turn thee back by the way by which 
thou cameſt. And this ſhall be a ſign to thee ; Ye ſhall 
eat this year that which grows of itſelf, and in the ſecond 
year, what grows up again, and in the third year, ſow ve 
and reap, and plant vineyards, and eat the fruit of them. 
And the remnant that is eſcaped of the houſe of Judah 
ſhall yet again take root dowuward, and bear fruit upward; 
for a remnant ſhall go forth out of Jeruſalem, and they 
that eſcape out of Mount Zion: the zeal of the Lord of 
hoſts ſhall do this. 

Therefore thus ſaith the Lord concerning the king of 
Aſſyria, He fhall not come into this city, nor ſhoot an 
arrow there, nor come before it with ſhield, nor caſt a 
bank againſt it. By the ſame way that he came, he ſha!! 
return, and ſhall not come into this city, faith the Lord: 
for I will defend this city to fave it, for my own ſake, and 
for my ſervant David's fake.  _ 

And it came to paſs that night, that the angel of the 
Lord went out, and {mote in the camp of the Aſſyrians, an 
hundred fourſcore and five thouſand ; fo that when they 
roſe early in the morning, behold all of them were dead 
corpſes :. ſo Sennacherib departed, and went and dwelt at 
Nineveh. And as he was worſhipping in the houſe of 
Niſroch his god, Adrammelech, and Sharezer his ſons, flew 
him with the ſword, and eſcaped into the land of Armenia, 
and Eſarhaddon his ſon reigned in his ſtead,

Isx thoſe ca Hezekiah was fick nigh unto-death : and 
the prophet Iſaiah came unto him, and faid, Thus faith the 
Lord, Set thy houſe in order, for thou ſhalt die, and not 
live. Upon this he turned his face to the wall, and 
prayed to the Lord, ſaying, 

beſeech thee, O Lord, remember now, how I have 

walked before thee in truth, and with a perfect heart, and 

have done that which was good in thy fight, 5 
| n 
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And Hezekiah wept much. 

Then it was ſo that before Ifaiah was gone out inte the 
middle court, the word of the Lord came unto him, 
faying, Turn again, and tell Hezekiah the ruler of my 

cople, Thus faith the Lord, the God of thy father David, 
' have heard thy prayer; I have ſeen thy tears; behold, I 
will heal thee; on the third day thou ſhalt go up to the 
houſe of the Lord. And I will add to thy days fifteen 

ears; and will alfo deliver thee, and this city out of the 
hand of the king of Aſſyria, and will defend this city for 
my own ſake, and for the ſake of my fervant David. And 
Iſaiah faid, Take a lump of figs; and they laid it on the 
boil, and he recovered. 

But Hezekiah ſaid unto him, What ſhall be the ſign 
that the Lord will heal me, and that I ſhall go up into the 
houſe of the Lord on the third day? and Ifaiah replied, 
This ſign ſhalt thou have of the Lord, that the Lord will 
do the thing he hath ſpoken : ſhall the ſhadow go forward 
ten degrees, or go back ten degrees? and Hezekiah ſaid, 
It is a light thing for the ſhadow to go down ten degrees; 
nay, but let it return backward ten degrees. So Iſaiah the 
prophet called on the Lord, and he brought the ſhadow 
ten degrees backward, by which it had gone down on the 
dial of Ahaz. . 

At that time the king of Babylon ſent letters and a pre- 
ſent to Hezekiak; for he heard that he had been ſick. 
And Hezekiah hearkened unto them, and ſhewed them the 


houſe of his precious things, the filver and the gold, the 


tpices and precious ointment, the houſe of his armor, and 
all that was found in his treaſures; there was nothing in 
= houſe, nor in all his dominions, which he did not ſhew 
them. 

Then came Tfaiah to the king and inquired of him what 
theſe men had ſaid, and from whence they came. And 
Hezekiah ſaid, They are come from a far country, even from 
Babylon. And he Lad, What have they ſeen in thy houfe? 
And Hezekiah anſwered, All the things that are in my 
houſe they have ſeen: there is nothing among my trea- 
ſures that J have not ſhewed them. Then Iſalah Fad to 
him, Hear the word of the Lord; Behold the days are 


coming, 
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coming, when all that is in thy houſe, and that which thy 
fathers have laid up in ſtore to this day, ſhall be carried into 
Babylon: there ſhall be nothing left, ſaith the Lord. And 
of thy ſons, who ſhall proceed from thee, they ſhall take 
away; and they ſhall be officers in the palace of the king 
of Babylon, And Hezekiah ſaid, Good is the, word of the 
Lord which thou haſt ſpoken. Is it not good if peace and 
truth be in my days? 

As for the reſt of the acts of Hezekiah, and all his 
power, and how he made a pool, and a conduit, and brought 
water into the city, are they not written in the book of the 
Chronicles of the kings of Judah? And Hezekiah ſlept 
with his fathers, and Manaſſeh his fon reigned in his ſtead,

MaxasstH was twelve years old, when he began to 
reign, and he reigned fifty-five years in Jeruſalem : his mo- 
ther's name was Hephzibah, And he did that which was 
evil in the ſight of the Lord, after the abominations of the 
heathen, whom the Lord caſt out before the children of 
Iſrael. For he built up again the high places which 
Hezekiah his father had deſtroyed, and he reared up altars 
unto Baal, and made a prove, as did Ahab, and worſhip- 
_ ped all the hoſt of heaven, and ſerved them. He obſerved 

times, and uſed enchantments, and dealt with familiar 
0 and ſorcerers: he wrought much wickedneſs in the 


ght of the Lord, to provoke him to anger. And he {et 


a graven image of the grove that he had made, in the houſe, 
which the Lord ſaid to David, and to his fon Solomon, 
In this houſe and in Jerufalem that T have choſen out of all 
the tribes of Iſrael, will T put my name for ever. Neither 
will I make the feet of Iſrael move any more out of the 
land, which I gave their fathers; only if they will obſerve 
to do according to all that T have commanded them, and 
according to all the law which my ſervant Moſes com- 
manded them. But they hearkened not; and Manaſſeh 
ſeduced them to do more evil than the nations did, whom 

the Lord deſtroyed before the children of Iſrael. 
And the Lord ſpake by his ſervants the prophets, ſay- 
ing, Becauſe Manaſſeh, king of Judah, hath done theſe 
| W abominations, 
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ibominations, and hath done wickedly above all that the 
Amorites did, which were before him, and hath made 
Judah to fin with his idols; therefore thus ſaith the 
Lord God of Hracl, Behold I will bring ſuch evil upon 
Jeruſalem and Judab, that whoſoever. heareth of it, both 
his ears ſhall tingle. And I will ſtretch over Jeruſalem 
the line of Samaria, and the plummet of the houſe of 
Ahab: and I will wipe Jeruſalem as a man wipeth a diſh, 
wiping it, and turning it uphde down. And I will for- 
ſake the remnant of mine inheritance, and deliver them 
into the hand of their enemies, and they ſhall become 2 
prey, and a ſpoil to all their enemies; becauſe they nare 
done that which was evil in my fight, and have provoked 
me to anger ſince the day their fathers. came out of Egypt, 
even unto this day. | 
Moreover, Manaſſeh ſhed innocent blood very much, 
till he had filled Jeruſalem from one end to another; beſide 
his fin wherewith he made Judah to fin, in doing that 
which. is evil in the ſight of the Lord. Now the reſt of 
the acts of Manaſſeh, and all that he did, and his fin that 
he ſinned, are they not written in the book of the Chronicles 
of the kings of Judah? And Manaſſeh flept with his fa+ 
thers, and was buried in the garden of his own houſe, in 
* garden of Uzza: and Amon his ſon reigned in his 
ead. | | 
Amon was twenty-two years when he began to reign, 
and he reigned two years in Jeruſalem, He did that 
which was evil in the fight of the Lord, as his father 
Manaſſeh did; and forſook the Lord God of his fathers, 
and walked not in the way of the Lord. And the ſervants 
of Amon conſpired againſt him, and flew the king in his 
own houſe; and the people of the land made Joſiah his 
ſon king in his ſtead. | 
Joſiah was eight years old when he began to reign, and 
he reigned thirty-one years in Jeruſalem. He did that 
which was right in the ſight of the Lord, and turned not 
aide to the right hand or to the left. And in the eigh- 
teenth year of his reign, he ſent Shaphan to the houſe of 
the Lord, ſaying, Go to Hilkiah the high prieſt that he 
may ſum up the ſilver, which the keepers of the door have 
gathered 
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gathered of the people; and let them give it to the doers 
of the work, which is in the houſe of the Lord, to repair 
the breaches of the houſe, to carpenters, and builders, aud 
maſons; and to buy timber and hewn ſtone to repair the 
houſe ; but the money that was delivered into their hand, 
was not reckoned to them, becauſe they dealt faithfully. 

And Hilkiah ſaid to Shapban the ſcribe, I have found 
the book of the law in the houſe of the Lord; ad 
Shaphan brought it to the king and read it before him; 
and when the king heard the words of the book he rent 
his clothes. And he commanded Hilkiah, and others ct 
his ſervants, ſaying, Go ye, Inquire of the Lord for me, 
and for the people, and for all Judah, concerning the words 
of this book : for great is the wrath of the Lord, which 
is kindled againſt us, becauſe our fathers have not heark. 
ened to the words of this book, to do according to all that 
is written concerning us. 

So they went to Huldah the propheteſs, the wife of 
Shallumy and they communed with her. And ſhe ſaid to 
them, Thus faith the Lord God of Iſrael, tell the man 
that ſent you to me, thus ſays the Lord, Behold I will 
bring evil upon this place, and upon the inhabitants there- 

of; even all the things of the book which the king of 
Judah hath read; becauſe they have forſaken me, and have 
burnt. incenſe to other gods, that they might provoke me 
by all the works of their hands: fo alf my wrath be 
kindled againſt this place, and ſhall not be quenched. But 
concerning the king of Judah, who ſent you to inquire of 
the Lord, thus ſhall you ſay to him: Thus ſays the Lord 
God of Iſrael, As Got the words which thou haſt heard, 
becauſe thy heart is tender, and thou haſt humbled thyſclf 
before the Lord, when thou heardeſt what I have ſpoken 
againſt this place, and the inhabitants of it, that they ſhould 
become a defolation and a curſe, and haſt rent thy clothes 
and wept before me, I have heard thee faith the Lord. 
Behold I will gather thee to thy fathers, and thou ſhalt be 
gathered to thy grave 1n peace, and thy 2 mall not ſee 
all the evil which I will bring upon this place. 
And they brought the king word again. Then the 
king ſent, and they gathered to him all the . | , 
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judah and Jeruſalem. And he went up into the houſe of 
the Lord; and all the men of Judah, with the inhabitants 
of Jeruſalem, and the prieſts and prophets, and all the 
people both ſmall and great; and he read in their hearing 
all the words of the book of the covenant, which was 
found in the houſe of the Lord. 

And the king ſtood by a pillar, and made a covenant 
before the Lord; to walk after the Lord, and to keep his 
commandments, and his teſtimonies, and ordinances, with 
all their heart, and all their foul; to perform the words of 
this covenant that were written in this book: and all the 
people ſtood to the covenant. Then the king commanded 
Hilkiah, with the prieſts of the ſecond order, and the 
keepers of the door, to bring out of the temple of the Lord, 
all the veſſels that were made for Baal, for the grove, and 
for all the hoſt of heaven: and he burnt them without 
Jerulalem in the fields of Kidron, and carried rhe aſhes of 
them to Beth: el. | 

And he put down the idolatrous prieſts whom the kings 
of Judah had appointed to burn incenſe in the high places, 
in the cities of Judah, and in the places round about 
Jeruſalem, with thoſe that burnt incenſe to Baal to the 
ſun, and moon, and planets, and to all the hoſt of heaven. 
And he broke in pieces the images, and cut down. the 
groves, and filled their places with the bones of men. 

Moreover, the altar that was at Beth-el, and the high 
place which Jeroboam the ſon of Nebat, who made Iſrael to 
ſin, had made, both that altar to the high place, he brake 
down, and burnt the high place, and ſtampt it ſmall to 

wder, and burnt the grove. And as Joſiah turned him» 
elf, he ſpied the ſepulchres that were there in the mount, 
and ſent, and took the bones out of the ſepulchres, and 
burnt them upon the altar, and polluted it, according to the 
word of the Lord which the man of God proclaimed. 

Then he commanded all the people, ſaying, Keep the 
paſſorer to the Lord your God, as it is written in this 
book of the covenant, Surely there was not ſuch a paſſ- 
over from the time of the judges who judged Iſrael, nor in 
all the days of the kings of Iſrael, nor of Judah, as in the 
eighteenth year of king Joſiah, when this paſſover was held 
to the Lord in Jeruſalem. And like to him there —_ 
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king before him who turned to the Lord with all his heare, 
and with all his ſoul, and all his might, according to all the 
law of Moſes; neither after him aroſe there any like him, 

Notwithſtanding, the Lord turned not from his 
great anger, which was kindled againſt Judah, be. 
cauſe of the provocations with which Manaſſeh had pro- 
voked him. And the Lord ſaid, I will remove Judah alſo 
out of my fight, as I have removed Iſrael; and will caſt off 
this city Jeruſalem, that I choſe, and the houſe of which 
I faid, my name ſhall be there. 

Now the reſt of the acts of Joſiah, are they not written 
in the book of the Chronicles of the kings of Judah? In his 
days Pharaoh-Nechoh king of Egypt, went up againſt the 
king of Aſſyria to the river Euphrates : and Joſiah went 
againſt him, and was flain at Megiddo. And his ſervants 
carried him in a chariot dead from Megiddo, and brought 
him to Jeruſalem, where they buried him in his own ſe- 
pulchre: and the people of the land made Jehoahaz the ſon 
of Joſiah king in the room _ father. 

Jenoanaz was twenty-three years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned three months in Jeruſalem: he did 
that which was evil in the fight of the Lord, and the king 
of Egypt put him in bands at Riblah, in the land of Ha- 
math, that he might not reign ; and made Eliakim the ſon 
of Joſiah king, and changed his name to Jehoiakim. He 
alſo did that Which was evil, according to all that his fa- 
thers had done. Ely 2 

In his days Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, came up, 
and Jehoĩakim became his ſervant three years: then he turned 
and rebelled againſt him. And the Lord ſent againſt him 
bands of the Chaldees, and of the Syrians, and Moabites, 
and of the children of Ammon, whom he ſent againſt 
Jedah to deſtroy it, according to the word of the Lord, 
which he ſpoke by his ſervants the prophets. And Ichoia- 
kim ſlept with his fathers : and his ſon Jehoiachin ſuc- 
ceeded him, who was eighteen years old when he began to 
reign, and reigned three months. He alſo did that which 
was evil in the ſight of the Lord. 

At that time the ſervants of Nebuchadnezzar came up 


againſt Jeruſalem, and beſieged it. And Jehoiachin = 
| taken 
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taken and carried to Babylon, with his mother, and his 
officers, and the mighty of the land, alſo the carpenters 
and ſmiths a thouſand; the treaſures of the houſe of the 
Lord, and the treaſures of the king's houſe were carried 
out, and the veſſels of gold which Solomon made in the 
temple of the Lord were cut in pieces. And the king of 
Babylon made Mattaniah, his father's brother, king in his 
room, and changed His name to Zedekiah. He was twenty- 
one years old when he began to reign, and he reigned 
gleven years in Jeruſalem. He alſo did that which was 
evil in the ſight of the Lord, according to all that Jehoia- 
kim had done. | 

And in the ninth year of his reign Nebuchadnezzar 
came up againſt Jeruſalem with all his army, and beſieged it; 
building forts againſt it round about. And the city was 
beſieged to the eleventh year of king Zedekiah. And on 
the ninth of the fourth month, the tamine prevailed in the 
city, ſo that there was no bread for the people of the land. 
Then the city was broken up, and all the men of war fled 
by night, by the way of the gate, between two walls, near 
the king's garden : and the king went towards the plain; 
but the army of the Chaldeans purſued after him, and 
overtook him on the plains of Jericho, and all his army were 
ſcattered from him. And they flew the ſons of Zedekiah, 
and put out his eyes, and bound him with fetters of braſs, 
and carried him to Babylon. 

And in the fifth month came Nebuzar-adan, a ſervant of 
the king of Babylon, to Jeruſalem ; and he burnt the houſe 
of the Lord, and the king's houſe, and every great man's 
houſe, and broke down the walls of the city round about, 
He alſo carried away the reſt of the people, except the 
poor of the land, who he left to be vine-dreſſers and huſ- 
dandmen. And it came to paſs in the ſeven and thirtieth 

ear of the captivity of Jehoiachin king of Judah, that 
vilmerodach king of Babylon, in the year that he be 

to reign, lifted up the head of Jehoiachin out of —_ 
And ſpake kindly to him, and changed his priſon gar- 
ments: ſetting his throne above the throne of the kings that 
were with him in Babylon: and he did eat bread continu- 
Aly before him all the days of his life.

Then David gave of his own proper good to the houſe of 
the Lord, over and above what he had prepared for the 
houſe, three thouſand talents of gold, of the gold of Ophir, 
and ſeven thouſand talents of filver. The chief of the 
fathers and princes of the. tribes of Iſrael alſo offered wil- 
lingly, and gave for the ſervice of the houſe of God; of 
gold five thouſand talents, and ten thouſand drams ; and of 
lilver, ten thouſand talents; and of braſs, eighteen thouſand 
talents z and one hundred thouſand talents of iron. 

Then the people rejoiced, for that they offered willingly : 
and David the king alſo rejoiced. And he bleſſed the 
Lord, before all the congregation: and David ſaid, Bleſſed 
be thou Lord God of Iſrael, our father, for ever and ever. 
Thine, O Lord, is the greatneſs, and the power, the glory, 
and the victory and majeſty : for all that is in heaven, and 
in the earth is thine ; thine is the kingdom, O Lord, and 
thou art exalted as head above all. Both riches and honour 
come of thee, thou reigneſt over all, and in thy hand is 
power and might : it is alſo in thy hand to make great, and 
to gire ſtrength unto all. Now therefore, our God, we 
thank thee, and praiſe thy glorious name. But who am I, 
and what is my people, that we ſhould be able to offer ſo 
willingly, after this manner? For all things come of thee, 
dof thine own have we given thee. For we are ſtrangers 
before thee,” and ſojourners, as were all our fathers : our 
days on earth are as a ſhadow, and there is none abiding. 

O Lord our God, all this abundance which we have pre- 
pared to build thee a houſe to thy holy name, cometh of 
thine hand, and is all thine own. I know alſo, my God, 
that thou trieſt che heart, and haſt pleaſure in uprightneſs, 
In the integrity of my heart, I have freely offered all theſe 
new al and now I have ſeen with joy thy people who are 
preſent here to offer willingly unto thee, O Lord God of 
Abraham, - Iſaac, and of Jacob, our fathers, keep this for 
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ever in the imagination of the thoughts of the heart of thy 
people, and prepare their heart unto thee.

died in a good old age, full of days, riches, and honour,

SECOND BOOK OF CHRONICLES. 


I. 


IN the chirty-ſixth year of the reign of Aſa, Baaſha 
king of Iſrael came up againſt Judah, and built Rama, 
that he might not let any go out or come in to Aſa king of 
Judah. Then Aſa brought out filver and gold from the 
treaſures of the houſe of the Lord, -and of the king's 
houſe, and ſent to Benhadad king of Syria, who dwelt at 
Damaſcus, ſaying, There is a treaty between me and thee, 
as there was between my father and thine; behold, I have 
ſent thee ſilver and gold; go break thy treaty with Baaſha 
king of Iſrael, that he may depart from me. 

And Benhadad ſent the captains of his armies againſt the 
cities of Iſrael; and they ſmote Ijon, and Dan, and Abel- 
maim, and all the ſtore cities of Naphtali. And when 
Baaſha heard it, he left off building h, and let his 
work ceaſe. And at that time Hanani the ſeer came to 
Aſa, and ſaid to him, Becauſe thou haſt relied on the king 
of Syria, and not telied on the Lord thy God, therefore! 
the army of the king of Syria cleaped out of thy hand, 
Were not the Ethiopians and the Lubims a great army, 
with many chariots and horſemen? Yet — thou didit 
rely on the Lord, he delivered them into thy hand. " 
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the eyes of the Lord run to and fro throughout the whole 
earth to ſhew himſelf ſtrong in the behalf of them, whoſe 
heart is perfect towards him. Herein thou haſt done fool- 
iſhly.: for henceforth there will be wars with thee. 2 
Then Aſa was diſpleaſed with the ſeer, and put him in a 
priſon-houſe, becauſe of this. He alſo oppreſſed ſome of 
the people at the ſame time. Now as to the acts of Aſa, 
firſt and laſt, lo they are written in the book of the kings of 
Judah and Iſrael. In the thirty-ninth year of his reign 


Aſa was diſeaſed in his feet, till his diſeaſe was exceeding - 


great; yet in his affliction he ſought not the Lord, but to 
the phyſicians. And Aſa ſlept with his fathers, and died in 
the forty · ſirſt year of his reign. And Jehoſhaphat his fon 
reigned in his ſtead. 
And the Lord was with Jehoſhaphat, becauſe he walked 
in the firſt ways of his father David, and ſought not unto 
Baalim. But ſought to the Lord God of his father, and 
walked in his commandments, and not after the doings of 
Iſrael, Therefore the Lord eſtabliſhed the kingdom 1n his 
hands, and all Judah brought to Jehoſhaphat preſents, and 


he had riches and honour in abundance. Aud his heart 


was encouraged in the ways of the Lord: moreover. he 
took away the high places and groves of Judah. Alfo in 


the third year of his reign he ſent to his princes, namely, 
Benhail, Obadiah, Zechariah, Nethaneel, and Mecaiah, to 


teach in the cities of Judah. And with them he ſeot uke 
following Levites, Shemaiah, Nethaniah, Zebediah,

And after this the Moabites, Ammonites, and with 
them others, came againſt Jehoſhaphat to war; then it was 
told him, ſaying, There cometh a great multitude againſt 
thee, from beyond the ſea, on this de Syria: and behold 
they are in azon-tamar, which is Engedi. And [e- 
bothaphat feared, and ſet himſelf to ſeek the Lord, alſo 
proclaimed a faſt for all Judah; who gathered themſelves 
together, to aſk help of the Lord: even out of all the 
cities of Judah, they came to ſeek the Lord. And je- 
keoſhaphat ſtood in the congregation of Judah and Jeruſa- 
lem, in the houſe of the Lord before the new court, and 
ſaid, O Lord God of our fathers, art not thou God in 
heaven? and ruleſt not thou over all the kingdoms of the 
nations? and in thine hand is there not power and might, ſo 
that none is able to withſtand thee ? art not thou our God 
who didſt expel the inhabitants of this land before thy peo- 
ple Iſrael, and gaveſt it to the ſeed of Abraham thy friend 
or ever? And now, behold, the children of Ammon and 
Moab, and Mount Seir, againſt whom thou wouldeſt not 
l«t Iſrael go, when they came out of the land of Egypt, 
but they turned from them, and did not deſtroy them: 
Behold thus they requite us, to come to caſt us out of thy 
poſſeſſion, which thou haſt given us to inherit. O Ged 
wilt thou not bring judgment on them, for we have no 
{ſtrength againſt this great company that is coming againlt 
us: neither know we what to do, but our eyes are upon 
thee...

Then the ſpirit of the Lord came upon Jahaziel in the 
midſt of the 3 and he ſaid, Hearken ye all 
Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeruſalem, and thou king 

. thus faith: the Lord unto you, Be not afraid 
nor diſmayed by teaſon of this 1 multitude; ſor the 
battle is not yours. but God's. To- morrow go ye down 
againſt them, behold they come up by the cliff of Ziz, and 
ye thall kad them at the end of the valley, before the wil. 
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derneſs of Jeruel. Ye ſhall not need to fight in this battle; 

lace yourſelves, ſtand ye (till and fee the falvation of the 
Lord with you, O Judah and Jeruſalem, fear not, nor be diſ- 
mayed; to-morrow go out againſt them, for the Lord will 
be with you. | %e 

And Jehoſhaphat bowed his head, with his face to the 
ground; all Judah, and the inhabitants of Jeruſalem alfo 
bowed before the Lord, worſhipping the Lord, And they 
roſe early in the morning, and went forth into the wilder- 
neſs of Tekoaz and as they went forth Jehoſhaphat ſtood 
and faid, Hear me, O Judah, and ye inhabitants of Jeruſa- 
lem, believe in the Lord your God, fo ſhall ye be eſtabliſhed; 
believe in his prophets, ſo ſhall ye proſper. 

And ambuſhments were ſet againſt the Ammonites and 
Moabites, and thoſe of Mount Seir, who were come againſt 
Judah, and they were ſmitten. For the children of Am- 
mon and Moab, ſtood up againſt the inhabitants of Mount 
Seir, utterly to flay and deſtroy them: and when they had 
made an end of the inhabitants of Seir, they helped to de- 


ſtroy one another. And when Judah came toward the 


watch-tower in the wilderneſs, they looked at the multitude, 
and behold they were dead bodies fallen to the earth. 
Then they returned to go again to Jeruſalem with joy; 
for the Lord had made them to rejoice over their enemies. 
And the fear of God was on all the kingdoms of thoſe 
countries, when they heard that the Lord fought againſt 
the! enemies of Iſrael, So the kingdom of Jehoſhaphat 
was quiet, for his God gave him reſt on every fide, And 
he walked in the way of Aſa his father, and departed not 
from it; doing that which was right in the fight of the 
Lord. He was thirty-five years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned — 2 years in Jeruſalem.

Anp Jehoſhaphat flept with his fathers; and Jehoram his 
lon reigned in his ſtead. And he walked in the way of the 
kings of Ifraely as did the houſe of Ahab, for he had the 
daughter of Ahab to wife. He wrought that which was 
evil i the fight of the Lord. And there came a writing 
to him from Elijah the prophet, ſaying, Thus faith the

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Lord God of David thy father, Becauſe thou haſt not 
walked in the ways of Jehoſhaphat thy father, nor in the 
ways of Ala king of Judah, but haſt gone in the way of 
the kings of Iſrael, and haſt made Judah and the inhabi— 
tants of Jeruſalem go a whoring like as the houſe of Ahab, 
and allo batt (lain thy brethren of thy father's houſe, who 
were better than thyſelf: behold, with a great ſtroke will 
the Lord {trike thy people, and thy children, and wives, 
and all thy goods: and thou ſhalt have great ſickneſs by diſ- 
eale of thy bowels, till they fall out by reaſon of the ſick- 
neſs, day by day. | 
And in proceſs of time, after the end of two years, this 

. fickneſs attended him, fo that he died of fore diſeaſes. The 
Phaliſtines and Arabians had alſo come up into Judah, and 
brake into it, and carried away all the ſubſtance. that was 
found in the king's houſe, with his family, ſo that there was 
not a ſon left him, except Jehoahaz the youngeſt of his ſons, 
who was choſen king in the room of his father. And 
after him the following kings reigned in Jeruſalem: Joaſh, 
Amaziah, Uzziah, Jotham, Ahaz, Hezekiah, Manaſſch, 
Fee Joſiah, Jehoahaz, Jehoiachim, Jehoiachin, and Ze- 

ekiah. | 

. Zedekiah was twenty-one years old when he began to 
reign, and = eleven years in 8 He did that 
which was evil in the ſight of the Lord his God, and hum- 
bled not himſelf before Jeremiah the prophet, ſpeaking from 
the mouth of the Lord. He alſo rebelled againſt king 
Nebuchadnezzar, who had made him ſwear by God. He 
ſtiffened his neck and hardened his heart from turning to 
the Lord God of Iſrael. Moreover, all the chief of the 
prieſts, and the people tranſgreſſed very much, after all the 
abominations of the heathen.  -_ | 

And the Lord God of their fathers ſent to them by 

his meſſengers, riſing up by times, and ſending; becauſe he 
had compaſſion. on his people and habitation. But they 
mogked the meſſengers of God, and deſpiſed his words, and 
miſuſed his prophets, till the wrath. of the Lord roſc againlt 
his people, and thete was no remedy. Therefore he brouglit 
upon them the king of the Chaldeans, who ſlew their young 
men with the [word, in the houſe of their ſanctuary, me 
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had no compaſſion upon young man or maiden, old man, or 
him that ſtooped for age. He gave them all into his hand, 
And all the veifels of the houſe of God, and the treaſures 
of it; with the treaſure of the king, and of his princes; all 
theſe he brought to Babylon, 

And they burat the houle of God, and broke down the 
wall of Jeruſalem ; allo. burnt the palaces with fire, and de- 
ſtroyed all the gugidly veilels thereof. And thoſe who had 
eſcaped from the ſword he carried away to Babylon: where 
they were ſervants to him and his ſons, till thereign of the 
kingdom of Per fia.

Reflections on the foregoing Books of the Kings and 
Chronicler, 


In theſe memoirs of the kings of Judah and Iſrael it 
appears, that as they walked in the way of truth and 
righteouſneſs, and governed the people in the fear of God, 
the bleſſing of heaven attended them: ſo that they were de- 
livered from their enemies, and remained in the enjoyment 
of the privileges which had been obtained through the fa-- 
your of the Almighty and faithfulneſs of their predeceſſors. 

On the contrary, when they deviated from the law of 
their God, and indulged themſelves with the people over 
whom they ruled, in practices with which God was dif- 
pleaſed, they loſt their peace and comfort, and became a 
prey to their enemies, from time to time, till at length they 
were carried into captivity, and their city deſtroyed. 

Their- example ſhould be a warning to us of the preſent 
time, in every rank of life, to take care not to diſpleaſe 
him, who is the great diſpoſer of events, and author of our 
being and well-being, whoſe power is the ſame as in ages 


paſt, and the way of his dealing with the children of 


men the ſame, rewarding the righteous and puniſhing the 
wicked,

NOW in the firſt year of Cyrus king of Perſia, that 
the word of the Lord by the mouth of Jeremiah, might be | 
fulfilled, the Lord ſtirred up the fpirit of Cyrus, ſo that he | 
made a proclamation throughout all his kingdom, and put | 
it alſo in writing, ſaying, Thus ſaith Cyrus king of Perſia, 
The Lord God of heaven hath given me all the kingdoms of 
the earth, and hath appointed me to build him an houſe at 
Jeruſalem, which is in Judah. Who is there among you ] 
ol all his people? his God be with him, and let him go up t 

thither, and build the houſe of the Lord God of Iſrael, he 
is the God which is in Jeruſalem. And whoever remain- 
eth, in any place where he ſojourneth, let the men of his ( 
lace help bim with ſilver and gold; and with goods and 

aſts, beſides the free will offering for the houſe of God a 
3 a e 1 . ; 
Thea the chief of the [fathers of Judah and Benjamin in 
roſe up, with the prieſts and the Levites, and all them whoſe 
foirit God had raiſed to go up, to build the houſe of the 

ord in Jeruſalem, All * who were about them alſo 

their hands with veſſels of ſilver, with gold, 
and goods, with beaſts and precious things, beſides all that 
was offered willingly. Cyrus the king likewiſe brought 
forth the veſſels of the houſe of the Lord, which Netu- 
chadnezzar had taken out of Jeruſalem, and put them in 
the houſe of his gods. P23» 

Now the whole congregation. of the children of the 
province that went up out of the captivity, who came again 
to Jeruſalem and Judah, every one to his city, was together 
forty-two thouſand three hundred and ſixty N beſides their 
ſervant men and maids, of whom there were ſeven thou- 
ſand, three hundred, thirty-ſeven. And ſome of the chief 
of the fathers offered freely for the houſe of God to ſet it 
up in its place. They gave after their ability, unto the 
treaſurer of the work, ſixty-· one thouſand drama of 89

And in the ſecond year of their coming to Jeruſalem, in 
the ſecond month, began Zerubbabel, and Jeſhua and the 
remnant of their brethren the prieſts and the Levites, and 
ail them who were come out of the captivity to ſet forward 
the work of the houſe of the Lord. But when the adver- 
faries of Judah and Benjamin, heard that the children of 
the captivity were building the temple, then they ſaid to 
Zerubbabel, and to the chief of the fathers, Let us build 
with you, for we ſeek your God, as ye do. But they an- 
ſwered, You have nothing to do with us, to build an houſe 
to our God; we ourſelves will build 'to the Lord God of 
Ifrael, as Cyrus king of Perſia hath commanded us. Then 
the people of the land weakened the hands of the people of 
— and troubled them in building, and hired counſel- 
ors againſt them to fruſtrate their purpoſe, all the days of 
Cyrus, even until the reign of Darius king of Perfia. + 

At which time the elders of the Jews builded the houſe, 
and finiſhed it in the ſixth year of the reign of Darius. 

Hard alſo came up from Babylon; he was a ready ſcribe 
in the law pf Moles, which the Lord God of Iſrael had 
given... He came to Jeruſalem in the fifth month, which" 
was the ſeyenth year of king Artaxerxes “. He ſays of 
himielf, I was ſtrengthened as the hand of the Lord my 

od was upon me, and I gathered out of Iſrael, chief men 
to go up with me. I gathered them together at the tiver 
Ahava, and there I proclaimed a faſt, that we — af. 
fli& ourſelves before God, to ſeek of him a right way for us, 
and for our little ones, and for all our ſubſtance. For I was 
alhamed to require of the king a band of ſoldiers and horſe- 
men, to help us againſt the enemy in the way : becauſe 
we had ſpoken to the king, ſaying, The hand of our God 
1s upon all them for good that ſeek him, but his power and 
tis wrath is againſt all them that forſake him. No 

Then we departed from the river of Ahava on the 
twelfth day of the firſt month to go to Jeruſalem ; and the

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hand af our God was upon us, ſo that he delivered us from 
the enemy, and of ſuch who lay in wait by the way. And 
on the fourth day aſter we came to Jeruſalem, the ſilver and 
gold, with the veſſels were weighed in the houſe of our God, 
and all the weight was written at that time. Thoſe alſo 
who came out of the captivity, offered burnt-offerings unto 
the God of Iſrael.

Now when theſe things were done the princes came to 
me, faying, The people of Ifrael, with the prieſts and Le- 
vites, have not ſeparated themfelyes from the people of the 
lands; the Capaanites, the Hittites, the Perizzites, the je- 
buſites, Ammonites, Moabites, the Egyptians and Amorites, 
doing according to their abominations. For they have 
taken of their daughters for themſelves and for their ſons:

And when I hear; this thing, I rent my garment and 
my mantle, and fat down aſtoniſned. Then were aſſembled 
to me every one who trembled at the words of the God of 
Hrael, becaufe of the tranſgreſſion of thoſe of the captivity; 
and I fat aſtoniſhed till the evening ſacrifice. At which 
time T roſe up from my heavineſs, having my gar ment and 
mantle torn, and fell upon my knees, ſpreading forth my 
hands unto the Lord my God, and ſaid, O my God, I am 
aſhamed and in contuſion to lift up my face to thee, my 
God: for our iniquities are increaſed over our head, and 
our treſpaſs is become great to heaven. Since the days of 
our fathers we have been in a great trefpaſs unto- this day, 
and for our iniquities have we, our kings, and' our prieſts, 
been-delivered into the hand of the kings of the countries, 
to the ſword, to captivity, and to a ſpoil and confuſion of 
face, as it 1s this day. And now for a little ſpace, there 
has been favour from the Lord our God, to leave us a rem - 


nant eſcaped, and to give us a nail in his holy place, that 
( | , our 
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our God may lighten our eyes, and give ns a little-reviving 
in our bondage: for we were bondmen, yet our God hath 
not forſaken us in our bondage, but hath extended mercy to 
u in the ſight of the kings of Perſia, to give us a reviving 
to ſet up the houſe of our God, and to repair the deſolations 
thereof, and to give us a wall in Judah and Jeruſalem. And 
now our God, what ſhall we ſay after this? for we have 
forſaken thy commandments, which thou haſt commanded 
by thy ſervants the prophets, ſaying, The land which ye 
go te poſſeſs, is an unclean land, by the filthineſs of the 
people of the land, and their abomiuations, with which. 
they have filled it from one end to the other, by their un- 
cleanneſs. Therefore give not your daughters to their 
ſons, neither take their daughters to your ſons, nor ſeek 
their“ proſperity or wealth for ever; that ye may be ſtrong 


and cat the good of the land, and leave it for an inheritance 


to your children everlaſting. 

And after all that is come upon us for our evil deeds, 
and great treſpaſs, ſeeing that thou our God halt punithed 
us leis than our iniquities deſerve, and haſt given us ſuch 
deliverance as this, (ſhould we again break thy command- 
ments, and be joined by marriage to the people of theſe 
abominations? mighteſt not thou be angry with us till thou, 
baſt conſumed: us, ſo that there be no remainder- or rem- 
nant eſcaped? O Lord God ot {rael, thou art righteous, 
for we are left a remnant, eſcaped as it is this day: behold: 
we are before thee in our treſpaſſes: for we cannot ſtand: 
before thee becauſe of this. I 

Then Ezra roſe up from before the houſe of Gods 
and went into the chamber of Johanan the ſon of Eliaſhib, 
and when he came there he did eat no bread nor drink- 
water: for he mourned becauſe of the tranſgreſſion of thoſe.

In evil ways. 
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THE words of Nehemiah the ſon of Hachaliah. T: 
came to paſs in the month Chiſleu, in the twentieth year, 
as 1 was in Shuſhan the palace, that there came Hanani, 
one of my-brethren, and certain men of Judah; whom I 
aſked concerning the Jews, that were eſcaped, and left of 
the captivity; and concerning Jeruſalem. . 

[And they ſaid, The remnant that are left of the capti- 
vity there in the province, are in great affliction and re- 
proach: the wall of Jeruſalem is alſo broken down, and 
the gates thereof are burnt with fire. And when I heard 
theſe words I ſat down and wept, mourning certain days; I 
alſo faſted and prayed before the God of heaven: and ſaid, 
I beſeech thee, O Lord God of heaven, the great and 
awful God, who keepeth covenant and mercy with them 
that love him, and obſerve his commandments : let thise 
ear now be attentive, and thine eyes open, that thou mayeſt 
hear the prayer of thy ſervant which I pray before thee 
day and night for the children of Iſrael thy ſervants, and 
confeſs their fans, which we have committed againſt thee? 
both I and my father's houſe have ſinned, . We have dcalt 
corruptly againſt thee, and have not kept the command- 
ments, nor the ſtatutes, nor judgments which thou com- 
mandedſt thy ſervant Moſes. Remember, I beſeech thee, 
the word which thou ſpake to him, ſaying, If ye tranſ- 
greſs, J will ſcatter you abroad among the nations; but if 
ye return to me, and keep my commandments, and do 
them; though there were of Bo caſt out to the uttermoſt 

part of the heaven, yet will I gather them from thence, 


and will bring them to the place where I have choſen to 
make my name remain. Now theſe are thy ſervants, and 
thy:people, whom thou haſt redeemed by thy great power, 
and by thy ſtrong hand. O Lord, & beſeech thee, let thy 
ear now be attentive to the prayer of thy ſervants who -

For I was the king's eup-bearer: and as I waited upon 
him, he ſaid to me, Why is thy countenanee fad, ſeeing 
thou art not fick?

Then I was much afraid, and anſwered, * Let the king live 
for ever, Why ſhould net my countenance be ſad, when the

For what doſt thou make requeſt? Upon which I prayed to 
the God of heaven, and ſaid, If it pleaſe the king, and if

chres, that I may build it. | | 
And the king ſaid to me, (the queen fitting by him,) 
For how long ſhall thy journey be? and when wilt thou re- 
turn? 80 the king being pleaſed to ſend me, I ſet him 
a time. Moreover I faid, If it pleaſe the king, let there 
be letters given me to the governors beyond the river that 
they may convey me over till I come into Judah. And a 
letter to Afaph the keeper of the king's foreſt, that he 
ſhould give timber for the gates of the palace which belongs 
to the houſe, and for the wall of the city, and the houſe 
that I ſhould. go into. And the king granted me accord- 
ing to the good hand of my God upon me. | 
Then I came to the governors beyond the river, and 
gave them the king's letters, the king alſo had ſent cap- 
tains of the army and horſemen with me. And when 
Sanballat the Horonite, and Tobiah the ſervant, the Am- 
monite heard of it, it grieved them exceedingly that there 
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{. was come a man to ſeek the welfare of the children of I- 
if rael, Now when I was come to Jeruſalem, and had 
10 been there three days; 1 roſe up in the night, having a few 
lt men with me, but told no man what God had put in my 
e; heart to do at Jeruſalem ; and there was no beaſt with me 
to fave that which I rode on. | 
nd And after I had viewed the deſolations of the city, I 
er, ſaid to the people, Ve ſee the diſtreſs that we are in, how

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Jeruſalem lieth waſte, and the gates of it are burnt with 
fire: come and let us build up the wall of Jeruſalem, that 
we may be no more a-reproach. I told them moreover of 
the hand of my God which was good upon me, and of the 
kings words that he had ſpoken to me. And they ſaid, 
Let us riſe - up and build. So they ſtrengthened their 
hands for this good work. But when Sanballat, and Jo- 
biah, and Geſhem heard it, they deſpiſed us, and ſaid, 
What is this thing that ye do? will ye rebel againſt the 
king? Then I anſwered them, The God of heaven, he 
will proſper us; therefore we his ſervants will ariſe and 
build : but you have no portion, nor right, nor. memorial 
in Jernſalem, 

Then we proceeded to build the wall, and it was joined 
together, one-half of it to the other, for the people had a 
mind to work: but Sanballat and Geſhem ſtill endeavoured 
to weaken. their hands, and obſtruct the work. Afterward 
when I came to the houſe of Shemaiah, who was ſhut up, 
he faid, Let us meet together in the houſe. of God, within 
the temple; and let us ſbut the doors, for they will come 
to ſlay thee in the night. And I anſwered, Should ſuch a 
man as I flee? who is there that being as I am would go 
into abe temple to ſave his life? I will not go in. And I 
22 that God had not ſent him, but that he ſpoke 

is prophecy againſt me, for Tobiah and Sanballat had 
hired him, that they might have matter for an evil report,, 
to reproach me. 

So the wall was finiſhed on the twenty-fifth day of. the 
month Elul, in two and fifty days. And when all. our 
enemies heard of it, and the heathen that were about ſaw 
theſe things, they were much caſt down; for they perceived, 
this work was wrought of our God. a

knewelt that they dealt proudly againſt them: ſo didſt thou 
get thee a name as at this day. Thou didſt divide the ſea 
before them, fo that they went through the midſt of it on 
dry land, and their perſecutors thou threweſt into the 
deeps, as a ſtone into the mighty waters. Moreover thou 
leddeſt them with a pillar of a cloud by day, and with a 
pillar of fre by night, to give them light in the way they 
mould go. Thou cameſt down alſo upon Mount Sinai, 


ſpeaking with them from heaven, and giving them right 


judgments, and laws of truth, good ſtatutes and command. 
ments; and madeſt know to them thy holy ſabbath, and 


Vun. ihe ſeventh, | WF 
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commandedſt them precepts, ſtatutes, and laws, by the hand 
of Moſes thy ſervant. 

Thou gaveſt them bread from heaven for their hunger, 
and broughteſt them water cut of the rock for their thirſt, 
and promiſedſt them that they ſhould go in to poſſeſs the 
land which thou hadſt lifted up thy hand to give them. 
But they and our fathers behaved proudly, hardened their 
necks, and did not hearken to thy commandments. They 
refuſed to obey, neither were mindful of the wonders thou 
didſt among them: in their rebellion they appointed a cap. 
tain to return to their bondage. But thou art a God ready 
to pardon, gracious and merciful, flow to anger, and of 
great kindneſs, and didſt not forſake them. 

Thou gaveſt thy good ſpirit to inſtru them, and didſt not 
withhold thy manna from their mouth, thou alſo gave them 
water for their thirſt, Thus didſt thou ſuſtain them forty 
years in the wilderneſs. Thou multipliedſt their poſterity 
ike the ſtars of heaven, and broughteſt them into the 
land, which thou hadſt promiſed to their fathers, that they 
ſhould go in to poſſeſs it. Nevertheleſs they were diſobedi- 
ent, and caſt thy law behind their backs: and flew thy pro- 
phets who teſtified againſt them to turn them to thee, and 
wrought great provocation. Therefore thou didſt deliver 
them into the hand of their enemies, who vexed them. 
Vet in the time of their trouble, when they cried to thee, 
thou heardeſt them from heaven; and according to thy 
manifold mercies gaveſt them ſaviours, who ſaved them 
from the power of their enemies. pot 

But when they had reſt, they again committed evil be- 
fore thee, and brought thy chaſtiſements again upon them, 
After all which in thy many mercies, thou didſt not utterly 
conſume them, nor forſake them: for thou art a gracious 
and merciful God. Now therefore our God, the great, the 
mighty, and the awful God, who keepeft covenant and 
mercy ; let not all the trouble ſeem little before thee, which 
hath come upon us, our kings, and princes, alſo on our 
prieſts, prophets, and our fathers, and on all thy people, 
from the days of the kings of Aſſyria unto this day. How- 
beit thou art juſt in all that is come upon us, for thou haſt 
done right, but we have acted wickedly. th 
obama: Dn 
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And in thoſe days I faw in Judah ſome treading wine 
preſſes on the ſabbath, and bringing in ſheaves, and lading 
alles; as alſo wine, grapes, and figs, with all manner of 
burthens which they brought into Jeruſalem on the ſabbath 
day: but I teſtified againſ it at the time they were ſelling 
the proviſion, There dwelt men of Tyre alſo in it, who 
brought fiſh, and many ſorts of ware, which they fold on 
the ſabbath, in Jeruſalem. 

Then I contended with the nobles of Judah, and faid, 
What evil thing is this ye do, that ye profane the ſabbath 
day? Did not our fathers thus, and did not our God bring 
all this evil upon us, and this city? Yet ye add more diſ- 
pleaſure upon Iſrael by profaning the ſabbath. | 

And in the evening before the ſabbath, when the gates of 
Jeruſalem began tobe dark, I commanded that they ſhould 
be ſhut, and not be again opened till after the ſabbath. I 
alſo ſet ſome of my ſervants at the gates, that there might 
be no burthen brought in on this day. w 

I further ſaw Jews who had married wives of Aſhdod, of 
Ammon, and of Moab: and their children ſpoke half in 
the peech of Aſhdod, and could not ſpeak in the Jews 
language, but according to the language of each people. 
And I contended with them, and ſaid, Ye ſhall not give 
your daughters to their ſons, nor take their daughters to 
your ſons, or for yourſelves. Did not Solomon fin by theſe 
things? Yet among many nations there was no king like 
him, who was * beloved of his God, and God made him 
king over Iſrael : yet, even him did ſtrange women cauſe 
to Un. | 


* Whilft he walked in his fear, and pleaſed him: 
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IN the time of Ahafuerns, who reigned from India 10 
Ethiopia over an hundred and twenty-feven provinces, it 
came to paſs that he advanced Haman the Agayg te, 
and ſet his ſeat above all the princes that were with 
him, inſomuch that all the king's ſervants who were 
in the king's gate, bowed to Haman, and reverenced 
him; for ſo the king had commanded concerning 
him: but Mordecai bowed not to him. Then the king's 
fervants ſaid to Mordecai, Why tranſgreſſeſt thou the king's 
commandment? And: when they had ſpoken to him daily, 
and he would not hearken to them; they told Haman, to {ce 
whether Mordecai's matters would ſtand, for he had in- 
formed them he was a Jew. 51 10 
And when Haman ſaw that Mordecai did not bow to 
him, nor give him reverence, he was full of wrath. But 
it ſeemed contemptible to him to lay hands on Mordecai 
anly, when they had told him his people: Haman therc- 
fore endeayoured to deſtroy all the Jews who were in the 
kingdom of Ahaſuerus. And he ſaid to the king, There is 
a certain people ſcattered abroad, and diſperſed among the 

plein all the provinces of thy kingdom, whoſe laws difter 
om all people, neither keep they the King's laws; there- 
fore it is not for the king's — to ſuffer them. If it 
rm the king, Tet it be written that they may be de- 
royed: and I will pay ten thouſand talents of ſilver to 
the hands of thoſe who have the charge of the buſineſs, to 
bring it into the- king's treaſury. 5 
n the king took his ring from his finger, and gare it 
Haman, the Jews enemy; and ſaid to him, 'The ſilver is 
given to thee, and the people, to do. with them as thou 
_ Upon which the king's ſcribes were called, and 
ere was written according to all that Haman com- 
manded, to the king's lieutenants, and to the governors 
who were over every province, and to the rulers of every 


$cople of every province according to the writing of it, and 
0. 
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to every people according to their language; it was written 
in the name of king Ahaſuerus, and ſealed with his ring. 

And the letters were ſent by poſts, into all the king's 
provinces, to deſtroy, kill, and caute to periſh all Jews, 
both young men ard old, children and women, in one day, 
being the thirteenth of the twelfth month, which is the 
month Adar, and to take the ſpotl of them for a prey. 
The copy of the writing for a decree to be given in every 
province was publiſhed unto all people, that they ſhould be 
ready againſt that day. 

And when Mordccai knew all that was done, he rent 
his clothes, and put on ſackcloth and aſhes; and went out 
into the midſt. of the city, making a loud and bitter cry. 
He went alſo before the Mags gate; for none might enter 
into the king's gate clothed with ſackcloth. And in every 
province where the decree came, there was great mourning 
among the Jews, faſting and weeping, and many lay ih ſack- 
doth and aſhes. Then * Eſther the Joges was told of it 
by ber ſervants, and ſhe was exceedingly grieved; and ſent 
niment to clothe Mordecai, and to take away his ſack- 
cloth from him, but he received it not: upon this ſhe called 
for Hatach, one of the king's chamberlains, whom he had 


pointed to attend in her preſence, and gave him a com- 


mandment to know of Mordecai, what this was, and why 
it happened. And Hatach went forth to him into the 
ſtreet of the city, which was before the king's gate. And 
Mordecai told him all that had happened; and of the filver 
which Haman had promifed to pay into the king's treaſu- 
nes, that the Jews might be deſtroyed. He gave him alſo. 
the copy of the decree, which was given at Shuſhan to 
deſtroy them, to ſhew to Eſther, and to charge her that 
ſhe ſhould go in to the king, to make requeſt before him 
for her people. 

And Hatach came and told Eſther the words of Mor- 
decai, Again Eſther gave him this meſſage to Mordecai. 
All the king's ſervants, and the people of the provinces 
know, that any man or woman who ſhall come into the

law of his to put him to death, except ſuch to whom the

And when Mordecai was told Eſther's words, he com. 
manded to anſwer her thus, Think not with thyſelf that 
thou ſhalt eſcape in the king's houſe, more than all the 
Jews. For if thou holdeſt thy peace at this time, then 
ſhall enlargement and deliverance ariſe to the Jews from 
another place, but thou and thy father's houſe ſhall be de. 
ſtroyed: and who knows but thou art come to the king. 
dom for ſuch a time as this. 

And ſhe bade them fay unto Mordecai, Go gather 
together all the Jews that are preſent in Shuſhan, and jaſt 
e for me; neither eat nor drink three days, night or day: 
l and my maidens will faſt likewiſe, and ſo will I go into 
the king, which is not according to the law. And if I 
periſh, T periſh 80 Mordecai went and did according to 
all that er had commanded him. ö

Now on the third day Eſther. put on the royal apparel, 
and ſtood in the inner court of the king's: houſe, ovet 
againſt it, as he was fitting on his throne.

„And ſhe anſwered, If it ſeem good to the king, let the

ſo the king and Haman came to the entertainment which 
Eſther had prepared. And at the entertainment the kivg 
aid unts her, What is thy petition. and it ſhall be grantge 
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thee; even to the half of the kingdom it ſhall be per- 
rmed. - 

4 And ſhe replied, My petition is, if I have found favour 
in the ſight of the king, that he is pleaſed to grant my 
requeſt, let the king and Haman come to the entertainment 
which I ſhall prepare for them, and I will declare to- 
morrow, — to the king's word.

Haman ſaid moreover, 
Eſther the queen did let no man come in with the king to 
the feaſt which ſhe had prepared, but myſelf; and to- 
morrow J am invited by her with the king. Yet all this 
naileth me nothing, ſo long as I ſee Mordecai the Jew 
itting at the king's gate. 

Then his wife, and all his friends ſaid to him, Let a 
rallows be made of fifty cubits high, and to-morrow ſpeak 
to the king, that Mordecai may be hanged upon it. Then 
go thou in glad with the king to the feaſt. And the thing 
pleaſed Haman, ſs that he had the gallows made. the 

On that night the king could not ſleep, and he com- 
manded to bring the book of records of the Chronicles; 
and they were read before him; and it was found written, 
that Mordecai had told of Bigthana and Tereſſi two of the 
king's chamberlains, keepers of the door, who ſought to 
ay hands on king Ahaſuerus.

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80 Haman came in: and the king ſaid to him, Why 
ſhall be done to the man whom the king delighteth 0 
honour? (now Haman thought in his heart, to whom 
will the king delight to do honour more than to myſelf ') 
and he anſwered, For the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour, let the royal apparel be brought, which the 
king uſeth to wear, and the horſe which he rides upon, 
and the royal crown that is put upon his head; and let this 
apparel and horſe be delivered to one of the king's princes, 
that he may clothe the man, and bring him on horſeback 
through the ſtreet of the city, and proclaim before him, Thu 
ſhall & be done to the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour. 

Then the king ſaid to him, Make haſte and take the 
apparel, and the horſe, as thou haſt ſaid, and do ſo ty 
Mordecai the Jew who fits at the king's gate: let nothing 
fail of all that thou haſt ſpoken. Kecordinely Haman 
took the apparel and the horſe, and clothed Mordecai, and 
brought him through the ſtreet of the city, proclaiming be. 
fore him, Thus ſhall it be done to the man whom the king 
delighteth to honour. And Mordecai came again to the 
king's gate; but Haman haſted to his houſe mourning, 
with his head covered; where he told his wife Zereſh, and 
all his friends, every thing that had befallen him. T ben 
his wiſe men, and his wife ſaid, If Mordecai, before whom 
thou haſt begun to fall, is of the poſterity of the Jews, thou 
wilt not prevail againſt, him, but wilt ſurely fall before him, 
And while they were yet talking, the king's chamberlains 
came, and haſted to bring Haman to the fealt which Ether

that Eſther was upon. Then the king ſaid, Will he force 
the queen with me in the houſe? and as the word went 
out of his mouth, they covered Haman's face. 

Then Harbonah, one of the chamberlains, faid before 
the king, Behold there is a gallows fifty cubits high, ſtands 
at Haman's houſe, which he has made for Mordecai, who 
had ſpoken well for the king, And the king faid, Hang 
Haman upon it. They accordingly hanged Haman on 
the gallows which he had dah) for Mordecai. | 

The ſame day king Ahafuerus gave the houſe of Haman, 
the Jews” enemy, to Elther the queen; and Mordecai came 
before the king, for Eſther had told what he was to her. 
And the king took off his ring which he had taken from 
Raman, and gave it to Mordecai. Then Efther ſpake 
yet again before the king, and fell down at his feet, be- 
ſeeching him with tears, to put away the miſchief of Ha- 
man, and his device that be had contrived agaioſt the Jews. 
Upon which the king held out his ſceptre, and ſhe aroſe and 
laid, If it pleaſe the king, and I have found favour in his 
light, let it be written to reverſe the letters deviſed by Ha- 
man, which he wrote to deſtroy the Jews who are in all 
the king's. provinces; for how ſhall I endure to ſee the 
evil that will come upon my people? or to ſee the deſtruc- 
tion of kindred ? 8 

Then the king ſaid to Eſther, and to Mordecai, behold 
I haye given Eſther the houſe of Haman, and they have 


hanged 
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21 on the gallows, becauſe he would lay his hand 
on the Jews. Write ye alſo for the Jews as you pleaſe in 
the king's name, and ſeal it with his ring; ſince the wri. 
ting which is thus written and ſealed, no man may reverſe. 
So the king's ſcribes were called, and it was written ag. 
cording to all that Mordecai commanded to the Jews, and 
to the lieutenants and rulers of the provinces which were 
from India to Ethiopia, one hundred and twenty-ſeven 
provinces, unto every people after their Janguage, and to 
the Jews: according to their writing =_ language. He 
wrote in the name of king Ahaſuerus, ſealed with his 
ring, and ſent letters by poſt, on horſeback, and by riders 
on mules, camels, and young dromedaries, by which the 
king granted to the Jews who were in every city, to gather 
themſelves together, and ſtand up for their lives againſt any 
that would aſſault them, the ſame day in all the provinces, 
namely, the thirteenth of the twelfth month, which is the 
month Adar, 

And Mordecai went out from the king's preſence in 
royal apparel, and the city of Shufhan rejoiced, and was 
glad. Ihe Jews had alſo light and gladneſs, and joy and 
honour.” And many people of the land feigned themſelycs 
to be Jews, — they were in fear of them; beſides 
all the rulers of the provinces, and officers of the king, 
helped the Jews e the fear of Mordecai fell on them; 
for he was great in the king's houſe, and his fame went 
throughout all the provinces. | 

Mordecai alſo wrote theſe things, and ſent letters to all 
the Jews who were in all 'the provinces, both near and far 
off, to confirm it to them, that they ſhould keep the four- 
teenth and fifteenth days of the month Adar, yearly, as 
the days in which the Jews reſted from their enemies; 
wherefore they called theſe days Purim, after the name 
of Pur. They alſo confirmed and accepted it for themſelves, 
that the keeping thoſe days ſhould not paſs away, but be 
remembered and kept through every generation. 
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THE BOOK OF JOB.* 


I 


THERE was a man in the land of Uz whoſe name 
was Job, and that man was perfect and upright; one that 
feared God and avoided evil; and there were born to him 
ſeven ſons and three daughters. His fubſtance alſo was 
ſeven thouſand ſheep, three thouſand camels, and five hun- 
dred yoke of oxen, five hundred the aſſes, and a very great 
houſehold ; fo that he was the greateſt of all the men of 
the ealt, | 

And his ſons went and feaſted at their houſes, each one 
his day; and they called for their three ſiſters to eat and 
drink with them. Now it was ſo, that when the days of 
their feaſting were gone about, Job ſent and ſanctiſied them; 
and riſing early in the morning, be offered burnt-offeri 
according to the number of them all; for he ſaid, It may 
be my ſons have ſinned, and blaſphemed God in their hearts. 
Thus did Job continually. 3 
And there was a day when the fons of God came to 
preſent themſelves before the Lord, and ſatan alfo came 
among them. And the Lord ſaid unto ſatan, Whence 
comeſt thou? he anſwered, From going to and fro in the 
earth, 'and from walking up and down in it. Then the 
Lord faid unto ſatan, Hal thou conſidered my ſervant 
Job, that there is none like him in the earth, a perfect and 
upright man, one that feareth God, and avoideth evil? 
And ſatan anſwered the Lord, Doth Job fear God for 
nought ? haſt thou not made a hedge about him, and 
about his houſe, and all that he has, on every ſide? thou 
haſt bleſſed the work of his hand, and his ſubſtance is in- 
creaſed in the land ; but put forth thy hand and touch ali 
that he hath, and he will curſe thee to-thy face. 


Such parts of the book of Job are ſelected as were thought to 

afford moſt inſtruction; a certain writer ſays, „The ſcope of this 
Book is to eſtabliſh the great article of Providence, whereby no- 
thing will ſeem hard that befals us.“ 
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Then the Lord ſaid unto ſatan, Behold all that he has 
is in thy power, only upon himſelf put not forth thy hand. 
So ſatan went forth from the 2 of the Lord: and 
there was a day when Job's ſons and daughters were eating 
and drinking in their eldeſt brother's houſe. And there 
came à meſſenger unto him, with tidings that as the oxen 
were ploughing, and the aſſes feeding beſide them, the 
Sabeans fel upon them, and took them away: he added, 
they allo have ſlain the ſervants with the edge of the 
word, and I only am eſcaped to tell thee, While he was 
ſpeaking, another came, and ſaid, The fire of God is fallen 
- from heaven, and hath burnt up the ſheep and the ſervants, 
and conſumed them, ſo that I only am eſcaped to tell 
' thee. While he was yet ſpeaking, there came another, 
and faid, The Chaldeans made out three bands, and fell 
upon the camels, and have carried them away; they have 
| allo flain the fervants,'and I only ani eſcaped to tell thee. 
And whilſt he was ſpeaking another came, and ſaid, Thy 
. Tons and daughters were eating and drinking in their eldeſt 

*brothef*s houſe, when behold, there came a great wind 
from the wilderaeſs, and ſmote the four corners of the 
houſe; and it fell upon the youths, and they are dead, and 
I only am eſcaped to tell thee. * 

At which Job roſe up, and rent his mantle, and ſhaved 

his head; he alſo fell on the ground and worſhipped, ſay- 

ing, Naked came J out of my mother's womb, and naked 
ſhall I return thither: the Lord gave, and the Lord hath 

taken away, bleſſed be the name of the Lord. 

In all this Job did not fin, nor charged God fooliſhly.

Acain there was a day when the ſons of God came to 
preſent themſelves before the Lord, and ſatan came allo 
among them to preſent himſelf before the Lord. And the 
Lord faid unto him, From whence comeſt thou? ani 
ſatan anſwered, From going to and fro in the earth, and 
from walking up and down in it. | 
And the Lord ſaid, Haſt thou conſidered my ſervant 
Job, that there is none like him in the earth, a perfect and 


an upright man, fearing God and departing from wy

who ſtill holdeth faſt his integrity, though thou moveſt 


me againſt him, to deſtroy him without cauſe. And ſatan 
anſwered, Skin for ſkin, yea all that a man hath will he 
give for his life. Put forth thine hand now, and touch his 
bone and his fleſh, and he will curſe thee to thy face, 
Then the Lord ſaid unto ſatan, Behold he is in thy hand, 
only ſave his life. | 

So ſatan went forth from the preſence of the Lord, and 
ſmote Job with ſore boils, from the ſole of his foot unto 
his crown. And he took him a potſherd to ſcrape himſelf 
with, and ſat down among the aſhes. Then his wife ſaid to 
him, Doſt thou ſtill retain thy integrity? curſe God, and 
die. But he anſwered her, Thou ſpeakeſt as one of the 
fooliſh women ſpeak ; ſhall we receive good at the hand of 
God; and ſhall we not receive evil ? In all this Job did not 
ſin with his lips, | | 

Now when Job's three friends heard of all this evil that 
was come upon him, they came from their ſeveral places, 
Eliphaz the- Temanite, Bildad the Shuhite, and Zophar 
the Naamathite, for they had made an appointment together 
to come to mourn with him, and to comfort him. And 
when they looked from far and did not know him, they 
lifted up their voice and wept; and rent each one his 
mantle, and ſprinkled duſt on their heads towards heaven. 
And they fat down with him on the ground ſeven days and 
ſeven nights, none ſpeaking a word to him, for they ſaw his 
grief was very great. | 

After this Job ſpoke and ſaid, Let the day periſh on 
which I was born, and the night in which it was ſaid, 
There is a man child conceived. Why died I not from the 
womb ? why did the knees prevent me? or why the breaſts 
that I ſhould fuck? for now ſhould I have lain fill, and 
been quiet. I ſhould have ſlept, then had I been at reſt, 
There the wicked ceaſe from troubling; and there the 
weary reſt. - | 

Why is light given to a man whoſe way is hid, avd 
whom God hath hedged in? for my ſighing cometh be- 
fore I eat, and my complainings are poured out like waters. 
For the thing which 1 N teared is come upon me. I 
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was not in ſafety, neither had I reſt, neither was I quiet, 
yet trouble came.

Tux Eliphaz made anſwer, If we attempt to commune 
with thee, wilt thou be grieved? but who can withhold 
himſelf from ſpeaking ? Behold, thou haſt inſtructed many, 
and haſt ſtrengthened the weak hands.

Alſo the Lord gave Job twice 
as much as he had before. Then came to him all his 
brethren, and fiſters, and all they who had been of his 
een before, and eat bread with him in his houſe: 
and they bemoaned him, and comforted him over all the 
evil which the Lord had brought upon him.

alſo gave him a piece of money, and every one an ear- 
ring of gold. 

85 the Lord bleſſed the latter end of Job more than his

There is a ſore evil which I have ſeen under the ſun:

Every man to whom God hath given riches and wealth, 
and hath given him power to eat thereof, and to take his 
portion, and rejoice in his labour: this is the gift of God.

BOOK OF ISAIAH... 
2. 


HE viſion of Iſaiah the fon of Amoz, which he ſaw 
concerning Judah and Jeruſalem, in the days of 
Uzziah, Fotham, Ahaz, and Hezekiah, kings of Judah. 

Hear, O heavens, and give car, O earth; for the Lord 
hath ſpoken, I have nouriſhed and brought up children, 
and they have rebelled againſt me. The ox knoweth his. 
owner, and the aſs his maſter's crib: but Ifrael doth not 
know; my people doth not conſider. 

Ah! ſinful nation, a people laden with iniquity, a ſeed of 
evil doers, children that are corrupters. They have for- 
fyken the Lord, and provoked the Holy One of Iſrael to 
anger: they are gone away backward. Why ſhould ye be 
ſtricken any more? ye will revolt more and more: the 
whole head is fick, and the whole heart faint. From the 


fole of the foot unto the head, there is no ſoundneſs ; but 


wounds and bruifes, and putrifying ſores : they have not 
been cloſed, nor bound up, nor mollified with ointment, 
Your country is deſolate, your cities are burnt with fire: 
8 land, ſtrangers devour it in your preſence: it is deſo- 
te, as overthrown by ſtrangers. And the daughter of 
Zion is left as a cottage in a vineyard, as a lodge in a garden 
of cucumbers, as a beſieged city, Except the Lord of 
Holts had left to us a very ſmall remnant, we ſhould have 
been like unto Gomorrah. 
Hear the word of the Lord, give ear to the law of our 
God, To what purpoſe is the multitude of your ſacrifices 
unto 
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unto me, faith the Lord ? I am full of the burnt-offeringe 
of rams, and the fat of fed beaſts; I delight not in the 
blood of bullocks, or of lambs, or of he-goats. When 
ye come to appear before me, who hath required this at 

our hand to tread my courts? bring no more vain cb. 
ations, incenſe is an abomination unto me; the new moons 
and ſabbaths, the N of aſſemblies I cannot bear with, 
it is iniquity, even the folemn meeting. Your new moons, 
and appointed feaſts my ſoul hateth ; they are a trouble 0 
me, I am weary with bearing them. When ye ſpread forth 
your hands, I will hide mine eyes from you: yea, when ye 
make many prayers, I will not hear: your hands are full of 


Waſh ye, make you clean, put away the evil of your 
doings from before mine eyes; ceaſe to do evil, learn to do 
well, ſeek judgment, relieve the oppreſſed, judge the fa- 
therleſs, plead for the widow. Come now, let us 1ca{on 
together, faith the Lord: though your fins be as ſcarlet, 
they fhall be as white as ſnow, though they be red like 
crimſon, they ſhall be as wool. If ye be willing and obe- 
dient. ye ſhall eat the good of the land. Bur if ye refuſe 
and rebel, ye ſhall be devoured with the ſword : for the 
mouth of the Lord hath ſpoken it. 

How is the faithful city become an harlot? it was full of 
judgment, righteouſneſs lodged in it ; but now murdercrs, 
Thy filver.is become droſs, thy wine is mixed with water, 
Thy princes are rebellious, and companions. of thieves : 
every one loveth gifts, and followeth after rewards : they 
judge not the fatherleſs, nor doth the cauſe of the widow 
come unto them. Therefore ſaith the Lord, the Lord of 
Hoſts, the mighty one of Iſrael: Ah, I will eafe me of my 
adverſaries, and —— — mine enemies. I will turn 

hand upon thee, and purely purge away thy droſs, and 
— away all by kin. I will reſtore thy judges as at the firlt, 
and thy counſellors as at the beginning: afterwards thou 


ſhalt be called, The city of righteouſneſs, the faithful city. 
Zion ſhall be redeemed with judgment, and her conyerts 

with righteouſneſs. | |
